Scintillate, scintillate, small sun 


Q. Could you please settle a bet? Tommy Hodges says stars and 
planets both twinkle. I say planets don’t twinkle because they 
give off reflected light. Who is right? Tommy says stars and 
planets both twinkle because both light sources have to come 
through our atmosphere. Danny Schecter says I am right 
because planets are oppressed. Please give us the dope. — 
Charles Laquidara, Boston. 

A. All astronomical bodies appear to twinkle (scintillation is ac- 
tually the scientific term we use to describe this phenomenon) 
due to the turbulence of the atmosphere through which we view 
them. Because stars generate their own light and are seen 
through more atmosphere than planets, their “twinkling” is 
more noticeable. Each planet, as we all know, is a satellite of a 
sun (a star is a sun when taking into consideration the various 
planets surrounding it) and only reflects light from its sun. We 
could therefore generalize that if you view twinkling, it’s from a 
star; if you notice steadier lights — often reds or blues — it’s 
from a planet (or an airplane). As for the centuries old debate 
over which are more oppressed, planets or stars, I can only refer 
you to The Little Prince (Le Petit Prince) by Antoine de Saint- 
Exupery for further study.

ON ZIONISM 


To the Editor: 

Since Sid Blumenthal (Boston 
Phoenix May 1, 1973) would 
place Marty Blatt in the tradi- 
tion of what Isaac Deutscher 
called the “non-Jewish Jew,”’ he 
might be interested in 
Deutscher’s views on Zionism 
and Israel. In “Israel’s Spiritual 
Climate,”” his 1954 article ex- 
amining the contradictions in-, 
herent in Jews seeking refuge 
and safety in their own nation 
state, Deutscher, while stressing 
that he was not a Zionist, noted: 

“Israelis who have known me as 

an anti-Zionist of long standing 

are curious to hear-what I think 
about Zionism. I have, of course, 
long since abandoned my anti- 

Zionism, which was based on a 

confidence in the European 

labour movement, or, more 
broadly, in European society and 
civilization, which that civiliza- 
tion and society have not 
’ justified. If, instead of arguing 
against Zionism in the 1920s and 
1930s I had urged European Jews 
to go to Palestine, I might have 
helped to save some of the lives 
that were later extinguished in 

Hitler’s gas chambers. . . For the 

remnants of European Jewry — is 

it only for them? — the Jewish 
state has become a _ historical 
necessity.” 

Deutscher also observed in 
that article that in the great 
debate between Marxists and 
Zionists — whether the best 
defense against anti-semitism 
lay in working for a socialist 
revolution in Europe or for a 
Jewish state — the Zionists had 
scored a “horrible victory, one 
which it could neither wish or ex- 
pect: six million Jews had to 
perish in Hitler’s gas chambers 
in order that Israel could come 
alive. It would have been better 
for Israel to remain unborn and 
the six million Jews stayed alive 
— but who can blame the 
Zionists and the Jews for the 
outcome.” (my ital.) 

Deutscher was not uncritical 
of Israel: he chastised her often, 
particularly after the wars of 
1956 and 1967. But his was not a 
onesided critique; all the parties 
involved received their due. To 
do otherwise would have violated 
his standards as an intellectually 
honest historian and journalist. 
Equally important, he was un- 
doubtedly always wary lest his 
remarks provide fuel for anti- 
Semitism. Deutscher, along with 
most radical Jews who lived 
through the holocaust, knew 
what anti-Semitism could do. 
He frequently warned that it was 
a deeply rooted part of western 
civilization which could easily 
emerge and run amok again; 
Jews who took anti-Semitism 
lightly did so at their own peril. 
He did look forward to a time 
when the Israelis and Arabs 
would transcend their respective 
nationalist fixations and es- 
tablish a broader Middle East 
federation, but he would have 
recoiled at Blatt’s ‘‘Zionism 
Reconsidered,” a course which 
simplistically focuses on the 
Zionist responsibility for the 
problems in the area. Any useful 
discussion of these problems 
must give equal weight to the 
forces which pushed the Jews 
into Palestine and to the 
culpability of the various Arab 
regimes regarding the refugee 
problem; it must also examine 
the origins and tragic conse- 
quences, not unique in history, of 
the conflict between two rising 
nationalist movements (which 
have usually been resolved, as in 
the cases of Turkey-Greece and 
India-Pakistan, by the transfer 
of populations). It must also 
recognize that, while revolution 
is needed both in Israel and the 
Arab world, only in the former 
does anything resembling an in- 
dependent left exist. Instead of 
dwelling primarily on what to do 
about Israel, a productive in- 
vestigation must consider the 
problem of how to mount a 


progressive revolution in the 
Arab states, where socialist and 
humanist values have far weaker 
roots than in Israel. Clearly a 
course doing these things would 
not be entitled ‘Zionism Recon- 
sidered.” . 

Blumenthal's article is a glib 
series of distortions. He lumps 
the “establishment’’ Jewish 
groups protesting Blatt's course 
with the JDL, and throws in an 
irrelevant bit on the TV show 
“Bridget and Bernie,3.-all of 
which discredits those opposing 
the course and completely mis- 
ses the point. It is no accident, 
but a reflection of the times, that 
one would never see a course on 
anti-Black Nationalism, anti- 
Palestinian nationalism, anti- 
Chinese nationalism, etc. It is 
only Jewish nationalism which is 
singled out. (The contention that 
Palestinian nationalism is 
somehow “revolutionary,” a 
view based on the rhetoric of a 
few splinter groups, is belied by a 
careful examination of the 
movement’s literature and 
leadership. In any case, the 
overall record of Arab 
nationalism — in Egypt, Syria, 
Libya, Sudan — is hardly one to 
inspire optimism.) And what is 
so distressing is that this is done 
by the left, a bizarre paradox toa 
Marxist-humanist like myself. 
Equally revolting is that Blatt is 
willing to exploit this situation 
to get some notoriety, while 
Blumenthal is happy to engage 
in shoddy journalism to get a 
trendy article. 

Smugness and cleverness are 
not substitutes for hard work, 
reason, and intellectual honesty. 
Genocide is a fact of life, not only 
for Jews, but, even more recent- 
ly, for Biafrans, Bengalis, and 
Black Sudanese, all of whom 
have learned that the world 
doesn’t give a damn, and that 
powerful nations will only in- 
tervene if they have something to 
gain. If Jews (and other 
minorities) don’t look out for 
themselves, nobody else will. 
This does not preclude a com- 
mitment to socialism or a 
balanced position on Israel — I 
remain a socialist and a critic of 
the Israeli government — but it 
does preclude dismissing the 
terrible lessons of the last forty 
years and ignoring that, if a 
group is ever to see socialism 
realized, it must assure its sur- 
vival until that happy day. Mar- 
ty Blatt is not a lofty “non- 
Jewish Jew” (let us not forget 
that Deutscher was talking 
about people like Marx, Freud, 
Spinoza, and Trotsky), but just 
another shallow Semitic 
schmuck.

Sid Blumenthal replies: _ 
Jewish nationalism is not only 
nationalism which is the subject 
of uncritical attention today. 
Shlomo Avinieri,’ the Israeli 
scholar on Marx, has written 
that the Mideast situation is 
paradoxical in that what exists is 
a case of two competing rights, 
that of displaced Jews and dis- 
placed Palestinians. What major 
Jewish group in America is ready 
to agree with that? What is 
taught in Hebrew and religious 
schools and appears in the 
Jewish press is a totally unsym- 
pathtetic view of the 
Palestinians that many times 
implicity identifies them as con- 
temporary Nazis, stirring up the 
worst fears of Jews and hindering 
their ability to understand the 
real problems. Kort accords the 
Palestinians none of his sym- 
pathy whild assuring us that he 
is a critic of the Israeli govern- 
ment and a Marxist-humanist. A 
socialism that has nationalism 
as its dominant principle sur- 


passing all others in importance 
is really not much of a socialism. 
As one of Isaac Deutcher’s non- 
Jewish Jews, Trotsky, (also cited 
by Kort) once said about a social- 
ist poseur, “He calls himself a 
socialist through a mis- 
understanding of the word.”

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FDA Decree Could End Health Food Industry

The U.S. Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, in issuing regulations that will put 
high-potency vitamins on prescription 
and limit advertisement of health foods, 
could destroy the health food industry. 

Most jars of vitamins that now fill 
shelves in health food stores will be 
available only through doctor’s prescrip- 
tion. You’ll have to have a disease to get 
the food supplements that the FDA is 
now classifying as drugs. At 
the same time, the FDA is forbidding any 
true claim that products intended to 
supplement diets are helpful in any way 
to prevent, treat or cure disease, or that a 
food grown either in enriched ‘soil or 
organically is more nutritional than those 
grown otherwise which are subject to 
mass sprayings of insecticides, and injec- 
tions of dye. 

The new FDA regulations state that 
“lay persons are incapable of deter- 
mining, by themselves, whether they 


have or are likely to develop vitamin or | 


mineral deficiencies.” The order will re- 
quire consumers to go to a doctor and be 
classified as having a disease before they 
can obtain dietary supplements. They'll 
have to have a prescription for any 
vitamin over the FDA-approved 
Recommended Daily Allowance. 

The RDA is an interesting case by 
itself. RDA quotients were set up by the 
National Research Council of the 
prestigious National Academy of Science 
merely as a guideline suggesting levels 
adequate to nourish most healthy people. 
(It replaces a previous labeling require- 
ment known as the Minimum Daily Re- 
quirement, MDR. The MDR for many 
nutrients is only about half the RDA. The 
FDA picked up the system and decreed 
that anything offering over 150 percent of 
the RDA is a drug and can therefore be 
sold only by prescription. 

The RDA for Vitamin C, for example, is 
60 milligrams, so you’ll be able to buy 90 
milligrams of Vitamin C over the counter 
without a prescription. Many people have 
been taking 30 to 100 times that amount 
every day to prevent colds because Dr. 
Linus Pauling, a two-time Nobel winner 
for his research, recommends three grams 
of Vitamin C a day. 

Rep. Craig Hosmer (R-Calif.) is leading 
a fight in Congress to prevent FDA’s “. . . 
final order against millions of consumers 
who believe they have the right to buy 
truthfully labeled vitamins and minerals 
in any potency or combination without a 
prescription.” 

Public response to the curbs on 
vitamins has been the strongest in FDA’s 
history. Over 95% of all comments were 
opposed to the regulations, thus convin- 
cing 137 congressmen to co-sponsor with 
Hosmer identical bills, holding that foods 
and food supplements are not drugs and 
the FDA should not regylate them as 
such. Under the Hosmer bill true 
nutritional claims for these products 
could not be prohibited.

About the regulations Hosmer said, 
“FDA’s final order, if enforced, will 
destroy the health foods and food supple- 
ment industry, as more than 80 percent of 
their presently available products will be 
outlawed. 


Whose Business? 


“T do not think FDA has any business 
telling the American people they can’t 


buy some harmless Vitamin C without a 
prescription. 

“T do not question their right to ban 
toxic or dangerous substances, but ban- 
ning vitamins and minerals is absurd.” 

Banned from the market except as 
prescribed drugs will be 150 percent of the 
following Recommended Daily Allowance 
(Listed are maximum potencies you will 
be able to buy without a doctor’s 


prescription as applied to adults): 

Vitamins A — 5000 IU (internation un- 
its), D — 400 IU, E — 30 IU, C — 60 mg, 
B-1 — 1.5 mg, B-2 — 1.7 mg, Niacin — 20 
mg, B-6 — 2.0 mg, B-12 — 6 mcgm, 
Biotin — 0.3 mg, Pantothenic Acid — 10 
mg, Folic Acid — 1.5 mg, Calcium — 1 
gm, Phosphorus — 1 gm, Iodine — .15 
mg, Iron — 18 mg, Magnesium — 400 mg, 
Copper 2 mg, Zinc — 15 mg. 

Rep. Hosmer said about these limits: 
“Many consumers believe the top limits 
set by FDA are far too low to maintain op- 
timum health. It is simply a matter of 
consumers not believing the authorities 
relied on by FDA to set their limits, but 
rather believing the scientists who sharp- 
ly disagree with FDA’s limits. After two 
and one half years of hearings by FDA one 
point was clearly established: Nutrition is 
not an exact science.” 

According to the regulations a food use 
is mishanded if labeling (or advertising or 
literature) bears any statement that 
suggests or implies: 

°That a diet of ordinary foods cannot 
supply adequate amounts of nutrients, 
and that the food because of the presence 
or absence of certain dietary properties is 
adequate or effective in the prevention, 
cure, treatment, or mitigation of any dis- 
ease or symptom. 

(Note that the regulations don’t 
prohibit those selling products of 
questionable nutritional value such as

Household Workers: A Mostly. Black Story

“Black power and civil rights have real- 
ly helped. Before you were an invisible 
person, without character, without face, 
without name. Now I think they know 
we’re resentful they treat us differently.”

There are between two and three 
million household workers in the United 
States. Ninety seven percent are women, 
two thirds black. Their median age is 46 
— 6 years more than the national average 
for working women. A quarter of a million 
reported they are heads of families and 
household work is their major source of 
income. Their average earnings, accor- 
ding to the US Department of Labor, is 
$66 a week or $3732 yearly. That’s about 
one half of the median family income for 
the nation and way below the ap- 
proximately $7000 the Bureau of Labor 
Standards sets as the minimum sub- 
sistence budget for a 4-person family.

The existence of this secret 
tunnel came to light during a 
hearing in Washington on April 
25th. American Civil Liberties 
Union attorneys had requested 
the hearing to challenge a White 
House rule which limits the 
number of demonstrators who 


can legally parade in front of the 
White House. 

Secret Service officials 
testified under oath that Mr. 
Nixon could escape through “a 
secret tunnel’”’ if things somehow 
got out of hand—and if 
demonstrators suddenly stormed 
the Mansion. However, the 
Treasury agents stressed that 
such an occurence was unlikely. 

The secret passageway has 
been described by one former 
Secret Service agent as a zig zag 
tunnel which leads into a deep, 
underground, bomb-proof vault 
under the Treasury building in 
Washington. 4 


Park Plaza 


Saying that the “essential 
public purpose” of the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority’s 
(BRA’s) Park Plaza renewal 
plan “has not been established,” 
the Boston Society of Architects 
last week urged Mayor Kevin 
White to delay the city’s third 
try for state approval of the pro- 
ject. 

The society said it favors the 
concept of renewing the Park 
Square area, but that it believes 
there are ‘‘alternative 
procedures” to the BRA’s plan. 
The society urged the mayor “‘to 
establish a new, workable and 
exemplary renewal policy and 
process’”’ before asking once 
again for the state’s okay on 
Park Plaza. 

In addition to the society’s 
request, a newly-formed 
citizens’ advisory group in- 
cluding representatives from, 
civic groups in the Park Square 
vicinity may also ask for more 
time to review BRA plans when 
it meets this week. 

New Park Plaza submissions 
are beginning to trickle in and a 
DCA spokesman says the 
changes appear to be con- 
siderable. Sources say that DCA 
Commissioner Crampton will re- 
main in his job to rule on the 
plan. f

There’s a Prophet Among Us

newspapers. Built for less than 
ten dollars, it can be used to save 
food for people who, without it, 
might face crippling hunger the 
following day. 

One of Papanek’s best designs 
was a gas powered vehicle to be 
distributed through Unesco as a 
boost for throngs otherwise 
destined to be born and to die in 
poverty. 

But Unesco would have had to 
build millions of them, at un- 
acceptable pollution cost to the 


dollars apiece. 


environment. So Papanek aban- 
doned the plan, only to see it 
ripped off by promotors who 
have made it into a golf cart. 
Since he seeks his plans in 
nature, Papanek shuns the pa- 
tent office, and is therefore not 
bitter over the rip-off. Instead, 
he turned his attention to a mus- 
clepowered vehicle which can be 
propelled like a bicycle, linked 
together to make trains, and 
adaptable to hand-and-shoulder 
operation for going up tough 
hills. 
' Millions of peasants will get a 
little more done each day 
because of this simple, cheap 
machine. 
Sometimes the design, by 
itself, is not enough; it must be 
as cunningly persuaded as con- 
trived. This was true in the case 
of the used-tire irrigation pump, 
designed by a Papanek student. 
The way it was promoted was to 
send emmisaries into villages 
offering to buy up old tires at ten 
cents apiece. After the -first 
flurry, the buyer began offering 
for sale irrigation purips for four 


The villagers could easily 
recognize that the tires they had 
sold for a dime comprised the in- 
tegral part of the pump. So they 
would buy one pump, use it as 
model for others they made 
themselves, and go off thinking 
they had outwitted a dumb 
promoter. But the water got 
pumped, and the crops thrived. 

Now Papanek comes to us 


with a handbook on furniture for 
people who are a) usually broke; 
b) often on the move; or c) both. 
The book is called Nomadic Fur- 


niture, a compendium of ideas so 
cussedly simple one can easily 
steal credit for their inspiration 
oneself. 

Two canvas straps, tethered 
just so on a narrow mattress 
produce an upholstered chair 
which can convert back to a bed 
when needed. 

Corrugated board, cut and 
glued according to instructions, 
becomes a comfortable, virtually 
indestructable bench which can 
be taken anywhere. 

“It is the prime function of the 
designer to solve problems,” says 
Papanek. “This means that the 
designer must also be sensitive 
as to what problems exist.” 


So he watches people — in 
Cambridge, where he sees left- 
handers struggling with right- 
handed welfare booklets or 
Japanese cameras; in India, 
where he sees hundreds of 
thousands who don’t yet know 
that they are Indians. And he 
sets out to solve the problems 
seen. 


For the utterly illiterate In- 
dians, a solution was a nine-cent 
radio. It is housed in a tin can, 
fixed to a single frequency and 
powered by a thermocouple 
heated with burning camel dung, 
cow dung or any other dung. 
What mastery, to use dung to br- 
ing people together. 


In the works is a single- 
channel television set uo serve 
all of Africa. Its case will be 
made of re-cycled something, 
and it will go into production as 
soon as its cost can be brought 
down under six dollars. Its goal: 
literacy among those permanent- 


ly illiterate so far in history. 

Papanek sets a double- 
standard on most problems. “If 
we can design something that 
solves a problem, then why not 
also design it so that people who 
need work can make it?” 


So he designed a Braille 
printer; so simple that its 
fabrication is a delight to the 
upper-retarded, the only people 
alive capable of making the 
printers all day without 
boredom. And he designed a play 
book that teaches children color, 
shape and texture, to be 
manufactured by indigent 
women in their homes. 


These are the designs with 
benevolent obsolescence built 
into them, for they will help the 
terribly poor to reach a plateau 
of fulfillment at which the very 
device that brought them there: 
can be abandoned. 

Above all, these are designs of 
love — compassion for people, 
regard for the planet and delight 
at the application of ingenuity to 
make more of life worth living. 

“If my sole intent were to 
make money, I would develop 
designs for some of these 
(problems) rather than write 
about them. As it is, I am 
developing designs in those areas 
that seem to me to have the 
greatest urgency. The rest are 
listed to provide turn-ons for 
others. My feelings about the — 
basic wrongness of patents make 
this approach consistent and 
worthwhile.” 

So Papanek won’t design for 
money. Yet I find him to be one 
of the richest men I have ever 
met. 
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Flight 553 - Midway to Watergate

An explosive new aspect of the 


Watergate crisis is beginning to emerge . : 


from the United Airlines jetliner crash 
last December 8 outside Chicago’s 
Midway Airport in which Dorothy Hunt, 
E. Howard’s wife, and others connected 
with Watergate met their deaths. 


Mrs. Hunt was reported at the time to 


have been carrying $10,000 in cash. This 
was tacitly reckoned to be hush money 
paid her husband for pleading guilty in 
the Sirica trial and so keeping the lid on 
Watergate. It was said she was taking it 
to Chicago to buy a Holiday Inn 
franchise. It now appears she was carry- 
ing much more than that. 

The crash was said to have happened 
because United 553’s pilot, Captain 
Wendell Whitehouse, stalled out his 
equipment trying to pull up too rapidly 
when he suddenly found himself closing 
in the fog with another liner headed for 
the same runway. 

No conclusive evidence could be 
presented for this view because both 
flight recorders (missing in the wreckage 
for two days), though designed and 
mounted specifically to survive such 
crashes with data intact, failed. And 


there was a confusing report from one of 


two conflicting coroners, Cook County 
and the FAA, that Whitehouse actually 
died before the crash, suddenly, as 
though from massive heart attack. Still, 
everything was plausible enough. 

It was only the overwhelming coin- 
cidence of her presence which so dis- 
oriented the event and made it stick out. 
The accidental sudden death of public 
people at the most dramatic moment 
possible will have always a kind of charm 
for a kind of collector. It is like the same 
death, at once, in everyone’s family. It 
rivet’s everyone’s attention. It seems 
wrong and unreal. It distresses the collec- 
tive curiosity. 


Skolnick 


The accusation of sabotage is being 
made in earnest if not yet in desperation 
by a private investigator in Chicago, 
Sherman Skolnick, whom none of the 
mainline media press will take seriously. 
“Dwight Chapin,” Skolnick told me in a 
lengthy phone interview last week, “‘is ex- 
ercising his and United’s heaviest 
kind of clout to make sure this story 
doesn’t get into the media.” — 

Chapin of course is the former White 
House and Creep (Committee to Re-elect 
the President) official who appeared to 
leave Nixon last January to take a top ex- 
ecutive job with United Airlines. Because 
he grumbled something when he left 
Washington about “blowing the whistle if 
he had to,” people assumed there had 
been some struggle in which Chapin had 
either forced his way out or got ejected. 


On the contrary, the direction of 
Skolnick’s idea is that Chapin was one of 


the Nixon Creeps more than ever when he 
went to United, that he was in fact sent to 
United by Nixon in order to assert Creep

Women in Blue: Ready, Aim, Not Hired

‘And the beat goes on. Castro vs. 
Beecher, the court case ending 
discrimination against non-whites on 
Massachusett’s police forces, just will not 
be closed. Instead, it grows in import. 

First, there is an attempt to overturn 
the latest agreement and start from 
scratch. The Mass. Police Association 
won an injunction from the Suffolk 
Superior Court to prevent civil service 
from assigning priority to blacks who 
passed the test. Civil Service last week 
went to the Supreme Judicial Court to try 
to get the injunction enjoined and the 
Court scheduled a hearing on the matter 
for this Monday. 

Meanwhile, there is a new dimension to 
the case, a logical extension to the 
struggle to end racism in hiring of police 
officers. 

When the civil service division finally 
got around to giving the supposedly non- 
discriminatory test to police officers last 
fall, it also decided, almost as an 
afterthought and without much publici- 
ty, to let women take the test for the first 
time. No one thought it would make 
much difference! The large number of 
applicants and veterans’ preference made 
it almost a certainty the available jobs

‘would go to men. 


But among the women who took and 
passed the written exam were 38 non- 
whites. And according to the April agree- 
ment, which everyone thought finally 


settled the two and a half year battle 
between civil service and eight non-white 
applicants, there is a separate priority 
hiring pool for non-whites who passed the 
test. So the 38 women recently got a 
‘notice to report for the second round — 
the medical and physical strength tests. 

Twenty-two showed up at the Cam- 
bridge YMCA on the appointed day. 
Three were never tested after hanging 
around all day (one had come all the way 
from Springfield). The other nineteen all 
passed their medical tests. All failed their 
physical strength tests. 

In Massachusetts, to make it onto the 
civil service list from which police persons 
are hired, you must pass a nine part 
strength test (as well as written in- 
telligence and psychological tests) prov- 
ing you can lift a 150 pound sand sack 
dummy to your chest in one movement 
and from there onto your shoulders, ex- 
ecute a standing broad jump of 6ft. 8in.. 
lift dumbbells of 50 to 75 pounds to vour 
shoulder and from there over vour head 
one arm at a time, and then a total of 110 
with both arms, manage at least 10 sit- 
ups, shinny up a rope using only your 
hands for at least 14 ft., vault a fence 4 ft.

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The Press Under the Spell of the Potomac

WASHINGTON - You get a distorted 
view of America in this town. For many 
people here, America begins and ends at 
the District of Columbia line or, at best, 
the Beltway which links the suburbs to 
the city. Under normal circumstances, 
Washingtonians greatly exaggerate their 
importance in the normal scheme of 
things. Under extraordinary cir- 
cumstances, the self-importance becomes 
almost unhearable to an outsider. 
Watergate is an extraordinary cir- 
cumstance. Washington Post columnist 


David Broder said it best last week when | 


he wrote, “Not since last November has 
Washington witnessed such an orgy of 
self-congratulation as it has seen this past 
week. Back then it was the Nixon Ad- 
ministration and its political agents who 
were celebrating their own genius in 
producing the 49-state landside. 

“Last week, it was the journalists of the 
country who were hailing each other—and 
graciously allowing politicians to praise 
them—for their splendid work. on the 
Watergate story.” 

It was hard to go anywhere in 
Washington last weekend without run- 
ning into a journalist suffering from 
Water(gate) on the brain. The 2500 or so 
reporters and editors who normally cover 
the capital were joined—at least for a 
weekend—by a horde of outsiders. The 
American Society of Newspaper Editors 
was meeting at one downtown hotel. The 
A. J. Liebling Counter-convention, run 
by New York’s (MORE) Journalism 
Review, was set up in the Mayflower 
Hotel. All of the press on hand—insiders 
and outsiders, editors and working 
stiffs—wanted to congratulate 
themselves on Watergate. 

The A. J. Liebling affair would have 
been hated by that distinguished late 
press critic. It was self-congratulatory, 
self-important and about as much of a 
counter-convention as the last meeting of 
The New York Times’ board of directors. 
The tone was struck early by former 
Timesman and (MORE) editor Tony 


Lukas who began one panel discussion by 
saying, “Some people thought last year’s 
counter-convention meant confrontation. 
Some thought it meant counter-culture. 
It meant neither.”” Perhaps most impor- 
tantly of all, the whole thing was a bore: a 
stone cold drag, not the invigorating af- 
fair it was meant to be. 

The people who ran the A. J. Liebling 
fell into the Washington trap. Having 
brought their convention to Washington, 
the (MORE) people seem to accept the il- 
lusion that America (and American jour- 
nalism) was not important out of the 
capital. All the workshops, all the panel 
discussions were aimed in that direction 
and, during much of the convention, 
reality rarely wafted into the Mayflower 
Hotel. Having come to a self-important 
city with a frequently pompous press cor- 
ps, the convention itself became pompous 
and self-important. For anyone who 
wanted some exchange of ideas on how to 
make wire services better, how to deal 
with money-hungry publishers or how to 
dig through the governmental maze, 
there was very little indeed. 


The Power Elite 


The A. J. Liebling was, however, a 
good opportunity to see the Washington 
press corps in action, to see the people 
who shape the news we receive. 

The Washington Post is now king of the 
hill in D.C.. For the past two years, it has 
been creeping up on The New York 
Times as the most influential paper in the 
city and, hence, the country. With 
Watergate and the chaotic situation at 
the Times’ Washington bureau, it 
supplanted the New York paper. 

“We were and are in complete chaos,” 
said one Times reporter last week. “Our 
best reporters are- gone, the rest are 
demoralized and the bureau chief is 
terrible.” The decline of The Times began 
last year. First, Neil Sheehan—the man 
who broke the Pentagon Papers—went on 
leave of absence. He will probably never 


return. Supreme Court expert Fred: 


Graham, upset with New York butchery 
of his copy, went to CBS-TV. Foreign af- 
fairs reporter Tad Szulc, who broke the 
Bay of Pigs back in 1961, resigned for 
similar reasons. White House reporter 
Bob Semple and urban affairs expert 
Jack Rosenthal were called back to New 
York. R. W. Apple, the national reporter, 
was reassigned to the White House over 
his objections. “He loathes the place,” 
says another White House reporter. “You 
can’t -do your best work under those con- 
ditions.” 

The biggest blow, though, was bureau 
chief Max Frankel’s reassignment to New 
York (as Sunday editor). His replace- 
ment was Clifton Daniels who has not 
seen the insides of a real live news room 
for years. Daniels is basically a 
corporation-problem man; fine as assis- 
tant to the publisher, lousy—according to 
Times reporters—as a bureau chief. 

Daniels may be responsible for the huge 
lead The Post built up over The Times on 
Watergate. He was reportedly the man 


_who assigned Szule to check out last 


July’s White House-originated rumor 
that the Watergate was really the work 
of a bunch of Cuban crazies. The Times 
committed themselves to that angle and 
stuck with it for over two months. By the 
time they recovered, The Post’s Bob 
Woodward and Carl Bernstein were well 
on their way to the Pultizer Prize. 
Daniels was almost certainly responsi- 
ble for, first, bringing in a reporter from 
New York to cover Watergate (Walter 
Rugaber) and, then, assigning his best 
people—Sy Hersh, Chris Lydon—to the 
story only after The Post had taken com- 
mand. It was, say Times bureau people, a 
varying depressing period; made that 
much worse by the fact that The Times’ 
one real scoop—that John Mitchell had 
discussed bugging the Watergate as early 
as January, 1972—came from new Times 
columnist William Safire. (The story ran 
without a by-line.) Safire is universally 
hated at the bureau, chiefly because of 


his habit, when on Nixon’s staff, of leak- 
ing false stories to reporters. (For earlier 
story on Safire’s hiring by the Times, see 
Lee Lockwood’s article in Feb. 13, 1973, 
Boston Phoenix.) 

Spencer Rich, The Post Senate reporter 
and columnist, was one of the few to 
chastize The Times for even picking up 
Safire. “Bill Safire,” Rich said at a 
(MORE) panel discussion, “is a liar and 
that’s all there is to it:” Times columnist 
Tom Wicker, on the same panel, could 
only offer lame excuses—which is about 
all The Times can do about far too many 
things these days. 


The Best and the Brightest 


For a while last fall it looked as if The 
Post would collapse under the weight of 
being the frontrunner in the Watergate’ 
investigation. The Nixon Administration 
was openly criticizing the paper for its 
lack of professionalism on the story. 
Worse yet, more than a few of the paper’s 
journalistic colleagues were beginning to 
feel The Post had gone overboard. The 
number of papers who subscribe to the 
Post-Los Angeles Times wire service and 
were not running the Watergate pieces 
(see the Boston Phoenix, May 8) was 
depressing. 

The Post survived, of course, to become 
the toast of the town; rating a -kudo from 
R. Nixon on nation-wide television, an 
apology from Ron Ziegler of the 
Disneyland Mafia, and the Pulitzer Prize. 
The turn of events only solidify a position 
The Post had obtained by the fall of 1972; 
that of the most influential paper in the | 
country. 

The Washington paper did it by simply 
outthinking, outwriting and outhiring 
The Times. While Sheehan, Szulc and 
Graham bailed out on the New York 
paper—continuing a tradition establish- 
ed by the likes of Tony Lukas, David 
Halberstam and Gay Talese—The Post 
was adding people like Jules Witcover 
(from the L.A. Times) and Lou Cannon 
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from the Ridder newspaper to a roster 
that already included David Broder, 
generally considered to have supplanted 
James Reston as the country’s most 
thoughtful political columnist; in- 
vestigative reporters Ron Kessler and 
Morton Mintz; the excellent Pentagon 
reporter George Wilson; Sandy Unger at 
the Justice Department; the diplomatic 
corps’ Murray Marder; Senate reporter 
Spencer Rich; and society gadflies Max- 
ine Cheshire and Sally Quinn. 

At the heart of this crew is Ben Bradlee 
who—unlike the Times editors—declines 
to accept the status quo. He is brash and 
gutsy and utterly irresistible in person; 
just the sort of man who can do something 
with a paper given enough leeway and 
enough money. Katharine Graham, 
publisher of The Post, gave Bradlee plen- 
tv of both. 

Bradlee has projected The Post into 
such a position that the Post-Times wire 
service is now one of the most sought- 
after in the country. ‘To get papers like 
mine to subscribe to something more than 
AP or UPL is something,” commented one 
editor from the midwest. “But we take 
the Post and use it. That is a real com- 
pliment.” 


What We See 


Over and above The Post and Times, 
the Washington press corps has 
highlights but no major sources of light. 
The Associated Press (especially now that 
Walter Mears, the service’s best political 
reporter, has become an editor) .and 
United Press International (except for the 
lady who talks to Martha Mitchell, Helen 
Thomas) provide bland, unimaginative 
copy at best. The Los Angeles Times still 
has Jack Nelson and a few others but 
John Laurance is not a good bureau chief 
and Witcover and Stuart Loory, the 
White House reporter, have left. The 
network television reporters are con- 
sidered but with few exceptions—CBS’ 
Dan Rather, Marvin Kalb and Robert 
Pierpoint; NBC’s Cassie Mackin, Doug 
Kiker and Carl Stern; and ABC’s Bob 
Clarke—-to be competent at best. CBS‘ 
Roger Mudd is influential as heir ap- 
parent to Walter Cronkite. Bill Monroe, 
Washington editor for NBC’s “Today” 
show, is more powerful than most people

may think because he provides much of 
the news Washington takes with morning 
coffee. TV, though still relies too heavily 
on The Post and Times for its story leads 
and on the wires for pure copy to be taken 
that seriously. Radio is all but dead as a 
news carrier. 

Of those papers that maintain their 
own Washington bureaus—outside the 
Times—The Wall Street Journal with 


Jerry Landauer and others and The St.: 


Louis Post-Dispatch under bureau chief 
Richard Dudman may be the best. The 
Globe has a highly regarded reporter in 
Tom Oliphant and a future superstar 


columnist in Marty Nolan. The other. 


bureaus tend to have but one standout: 
Peter Lisagor, whose opinions are weigh- 
ed carefully by his colleagues, at The 
Chicago Daily News; Morton Kondracke 
at The Chicago Sun-Times; Godfrey 


Sperling from The Christian Science 
Monitor; and others. 


How the Corps Fails 


If the comments by the more disgruntl- 
ed at the (MORE) convention are any ex- 
ample, the Washington press corps fails 
on a number of counts. Certainly, as a 
group, it tends to play follow the leader. 
What is important to a few people tends 
to become important to all. Far too often 
what is important to these people bears 
no resemblance to what most of the coun- 
try considers important or even what 
should be important. 

For all that Washingtonians tend to 
limit their world to the D.C. city line, 
they limit their vision of the government 
to the White House, the Senate and the 
Supreme Court. To the rest of the 
massive bureaucracy—HEW, the Pen- 


tagon, the Justice Department, even the 
House—little attention is paid. These are 
not the glamour beats and, when a 
reporter does work hard at cutting 
through the maze at, say, Interior, it is 
usually in an effort to get assigned 
elsewhere. “I don’t think most of the 
press corps here knew where the Interior 
Department was until the Indians took it 
over,” noted Morton Mintz of The Post, 
one of the few who digs around the 
bureaucracy. 

More importantly, the press corps 
tends to consider the political maneuver- 
ing that goes on in Washington to be of 
prime importance. More coverage is given 
to a Democratic National Committee 
meeting than to a House investigation of 
Pentagon over-runs. Ed Muskie becomes 
more important than the decision made 
by a bureaucrat; a decision which could 
effect millions of people. 

It is the whole rarefied atmosphere of 
the place; a feeling of importance that 
affects nearly everyone. “There is a 
pattern to this place,” says Sally Quinn of 
The Post, “and it is very hard to resist 
following the pattern.” . 

What happened to the (MORE) con- 
vention this year is a perfect illustration 
of what can happen to the best of jour- 
nalists when confronted with. 
Washington. Things do happen in Seattle 
and Cleveland and Kansas City but their 
importance just fades away before the 
glories of covering the capital. “Just how 
far we can go wrong,” said John Twohey, 
a syndicated columnist, at one panel dis- 
cussion, “is how poorly we reacted to the 
anti-war, women’s, ecology, consumer 
and anti-concentrated power movements 
in this country. They all started outside 
Washington so we didn’t realize they ex- 
isted until they were well along.” 

(MORE) got caught up in this whole il- 
lusion of grandeur, amplified by the 
Watergate case. All the reporters on hand 
seemed very pleased with how things were 
going in their profession, especially with 
the Watergate. Few felt as David Broder 
did that “the journalistic euphoria is 
about ephemeral—to use Cap 
Weinberger’s favorite word—and as ill- 
deserved as the White House euphoria 
was last fall. We ain’t as good as the 
returns make us look, either.”

6 in. high, climb an 18 ft. straight ladder 
to a balcony, lift the 125 pound dummy 
on the balcony and carry it back down the 
ladder, run 440 yards in 81 seconds, and 
swim 50 yards. 

Okay superperson, you try it. Attorney 
Pat King who gets some kind of en- 
durance award for the years he’s spent on 
the case and thinks he’s in pretty good 
physical shape otherwise, went down to 
the Y to see if he could measure up. He 
ran the 440 yards in just under the max- 
imum allowable 81 seconds but reports he 
almost got a coronary in the process. 

Men who pass the written test general- 
ly spend the next month before the 
physical test getting into shape. The 
women were given only two weeks notice 
of the exam (police women hired in the 
past have not had to take it). When a 
group. went down to the YMCA to prac- 
tice they were told there were no facilities 
for women. 


The conditions under which the test 
was given were humiliating, the women 
reported. ‘Spectators were free to come in 
and gawk or joke at the women obviously 
unable to meet the stiffer requirements. 


In the past, policewomen were hired 


after taking a separate exam which did 
not include a physical strength test. Most 
were assigned to duties “for which women 
are especially suited, such as dealing with 
children,”’ according to Mabel Campbell, 
the veteran ex-director of civil service. 
Boston did hire a group of policewomen in 
1943 and then another 11 last year who 
perform the same job as their male 
counterparts. They did not take the 
strength exam. 


A number of police forces across the 
country, including the Washington D.C. 
force and the FBI, do not require a 
strength test or admisister it after the 
training program. And an expensive 
(almost $50,000) study of the old Mas- 
sachusetts written exam commissioned 
by civil service in the early days of the 
court case recommended that the 
strength test be given after training. Add 
to that a letter to the civil service from 
Boston police commissioner diGrazia 
strongly critical of the physical test. Like 
the written test it has never been shown 
the exam has anything to do with being a 
good police officer. DiGrazia wrote that 
many of his best police officers could not 
pass the strength test if they had to take 
it now. (The same test is also given to 
firemen and corrections officers.) 

The response from civil service was 
sadly predictable. At an April 30 meeting 
with Pat King, he was told the question 
would be studied. In vain he pointed out 


the division had already spent some $50,- 
000 doing just that. The old study did not 
deal directly with the issue, Campbell 
told me. And, of course, “the women took 
the same exam as the men. The law says 
the standards can not be waived for any 
applicant.” 
All this razzle dazzle means the 
number of blacks who might have gotten 
onto police forces will be lowered. More 
immediately, at least one woman who 
now has a job as a police person will lose 
her position: Pauline Garcelon, a 
provisional appointment to the New Bed- 
ford force, has been highly recommended 


‘by her superior and the local police chief. 


Both submitted statements that she 
“‘performed as well or better than more, 
experienced members” and, as the head 
of the local training program wrote, 
“more than held her own with 29 male 
trainees.” 

That’s civil disservice story number 


In the last month since the dramatic 
last minute seeming settlement in 
Wyzanski’s courtroom, civil service also 
has backtracked on its unwritten agree- 
ment to provide individual psychological 
examinations for those non-whites who 
passed all but the EMO test (meant to 
weed out the psychologically unstable). 
Now civil service is arguing it is not 
bound to give the examinations because 
this was never made a part of the consent 
decree. (The details were worked out the 


night before the court appearance, and 
‘because time, place and financial 
arrangements had not been discussed, it 
was not included in the final settlement, 
King says). It can not afford the ex- 
aminations, the civil service claims. and 
when two plaintiffs offered to fork up the 
$40 themselves, the answer was that if it 
was allowed in this case everyone else 
would want to follow suit. 

That leaves two very angry plaintiffs 
and even smaller group of eligible non- 
white applicants. (About 25 percent of 
the 300 odd minority people passing the 
other parts of the test failed this compo- 
nent. Why, one wonders, didn’t the at- 
torneys get a written agreement on this. 
They can’t be so naive about civil service 
after all this time.) 

What’s to be done? Wyzanski, bored 
with the case and perhaps a little shy of 
it, last Monday declared none of these 
issues were within his jurisdiction. 

It suits civil service just fine. Now King 
has to decide whether to appeal 
Wyzanski’s decision and if he wins get the 
case tried on its merits or start from 
scratch and file a complaint charging dis- 
crimination on the basis of sex with the 
EEOC, exhaust administrative remedies 
(that is, wait six months for a response) 
and then go back to court. By that time 
all the vacancies will have been filled. 

So much action and so little move- 
ment. I might even suggest it has to get 
just a little bit frustrating. 
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The Money Game That Beacon Hill Plays

On May 20, Representative Anthony 
Scibelli (D - Springfield), chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee will 
hold a testimonial dinner for himself in 
his home town. Scibelli’s office says that 
the dinner, at $100 a plate, is for the 
benefit of Springfield Technical Com- 
munity College. They stress that the af- 
fair is being put together by friends of 
Rep. Scibelli (businessmen and educators 
like John Collins of the Springfield 
Institute for Savings) and that this is the 
legislator’s first testimonial after 35 years 
of public service. 

Beacon Hill lobbyists, though, see the 
Scibelli testimonial as the same old 
game: take the money and run. Some are 
not only openly cynical about the purpose 
of the dinner (‘with these guys,” said 
one, “charity begins at home.”’) but are 
complaining of what they feel to be 
pressure tactics on the part of Scibelli’s 
office. “I have heen told in so many words 
that the legislation I’m interested in will 
be judged by the testimonial,” stated one 
lobbyist. For these guys actually to com- 
plain about pressure is something new, 
but then Scibelli is the big cheese on the 
most powerful House committee. 

There are no written invitations to this 


particular gala affair but the phone in- 
vitations are going something like this: 

Scibelli staff member: “The represen- 
tative thinks you might be interested in 
attending a testimonial on his behalf. It’s' 
for a local college, you know.” 

Lobbyist: “How much are tickets?” 

Staffer: “$100 apiece and it will all go 
to the school. You should remember how 
much the chairman has done for you.” 

Lobbyist: “Well, okay ...” 

Staffer: “Fine, you can send your check 
to Ray Dunfey over at the Parker House. 
He’s the treasurer.” 

There should be quite a number of folks 
on hand to honor Scibelli ten days hence. 
And you can be damn sure that many of 
them will be lobbyists, friends of lob- 
byists or people using tickets paid for by 
lobbyists. 

This testimonial racket may be the 
oldest game on Beacon Hill. Everyone 
plays it to one degree or another. Senator 
Alan Sisitsky of Springfield, who is sup- 
posed to be a radiclib but keeps caving in 
on key issues, has held four such events 
since his expensive campaign to unseat 
incumbent George Hammond last fall. 
(The campaign cost him in excess of $54,- 
000) Robert Hall, the freshman senator 


who unseated Joe Ward, has had his too. 
Reporters even got invited to that affair, 
probably a first. 

Normally, though, the big money 
testimonials are run by committee 
chairmen and other powers in the 
legislature. Some recent affairs of note: 


°Senator B. Joseph Tully (D - Lowell), » 


chairman of the Committee on Counties, 
held a testimonial at the Chateau deVille 
in Framingham just before his committee 
met to discuss county budgets for 1972. 
Invitations went out to every county 
employee, offering them the opportunity 
to shell out $50 for Tully. Quite a few did 
and the senator raised almost $20,000. 


°One of the bigger hauls in recent years 
was made by Senate Ways and Means 
Chairman James Kelly (D - Oxford). A 
lavish affair at the Pleasant Vally Coun- 
try Club in Sutton netted Kelly between 
$100,000 and $150,000 in October, 1971. 
Pleasant Valley, incidently, is a favorite 
for these events (the others are the S.S. 
Peter Stuyvesant, berthed next to 
Anthony’s Pier 4, and the Chateau 


Industries Inc.. 


deVille) and is run by Bayer and Mingolla 
Cosmo ‘‘Cuzzie”’ 
Mingolla received a $11 million no-bid 
contract in 1971 from the Mass Turnpike 
Authority; courtesy of Frank Sargent 
fund-raiser Albert ‘Toots’ Manzi, a 
member of the Authority. Sargent held 
his own $150,000 affair at Pleasant Valley 
in May, 1972. 


°Representative George Sacco of Med- 
ford, vice chairman of House Ways and 
Means, raised between $120,000 and 
$180,000 at a $100 a plate affair at the 
Chateau deVille in 1972. Since Sacco was 
unopposed that year, one assumes he is 
using the dough to repave his driveway or 
perhaps to fund a bid for the attorney 
general’s office in 1974. 


°House Speaker David Bartley raised | 
$100,000 for himself in 1971 (an S.S. Peter 
Stuyvesant affair) and then turned 
around and raised $65,000 plus for Com- 
mittee to Relect A Democratic House in 
1972. On his own affair, for which every 
lobbyist has hit for at least two tickets, 
Bartley said the money was for “my wife

and kids if I get killed on the Turnpike.” 

The list could go on and on. With a 
tough election coming up in 1974, it will 
get longer. Nor is the testimonial racket 


limited to legislators. Boston Mayor - 


Kevin White has plaved the game for 
vears. (The defendents in the case of the 
collapse of 2000 Commonwealth Avenue 
gave White $5000 for a 1969 affair.) 
School committee members are notorious 
for their events. Frank Sargent has 
already raised over $250,000 for his 1974 
reelection bid. much of it from such af- 
fairs. And a 1966 fund-raiser for State 
Treasurer Boh Crane got him so much 
dough that there was $40,000 left over for 
him to use in 1970. 

What we are really talking about here is 
the buving of access. The days of money 
actually buving votes are more or less 
over (although not completely unheard 
of.) A more sophisticated scam has taken 
over. Testimonials are particularly 
favored since state law in this area is 
weak. Politicians do not have to list con- 
tributors or even the exact total of money 
raised unless it is clearly’ labeled a 
political affair. Most are not. 

The Joint Committee on State Ad- 
ministration has had before this session a 
number of bills which would plug 
loopholes in this law. In 1972, this same 
committee drafted a bill which included a 
han on lobbvists making contributions to 
legislators through testimonials or 
otherwise. That bill was unanimously ap- 
proved by both the House and the Senate 
but mvsteriously “disappeared” during 
prorogation; killed. actually, by Kelly 
and Senate President Kevin Harrington. 

This vear, though, the committee is led 
bv Representative John Long of Fall 
River, who does not favor such stringent 
legislation. According to Beacon Hill 
reports. the committee bill for 1973 will 
he little improvement over the current, 
archaic regulations. 

‘So it will probably be business as usual 
this vear. The lobbyists will continue to 
huv access to elected representatives. 
And legislators will prosper. As Tom 


Mcgee of Lynn, the House Majority 
Leader, was overheard to say on several 
occasions recently, “I don’t want any 
testimonial regulations this year. I want 
to make some dough.” 


Money for Mike 


Speaking of fund raising, gubernatorial 
hopeful Mike Dukakis held a little affair 
which went unnoted on April 4. The 
gathering was hosted by Mike and Nick 
Vallas, proprietors of the Omonoia 
Restaurant on Stuart Street. 100 or so 
people reportedly showed up which puts 


the take in excess of $5000, at $50 per per- 
son. Checks were made out to: “The 
Michael Dukakis Special Account’. The 
invitations for the affair made much of 
Dukakis’ association with the WGBH 
Channel 2 show, “The Advocates’. So 
much, in fact, that you would have 
thought his stint on the program was his 
only qualification for office. Dukakis ad- 
mits the affair took place but says only 40 
or 50 people showed up. _ 


Pushing the Button 


Speaking of Tony Scibelli, a number of 
people - including Globe reporter Mike 
Kenney — saw Representative James J. 
Craven (D - Boston) pushing the 
Worcester rep’s roll call button last week. 


‘In point of fact, Craven recorded a vote 
for Scibelli on four occasions last Tuesday 
and Wednesday. Three of the votes came 
on amendments to the redistricting bill; 
one on a bill involving schoolboy 


athletics. Pushing another rep’s button is . 


supposed to be a serious violation of 
House rules but when an aid to 
Republican leader Frank Hatch tipped 
off the press, House Speaker David 
Bartley hit the roof. After the session, he 


~ stormed into Hatch’s office for anone-too- 


quiet visit on the matter. It was, someone 
noted, the first time Bartley had been in 
Hatch’s office in three years. 


No Shield 


Those shield bills for journalists still 
have not been reported to the floor. The 
Judiciary Committee is trying to kill all of 
them by throwing all the measures into a 
study package. Representative James 
Segel (D - Brookline) plans to try to spr- 
ing his bill loose for a vote when it comes 
up in the House; Alan Sisitsky of 
Worcester, author of another bill, will do 
likewise in the Senate. Chances in either 
branch: very poor. Said one rep last week: 
“The Watergate business may get you 31 
favorable votes instead of 30.”’ One foot- 
note: WCVB-TV was reportedly prepared 
to editorialize in favor of Segel’s bill when 
it first came up but backed off when cor- 
poration officers began to worry about 


losing their license. That is what is known 
as taking a gutsy stand. 


Muscle Beach 


House Speaker David Bartley and 
House Ways and Means Committee Vice 
Chairman George Sacco put on an im- 
pressive display of muscle last Tuesday 
when the $151 million deficiency budget 
for 1973 came up. Jim Segel actually 
voted against the budget but was called 
up to the Speaker’s podium by Bartley 
and quickly changed his vote. Lois Pines 
(D Newton) wanted to vote no but was 
“talked” out of it by Sacco. And Royal 
Bolling (D - Roxbury) was told that he 
would lose his money for the Metco bus- 
ing program if he voted no. End result of 
this performance: a solid Democratic vote 
for the budget. 


Watching the Horses 


The House voted to increase the profits 
of Suffolk Downs last week. The track will 
now get to keep more of the take and will 
get 50 more racing dates a year. The 
legislators, who receive annual season 
passes, will be able to go to Suffolk more 
often, now. Better some of them should be 
fooling around with their own money at 
age than with the taxpayers’ on the 

ill. 


The Fix 


The fix is already in on repeal of the 
Racial Imbalance Act, if you haven’t 
figured that out by now. The legislature 
really has no intention of repealing the 
law. State senators are better equipped to 
take the flak on such matters so it will be 
that body who will kill the measure. The 
reps, now under great pressure from anti- 
busing groups, can vote to repeal; know- 
ing it will not go through. Needless to say, 
most of the Boston delegation voted for 
repeal. The exceptions: Barney Frank 
and the five-member Black Caucus. 
Representatives Mike Daley and Norm 
Weinberg of Brighton, who have stuck 
with Racial Imbalance in the past, sur- 
prised some by voting for repeal this time. 
Weinberg, however, switched his vote on 
a later repeal motion. 
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The Show Must Go On- Somewhere Else!

It was standing room only last Monday 

at St. Anthony’s parish hall in Allston, 
with the preaching to be done by Mayor 
Kevin White. 
- White squirmed a bit before some 500 
people packed into St. Anthony’s, before 
finally saying, “All right .You don’t want 
it. You’re not going to get it.” 

He walked down the aisle amidst a 
hero’s applause and backslapping, and 
with that, a summer exposition called 
American Citifair, its organizer 
Summerthing, the neighborhood arts 
program, and the popular Sunset Series 
of rock concerts, may have been killed. If 
Summerthing’s projects do die in this, its 
fourth controversial year, they may be 
listed as a casualty in the growing 
crossfire between long-time Allston 
residents who jammed the parish house, 
and the nearby student population they 
increasingly view as a threat to the sur- 
vival of their Harvard - and - BU - flank- 
ed neighborhood. 

The meeting last Monday was the third 
in three weeks called in Allston to block 
Citifair, an 11-day bazaar to have been 
located in that community by the 
Mayor’s Office of Cultural Affairs as a 
showcase ‘“‘for a successfully working 
city” and planned as a focus for the whole 
Summerthing program. The fair, slated 
for June 14 to 24, was to have included 90 
exhibits featuring such things as Boston’s 
ethnic cultures, booths from Little City 
Halls, museums, local artists, as well as a 
circus, amusement park, and a wide- 


range of concerts. It was to be held at 
Allston’s Smith Field, a 14 acre park site 
adjacent to Harvard Stadium near 
Soldiers Field Road and North of Har- 
vard St. 

Citifair organizers are expected to look 
now to locations at Franklin Park, 
Franklin Field or White Stadium. 

The spurning of Citifair by Allston was 
the second major setback for 
Summerthing, the Mayor’s program to 
“keep the kids off the streets”, and 
followed White’s own neighbors of the 
Beacon Hill Civic Association refusal to 
let the Sunset Series continue on historic 
community meeting ground, Boston 
Common. 

The Sunset Series, scheduled to feature 
Judy Collins, Richie Havens, Fleetwood 
Mac, Uriah Heep and the Persuasions 
among others, now appears jeopardized in 
its attempt to settle at Suffolk Downs un- 
der the sponsorship of Falstaff Brewing 
Corp., which had counted on the beer 
concession at the now-homeless Citifair. 
Falstaff had, in turn, promised 10 percent 
of the Citifair gate and all its net profits 
Summerthing, which receives minimal 
city funding for what has become year- 
round neighborhood arts, crafts and 
cultural presentations. Summerthing’s 
Diane Genck, noting that the Sunset 
Series netted $108,000 for Summerthing’s 
winter programs last year, has said the 
programs could not continue without 
Citifair. 

Mayor White, who counts 


Summerthing as a showpiece of his five 
years in office, was presumed to have 
gone to Allston to sell Citifair to area 
residents, but appeared to change his 
mind in the middle of the hour-long 
meeting. Just prior to announcing the end 
of the Smith Field site consideration, he 
had told the crowd that, ‘‘Allston- 
Brighton is a community with a chance to 
save itself . . . I hope you are not the kind 
of neighborhood that is resistant to any 
change, scared of the future, for in that 
there can be no "a 

White, however, has become politically 
vulnérable in Allston-Brighton, whose 
residents have recently faulted his ad- 
ministration for failing to enforce parking 
and towing regulations on out-of-state 
cars in the area. Fear of a decaying 
neighborhood has also prompted an up- 
roar over the city’s alleged failure to act 


‘promptly and close an “adult” bookstore 


in Allston centre. 

Like recent neighborhood meetings on 
the parking problem, almost none of the 
much-feared “hippies,”’ as they are still 
known to upset Allstonites and their 
backers like City Councillor Fred 
Langone, were in evidence to respond to 
charges like those of Mrs. Terese Cun- 
ningham. She told the Mayor at the Mon- 
day community meeting that “no amount 
of special police will really be able to 
guarantee my safety . . . we’ve already 
seen what can happen when we had the 
concerts at Harvard Stadium (the Sunset 
Series three years ago). When I come from 


work everyday, I don’t want to have to 
spend more time on the bus. I don’t need 
11 days of inconvenience. We have a 
parking problem as it is without bringing 
in more outsiders.” 


George Davis, Citifair’s chief planner, 
denied that either the exposition or the 
Sunset Series would pose any threat to 
the neighborhoods in which they take 
place. 


“There have never been any serious in- 
cidents during the years of the Sunset 
Series.” The concert series still hopes, 
noted Davis, to sign a contract with Suf- 
folk Downs. “If this kind of attitude 
(Allston’s) prevails with a family- 
oriented activity like Citifair, I shudder to 
think what will happen now with the 
Sunset Series.” 


Davis blamed the Allston reaction on 
“scare tactics,” saying that “we have 
tried to deal with concerts and all of 
Summerthing in a sane way, and to deal 
with the demands of those who don’t like 
rock music.” 

“Citifair is to be more than rock’n’roll. 
It will be a showcase for Boston’s uni- 
queness as a patchwork quilt of ethnic 
groups working together as a community 
should. It’s ironic that something like 
that should encounter this kind of op- 
position.” 
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Multinational Corporations Put Jobs Danger

According to Lawrence Krause, a 
leading light at the Brookings Institute, a 
quasi-governmental thinktank, America 
will lose all of its manufacturing plants 
and jobs in the forseeable future. This bit 
of dim prophesy was relayed recently at a 
Conference on Labor, Development, and 
the Multinational Corporation by Gus 
Tyler, resident intellectual and a vice- 
president of the International Ladies Gar- 
ment Workers Union (ILGWU). 

The conference, held in the Garment 
Workers building in Boston’s Chinatown, 
was sponsored by a resurrected Labor 
University Community Alliance. LUCA 
has lain low since its much-publicized 
birth immediately following the Cambo- 
dian invasion in 1970. The national stu- 
dent strike then revealed the limits of un- 
iversity based actions, however dramatic 
or disruptive. George Wald, the MIT 
biologist and anti-war prominence, 
attempted to bridge the class boundaries 
which separated the universities from 
potential labor allies by initiating 
meetings between top labor leaders, like 
Leonard Woodcock and Jerry Wurf, and 
concerned professors, like John Kenneth 
Galbraith and Sidney Peck, LUCA was 
the hopeful child of the arrangment. Un- 
fortunately it was unlike its parents and 
never amounted to much. It ultimately 
became a mailing list and a committee of 
one or two, located in the office of Barbara 
Fifield, the local education director of the 
ILG. 

The conference on the multinational 
corporations’ effect on American labor 
was LUCA’s biggest endeavor since its 
founding. 


Bye, Bye American Pie 


It was no surprise that the ILG was 
providing facilities for a conference on 
this subject. The garment industry has 
been hard-hit by factories folding up in 
America and resettling in Asia. The union 
has conducted large marches of garment 
workers in cities around the country, in- 
cluding Boston, to protest the trend. 


Yet there is no help on the horizon. The 
cavalry (or the New Deal) is not on its 
way. The AFL-CIO’s modest attempt to 
oversee the export of capital to the dime- 
an-hour wage sanctuaries, the Burke- 
Hartke bill, has little chance of 
Congressional approval. The liberal wing 
of the Democratic Party is schizophrenic 
about multinationals. Congressmen 
beholden to labor for their campaign sup- 
port are vociforous in their advocacy of 
Burke-Hartke; others, like former assis- 
tant Secretary of State, George Ball, see 
the “‘cosmocorps” as essential structural 
development if capitalism is to persist 
without war. The prospect for job security 
in America is pessimistic. 

Gus Tyler says, “Unions which thought 
they were in a good bargaining position 
aren’t. Unions have seen gains made over 
many difficult years wiped out by the 
multinationals. Unions have no 
recourse.” Tyler, around sixty years old, 
has the manner of an understated Borscht 
Belt comedian. He leads up to each point 
with a question and a pregnant pause. 
The one-liner is sure to follow, emphasiz- 
ing that which was already plain in the 
question. This presentation is completed 
with a raised fore-finger that dips when 
the answer appears. Not only is Tyler 
entertaining, he is lucid and penetrating 
as he explains the novel quandry of 
American labor. “We are talking about 
one hundred and fifty corporations which 
turn out two-thirds of the products in the 
United States. They are also referred to as 
the conglomerates; they are corporate 
umbrellas for diverse operations. It used 
to be that if you had a contract with a 
company that made clothes you could 
deal with that company if you organized 
its workers. Now that same company 
might make not only clothes, but machine 
tools, books, girdles. 

‘‘And they are totally unregulated as far 
as American law is concerned. We have no 
idea how much money they really make in 
profits, how much they are exporting out 
of the country. There are no regulatory 


mechanisms. 

“These multinationals are playing a 
great game. Why should corporations pay 
-union wages when they can pay nine cents 
an hour? What are the obstacles to the ex- 
port of capital? None. 

“And there are many disadvantages to 
doing business in the United States. First, 
there is a child labor law. You have to pay 
social security, workmen’s compensation; 
there’s an occupational health and safety 
law, environmental legislation; and you 
can’t discriminate because there’s a fair 
employment practices law. This is an un- 
favorable business climate when there are 
‘places where you can employ children, 
pay no benefits, and discriminate, if you 
want to. 

“Finally there is a personal income tax 
here. Who wants that? Who wants to pay 
taxes to Uncle Sam? 

“The first sector of the economy to go is 
light industry. It is labor intensive, in- 
volves much hand work, and is primarily 
semi- and unskilled work. This is what we 
are seeing now. 

“The unfavorable balance of trade that 
we now have is permanent. That’s what 
we are told. Why? Because only if 
Americans are buying more from overseas 
than they are selling can the mul- 
tinationals get a big return on their 
overseas investment. Then they get an 
even bigger flow back than before. By 
1975 they should be getting $20 billion 
blowing back. And we can’t really say 
that,that is what it really is because they 
are unregulated.” 

Tyler topped his brief speech with a 
story. ““You know, I had a friend, he died 
recently, who was on Wall Street and was 
a very good judge of what was happening. 
He told me that multinationals were only 
a passing phase. What would replace 
them? The supra-national corporations 
composed of Japanese, European and 
American capital. And he had a favorite 
place for their corporate head- 
quarters—Crete. Because in Crete there 
would be.no laws affecting them. Well, he 


was wrong. The supranationals are not 
based in Crete. They’re based in the 
Cayman Islands. In the last couple of 
years about five hundred corporations 
have opened headquarters in the Cayman 
Islands. The capitalists have finally come 
to the conclusion— Capitalists of the 
world, unite! It is a new world.” 
Massachusetts labor leaders testified 
to the accuracy of Tyler’s remarks. Dick 
Rogers, of the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers, said, “It’s horrify- 
ing. We’ve lost thousands of jobs. ” 
Enrico Parente, of the ILG, introduced 
himself as an old-timer, which indeed he 
is, and added a bit of wisdom, ‘‘As the 
great philosopher Mazzini said, ‘If the 
government doesn’t work for the people, 


the people will work without the- 


government.’ ” 


The conference was not heavily attend- 
ed; thirty people, from the universities 
and the unions, were there. Many of the 
area’s unions were busy with other 
matters. The United Electrical Workers 
for instance was holding a shop steward 
conference the same weekend. Many 
lower echelon union leaders will not at- 
tend a conference unless those higher in 
the hierarchy plan to make the scene as 
well. 


The burden of proof rests, however, on 
the Labor University Community 
Alliance and the concrete services it can 
perform. The conference on mul- 
tinationals was just a small first step. 
Jackie Cooke, of LUCA, thinks that 
LUCA might become a clearinghouse of 
research and information for labor. She 
hopes to put students and scholars, 
engaged in studying questions that in- 
terest unions, in touch with the unions 
themselves. 

It is through binding acts like this that 
LUCA hopes to become a real, rather than 
a potential, organization. It will have to 
bear fruit for labor if it is to be more than 
an impressive list of names filed in a steel 
cabinet.

influence if not control over United’s 
potentially dangerous in-house crash in- 
vestigation. 

Skolnick operates out of a wheelchair in 
a home office at 9800 South Oglesby Ave. 
(a carass?), Chicago 60617, through a 
group of investigative agents evidently 
skillful, trusty and brave. His group’s 
name is Citizens’ Committee to Clean Up 
the Courts. He is its founder and perma- 
nent chairman. No doubt his credibility 
suffers something from the tainted 


character of the private investigating - 
profession, but on the other hand:he is no . 


hotel dick and his credentials are im- 
pressive as are the sometimes spectacular 
results he gets. Ex-superlib Otto Kerner, 
for example, nailed last year for bribery 
and extortion, would not have been 
nailed without Skolnick’s persistence 
against disbelief, and half the Illinois 
Supreme Court would not have been 
busted for fraud two years before. 
Beginning with the crash details and 
working outwards from fact to surmise to 
discovery, Skolnick reaches an over-all 
view of Watergate strikingly close to the 
view I’ve been exploring since my first 
McCord article in the April 3 Phoenix 
(“Three Versions of McCord”’) but which 
I arrived at by way of a general thesis 
about the structure of American political 
experience. Trimmings out, the thesis is 
that primary, traditional and contem- 
porary conflict within our society is 
rooted in a struggle between two regional 


power centers, once South and North. 
later East and West, today Northeast and 
Southwest, Yankee and Cowboy. 

Cowboy sturcture is apparent at a dis- 
tance in Nixon’s southern-rim strategy 
linking Miami, New Orleans, Dallas 
Houston, Phoenix, Las Vegas, and Los 
Angeles conservative elites around such 
basic interests as southern oil and 
western wheat, textiles and defense. 

Opposed to this is the Northeastern 
neo-New Dealism of the Kennedy group 
based politically on an urban coalition of 
working. blacks and whites around a 
middle-class program of engineered social 
progress, more subtle forms of foreign in- 
tervention than the Bay of Pigs and the 
Vietnam War, and the. integration of 
world capitalism under general American. 
multicorporate leadership... 
Skolnick and Watergate 

Skolnick’s path into the heart of 
Watergate through the Midway crash was 
indirect and even accidental, though the 
accident was wholly logical once it 
happened. 

We pick up the thread in September 
1971 when his ace man Alex Bottos and 
other staff members started looking 
quietly into a number of mysterious 
deaths connected with court actions pen- 
ding against Northern Natural Gas Co. in 
Hammond, Ind., Chicago, and Omaha. 
This is the same Northern Natural whose 
lawyers Blodgett and Krueger, according 
to Skolnick, will bring the so-called 
Mitchell documents aboard United 553 
two and a half years later. 

In brief, the Mitchell documents im- 
plicate Northern Natural’s competitor El 
Paso Gas in a 1969 deal in which Mitchell 
quashed Justice Department antitrust 


suits in return for El Paso contributions to 
the secret Creep fund. 

The documents are accounted valuable 
for their blackmail potential and were 
first flashed by Chicago Congressman 
Daniel Rostenkowski in 1971 in order to 
force Mitchell to back away from Kerner. 
Today Skolnick kicks himself for being 
the funnel through which Mitchell leaked 
information on Rostenkowski which dis- 
credited and silenced him and evidently 
forced him to hand over the documents. 
Skolnick says they do not show up again 
until two days after the Midway crash 
when their availability is reported on the 
underworld market at a price of $5 
million. Skolnick thinks they have been 


snapped up by Nixon.

came down against company officials last 
Sept 8. within a few days of which five 
more government witnesses died), Bottos 
drew a new and apparently disconnected 
assignment: to infiltrate the Joseph 
Sarelli mob. 

The Sarelli mob is said to be a high- 
technology speciality group active for the 
last several years in the in-flight theft of 
major securities shipped by the airlines in 
secret compartments which they know 
about. Bottos was among them in time for 
their theft of $2.5 million in Brinks 
securities from a North-Central jetliner 
during its 20 minute flight from Chicago 
to Milwaukee last August 17. Bottos of 
course informed and the Justice Depart- 
ment began preparing a case around his 
testimony. 

There being no need to surface, Bottos 
stayed inside the Sarelli mob. He was in 


it when the Midway crash occurred. 


He did not surface until January when 


_the mob was busted for the August 


robbery, about the same time that 
Chapin was going from Creep to United. 

“In February 1973,” writes Skolnick in 
his mid-April letter to Hunt in prison, 
“the Strike Force (i.e., Justice Depart- 
ment lawyers prosecuting Sarelli 
mobsters) found out that the same air 
robbery gang was involved in robbing im- 
portant and sensitive documents from 
United flight 553 and in sabotaging the 
airplane to cover up the murders. (My 
emphasis.) The Strike Force, head- 
quartered in Chicago and answerable 
only to Nixon. was perfectly willing to br- 
ing a criminal information against the 
Sarelli mob and arrest them, as long as it 
was. limited;.nly to the August crime. 


prosecution to spread to the.crimes com- 
mited in respect to United flight 553 
because that involved the pipeline- 
Watergate.” 

On February 27 the FAA opened what 
it called “public” hearings on the 553 
crash under Chairwoman Isabel Burgess, 
Board of Inquiry, US National Transpor- 
tation Board. On March 1 Skolnick 
presented Burgess with a letter outlining 
his claims and requesting an opportunity 
to present his facts in a regular public 
hearing. Burgess rejected this request 
immediately without explanation or com- 
ment. On March 2 Skolnick filed a civil 
suit against her and denounced the 
hearings as ‘‘a sham and a pretense.” 

On March 3, as Skolnick wrote to 
Hunt, “Strike Force star witness, infor- 
mant and confidential source Alex Bottos 
was spirited away by federal marshals for 
so-called ‘mental observation’ for 60 days 
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to forever without written charges, 
without a trial or & hearing. The Sarelli 
mob has been quietly released on all 
charges. 

Bottos was released in mid-April 
through the intervention of the Northwest 
Indiana Crime Commission, a watchdog 
agency. He had been held 40 days at the 
maximum security Federal Prison 
Hospital in Springfield, Mo. 


Skolnick’s Story 


For Skolnick the most powerful proof of 
the involvement of the Sarelli mob in the 
robbery of 553 would be the word of his 
agent Bottos who was then working on the 
inside. But besides this Skolnick 
marshals a range of fragmentary detail 
around the crash sufficient for an argu- 
‘ment that it must have been sabotaged, 
and from a speculation around these 
fragments the role of the Sarelli mob 
comes into focus as a logical and 
reasonable possibility. 

1. We have already noted the two-day- 
long loss of 553’s crashproof recorders in 


the nose and tail and their vastly im- 
probable double failure. 

2. The tower tape is said to show that 
the crash came suddenly, no warning. 
which is out of kev with the theory that 
Whitehouse was trving to avoid a colli- 
sion. 

3. Skolnick’s sources (he evidently has 
informants in the FAA) tell him there was 
a pinprick in the altimeter, making it 
malfunction. 

4. Unaccountably to Midway tower 
people. Skolnick says, the electronic lan- 
ding system on 553’s runway (Midway 
has only one ILS runway) was turned off 
shortly before 553’s arrival. 

5. Chicago police whom he trusts told 
Skolnick that immediately after the crash 
the vicinity was blocked off by dozens of 
what the police called “federal people.” 
The nearest federal office was 15 miles 
from the crash scene. No federal offices 
recognize the police description of these 
federal people. 

-6. When plastic burns in a crash it 
gives off cyanide gas in potentially lethal 


doses. which toxicologists set at 1.0 g/ml. 
The FAA report to Burgess reads: ‘Civil 
Aeromedical Institute. Aviation Tox- 
icology Laboratory. Oklahoma City. ex- 
amined specimens from three aircraft oc- 
cupants. Results were as follows (for 
evanide): Capt. Whitehouse. 3.9 g/ml: 
Flight Officer Coble. none: first class 
passenger. none.” 

An independent investigator named 
Ann Koutso working with Skolnick from 
the East Coast phoned up the National 
Transport Safety Board in Washington 
last week and tried to check out the 
evanide story. It seemed after all rather 
strange that only Captain Whitehouse 
among the three in the cockpit showed 
evanide and startling that he should have 


shown so much. You can't get fourtimesa - 


lethal dose by breathing because a fourth 
of the way through vou die and stop 
breathing. A 3.9-level implies ingestion or 
injection, and either of these implies foul 
play. 

The first bureaucrat Ann talked to con- 
fessed that the cause of the crash was still 


undetermined. only to volunteer later 
that “sabotage has been ruled out.” 

“Who ever brought it up?” said Ann. 

“It comes up.” 

“If vou don’t know why the aircraft 
crashed. how do vou know it wasn’t 
sabotage?” 

“Because it has been ruled out.” 

When she got to cvanide a second 
bureaucrat had to rescue the first. This 
one asked to. be called “the baard.” 

“Tm the board. T'll answer all your 
questions.” 

“Why does Whitehouse show so ) much 
evanide?” 

“It’s from the burning 

“Four units?” 

“It was only 6.21." ‘ 

“Then vou've been or I've got 
a faked FAA report, but I'm looking at 
3.9." 

The next day the board verified the 3.9 
level, agreed that it was suggestive, but 
declined further comment because he 
could not speak as an expert. We need not

Skolnick’s cardinal claims involve the 
Watergate figures who died on 553. He 


‘claims now to have identified ten 


passengers linked some way or another to 
Watergate. We will stay with the four 
principals. 

1. Dorothy Hunt. Skolnick describes 
her as the Secret Creep paymaster who 
spoke in her sphere with the authority of 
Nixon, but who was disaffected from the 
task and her hushand, to whom she was 
married “only technically.” She emerges 
too in McCord’s occasional memoranda 
as apparently troubled by the worsening 
criminality of the Nixon group. McCord 
shows her again and again saying her hus- 
hand had enough on Nixon “to blow the 
White House out of the water.” 

Besides the $10,000 cash found in her 
purse, Skolnick’s informants say she was 
carrving $40,000 in new hundreds 
traceable to the special Barker fund, plus 


$2 million in American Express securities | 


made out to cash. The Government Ac- 
counting Office says Creep spent $10 
million in unreported funds. If this gives 
some indication of the size of the secret 
budget, then it makes sense to see the two 
million Mrs, Hunt was carrying as one of 
several probably scattered Creep ac- 
counts. 


2. Michele Clark. United says she was 
travelling coach while Mrs. Hunt was in 
the first-class cabin. But shades of 
Dorothy Killgalen who died on the verge 
of “blowing the JFK killing wide open,” 
this bright CBS reporter was known to be 
in hot pursuit of a Watergate angle. 
Skolnick claims to have witnesses saying 
thev saw her with Mrs. Hunt before and 
that the two boarded together. 

3 & 4. Ralph Blodgett and James 
Krueger, the two Northern Natural 
lawvers. Thev were among a group of nine 
pipeline lobbvists who somehow had 
come into possession of the Mitchell 
documents, important to their company 
in its court hassles as a means of 
blackmailing the Justice Department 


detail that not only his own but at least 
the following independent contracts were 
working in connection with United 553:

through Mitchell and Nixon,_and.-they._.Reconstruction 


were trving to get them safely out of 
Washington. 

Anonymously tipped they would not 
reach Chicago alive if they absconded 
with the precious papers, Blodgett and 
Krueger nevertheless boarded 553. To my 
mind strangely, Skolnick thinks their 
presence with Mrs. Hunt was a coin- 
cidence.

Add a fifth passenger to this list — not 
connected to Watergate and actually one 
of the 15 survivors: Harold Metcalf. 

He is a Sarelli hit man, says Skolnick, a 
Mafia Ishmael whose unique contribution 
to the understanding of Midway is the 


I have been proposing that we regard 
McCord as an anti-Creep, anti-Nixon 


‘agent of a Yankee CIA who penetrated 


the secret group around Nixon in order to 
expose it, precisely as Skolnick says, by 
contriving the bust of the lot of them that 
night last June. 

T mention this (a) because besides 
Martha Mitchell, Skolnick is the only 
other person who makes this claim, and 
(h)because it reverberates with me that 
McCord talks of Mrs Hunt so much in his 
incredible memoranda and without ever 
saving anything directly suggests that 
she was disaffected from her husband, 
Creep and Nixon altogether, increasingly 
so in the agitated weeks before December 
8 when she knew she would have to talk to 
the grand jury. McCord makes is clear 
thev shared one another’s anxieties. A 


week before the crash they again discuss- 
ed the vastness of Nixon’s predicament. 

We can prove nothing from all this, of 
course; but I think we have sufficiently 
suggestive detail from Skolnick’s work, 
from McCord’s rich testimony. and from 
analvsis of the unfolded event to support 
a speculation along the following lines: 

Dorothy Hunt was making a break 
from Creep on December 8. The “very 
high-priced lawver’’ Skolnick says she 
was to meet in Chicago may very well 
have been some associate of McCord or 
Fensterwald, someone on the Yankee, 
anti-Nixon side. Her arrival in Chicago 
could have been shot like a Berlin Wall 
scene at the happv end of a dangerous es- 
cape, had she landed safely. Michele 
Clark would have established the story 
with the media, supplying the kind of 
security through visibility that UPI’s 
Helen Thomas supplies for Martha 
Mitchell and the paparrazzi for Jackie 
Kennedy. Blodgett and Krueger would 
have safely stowed the Mitchell 
documents. And Mrs. Hunt would have 
been in from the cold. 

She must have moved quickly when 
the time finally came to take what she 
needed for power and to find the way 
out. By the time inner Creep loyalists saw 
what was happening — which may have 
been quickly; maybe this whole thing was 
a chase — there may have been too little 
time to stop her except through the 
Sarelli mob, which had the unique 
organizational and technical resources 
needed to provide 100 °¢ certainty of kill 
on zero notice and would find $7 million 
an unrefusable offer.

Dahl in Retrospect: 
A Man of Laughter

When I was a kid, I always ad- 
mired Francis Dahl, not only for 
his mastery as a cartoonist, but 
also because of his concern with 
making readers laugh at the ab- 
surdities of daily Boston life. For 
weeks at a time I poured over his 
collected works in the fervent 
hope that I might acquire some 
measure of his skill, if only by 
absorption, while having one 
hell of a good time (I presently 
hold the indoor record for 
raucous laughter in the presence 
of a stern-eyed librarian). I don’t 
know if that pleasant effort was 
successful, but it did teach me 
the parameters of Dahl’s unique 
world, one where bloodthirsty 
bucanneer squirrels terrorized 
the Common and Baker Elec- 


Beacon Hill matron that he was 
conserving energy. He had his 
air-conditioning switch off.) 

For more than forty years he > 
worked for The Boston Herald 
until less than a year ago when 
the paper merged with The 
Record-American. From then 
until his death last week his un- 
ique talent had graced the pages 
of The Boston Globe. Dahl was 
always a local boy, born in 
Wollaston where he attended 
school until dropping out in 1928 
when he joined The Herald art 
staff. 

His Brahmins were un- 
mistakably Boston-bred with 
their astrakan collars, Hombergs 
and walking-sticks they daily 
made the rounds from Louisberg

trics clogged Storrow Drive. The 
Common was his stomping 
ground, where supercilious 
pigeons intimidated mut- 
tonchopped Old Bostonian 
Brahims and where Bassoon, the 
penultimate politician, fran- 
tically pumped hands as election 
drew near. He was the un- 
challenged master lampooner of 
The Late George Apley, seen 
through the looking glass. 

Even now that he is dead 
(Dahl died last week at the age 
of 65) it is difficult to accept the 
mortality of the man. To two 
generations of Bostonians he was 
as imperishable and as much a 
part of Boston as scrod or the 
Frog Pond. There was a great in- 
timacy with the man and his 
cartooning of common everyday 
frustrations. You couldn’t really 
call him a flawlessdraftsman: his 
angular cows seemed to be apor- 
ting ill-fitting dentures, but, by 
God, the man could make you 
laugh! He was funny without be- 
ing facetious and, he was as con- 
temporary as the headlines (one 
of his final cartoons showed the 
youthful driver of a Detroit- 


made behemoth protesting to a 


Square to the Common and 
Gardens and, after a fast few 
rounds with the local fauna 
(which might include horses, 
pigeons, those curious cows and 
the omnipresent squirrel), they 
retired down cobblestoned 
pathways. 

Dahl’s crusades were 
everyone’s. A favorite target was 
the preponderance of potholes 
some of which, when seen by 
Dahl, became bottomless 
chasms that yawned ever-ready 
to engulf the unwary motorist. 
One of his most popular figures, 
and one of the few that he ever 
named, was Bassoon who 
regularly appeared at the Public 
Garden at election time ready to 
kiss any available babies, shake 
hands, or leap on the nearest 


available bandwagon. 


And finally, Francis Dahl gave 


a measure of gentility to what 
has been called an ungentleman- 
ly art, a measure that will be 


sorely missed with his passing. 


Thank you, Francis W. Dahl. I’ll 
never walk through the Common 
without keeping an eye out for 
mangy, battle-scarred squirrels 
with eyepatches.

Helen Broeg is a self-effacing 48-year- 


old operating room nurse, married, 

mother of two grown sons, a recent con- 
vert to nonviolence and antiwar activism. 
She has an extraordinary arrest record — 
four misdemeanors in the last six months. 

Paul. Shannon, a 25-year-old Jesuit 
seminarian, has the same record for the 
same offenses, except that his commit- 
ment to civil disobedience dates further 
back. Two vears ago he participated in a 
takeover of the Cambridge City Hall draft 
board in which Helen wasn’t involved. He 
was arrested, refused to, pay his fine and 
spent 17 davs in Billerica, 

Their most recent arrest was on Good 
Friday last. when they both splashed 
“blood” (actually water-soluble paint) 
on the front entrance of the IBM cor- 
poration’s Boston offices. They were part 
of an ad hoc anti-corporate campaign 
group which was protesting the con- 
tinuing involvement of various in- 
stitutions in the Indochina war. At the 
same time that thev struck at IBM, 
others were demonstrating at MIT, the 
‘John F. Kennedy Federal Building, the 
Air Force recruiting office and the First 


National Bank. Four people were also ' 


arrested at the JFK. 

For Broeg and Shannon, the maximum 
penalty was a $50 fine or two months in 
jail. At their trial at Boston Municipal 
Court a week later, Shannon got the fine, 
hut visiting Judge Henry Tempone tried 
to give Broeg both the fine and the term 
in jail. After being reminded that the 
double sentence violated the statute, the 
judge reduced her penalty to two months 
in jail, suspended it and put her on a 
vear’s probation.

John Reinstein, a Civil Liberties 
Union-affiliated lawyer who represented 
the two, was astounded at the discrepan- 
cv in the sentences. ““The only possible 
reason for making a distinction,” said 
Reinstein, “was that she had actually had 
the paint buckets in her hand when they 
were arrested, and Paul didn’t, or that 
the judge simply forgot what sentence he 
gave Paul. That’s not really likely, 
though.” 


Reached at his home last week Judge 
Tempone was asked why Helen Broeg had 
received the stiffer sentence. 

Said the judge: ‘“‘Because of her past 
record for the same thing.” 

When it was pointed out that Broeg’s 
and Shannon’s records were basically the 
same, the judge said: ‘That’s not so.” 

Neither Broeg nor Shannen tried to use 
the trial as a forum for their antiwar 
views. Not that they shrink from the 


practice. On April 17 both were tried with 
six others from the People’s Blockade, a 
small antiwar group, for trespassing at 
the G.E, plant in Everett last fall. At the 
trial, they all attempted to air their 
political and moral objections to the war 
and G.E.’s relationship to it as a weapon 
manufacturer. Had Broeg done the same 
at the IBM trial, the judge’s reaction 
might have been more understandable. 

On the contrary, the proceedings were 
straightforward, with both defendants 
admitting the facts outright. : 

If the sentencing was intended to dis- 
courage the defendants from future anti- 
corporate and antiwar activity, it failed. 
Broeg is still describing herself as a 
“political radical” and continuing her 
work with the Arlington Peace Action 
Committee, and Shannon has decided to 


waivethe fine and go to jail in- 


stead. The Daily Death Toll (DDT) 
group, from the ranks of which came 
many of the Good Friday protestors, is 
still going strong, as are the Honeywell 
and G.E. Projects and the People’s 
Blockade. On May 17, DDT is sponsoring 
a slide show and presentation by recent 
visitors to China to raise money for a 
“corporate-focus restaurant” to open in 
the fall in the Route 128 area. The 
People’s Blockade will perform 
Guerrilla theatre again on May 26 in 
downtown Waltham to demonstrate the 
plight of political prisoners in Southeast 
Asia.

Household workers when out of a job re- 
main unemployed longer and their un- 
employment rate is half again as great as 
other industry groupings. 

But things have improved. Ten years 
ago local flesh markets were shipping up 
young black women often as young as 13 
or 14 from the rural South as live-in 
drudges in white middleclass households. 
The employment agencies collected fees 
from both the employer and employee, 
garnishing the worker’s wages until the 
fee was paid up, often leaving her little 
more than a few dollars a week. Women 
were lured North with ads on local radio 
stations and in newspapers promising $50 
a week and luxurious accomodations ‘in 
fabulous homes. 

The realities often proved far different. 
Counsellors at the Women’s Service 
Center told of one woman sleeping on 
bags in the basement with the dog. Then 
there was one documented case in New 
York of an employment agency arranging 
with the employer to get the maid fired 
after only a few weeks so that the woman 
would have to pay a second fee to the 
agency to find her another job. Pay was 
often much less than promised for 
Dickensian working hours beginning with 
breakfast and ending only after the 
dinner dishes were put away. There was 
one day off every two weeks and on those 
days you were still expected to make beds 
and breakfast before leaving. 

Now Massachusetts is one of three 
states which has extended the state 
minimum wage law ($1.75 an hour) to 
cover domestic workers — the other two 
are New York and Wisconsin. An attempt 
to include household workers under the 
federal minimum wage law was recently 
defeated with White House help. In New 
York, a budding union movement pushed 
to secure workmen’s compensation for 
domestics. In Massachusetts, a commis- 
sion on household employment is slowly 
gathering momentum to get similar 
legislation through and working for other 
benefits most employees consider routine 
such as paid vacations, sick leave, and so 


on, 
But legal remedies for the problems of 
the domestic are no cure. With so many 
employers to police it is hard to enforce 
legislation, especially the requirement 
that employers make social security 
payments for domestics which allows 
household workers to collect unemploy- 
ment and retirement pay. The workers 
themselves often resist as their contribu- 
tion to social security cuts into already 
meager salaries. In New York, the new un- 
ion, the Professional Household Workers 
Association (organizers carefully avoided 
the union label) holds weekly Sunday 
meetings to inform domestics of their 
rights under the new laws and convince 
them to take advantage of legislation. 
Increasingly women are unwilling to 
take live-in jobs, the source of the 
greatest abuses, especially if they’ve been 
up North for any period of time. As Globe ¢ 
society writer Allison Arnold remarked 


recently, it’s hard to get help these days. £ 


None of the trainees at the Women’s Ser- 
vice Center planned to live-in, in fact few 
wanted to work as domestics “looking 
forward instead to jobs in hospitals, as 
aids in nursing homes, or homeworkers 
for elderly people able to stay at home 
with outside help. 

Still there are problems. As more 
women enter the work force and decide 
they need help taking care of their own 
home but can’t really afford to pay decent 
wages, the evils are perpetuated. Women 
who worked as maids in the area told of 
employers who let the dirt of months ac- 
cumulate and then hire someone for a 
short time to clean it all up. Another told 
of one job where the grown daughter 
would bring over all her family’s wash for 
the maid to do on top of her other chores. 

Of the fifty people Women’s Service 
Center employment counselor Theodora 
Parker has placed since January only one 
planned to live-in. 

Maid Service Inc., one of the oldest for- 
profit employment agencies for domestic 
workers, only places live-in people. “Day 
workers are just not reliable,” says Mar- 
cia Lane who has been with the agency for 
15 years and now owns it with her hus- 
band. Maid Service gets a large number 
of its domestics from ads in the South.

The Women’s Service Center 

specifically limits working hours of any 
live-in to 40 a week. But Lane told me her 
agency does not set a limit on working 
hours for domestics because there were 
often slack periods during the day. This is 
hardly time off. The maid is generally 
still expected to answer the phone, 
prepare snacks for the children when they 
get back from school. She gets one and a 
half days off a week — every Thursday 
and every other Sunday. 
“I’ve been interviewed before, by the 
Globe, the Christian Science Monitor, the 
Herald Traveler, and nobody ever printed 
anything because there’s nothing sen- 
sational,” Lane, told me. “The only 
change is that when we started the 
minimum salary was $30 a week and now 
it’s $60.” 

Hurray. On an hourly rate, if the 
employer abides by the minimum wage 
law, a household worker can hope to take 
home about $70 a week less taxes. The 
Women’s Service Center, which also acts 
as an employment agency, will not send 
anyone out to a job paying less than $2.50 


an hour. Even so administrators admit a 
mother supporting a number of children 
would be doing at least as well financially 
on welfare. 

Why bother? “We try to explain welfare 
is not the end all because we want them to 
work,” Patrick, employment counselor at 
the Center, said. ““We’re not trying to say 
welfare is right or wrong but that there is 
an alternative. Once the women have 
spent 12 weeks in the training course here, 
getting out of the house every day, they 
don’t want to go back on welfare with 
nothing to do.” 

The Women’s Service Center, founded 
in 1917, for a long time was as much of a 
social club as a social service agency. The 
Sunday afternoon forums were an impor- 
tant part of the Roxbury scene for the 
black middle class. Today the focus has 
shifted towards providing services for the 
less affluent members of the community, 
but the spirit in which the Center was 
started still pervades the gracefully 
shaped, now bare rooms of what was once 
an elegant upper class red brick town

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The Center now has a federal grant to 
train household workers, many of whom 
were from the rural non-electrified South 
and had little knowledge of the household 
machines common to most Northern 
homes. The Inmigrant Program instructs 
women in personal hygiene, first aid, and 
nutrition. Trainees get a small stipend 
from the division of employment security 
for taking the course. A similar course 
and employment agency has just been set 
up in New York’s Co-op city. 

Professionalizing the household worker, 
lending the job more dignity, is in part a 
result of the women’s movement although 
none of the women I talked to expressed it 
quite that way. The movement itself is 
torn in its attitude towards housework, an 
ambiguity reflected in the white and 
black women I spoke to. Housework, es- 
pecially when not for pay, is seen as out- 
right prostitution and, at the same time, 
as a job as honorable as any other. 

But attitudes of many employers have 
changed little. The Women’s Service 
Center identified two categories: the 
“don’t send me any of your $2.50 an hour 


broads” and the pleasant liberal ladies 
from Newton, Brookline or Beacon Hill 
(burgs with the highest concentration of 
waited-on households) who still think 
most blacks don’t know their way around 
a vacuum cleaner, don’t have a last 
name, and will appreciate the family’s 
hand-me-downs at Christmas. 

While I was in their Boylston Street of- 
fice (close to the bus terminals) neither 
Mr. or Ms. Lane even asked the last 
names of two Southern women in their 
late thirties who came to their office hot 
and tired from an overnight trip and were 
quickly farmed out to waiting families. 
“You can have her washing the dishes 
tonight,” Mr. Lane told a prospective 
‘employer urging him to come and pick up 
his new maid immediately as the Lanes 
didn’t want to fork out the money, for an 


overnight stay at the Y. 


-I wanted to take a job as a maid before 
writing this story (I didn’t). Black women 
at the Service Center who have been 
maids-warned me I would probably not 
meet the indignities, large and small, a 


black woman usually suffers on the job (I 
am white) unless the employers thought I 
was a hippy. “They see blacks and hip- 
pies in the same way,” one woman told 


me. 

Whites and blacks also have very 
different reactions to their employers. A 
black woman told of her bitterness 
towards employers who left money 
around the house seemingly to test her 
honesty. or would come back early to 
check on her work. She gloated over the 
fact that her own home was at least as 
nice as that of her employers and of their 
surprise when they found out how nicely 
she lived. She told how hard she had 
laughed when her employer told her to 
polish the kitchen floor to a mirror-like 
gleam and then slipped and broke her 
arm coming to inspect in. 

Carol McEldowney, young, white, a 
veteran of the left and the women’s 
movement, says she never felt tested in 
this way and was quite comfortable with 
the fact that her home is very different 
from her employers’, without question 
much shabbier. 


A couple of years ago, shortly after the 
women’s movement came into its own, 
New York magazine ran an article 
suggesting household workers unionize. 
Of 2 to 3 million domestic workers about 
2400 are now unionized. Not the least of 
the resistance comes from the labor 
movement which has been reluctant to 
donate any money to organizing a group it 
has long considered too disorganized and 
apathetic to take action on its own behalf. 

And there has been some very strong 
opposition to a domestic worker’s union, 
especially in the Scuthwest, according to 
Freeman of the Women’s Service Center. 
Conditions are worst and pay lowest for 
maids in the South and Southwest. Pay 
there can be as little as $3 a day with 
those at the bottom of the social heap — 
Indian and Chicano women — the most 
exploited. 

Up North, illegal immigrants 
(thousands, according to McLaurin) are 
because of their questionable status un- 
protected by the law and thus most 
vulnerable. 

It’s going to be a long struggle.

cigarettes, candies, manufactured snack 
foods, soft drinks or alcohol from making 
true claims in the advertising of their 
products.) 

°That the lack of optimum nutritive 
value of a food, by reason of the soil on 
which it was grown, is or may be responsi- 
ble for an inadequacy or deficiency in the 
daily diet. (The U.S. Department of. 
Agriculture has repeatedly claimed that 
the nutrients in the soil are important 
and essential to the product.) 

°That the storage, transportation, 
processing, or cooking of a food is or may 
be responsible for an inadequacy or 
deficiency in the quality of the daily diet. 
Yet in his book “Vitamin C and the Com- 
mon Cold” Linus Pauling said: “Why 
should the government forbid anyone to 
learn or to tell the truth about foods? 
Why should it be illegal to quote from 
such information as the statement in the 
handbook ‘Metabolism’ (Altman and 
Dittmer, 1968) that after storage for three 
months potatoes contain only half as 
much ascorbic acid as when fresh? What 
crime does one commit in quoting the 
paper of Glazebrook and Thomson (1942), 
who found that a ration of potatoes (12 
ounces) containing 50 mg. of ascorbic 
acid when raw contained only 4 mg., less 
than one-tenth as much, when cooked 
and reheated for serving? It is well known 
that the vitamins in foods: are in part 
destroyed by the storage, transportation, 
processing and cooking of the foods. Why 
should it be forbidden to tell the truth 
about the dangers of malnutrition and the 
possibilities of vitamin or mineral 
deficiencies in food?” 

°That a natural vitamin in a food is 
superior to an added or synthetic one, or 
that there is a difference between 
vitamins naturally present and those that 
have been added. 


Public Opposition 


Public opposition to the regulations has 
been spearheaded by the National Health 
Federation, a Washington-based con- 


sumer organization representing health 
food advocates. Clinton Miller, a leader 
in NHF, said, “There was a time when 
the FDA was the first and last word. 
They’ve overstepped their bounds in lob- 
bying for this kind of regulation. Some 
people may feel they want to follow Linus 
Pauling’s recommendations and take 


three grams of Vitamin C a day. The 


question comes down to whether you have 
the right to make your own decision. After 
all, people use these food products not 
because they like the taste or want to get 
high or something. They’re using them to 
maintain their health, to prevent dis- 
ease.” 

Miller pointed out that if the only way 
to get high-potency vitamins is by 
prescription, the cost to the consumer will 
triple. Combination capsules (as the pop- 
ular Vitamin A & E pills) will be banned 
with the new regulations. Not only will 
everything cost more — consumers will 
also have to buy more to accumulate the 
same dosage they’re taking now. 

“The price is naturally going to go up 
simply because these vitamins are 
prescription,” said Arthur Koch, attorney 
for the NHF. Koch said consumers worry 
about whether the FDA will eventually 
take high-potency vitamins off the 
market completely. “FDA now tells us 
that vitamins are dangerous, and they 
take them off the counter and label them: 
drugs. They have tremendous power over 
drugs. They can make any kind of claim 
about the safety or efficiency of these 
newly-labeled “drugs” and eventually 
take them off prescription too.” 

Yet Enoch Waters, an information of- 
ficial at FDA, said, “There’s nothing in 
the world that proves to me that these 
supplements people are taking aren’t tox- 
ic. There have to be controlled tests. 
Nothing has been proven.” 

“God, I get mad when I hear about this 
kind of claim,’ Paul Kantor, owner of 
Arlington Health Foods store. “That’s 
one of the big problems with America. 
Here you have people wanting to do 


something for their health. It’s not going 
to hurt anyone. They take vitamins as a 
preventative measure, most people. Now 
the prices of food supplements is going to 
triple, maybe go up ten times. You can’t 
tell. Doctors will get richer, you know, 
because you'll have to pay that fee for 
consultation or whatever before you can 
get a prescription. 

“This is like regulating sexual conduct 
between consenting adults. I have people 
from the far Left to the John Birch society 
coming in here buying vitamins. It’s not 
some kind of radicals. What right does 
the government have to invade in 
something as personal as what you eat? I 
mean, it’s safe. As long as it’s safe to eat, 
who should dictate what you can have?” 


Out of Business 


If the FDA regulations are put into 
effect what happens to health food store 
owners like Paul Kantor? 

“Simple,” Kantor said. “We'd go out of 
business. No question about it.” 

Charles Christopher owns three health 
food stores in the Boston area. (Organic 
Food Cellar in Boston and Cambridge, 
and Walden Organic Market in Cam- 
bridge.) “I’m amazed that it happened,” 
he said about the FDA regulations. “It 
doesn’t make sense. We won’t be able to 
advertise what we know to be true. 

“T don’t know what I’m going to do. I’ve 
never been deeply involved with anything 
political, but maybe I’ll go up to the 
statehouse or write some letters to 
politicians . . . . If they ever do go through 
with this it will put health food stores out 
of business.” 

Industry and small business alike are to 
be in full compliance with the regulations 
by January 1, 1975. It’s not big business 
that will suffer. Small businesses like 
health food stores will feel withdrawal 
pains from loss of vitamin receipts. Large 
drug producers will have little trouble 
making the slight changes in the potency 
of their one a day multiple vitamins. The 
loss of Vitamin E or A capsules (or any 
others) will be shouldered by the con- 
sumer and small business as well as small 
food supplement producers. 

Paul Kantor said that “A few years ago 
the FDA would have succeeded in pulling 
this regulation business off. But people 


are on to corruption in their ranks. They 
are a very corrupt organization in a very 
sophisticated way. The FDA and big 
business — drug companies — are hand 
in hand. When an FDA official wants to 
retire from public service, watch where he 
goes. He knows he’ll have a place. He’s 
assured of a job.” 

“The FDA is in bed with the drug in- 
dustry,” attorney Arthur Koch said. 
“They’re making it tough for the health 
food industry. Killing the whole business, 
they think. And they’re making the tran- 
sition very easy for large drug com- 
panies.” 


Ranks Peppered 


According to an article in ‘“‘The 
Progressive” (April, 1973) written by 
Michael Jacobson (co-director of the 
Center for Science in the Public Interest 
in Washington, D.C., — a Ralph Nadar 
type organization — and author of 
“Eater’s Digest: The Consumer’s Fact- 
book of Food Additives’) and Robert 
White (on the Center’s staff while on 
leave from Haverford College) the top 
ranks of the FDA are peppered with peo- 
ple who labored long and hard for food 
and drug industries. They found that 22 
of the 52 top officials have worked for 
regulated industries of organizations that 
have catered to those industries. They 
said these firms include Hunt-Wesson; 
Libby, McNeill & Libby; Smith, Kline & 
French; and Merek, Sharp & Dohme. 

“Men now in the FDA have been 
dedicated employees of such special in- 
terest groups as the American Medical 
Association and the National Canners 
Association,” the article said. 

“The top officials (in FDA) spent a 
cumulative total of 180 years in industry, 
as compared with 63 years on college 
campuses.” 

The article cites details of many ex- 
amples, including the following: 

“One of the most, if not the most, im- 
portant positions in the FDA is that of 
general counsel, a spot currently occupied 
by Peter Hutt. Hutt is a forceful, 40-year- 
old attorney who spent a decade at 
Covington & Burling, a major 
Washington law firm. He specialized in 
food and drug law, and vigorously aided

corporate interests ... . (he) freely admits 
that he stymied FDA and the public in- 
terest more than once. Hutt’s appoint- 
ment, in September, 1971, was greeted

appeared to discuss the potential for con- — 


flicts of interest, Hutt refused to disclose 
all the companies he represented or con-

__ promise to disqualify himself, for a period 
_ of one year, from matters he participated 
.in at Covington and Burling. But, 
_ because he did not disclose which matters

“According to a source in the Bureau, 
Dr. Finkel, almost immediately after 
joining FDA, helped process new drug 
applications submitted by her former 
employer. She has admitted evaluating 
four Merek drugs.” 

It’s business to government and back to 
big business with the FDA. Not only do 
the employees of industry find a soft bed 


in the FDA, but former FDA officials can 
take their knowledge and connections 
into lucrative industry with frightening 
facilitv. A House Intergovernmental 
Relations Subcommittee discovered 
through hearings in 1969 that of 49 high- 
ranking FDA officials who had recently 
resigned or retired, 37 joined or served as 
consultants to regulated industries. 


The National Health Federation has 
issued a class action suit challenging the 
right and authority of the FDA’s limita- 
tion of food or food supplements to 
anyone who may choose to use them. 
NHF claims the regulations violate con- 
stitutional freedoms and civil rights. If 
the intent of the new FDA regulations is 
to protect the consumer it would seem 
that little more would be accomplished 
by the route they’ve chosen than to 
protect the uneducated from door to door 
salesmen. 


The agency’s nutrition specialist, Dr. 
Odgen Johnson, has been widely quoted 
as saving that the FDA wants to prevent 
the “health craze” from begetting frauds 
that “‘go back to the old patent medicine 
days.” They want to keep consumers 
from wasting their money on dosages of 
supplements they don’t need. 


“America is the healthiest country in 
the world, the government tells us,” Paul 
Kantor said. “Anything that proves the 
people don’t believe the government line 
is squelched.”

At that point, suffering from acute 
alcohol poisoning, catcher Wes Joice 
begged his way out of the lineup and in- 
sisted that Tony replace him. Persuaded 
that it was “just like wicketkeeping,” 
Tony complied. Then on his first time at 
bat he assumed a formal cricket stance, 
bat to the ground, while standing on 
home plate. After the umpire redirected 
him to the batter’s box Tony looped the 
first pitch for a Texas-League single, driv- 
ing in in the process one-third of the 
team’s runs for 1968. The point being, I 
ask you, who else was going to make a 
bundle on the Kentucky Derby? 

So the sun was shining bright on the old 
Kentucky home, ’twas summer, and at 
some point between 1967 and 1973 the 
state song has been revised from “the 
darkies are gay” to “‘the people are gay,” 
meaning, one surmises, that in seven 
short years everybody has become gay, 
but in any case there is no place else in 
the world to be on the first Saturday in 
May. 

The first Derby, a $1,000-added race, 
was won by Aristedes in May of 1875, and 
it has been run every year since. For years 
it teetered on the brink of financial dis- 
aster, a more-or-less philanthropic 
aberration on the part of its founder, 
Colonel M. Lewis Clark. After the 1902 
race, Churchill Downs and the Derby 
were taken over by Colonel (if you’re not a 
Colonel in Kentucky you’re nobody) Mar- 
tin J. Winn, who transformed the event 
into the classic once-a-year phenomena it 
was to become. Enlarging the prize 
money to attract the better East Coast 
horses and mounting a massive publicity 
campaign, Winn made the Derby both a 
national event and The Day all Louisville 
lives for the other 364 days a year. 


Next year’s Derby will be the 100th 
Run for the Roses. Should it begin to ap- 
proach the 50th it will be a classic indeed. 
That race, in all probability The Classic,,. 
not so much because of its intrinsic ex- 
citement but in the most part because of 
its intriguing background, lives to this 
day as the principal raison d’etre for 
cramming oneself betwixt other hopeless 
romantics in the infield in order to await 
the impossible. 

It seems that in the early twenties there 
was an American Indian couple from 
Oklahoma named Hoots, whose property 
consisted of a couple of acres of useless 
homestead land out in the panhandle, a 
shack which was situated thereon, and a

fleabitten mare named Useeit.''Useeit 
was, in truth, more a pet to the Hoots 
than a means of income, but they did pick 
up a few bucks here and there racing 
Useeit at county fairs and cheap tracks in 
the Southwest. 

Then one day while visiting the Juarez, 
Mexico, version of Suffolk Downs, Hoots 
entered Useeit in a $1,500 race and 


‘somebody claimed the horse. ‘Over my 


dead body,’ retorted Hoots, and produced 
a shotgun to argue his point. He took 


Useeit back to Oklahoma at gunpoint and 


was subsequently barred from racing at 
every track in North America. 

Two revelations awaited the Hoots 
family on their arrival. One was that out 
in the back yard, where Useeit used to 
graze, there happened to be oil. The other 
was that Mr. Hoots was terminally ill. 

Evidently not entirely content with the 
prospect of dying a millionaire, Hoots 
decreed on his deathbed that his wife 
should see to it that Useeit was bred 
“with the best fucking stallion in Ken- 
tucky. And then enter the foal in the Der- 
by.” 

“Do this for me,” he said, “and I will 
die happy.” 

Hoots’ final wish was fulfilled, and 
when Black Gold won the 1924 Kentucky 


Derby many knowledgeable horse people 
might have been surprised. but not Rosa 
Hoots. People who were there sav that 
when she went to pick up the cup for 
Useeit's colt her composure suggested 
that she had known all along that he 
would win. Perhaps from the time he was 
foaled. 

Preceded by a week of festivities rang- 
ing from paddle-wheel steamboat races 
on the Ohio to the Pegasus Parade 
(Grand-Marshaled this year by Rod 
Steiger. possibly because he had recently 
married a former handicapper, who 
promptly picked the Daily Double on 
Thursday), Derby week is traditionally 
an endless succession of parties. It isn’t 
even a question of what you're going to do 
that night. it’s which party vou’re going 
to. When the madness culminates on 
Saturday the class system exerts its own 
Darwinian influence. 

If vou are a Governor or a Mayor or a 
Newspaper Editor or a Kentucky Colonel 
or if you just happen to have a lot of 
money or happen to be on intimate terms 
with somebody who has a lot of money or 
even somebody whose family once had a 
lot of money then you will wind up in the 
grandstand, the clubhouse, or in one of 
those boxes near the finish line which run 
about $50,000 for Churchill Downs’ 50 
yearly racing days but which are rarely 
used save on Derby Day. Tradition ap- 
parently dictates that of these 35,000 or so 
people the women purchase vintage ante- 
bellum nightgowns from the local 
equivalent of Teen Angel or the Farmer's 


Rag Exchange, dye them pink or yellow, — 


and perhaps adorn their tresses by firmly 
securing the flora in place with a can or 
two of hair spray in order to complement 
their escorts, whose attires runs the entire 
gamut from Rhett Butler to Pinky Lee. 


If, on the other hand, you (a) have 
developed a tolerance for claustrophobia, 
(b) loved Woodstock, (c) have an 
aberrant penchant for attending spec- 
tacles you are unable to see, (d) drink 
a lot, and (e) don’t have the money or the 
connections for a seat, you will end up in 
the infield. The Churchill Downs infield 
is opened to the public on Derby Day 
alone — at other tracks, say, Santa Anita, 
it is always available — and the 100,000 
who gather there each year (I doubt 
seriously that many people do it twice) 
combine all the better aspects of Jack’s 
Bar at midnight on Saturday, a Grand 
Army of the Republic Convention, 
Altamount, the men’s room at Suffolk 
Downs, and a crowded elevator. Once one 
has survived the eerie crush through the 
tunnel to get there in the first place, one 
of the most difficult things to accomplish 


in the infield involves standing in line for 
a drink (This was once-very easy, since 
until a few short years ago everyone 
brought their own. Utilizing the argu- 
ment that “the same elements who 
destroved Fort Lauderdale” were on the 
brink of demolishing Churchill Downs, 
presumably with discarded Budweiser 
bottles. track concessionaires H.M. 
Stevens Co. managed to pursuade the 
track all the bring-your- 
owns. The regulation has been an utter 
windfall for the local constabularv. The 
rule has been in effect for five vears now, 
vet the infielders still show up with 
enough beer and liquor to fill an entire 
stable once the police take it away. 
Photographer Pam Schuvler and I 
attempted to go in_and take a picture of 
the cache. only to have one cop dissuade 
the others. ‘“That’s our money,” he said.) 

And if buying a drink approaches the 
impossible (It is so impossible that the in- 
fielders have simply given up: they all 
just smoke grass now), it is teugher still 
‘to get a bet down out there. The ancillary 
fact that one cannot see anv of the races, 
much less the Derby, from the infield 
seems to bother no one. The dress code, 
on the other hand, is remarkably un- 
complicated: the rule of thumb is to wear 
as little as possible and then take it off 
when vou get there. Where else. I ask you, 
could Dave Cowens and Steve Kuberski | 
make themselves inconspicuous? 

The first race goes off at 11:30, but the 
infield crowd starts arriving around 8 in 
the morning. It is customary that the gen- 
trv in the box seats show up fashionably 
late. like about the sixth race, while the. 
bourgeoisie, meaning everybody who lacks 
the clout for a seat and the kinkiness for 
the infield, effects a modicum of par- 
ticipation by mixing up lots of mint 
juleps, and either hosting or attending 
one of the hundreds of Derby parties that 
take place all around town. The idea is to 
emulate the Colonel Sanders act. of the 
hoxholders while watching the race on 
somebody’s color television. The rapture 
of the occasion is quite complete and cap- 
tivating. ’'m a stone sucker for these 
things, of course, but even my mother, 
who hasn” lived in Louisville for 25 years 
and who neither drinks or gambles, still 
does both on Derby Day. 

The “Dawn Patrol” is an allegedly es- 
sential function of the press during Dérby 
Week. Somehow it has become de riguer 
that sportswriters show up days. in ad- 
vance, and, since unlike the National 
Football League the Churchill Downs PR 
department does not mass-produce 
quotes around which to construct stories 
[Please turn to page 28]

and since few writers are able. to commun- 
icate meaningfullywithhorses,talk tothe 
trainers and jockeys and grooms and exer- 
cise boys just after dawn when the horses 
are being worked out, gleaning, 
presumably, kev inside information in the 
process. 

Now, I’m not a member of the Turf 
Writers’ Association but I have spent 
enough time around tracks and horse peo- 
ple to know that as far as useful informa- 
tion is concerned they (a) are generally 
about as communicative as G. Gordan 
Liddy, and (b) if they do know 
something, they’re certainly not going to 
tell you. Add to this the fact that I didn’t 
have to file daily stories and throw in my 


deep-set aversion to mincing around. 


through piles of oats and horse shit at 6 
o’clock in the morningand suffice it to say 
that I am not in a position to reveal 
whether, as they say, the grass is actually 
blue at dawn in Kentucky. While the 
Dawn Patrol was going through its chores 
on Friday morning I was lost in downtown 
Cincinnati; on Saturday I was fast asleep. 


Pam Schuyler and I did get to 
Churchill Downs at some point on Satur- 
day morning and made a trip out to the 
backstretch in search of Don Combs, 
whom I’d been unable to find on two 
previous visits to his barn. Combs is a 
long-haired University of Kentucky Law 
School dropout who now trains horses, 
among them Dust Commander, the 1971 
Derby Winner, and a horse named War- 
bucks, which he had been touting as a 


sleeper all week to such an extent that 
half the writers in the country threw him 
into their “top three’ selections. (“I 
wouldn’t,” Combs had said, “trade 
horses with any other trainer in the 
race.) Besides the fact that Combs 
seemed to be more interesting than your 
average horseperson. I wanted to get a 
look at Warbucks. who would be ridden 
by Bill Hartack. Hartack had ridden four 
Derby winners, second only to Eddie Ar- 
caro’s five. 

Combs wasn’t in, naturally, but while 
we were still engaged in deep conversa- 
tion with Warbucks, Hartack showed up. 
wearing a floppy leather hat. “‘Oh, Willie, 
you’ve cut off all your hair,” shrieked one 
of the bleached-blonde jockey-groupies 
who'd apparently been waiting all mor- 
ning for hira to show up. (They really do 
have jockey groupies; they were around 


the barns by the hundreds.) While I knew 
Hartack only by reputation I did know 
enough about him to recognize that the 
only thing he hates worse than people 
who call him “Willie” is reporters. In ten 
years his lengthiest utterance to the press 
has been his oft-quoted “Don’t ask stupid 
questions.” But as long as we were there I 
figured Pam might as well get a shot of 
Hartack and Warbucks. 

“Bill,” I asked him sweetly, “‘would you 
stand over there with the horse?” Har- 
tack obliged, kissing Warbucks squarely 
on the nose. Then he glowered at me and 
stalked off. 


- “Well fuck vou too,” I muttered under 
my breath. Warbucks ran dead last in the 
Derby. 


By 10:30 we were sitting in the 
clubhouse bar, joined shortly by Tony 
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and Tommy Sugar. It was utterly coin- 
cidental that we should casually run into 
each other with over a hundred thousand 
people in the joint, but we greeted each 
other as if we’d been drinking together 
the night before. I hadn’t seen Tony for 
months, though 10 days earlier I'd been in 
the Lions Head with Tommy, who spent 
most of the time attempting to elicit some 
sort of discreet information from Paul 
Westphal in order to formulate his line on 


that night’s Celtics — Knicks game in - 


New York. 
I was poring over the Racing Form, 


vainly attempting to unravel the 
mysteries of the first race. 

“You got anything in the first?” asked 
Tony. 

‘How the hell can you pick a horse in 
this race?” I demanded. “Look at it.” I 
shoved the paper under his nose. The race 
was a 4'» furlong maiden race for two- 
vear olds. meaning that the first horse not 
to trip would probably win it. Out of ten 
horses in the race, six were first-time 
starters. Only two of them had raced 
more than once, and, it being a maiden 
race, of course none of them had ever won 
anything. 

“We” Tony pushed the form away, 
“have a tip.” He puffed up his chest and 
smiled, then pointed to the number six 
horse. Last Spy. “Flaherty heard about 
him in the press hox. He’s been here all 
week.” 

I tend to be distrustful of hot tips from 
the press box, particularly when they are 
so readily shared, but. on the other hand, 
Last Spy was listed at 8 to 1 and there 
was utterly no reason on earth to. bet 
anvthing else in the race, so I figured 
‘What the hell?’ and decided to go along 
with it with a small wager. Besides, I 
reasoned, unlike four other horses in the 
race, Last Spy was. at the very least, un- 


_ beaten. 


The morning” Tine was still up when I 
returned from the window, having made 
my modest investment along with Pam’s 
$2 ticket. By the time we got another 
-drink the money started to hit the board 
‘and within three minutes Last Spy, who 
had never been in a race in his life, was 
flashing at 3 to 2. “Jesus Christ,” I glared 


at Tony. “Flaherty must’ve given his hot 
tip to every fucking body in Kentucky.” 

Last Spy won, wire to wire, paying a 
munificent $4.80. 

The Derby is the only race in this coun- 
try that you can bet, legally, at the track 
it’s run on, for two days in advance. The 
only problem is that the morning line set 
by the handicappers is the only one you 
see until after the 8th race on Saturday. 

My original intention, I swear, was to 
bet the Secretariat-Angle Light entry, 
very heavily, to show, on the assumption 
that it would almost certainly pay no 
more than 20 cents on the dollar but was 
as close to a sure thing as they come. Two 
days in Louisville had me a little punchy 
to begin with, and I was being unmer- 
cifully battered with information td boot. 
Combs was sure of his horse, while 
Braulio Baeza, probably the second-best 
jockey in the race, given his choice 
between Shecky Greene (which he’d 
ridden several times) and My Gallant 
(which he hadn’t) had opted for the 
latter, the two horses comprising the se- 
cond entry. Sham’s trainer Pancho _Mar- 
tin was trying to make side bets with all 
takers, and besides, this was an American 
event, the most American of all, and 
there were enough Canadians — trainer 
Lucien Laurin, jockeys Ron Turcotte and 
John LeBlanc — associated with the 
number one entry to field half a hockey 
team. 

Then, too, there were all manner of 
whispered rumors that Secretariat was 
ailing with a bad knee, that he might be 
scratched, and of course he’d just been 
heaten two weeks earlier in the Wood 
Memorial. While it was his entry-partner 
Angle Light who came in first, Sham also 
heat him in that race. Also, Angle Light 
had bled from the nose after his Friday 
morning workout, and Laurin had public- 


ly expressed his fear that Angle Light 


might interfere with -another horse and 
get Secrétariat disqualified .in- the 
process. He had petitioned the stewards, 
in fact, to separate the entry on those 
grounds. The fact that, financially, I was 
considerably ahead by then and greedily 
eying the tote board might also have had 
something to do with it-Derby Week, Der-

by Day, and most of all the Derby itself, 
are all magnificent races to pick up out- 
rageous prices, since of the 140,000 in 
attendance most are so unknowledgeable 
when it comes to horses that they base 
their bets on factors such as girlfriends’ 
names, license plates, telephone 
numbers, and the color of the jockey’s 
silks. Particularly for one who had to 
return to East Boston, Suffolk Downs, 
and rigged $1,500 claiming races, the 
temptations were quite persuasive. And 
there were also all those chromosome - 
damaging mint juleps. 

But when all the excuses in the world 
have been uttered I havé to face up to 
reality, and the truth of the matter is that 
somehwere within me 1 harbor a mean

Ron Turcotte, who rode Riva Ridge to a 
Derby win last year, has taken a lot of 
heat about the ride he put in on 
Secretariat in losing the Wood Memorial. 
Presumably he acquitted himself in 
Louisville, but the truth is that Howdy 
Doody could have won with the horse that 
day Turcotte never even had to hit him; 
he could have left the whip in the barn. 
Down the stretch he exquisitely 
romped past Sham and the jockey was 
massaging his neck for the last furlong 
and a half. He won breezing with a record 
1:59 2/5 that may not be broken for 
decades.

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DiGregorio Kills the Russians with His Song

NEW YORK — Had he been in Deep 
Throat, Ernie DiGregorio would have 
found a way to steal scenes from even 
Linda Lovelace. As Linda attempted to 
generate her own special kind of offense, 
Ernie would have zipped her a behind- 
the-back pass. If hustling Linda per- 
sisted, he would have taken the ball 
through his legs — no mean feat with her 
— and scooted merrily away. And if Lin- 
da finally got into that good, low defen- 
sive position that her high school coach 
taught her, Ernie would have dribbled 
circles around her in a variation of Curly 
Neal’s Globetrotter routine until poor 
Linda finally broke her neck. 

But Ernie DiGregorio, all wind-up doll 
71 inches of him, is a basketball player 
and not an actor, though anyone who has 
ever seen him exhibit his magical on- 
court persona would swear that he is the 
ghost of Al Jolson looking for a medium. 
It was fitting, thus, that when the travel- 
ing road show which is the US-USSR 
basketball series reached the home of the 
basketball varsity last Monday night — 
Madison Square Garden — the tiny 
troubador from Providence was at his 
slick, quick best: 


DiGregorio killed the Russians with his 
song, but not softly. All this little per- 
former who is going to make even Buffalo 
exciting next winter (he has been drafted 
by the Buffalo Braves, who are on the 
verge of signing him) did last Monday in 
the U.S.’s 89-80 overtime victory was: 
score 25 points, hand out 11 assists and 
generally give the Russians cause to 
wonder why they had not decided to tour 
Siberia (without vodka) instead; score 
the last four of his team’s points in the 
last :50 of regulation, erasing a 73-69 Rus- 
sian lead; score the first two baskets. of 
the overtime and assist on four others, the 
last being a_ halfcourt, behind-the- 
shoulder bullet to Providence teammate 
Marvin Barnes (21 points, eight in over- 
time). In a city which is his spiritual 


hometown, Ernie D. was the ultimate Er- 
nie D. 

And it was important that DiGregorio 
be on top of his eclectic game in New 
York, a town that considers everything 
that happens outside of its boundaries in 
the game basketball a kind of pre-Apple 
tryout. U.S. Coach Bob Cousy told his 
team as much in the locker room before 
the game. 

“If you don’t do it in New York,” said 
the Cooz, “it doesn’t count.” 

So the fact that the U.S. had won three 
of the series first four games — in Los 
Angeles, Albuquerque and Indianapolis 
— and had lost the second game in San 
Diego when Ernie D. had, uh, taken a bad 
shot and thrown a bad pass in the last 
minute, was shoved into the background. 
A win in New York would assure the team 
of a series win (making anti-climactic the 
Russian 72-64 victory in Baltimore on 
Wednesday), and avenge in some small 
way the scurrilous loss of the gold medal 
to the Russians at Munich. 

“Man,” said Tom Henderson, a recent 
U. of Hawaii grad who played in Munich, 
“IT will never forget completely. I just 
want to forget a little.” 

The Super Patriots had come out on 
this night (including Dancing Harry in a 
special guest appearance), with their 
miniature American flags and their white 
handkerchiefs, better to wave at the 
Russians as they came off the floor after 
the first half, and at game’s end. It may 
have been the first time this season at 


The Garden (if.in New York you refer to. 


the Boston Garden as The Garden, people 
look at you funny), that not only was the 
U.S. National Anthem heard, it was 
sung. The second-string crowd on hand — 


most appeared to be people who couldn’t-- 


get Knicks’ playoff tickets — saved its 
jeering and clapping for the Russian 
Anthem, and for the introduction of 
Aleksandr Belov, who had scored the in- 
famous winning basket for Russia in the 
Olympics. Belov, who could play on a lot

of NBA teams, has superb sense of his 
villainous role, and revels in it. 


Unawed Russians 


The Russians are an interesting 
aggregation, crisp, professional and clear- 
lv unawed by the adverse reactions of the 
U.S. crowds. They are accused, by the 
press and American players, of being a 
dirty team, but they really are not. They 
have simply plaved international rules — 
which provide a basketball license to kill, 
maim, daze and bug — for their entire 


careers, and simply try to get away with 


as much as they can without getting 
caught. And isn’t this the penultimate 
credo, after “Win!”’, in American sport? 

In pre-game warmups, the Russians re- 
main in lay-up and jump shot drills until 
only a couple of minutes before the 
game’s start. Thev use only about half of 
each time out, always preceding the 
return of the American team to the court 
by a full thirty seconds. Once into the 
game, however, they become expansive, 
almost exuberant, grimacing broadly at 
the refs, gesturing playfully to the crowds. 
After one particularly curious call, 
Mikhail Korkiva, who kept the Russians 
in the game in the second half, waved his 
arms in bewilderment to Ernie D. Ernie, 
whose only foreign language course at 
Providence was in English, explained the 
whole thing to Korkiya in the universal 
dialect known as Jock — he patted him 
on the rump three times. 

.And there were a lot of curious calls in 
this game which looked like it was being 
played on an MBTA train jerking its way 
into Park Station. The game, featuring a 
bunch of Unidentified Flying Bodies, was 
uneven throughout, it being difficult. to 
establish any kind of continuity playing 
by rules which can only be described as 
Early Vietnam (or Late Cambodia). Len 
Elmore, Ron Behagen and Ed Saunders 
fouled out for the U.S., while Alzhen 
Zharmukhamedov (which the PA an- 
nouncer referred to throughout as ‘‘Zhar- 


Aleksandr Salnikov. Aleksandr Boloshev, 
Aleksandr Shalnev and Belov did likewise 
for the Russians. The total foul count at 
the end was 75 — 38 for the Americans, 
who do most of the complaining. 

“I won't call that basketball,” said 
Cousy, who had instructed his players to 
see how much thev could get away with, 
afterwards. “If they want to play it that 
way, thev’re going to have to find another 
name for it.” 


The only name for the second half was 
High Drama. The Russians appeared to 
have the thing won when Ivan Dvornii. a 
6-9 reserve forward, put them ahead with 
a lay-up. 73-69, with 2:08 left. But then 
DiGregorio made a jumper from the deep 
right corner after Korkiva had drawn a 
charging call. 73-71. The next time down 
the court, West Point’s Jim Oxley and 
George Karl from North Carolina, who 
both play as though practicing headfirst 
slides into second base, stole from 
Korkiva at midcourt, and Karl-fed the 
speeding DiGregorio for the tving lay-up. 
Ernie then almost won the thing outright 
with :06 left (‘I thought it was in.” he 
said later), but his jumper from the right 
corner this time spun out. The overtime, 
of course, was simply a television special 
within a television special — The Best of 
Ernie DiGregorio. It was only right, 


Because an hour before the game, as 
DiGregorio was on the court alone, mak- 
ing jump shots from everywhere between 
sessions of signing autographs, a fan had | 
come to the edge of the court, and yelled 
out to Ernie. 


“Hey, Ernie,” the fan said. “Do it to 
em tonight. huh? Give it to them from 
the outside.” 


And like a true performer, Ernie D. 
went out and gave the customers what 
they wanted.

Spaghetti Westerns — a cosmos of 
desert, sweat, sun, cackling Mex- 
icans, Machiavellian men in black, 
Winchester repeating rifles, gatling 
guns, double-barreled shotguns, 
sawed-off double-barreled shotguns, 
six-, seven- and eight-shooters, 


-hidden derringers, and an un- 


scrupulous, grunting, cheroot- 
smoking hero who inevitably rides 
off towards the setting sun, leaving 
in his wake an endless trail of cor- 
pses. Where else can a man be a 
man, and fan his gun twice with the 
assurance that anywhere between 
four and fourteen Mexicans will bite 
the dust as a direct result? 

For my comrades-in-cinematic- 
arms and myself, these films were 
the ultimate in both magnificent ab- 
surdity and Primal Suburban Death 
Wish. As often as it was humanly 
possible we would venture forth to 
the Loew’s Delancey, or other equal- 
ly exotic locales, where we would 
tolerate screaming children, leaky 
derelicts, and incoherent old ladies 
in order to watch Mario “Meatball” 
Brega die three times in three 
successive movies in “A Day With 
Clint Eastwood,” a nine and a half. 
hour. program of Eastwood’s three 
Sergio Leone pictures plus one of his 
American Westerns, Hang ’Em 
High. Unfortunately for less adven- 
turesome American moviegoers;thisS" 
Eastwood-Leone Dollar Trilogy 
usually comprises the full extent of 
their knowledge of the Spaghetti 
phenomenon. Little do they know of 
all the unseen joys that have been 
produced in Italy, where in the 
vicinity of 400 Westerns have been 
made since 1964. The first of 
Eastwood’s box-office hotcakes, A 
Fistful of Dollars (first released in 
Italy in 1964), did not reach this 
country until 1967 because of cer- 
tain copyright difficulties concer- 
ning the samurai film Yojimbo, on 
which A Fistful of Dollars was unof- 
ficially based. 

But once Eastwood was establish- 
ed as the serapeoed successor to 
James Bond, the U.S. was then 
treated in quick order to the film’s 
two sequels, For A Few Dollars More 
and The Good, The Bad and The 
Ugly. The boxoffice success was so 
impressive that distributors im- 
mediately started importing the 
Leone imitations which had already 
become the bread and butter of the 
movie industry in Italy, where every 
man and boy old enough to grow 
whiskers and smoke a cheroot was 
given a serape and six-gun and was 
quickly ushered into the hallowed 
ranks of ersatz stardom, otherwise 
known as the Lex Barker school of 
acting. 1968 marked the high point 
of Italian Western exposure in the 
U.S. with twelve films released in 
this country, breaking down quite 
neatly into one Italian Western per 
month. 

Since then the saga of Spaghetti 
in America becomes a sad story in- 
deed. In 1969 there were only five 


Spaghetti Westerns. 


A unique cure for the common cold is just one of the new twists offered by 


Italian Westerns released here and 
the total has been waning ever since, 
but those still to come include such 


catchy titles as If You Meet Sar-~ 


tana, You Better Pray For Your- 


Death, Three Crosses Not To Die, 
Pray To Your God, Then Dig Your 
Grave, God Forgive My Gun, and 
the piece de resistence, Die Slowly . 
. . I Love It!. Apparently titles of a 
religious or grandiose nature are 
considered a safer bet when in the 
original Italian language. One 
Italian Western, originally titled 
Those Desperate Men Who Smell of 
Sweat and Death, was translated 
with bewildering American ex- 
pediency into A Bullet For San- 
doval. Of course, many of the above- 
mentioned unimported Westerns 
may very well be of little or no value 
— but we should be given the oppor- 
tunity to judge for ourselves. 

With the decrease in importation 
there has also been a decrease in dis- 


tribution and publicity. Many 


Italian Westerns that come to this 
country now scarcely make it past 
Forty-Second Street and the drive- 
in circuit. As a result, American 
audiences have become reasonably 
acquainted with only three of 
Spaghettidom’s leading men, 
Eastwood, Lee Van Cleef, and Tony 
Anthony (all three of whom are 
American actors). We are now see- 
ing a slightly more enthusiastic 
promotion of the Italian starring 
combo of Terence Hill (Mario Girot- 
ti) and Bud Spencer (Carlo Peder- 
soli), but still nobody knows 
Montgomery Wood (Giuliano Gem- 


‘ma), Tomas Milian (Tomas Milian) 


or American expatriate Frank Wolff. 


- All of these men have appeared in 


films released in the U.S., but the 
films’ distribution has been all too 
discreet. 

Contributing even more to 
America’s mass ignorance on this 
subject has been the generally 
hostile reaction of American critics. 
The standards for criticism of 


~ 


Italian Westerns were set when the 
first reviews of A Fistful of Dollars 
were published. Since then these 


‘standards have rarely been deviated 


from, as criticism quickly hardened 
into prejudice. This prejudice has 
been evidenced by the snide con- 
descension of a Hollis Alpert, who 
regarded the concept of a Western 
filmed by Italians too silly to be con- 
sidered seriously, and by the out- 
right scorn of a Judith Crist whose 
reviews of A Fistful of Dollars and 
For a Few Dollars More were vir- 
tually interchangeable as she dis- 
regarded any facilities of perception 
she may have. In a relatively reason- 
ed article, Bosley Crowther, like 
many other critics, expressed a per- 
sonal uneasiness about the amoral 
nature of the Man With No Name, 
the “hero” of Leone’s Trilogy. 
Before too long, however, even 
Crowther lapsed into silly ap- 
prehension as he warned that “‘it (A 
Fistful of Dollars) is a dangerous 
overturning of the apple cart . . . it 
is likely to do lasting harm.” The 
nearest thing to critical justice paid 
to this genre, at the time of its in- 
itial American exposure, was An- 
drew Sarris’ 1968 article “Spaghetti 
Westerns”; however, Sarris never 
gets past a comparison of the Italian 
Western to the American Western, 
never truly considering the Italian 
Western on its own terms as a 
derivative but distinct genre. Film 


historians have also aggravated the . 


situation by an almost complete 
disinterest. In his Pictorial History 
of the Western Film, William K. 
Everson covers the Spaghetti 
Western phenomenon with one 
paragraph on Sergio Leone. 

From reading these critics and 
historians one would never guess 
that the Dollar Trilogy boasted an 
exhilarating elemental vision of the 
Western Myth, a remarkable visual 
style making use of striking com- 
position and juxtaposition of angles, 


a consistently entertaining 


the critical credit, not, in some 


blend of spectacular violence and 
black humor. Setting Leone’s work 
apart from all previous Westerns is 
his most peculiar and disquieting vi- 
sion of the Western hero and the set- 
ting in which he operates. Leone has§ 
transformed the archetypal 
mysterious frontier drifter into a 
thoroughly hollow and yet Olym- 
pian figure, and has remodeled the 
basically moralistic western setting 
of American cinema into a veritable 
nihilistic playground. Further defin- 
ing this vision are the Trilogy’s 
musical scores, composed by Ennio 
Morricone. In light of Leone's 
emphasis on the visual as opposed to 
the verbal, the importance of the 
films’ scores to fillin these verbal 
voids cannot be underestimated. 
Constructing his work from wailing- 
grunting choruses, electric guitars, 
piercing whistles, gongs, organs, 
jew’s harps, and various musical 
onomatopoeia, Morricone molds all 
elements into his own brand of 
menacing and totally penetrating 
Western romanticism. Inspired by 
Leone’s concept of the Western film 
and Morricone’s illustration of that 
concept, the Italian Western has 


since developed to its full blown® 


proportions to become a genre as 
diverse in treatment and quality as 
any other. 

At their best, Spaghetti Westerns 
are fast paced, colorful, baroque, 
brutal and funny; at their worst, 
they are like watching your best 
friend’s home movies, only with 
Guy Madison in them. 

More than just occasionally 
supplying us with an interesting ac- 
tion film, Italian film-makers have 
been filling in a gap left around fif- 
teen years ago with the death of the 
“B” Western, which until now has 
heen dismally replaced by televi- 
sion. Below is a listing of several o 
the vanguard of these gap-filling 
movies, accompanied by a brief ap- 
praisal. The purpose of this list is to 
bring attention to those films by 
people other than the recognized 
master, Leone, that have not gained 


cases, even the hox office popularity 
they deserve. This list is not entirely 
complete because 1) there are all 
those films that have not reache 
this country, 2) in the interests of 
brevity there are some entertaining 
Westerns that I have not men 
tioned, and %3) because there are 
specimens like The Man From 
Nowhere and Kill Them All... And 
Come Back Alone that are s 
obscure that they have eluded eve 
an incurable addict like myself.

O worship of the Golden Calf. O Mammon. O Harvard. Over at the 
Fogg Musuem last Tuesday afternoon, a celebration was held for the 
recovery of nine coins stolen from the Fogg on April 6, coins valued at 
150,000 dollars. There they were on a pedestal in the courtyard, nestl- 
ed in green velvet under plexiglass, surrounded by lesser 
denominations of gold foil-wrapped chocolate money which was ap- 
parently somebody’s idea of a joke. 


Daniel Robbins, the energetic young head of the Fogg, made a little 
speech to the beer drinking, cheese and cracker crunching celebrants, 
who seemed to be mostly graduate students in Art, Fogg ad- 
ministrators and guards. He thanked the Cambridge Police Force 
and especially Sargent Roscoe, Detective Centrella, and Lieutenant 
Clancy, and special thanks to the hero, Fogg guard Jacob Bluemling.

Immediately after Robbins’ bouquets were tossed, a fellow in a 
blue suit approached him and introduced himself as John Corcoran, 
‘City Manager of Cambridge. ‘“‘You are?” said Robbins. ‘‘Well, I’m a 
newcomer to Cambridge; that just goes to show. . .” “‘I’d like to say a 
few words,” Corcoran said.

Psychoanalytic practice continues to be bastardized by quick- 
change artists promising short cures for big fees, and one more exam- 
ple has recently been brought to our attention.

“If a patient reacts violently or anxiously to the mention of a 
word,”’ Dr. Craft said on the phone, “I will direct his associations into 
that direction. If he has responded to ‘Laos’, for instance, I can be 
quite certain that he has been personally involved in the policy 
decisions regarding that country and that it is in that area that his 
conflicts may be observed in full intensity.” 


When asked whether he considered himself a political reformist, 
Craft replied, “I change people, not policy. If an intrapsychic adjust- 
ment in the individual leads to the humanization of American 
politics, all for the better, but I’m concerned only with these damag- 


ed people.” 
Craft; whose fee is 10 percent of the pol’s yearly salary plus 30 per- 


cent of the value of his holdings, guarantees a cure in only three 


weeks of intensive work (also guaranteeing himself a healthy wage). 
“They've got to get back to work,” he explains. 


We asked him about the success so far of his method. “I don't 
promise anyone,” he said, “that when a patient leaves me, he won't 
resume spying or bombing Southeast Asia, if that’s what he’s been 
doing in the past. But it’s highly improbable he will be able to do so 
without second thoughts.”

No one’s happy these days. : 
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The Order of Ideas at Key West

Key West has always had many more 
artists, revolutionaries and other 
deviants, some of them awfully famous, 
than one would expect to find in a clap- 
board conservative tropical town. It’s an 
oasis in the eternal holiday badlands of 
South Florida, geographically and 
historically closer to Havana than to 
Miami. As such, it attracts the people 
who want to focus on personal pleasure 
with a minimum of externals, or who truly 
want to get away from what has been 
bothering them. They go to its bars to 
drink, not to sip. 

On the tip of Duval Street a place call- 
ed ‘Southernmost Beach Cafe,’ or maybe 
‘Castro Vista Cafe,’ or even ‘John Stewart 
Mill Cafe,’ is snagged like a rustynail at the 
end of a long green duodenum. It doesn’t 
have much of aname at all, of course, but 
by sitting at one of the little tables on its 
porch you can stare at the clear green 
Straits of Florida and watch pelicans dive 
for snapper. You can easily pretend you’re 
Ernest Hemingway. ; 

I arrived in the second week of January 
after navigating the 150 mile Overseas 
Highway down from Miami. The cafe was 
my first stop after a year away, and I was 
anxious to meet some of the friends I knew 
were likely to be taking a late breakfast 
there. Unless you’re one of the big spender 
tourists that Disney World is pulling to 
Florida in avalanching numbers, there 
isn’t much to doin Key West besides eat, 
drink, smoke, fish, or comb the beach. My 
friends would still be eating at this hour. 
No bars were open yet. 

As I pushed through the cafe’s screen 
door I saw Rex, who was holding forth 
over cups of Cuban coffee. Rex conducts 
one of the Conch Town Trolleys which 
choo-choo around the island loaded with 
tourists. For a dollar he shows them the 
old Bahama houses, the tropical gardens, 
the shrimp docks, the Hemingway 
haunts, Tennessee Williams’s cottage, 
and a dozen shops and restaurants where 
they can blow their Yankee cash. In his 
middle fifties, he is a tour guide only 
because it’s fun. 

“Well, look who couldn’t stay away, 
he said for everyone in the cafe. ‘‘How 
long this time?” 

‘Just visiting, unfortunately,” I 
shouted back. ‘‘What’s new?” 

“The state wants to build a four-lane 
highway from Key Largo, condominiums 
are going up out near Rest Beach, we had 


” 


bumper-to-bumper traffic onthe island 
every day between Christmas and New 
Year’s, and the Anchor got: busted and 
shut down for a year by the ABC.” 
Only the last bit of news was startling, 
the others being predictable. The Anchor 
had been last season’s snake pit, where on 
any starry tropical night you could join in 
on drunken brawls, literary tete-a-tetes, 
extemporaneous burlesque, and common 
grab-assing carried out by an extraor- 
dinary cast of tourists, hippies, shri.npers, 
crackers, and low-down wharf rats all in a 
humid atmosphere of rum, beer, wine, 
acid, Columbian reefer, and plain 
craziness. I’m accused of exaggerating 
whenever I try to describe this place, but 
truth is stranger than fiction. The closing 
of a bar like the Anchor could have 
devastating effect on an island only two 
miles wide and four miles long, for sure. 
Rex and I yakked on about the weather 
and whereabouts of important characters. 
Provincetown entrepreneurs had recently 
acquired the cafe, which explained its 
new yellow exterior trim and dainty. 
wallpaper. Key West and P-town have a 
lot in common. Provincetown is shaded by 
Cape Cod sophistication, though, whereas 
Key West is shaded by the utter lack of 
sophistication in the Wallace rednecks 
who have always outnumbered liberal 
Northern immigrants in the Keys. What 
makes Key West so compelling to me — 
and part of what made the Anchor so 
visceral — is that its self-conscious art is 
set against the dominating background of 
a work-a-day world, rather than vice versa 
as seems Provincetown’s case. Key West 


.is usually unpretentious, often seedy. 


Miami real estate and tourism tycoons are 
working desperately to change all this, of 
course. The inauguration of a posh Key 
West-Yucatan ferry line later this year 
should finally attract the proper clientele 
for such a transformation. So it goes, 
right? 

Rex had to leave to begin his first tour 
of the day, so I took a cup of thick sweet 
coffee out onto the porch. Only about one 
hundred yards offshore I could just make 
out-the backs of dolphins sewing their 
silver fish filament toward the Barracouta 
Keys. Beyond them on the horizon was a 
line of shrimp boats puffing to the Dry 
Tortugas. For 150 years people have been 
taking energy from Key West, but not 
leaving much besides a few. startling re- 
putations. Its economy boomed on cigars 


for a while, but then labor got cheaper up 
in Tampa. It boomed on the Navy, but 
then the admirals forgot why they had 
ever envisioned it as another Gibraltar or 
Singapore. Today it’s booming on the 
tourists and winter hippies who come to 
see the Hemingway House and smoke 
Caribbean grass, respectively. I had long 
ago seen the Hemingway House. I hadn’t 
scored any dope yet. So even though I was 
feeling just like Papa on that porch, I was 
anxious for another of Key West’s attrac- 
tions — its bars — to open their doors for 
the day. 

After an afternoon of boozing at the 
Chart Room, a deceptively well appointed 
bar where the charter boat skippers, hip 
capitalists, and Sports Illustrated writers 
hang out, I drove across the island to visit 
Tom McGuane. 


McGuane is Key West’s up-and-coming 
young writer, author of The Sporting 
Club, The Bushwhacked Piano, and the 
soon-to-be-published Ninety-Six Degrees 
in the Shade. He lives godawfully well: 
December to June in.Key West, June to 
December on a Montana ranch. Sports 
Illustrated keeps him comfortable in both 
places while his efforts at fiction grow in 


worth. McGuane, poet Jim “Lunepig” 
Harrison, and country singer Jimmy 
Buffet are the spiritual leaders of Club 
Mandible — Key West’s answer to 
Bloomsbury, Lampoon, SDS, and the 
Hell’s Angels. 

Tom was tinkering with a new runabout 
as I pulled into his driveway. It was no or- 
dinary runabout, to be sure. Its big Merc 
could push it flat out in eighteen inches of 
choppy water. It had two full-swivel 
chairs up front and nifty storage com- 
partments built into the gunwales. Even 
to a communist sailor like myself it was 
gorgeous. McGuane was totally enrap- 
tured by it. 

We talked about his summer in Mon- 
tana. “Well, Richard Brautigan showed 
up for a month or so,’”’ McGuane said. 
“Jesus, he’s a natural hallucinator. He got 
mad one night ‘cause Buffet wouldn’t 
come out of his cabin to drink with him, 
so he set fire to the goddamn cabin. 
Apologized the next morning by giving me. 
some slips of paper he’d drawn little fish 
on. Called them ‘trout dollars.’ In this 
perverse world they’ll probably be worth a 
pile someday. He knew it, too.” 

After a few pleasantries about 
Harrison’s Christmas visit, which 
naturally became a debauch, I left 
McGuane’s witty company just as even- 
ing was coming on. 

When da sun go down an’ evvabody 
don’ pickin’ de banana an’ de coconut, 
most of the island’s care-free population 
gathers at Mallory Dock to watch that 
fiery ball dunk itself in the Gulf. There 
are soft flutes and guitars and conga 
drums. There is singing and dancing and 
swimming. Sometimes a shrimp boat cap- 
tain, steering his craft laden with pink 
protein into the strangler fig shaded har- 
bour, will pull up at Mallory to take some 
freaks for a joy ride. And as the sunset 
turns sea and sky gaudy shades of pink, as 
snowy egrets fly to nest, as night- 
blooming jasmine sugars the air — we bid 
farewell to another day in paradise. And 
say WATCH OUT, MON, HERE COME 
ANNUDDA HOT NIGHT. 

Key West night life is centered in the 
lower Duval Street bars. They range from 
the touristy Sloppy Joe’s (‘‘Papa 
Hemingway’s Favorite Bar’’), through the 
teeny psvchedelia of The Trap, the dark 
blue funk of Lou’s, the nautical chic of 
Captain Tony’s (one of Fsquire’s Ten

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Gangster Films: Cagney and Nothingness

The Brattle Theater is following up its 
ubiquitous Bogart festival with a real 
smorgasbord of gangster movies, ranging 
from the herring to the schmaltz and the 
caviar. The prints are all 35mm, so you'll 
get a better pictorial sense of what 
photographers Tony Gaudio, Sol Polito 
and Sid Hickox were up to than you do in 
the television prints you see. 

Mostly the films are Warner’s staples, 
with a smathering of RKO polish from the 
forties. 

No American film genre, not the 
Western, not the musical, has shown the 
vitality of the gangster film. Early 
audience reactions to the gangster film 
were overwhelming, for here at last was a 
form that combined romance, danger, ac- 
tion in a satisfyingly familiar mode and 
the heroes were easily accessible fantasy 
figures, drawn from recognizable urban 
types. They represented a heightened 
realism and credibility that gave their 
plots the immediacy of ‘‘today’s 
headlines.” 

The gangster films also presented uni- 
que artistic opportunities for talented 
directors otherwise trapped in the 
stultifying studio system. Where the 
Western was specially suited for the 
dramatization of moral conflicts, and the 
musical for exploration of visual form and 
emotional abstraction, the gangster film 
quickly evolved into a tragic mode, 
delineating a classic outline within which 
considerable variety of artistic expression 
was possible. 

The gangster exemplified the kind of 
freedom of action commensurate with 
tragedy. Outside the law, he lives out his 
public life before a cacophonous chorus of 
newspaper headlines, able to act out of his 
own impulses, forging between personal 
choice and his actions a causal relation 
which few other public figures would 
claim. 


It is, of course, a false freedom, since 
the more the gangster pursues his un- 
fettered, unchecked action, the more he 
ensures his ultimate downfall. In High 
Sierra (1941), the most remarkable aspect 
of the script, direction and performance is 
the continual awareness of the lead 
character that he has no chance of escape. 
The end that awaits himis precise, in-

escapable and the drama unwinds like a 
coiled watchspring. You know that when 
Bogart is sprung from a life-sentence, he 
won’t be ending up with a home in the 
country and kids. The ironic contrast, 
then, between the appearance of freedom 
of action and the inevitable downfall 
creates the basic tension of the gangster 
film. Sounds Greek to me. 

And, as Robert Warshow pointed out in 


his famous essay, the gangster film. 


parodies the classic American dream of 
success; in this sense, our catharsis is 
compounded by the relief that we are 
safer for remaining honest failures in the 
economic system. 

All of which might indicate the 
gangsters to be of rather solemn stuff, all 
told, although fundamental seriousness is 
hardly what a casual viewer would un- 
cover. The main tools of the form are ur- 
ban humor and detail, the mechanics of 
pace, bravado and wisecrack. The at- 
titude altered somewhat in the forties, 
when the drenched mise-scene meant the 
characters had to cut through dense fog to 
connect with one another in loveless, 
violent interaction. The fact that the 
gangster film gradually grew existentialist 


rather than realistic, and finally 
obsessively self-conscious in the late six- 
ties, never detracted from its fundamen- 
tal vitality, which derived from an un- 
yielding skepticism that gradually in- 
sisted on inflicting its own punishment on 


itself. Black comedy always lurked 


around the fringes of the genre 
(Sternberg’s pictures, and Hawks’ Scar- 
face), and much of the stylistic fervor of 
the Warner’s thirties films plays off the 
vulgar wit and manner with the grotesque 
activity. 

Finally, the gangster film provides in 
abundance one of the greatest pleasures of 
American film, the idiosyncratic bit 
players whose incredible precision of type 
invest even the most hackneyed scenario 
with density and humor—Allen Jenkins, 
Frank McHugh, Warren Hymer, Stanley 
Ridges, and hosts of others. 


Scars - en - scene 

Little Caesar (1930) and Public Enemy 
(1931) have been overrated as classics 
simply for presenting their two respective 
stars in their first archetypal roles; both 
are more classic than good. Public Enemy 
has more dash and verve, also a good deal 


more daring (I'll be curious to see if the 
print includes the usually excised footage 
showing Cagney baiting a tailor who in- 
discreetly measures his crotch); Little | 
Caesar is neater, more substantial. 
Aside from the plethora of Bogarts and 
Cagneys, the series commendably show- 
cases one of Spencer Tracy’s last gangster 
roles and some of John Garfield’s early 
ones. 20,000 Years in Sing Sing (1932) 
came after Quick Millions and Up the 
River, both of which marked Tracy as a 
worthy competitor to Cagney in his more 
flatfooted way. By the next year Tracy 
was a priest in San Francisco and then it 
was only one step more till he became 


’ flatfoot flanagan, and the gangster film 


lost a nice guy. 20,000 features a young 
Bette Davis in her first palatable perfor- 
mance — it’s a good prison picture, cer- 
tainly the best of its kind on this series. 

Garfield’s films are not much, unfor- 
tunately, although his anarchic personali- 
ty comes off more as private than his 
higher-bracket counterparts. Busby 
Berkeley's They Made me a Criminal 
(1939) has some nice particulars and a 
ludicrous story; Castle on the Hudson 
(1940) is a straight genre piece without 


particular distinction. 


There are some standards that bear 
rewatching, among them Huston’s Kev 
Largo, (1948) a throwback to the thirties 
with a revisionist temperament and an 
ending copped from Hemingway’s To 
Have and Have Not; High Sierra, better 
still, with Bogart’s best gangster perfor- 
mance; White Heat (1949), the ultimate 
Cagney portrayal as the mother-loving 
psychopath; and The Petrified Forest 
(1936), which introduced Bogart as a 
gangster although the transcription of 
Sherwood’s play is pretty petrified itself. / 
am a Fugitive from a Chain Gang (1932) 
isn’t so hot, either, but it has anger and 
Paul Muni and that’s more than enough. 

Among the recommended sleepers are 
Walsh’s fantasically detailed and 
breakneck-paced The Roaring Twenties 
(1939); Kid Galahad (1937), the best fight 
film of the thirties, with Bette Davis as 
Edward G. Robinson’s mistress in what 
must have been a billowing uppercut at 
the Hays Office; Angles with Dirty Faces 
(1938), which goes soft in the head near its

A VERY CURIOUS GIRL

Nelly Kaplan’s comedy was a smash in 
Paris, although it has been slow to open in 
this country. The film is a light, sardonic 
comedy, the kind of saucy, droll vehicle 
that for years was a staple of French im- 
ports, but with an important new 
awareness that makes all those bawdy 
goings-on a lot different. 

Marie (Bernadette Lafont), illegitimate 
daughter of an illegitimate mother, is left 
alone in the world upon her mother’s 
death and turns to the one livelihood open 
to her. She already has a clientele, being 
genially abused as the village tramp, so 
what she decides to do is to start charging. 
And no credit, either — Marie keeps her 
liquidity by maintaining a strict cash- 
and-carry basis. 


It isn’t all done out of need. The town, 
as detestable a group of gossips and horny 
hypocrites as you could fine, cruelly 
hound and oppress her, even killing her 
only friend, a goat (for whom she buys 
Gauloises with her first receipts). In the 
long run, Marie builds a nest egg and 
lights out, managing to expose the town in 
the process for despicable louts they are, 
and from the belfry of the Church no less. 


Kaplan sketches in the usual details of 
French rustic life familiar to the genre, 
but there is none of Marcel Pagnol’s in- 
dulgence here. Kaplan plays the French 
comedy game only to criticize its sen- 
timentality and its tacit acceptance of 
narrow-mindedness and bigotry. Without 
depriving us of the enjoyment, she gets 
her message across with no little wit. 


Lafont is well-cast here, though 
somewhat more restrained and therefore 
less irrepressible than in Truffaut’s Such 
a Georgeous Kid Like Me. As a director, 
Kaplan is content to exhibit a sym- 
pathetic dispassion toward Marie’s plight 
and a coldstare in medium shot for the 
villagers, who are never allowed to 
degenerate into grotesques (except in one 
drunken night scene that has a lilt of 
black comedy to it). The film is a fable, 


and as such, it is slight, the stuff of 
chuckles rather than laughs. In the final 
analysis, the film is not enough of a 
revelation to qualify as the rousing anti- 
French pastoral comedy it might, with 
other intentions, have been. Kaplan has 
been content to be true to commerce and 
to herself, and she succeeds well enough 
within that constraint. A Very Curious 
Girl isn’t a landmark and that’s what’s 
most important about it — a woman film- 
maker made it her own way as if that were 
the most natural of things. It’s a nice 
change all around.

finish but until then has the most sharply 
observed social behavior of any of these 
films, with tense and wonderful interac- 
tions between Cagney and the Dead End 
Kids; and Out of the Past (1947), the one 
must-see of the series, a nightmarish tale 
of lust and betrayal told in a fever of 
hallucination, with a drowsy Robert 
Mitchum, a hyperthyroid Kirk Douglas, 
and Jane Greer, who within seconds on 
screen supplies the most plausible 
motivations for passionate irrationality, 
far beyond the ken of the most immortal 
of writers. Jacques Tourneur directed and 
Nicholas Musuraca shot this masterpiece 
with uncommon tact and taste, cloaking 
annihilation under the guises of the ut- 
most civility. Remarkable in every aspect. 

On the downgrade, The Racket (1951) 
offers Mitchum and retakes by Nick Ray; 
unseen, it has been qualifiedly 
recommended. All Through the Night 
(1942) is trivial but very amusing and will 
hold you in the theater, which is more 
than San Quentin, Crime School, Larceny 
Inc., or You Can’t Get Away Murder can 
claim (some people like the last, in all 
fairness). The Big Shot, with Bogart, is to 
be shunned. Each Dawn I Die will cause 
no particular harm, I guess, and Murder 
My Sweet (1944, also unseen) is a key 
adaptation of Chandler’s Farewell My 
Lovely, introduced the ‘new’ Dick 
Powell (sappy tenor to tough guy in one 
easy beating) and was directed by 
Hollywood Ten turncoat and informer 
Edward Dmytryk, who never had much 
talent anyway. 

Of course, all these films have merit, 
and most are worth the indulgence of a 
look-see. A few, as indicated, are worth a 
good deal more than that — anyone who 
can see fit to miss White Heat, Kid 
Galahad, The Roaring 20s, or Out of the 
Past deserves to be tied to a chair and 
subjected to — well, Bergman movies.

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/Vusic: The Simon and Hub Reunion

A single spotlight hit stage left and a 
diminutive figure with guitar in hand 
ambled to the fore, shyly acknowledging 
waves of expectant applause. Paul Simon, 
the crucial figure in the commercially 
successful folk-rock duo Simon and Gar- 
funkel, had not toured since the 
partnership with Garfunkel dissolved in a 
welter of movie contracts several years 
ago. At the Music Hall this night he was 
out to prove his viability as a solo artist, 
and to this end he enlisted the aid of the 
exotic Urubamba groups from South 
America and the Jesse Dixon Singers, a 
gospel quintet, and buttressed his act 
with an air of rehearsed professionalism. 

Self-consciousness has always been a 
Simon trademark, and after singing ““Me 
and Julio” and “Run That Body Down” 
in a weak, wispy voice, he felt compelled 
to announce tothe audience “I’m back,” 
a fact which had escaped the attention of 
absolutely no one. Before singing ‘Feelin’ 
Groovy”” Simon mentioned that his es- 
timation of George McGovern had 
dropped dramatically when the latter told 
Paul, during a fund-raising concert, how 
disappointed he had been when Simon 
failed to perform ‘Feelin’ Groovy” during 
his segment. One was forced to wonder 
who had requested ‘Feelin’ Groovy” this 
night. 

Before bringing Urubamba onstage 
Simon performed two new songs, “Sunny 
Day” and ‘American Tune.” The former, 
a pretty, lightweight number, was 
developed nicely by the introduction, late 
in the song, of ninths to replace major 
chords. “American Tune” was, along with: 
the two others Urubamba played alone, 
one of the highlights of the concert. It 
began with an evocation of the changes 
Simon and the people around him have 
gone through in the last few years, and 
moved on to a striking dream sequencet 
which saw the singer, while flying through 
the air, witness the Statue of Liberty 
floating out to sea. 

Urubamba, said Simon, had come to 
his attention in 1965 when, as Los Incas, 
they had performed a traditional South 
American Indian instrumental, “El Con- 
dor Pasa,” to which Simon eventually 
added English words. After performing 
that. song, Simon introduced the’ four

players and their instruments — flutes of 


several varieties and a stringed instru- 
ment made out of the casing of an ar- 
madillo. The group then performed one 
slow song characterized by the sensual, 
breathy sound of a honeycomb flute, and 
a fast, spirited number pushed along 
rhythmically by Simon’s work on an In- 
dian drum. “The Boxer,” with the Indian 
flutes playing the “‘lai-la-lai” part, closed 
out the set nicely, but, after Simon and 
Urubamba returned and simply faced the 
audience, curtain-call style, boos began to 
invade the applause. No one had explain- 
ed to the audience that Simon would be 
coming back to do a second segment. 
The latter half of the show began with 
rather off-handed solo performances of 
‘‘Mrs. Robinson,’’ ‘‘America’’ and 
“Homeward Bound,” all offered with a 
disquieting air of condescension (almost 
as if Simon were saying to his audience — 
“Am I great or am I great?”’). His singing 
here was singularly unimpressive, lacking 
both vitality and personality, and made 
clear the role the oft-denigrated Art Gar- 
funkel had once played. A new song, 
“Something So_ Right,’’ however, rose 
above the flaws in its execution. 
Traditionally Simon has hid behind 
various poses in his work, but here, for the 
first time, he was openly and affectingly 


confessional, describing his formidable 
defenses and the ability of a figure, 
presumably his wife, to break those 
defenses down. 

The Jesse Dixon Singers, three buxom 
ladies in pink gowns, a non-singing 


bassist and Jesse ~ .xon on organ, helped 
Simon with a ousing, gospel-inflected 
version of “Mother and Child Reunion,” a 
song Simon says is about a Chinese 
chicken and egg dish he once had. The 
group then cut loose with two searing 
gospel numbers which made clear, as 
Simon had earlier pointed out, that gospel 
provided the roots for the rhythm and 
blues vocal groups of the fifties and the 
soul singers of the sixties. 

“Bridge Over Troubled Waters,” 
buoyed by a vocal give-and-take between 
Dixon and one of the female singers which 
(to the vocal disappointment of some 
members of the audience) all but dwarfed 
the singing of Simon, was supposed to end 
the concert. Paul and the Jesse Dixon 
Singers returned for two curtain calls but 
no encore, and again people began to boo. 
Faced with the prospect of a disastrous 
ending to a comeback concert, Simon 
finally relented and, professing that he 
didn’t know any more songs, repeated the 
excellent new “American Tune,” but it 
was obviously not what his fans wanted. 
Paul Simon was, indeed, back, but he had 
left his audience, as he has always left me, 
admiring but curiously unsatisfied. 


Jazz Films

Billie Holiday leans back on the stool, 
her hair tugged back in its inevitable pony 
tail, her voice flirting almost off-handedly 
with octaves in the manner that has been 
called almost too blue to listen to. She 
croons and savors her ‘‘God Bless the 
Child” so lovingly and intensely that the 
song becomes instant autobiography. The 
aged film closed in on her almost pointed 
cheekbones and you can see that she’s not 
pretty. No fancy hair-dos, no cheering 
clubs, no bouncy swagger. In other words, 
no “Lady Sings the Blues.” 

“IT never sing a song the same way 
twice,” Billie on film told an enraptured 
audience attending a rare showing of live 
Holiday film clips from the New York 
Jazz Museum as part of Boston Jazz 
Week’s film series. No recurring theme 
song like that of the black Barbara Strei- 


sand, Diana Ross, only a unique and 
always improvising instrument known as 
the voice. 

The Jazz Week organizers billed the 
clips as the “real” Billie Holiday, and 
none of the large audience seemed dis- 
apointed in the non-sugar-coated Lady 
Day. Those clips, along with the four 
other film presentations, demonstrated 
effectively both the fantastic raw material 
available to prospective jazz film-makers, 
and the general failure of cinema thus far 
to make a totally effective film about jazz. - 

Although Hollywood’s myth-making 
version of Billie Holiday’s life comes off a 
poor second to mere clips of the Lady 
herself, highly touted films designed as a 
sympathetic forum for jazz as serious art 
also proved deficient — for wholly

different reasons. The powerful historic 
jazz film clips (featuring not only Billie 
Holiday, but greats like Count Basie, 
Duke Ellington, Coleman Hawkins and 
Lester Young) coupled with several rather 
boring recent jazz films — “Mingus” and 
“Jazz is Our Religion” — proved that 
there is danger not just in Hollywood- 
izing the music but in being perhaps too 
close and faithful to the subject at hand. 

Owing to the blackness of jazz and its 
clear neglect by white media controllers 
and audiences, the art seems to have. 
developed something of a “damned if you 
do, damned if you don’t” view of its 
prospective - audience, both white and 
black. In “Jazz is Our Religion,” a new 
English film produced by John Jeremy 
and premiered for Jazz Week, the camera, 
hacked by a voice reciting a litany of jazz 
history and trials, pans across the full 
spectrum of contemporary jazzmen — 
without once identifying whom we are 
watching or hearing. And therein lies the 
dilemma: audiences are faulted for not

appreciating jazz, but fledgling sup- 


porters are treated with disdain. 
“Mingus,” a film by Thomas Reichman 
aired originally through the Public Broad- 


casting system, suffers somewhat less, but 
more frustratingly, from that same 
malady. The cinema verite, on-the-spot 
documentation of Mingus being evicted 
from his New York studio while being in- 
terviewed by an invisible, Kafkaesque 
narrator can’t help being tragically 
powerful for anyone who knows of 
Mingus, perhaps the most articulate and 
dramatic of working jazz musicians. But 
the scene-jumping camera, the failure to 
explain exactly where the various scenes 
took place, and a general muddling of a 
fabulously dramatic story, render the film 
a home-movie for an already devoted 
Mingus in-group. Worse, none of the 
historic footage of the 1961 Mingus Town 
Hall concert with Eric Dolphy nor clips at 
the now-defunct Lennie’s on the Turnpike 
or the Village Vanguard are either iden- 
tified or run in full. 

Of all the films shown during Jazz 
Week, the only truly successful ones came 
from the unlikely archives of early televi- 
sion and old newsreels. Despite hints of 
condescension and _ intellectualization 
(“tell me, Miles, can you pinpoint the 
transition between hot and cool jazz?), 
NBC’s “The Subject is Jazz,’ produced 
by famed jazz critic Nat Hentoff, and a 
CBS show which included critic Leonard 


Feather, share the overwhelming advan- 
tage of letting musicians like Billie Holi- 
day, Louis Armstrong, Duke Ellington, 
saxophonist Lester Young and trumpeter 
Roy Eldridge (whose bluesy solos with 
Holiday are priceless) sit back and play 
uninterruptedly before the camera. You 
may not like cool jazz, but NBC sure gave 
you the chance to find out. 

Television, of late, however, has not 
been significantly better than ‘Lady 
Sings the Blues” in portraying jazz 
realistically or presenting it at all. Even a 
recent birthday tribute to Duke Ellington 
failed to feature one of the composer’s 
pieces in full, and included plenty of 
irrelevant performers, from Roberta Flack 
to Flip Wilson. 

It is difficult to make jazz available to a 
mainstream audience and not roman- 
ticize it to make it more palatable. Billie 
Holiday’s life did not come close to en- 
ding in triumph at Carnegie Hall as her 
Hollywood biography suggests, but 
Charles Mingus has not endured unreliev- 
ed tragedy either. Both have written 
autobiographies to prove those points. 
The material for great films and television 
concerts about America’s most original, 
serious form of music is all out there — 
awaiting the right producer. 
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Facing the Music

Rod Stewart’s upfront honesty and 
meek apologies for his flu-weakened voice 
bailed out an otherwise disastrous Faces 
concert two weeks ago in the Boston 
Garden. The aging (30), wealthy 
superstar was embarrassingly hoarse and 
out of sorts that vernal night, but the 
madly stoned, soft-hearted sardine pack 
cheered him on wildly; spirits were high 
and souls too sympathetic to complain 
about the shoddy, feckless performance. 

From the moment the group appeared 
onstage beneath a giant “Ooh la la” 
poster and amid Vegas-type foliage (the 
can-can dancers didn’t make it), I 
couldn’t help but observe the generation 
gap separating the listless musicians from 
their energetic fans. Pale, plump and ad- 
mittedly under the weather, Mod Rod 
looked garishly dated (and genuinely 
grotesque) in white gloves and gold 
bellbottoms, and the celebrated raspiness 
that can stir such emotion was reduced to 
a pitifully scratchy wail. I couldn’t decide 
if it was the tumultuous applause, the 
thought of all that money, or sheer stub- 
born pride that compelled Stewarty to 
croak out 18 dismal numbers, taking the 
low road whenever possible and delivering 
a few perfunctory microphone twirls. 


“See how ya like this one,” squeaked 
the normally flamboyant showman 
between tunes as the Faces lurched into 
another uninspired, heavy-handed rocker. 


With Rod functioning at such a low level a 
greater burden was placed on the 
musicians, but they seemed stricken with 
sleeping sickness as they poked their way 
mechanically through song after song. 
Solid and pleasant though their accom-

slow, droning guitar sludge doled out mer- 


cilessly by the two Rons at hair-raising. 


volume bludgeoned the crowd into a 
soporific trance. Ian McLagen’s subtler 
keyboards were totally drowned out by 
the rest of the din, and Kenny Jones's 


crashing drum work was barely picked up 
by the miserable sound system. 

The first half-dozen tunes, including 
“Cindy” and “The Stealer,’’ sounded de- 
cent enough, but as the show wore on and 
Rod grew raspier, everything slid 
downhill. The Faces have always lacked 
the delicacy, the soft acoustic touch that 
contributes so much to the Stewart solo 
albums, and their renditions of “You. 
Wear It Well” and “I’d Rather Go Blind” 
were in desperate need of the record’s fid- 
dle and horns, not to mention a strong 
voeal performance. 

Grinning a bit nervously and joking 
throughout, his speaking voice unaffected 
by his ailment, Rod plodded on bravely 
into ‘Maggie May” for his youthful 
followers, and then into a strained 
delivery of Lennon’s “Jealous The 
lad was sinking fast at this point, omit- 
ting whole lines at a time, but he manag- 
ed to grind out “Losing You” (a farewell 
to his voice?), ‘Borstal Boys” and 
“Twisting the Night Away.” Then Rod 
trudged wearily offstage for a few stiff 
belts and a quick costume change. 

“Boston, you’re my oldest friends.” 
croaked Rod thankfully to the little peo- 
ple as they votively lit hundreds of 
matches and demanded an encore. “See 
you in a few years when we're all a little 
older,”’ he added plaintively, and moved’ 
hoarsely into ““Maybe I'm Amazed” and 
“Too Bad.”” YOU SAID IT! 
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Pink Floyd: DARK SIDE OF THE

It took me a while to recognize the 
relationship between the prism on the 
cover and the poster of the pyramids of 
Egypt. But the prism breaks up sunlight 
and the pyramids were used as landmarks 
for star-gazing: both symbols of light. The 
eventual effect of Pink Floyd on me is a 
facility for making such connections and 
associations. Listening to the Floyd is an 
intensely personal experience, which is 
part of the reason that every concertgoer 
is convinced the quadraphonic footfalls 
pass right through his own lap. In fact; I 
wonder how much he listens to the Floyd 
and how much to his own inner music. 
Musically the Flovd don’t seem to offer 
much other than occasional strange chord 
change. so it is largely the Floyd ex- 
perience that causes in Floyd fans the 
same fierce loyalty evinced by Moody 
Blues fans ‘round the time of Jn Search of 
the Lost Chord. The two groups do often 
reach a common point — I am reminded 
particularly of the Graeme Edge sound 
collages. Edge was the only poet and 
mystic in the Moodies, and should have 
been a Floyd. But the Moodies are too 
comforting and tend to bring their 


audience together. The Floyd secret is to 
irritate very subtly, to plant an itch in 
your brain, forcing you to seek your own 
solution, and this must be done alone. 
The Floyd are definitely not party music, 
and should be, at least at first, absorbed 
in the privacy of your own quiet skull. 

This album actually represents a 
resting place for them: compared to the 
scenes of “Set the Controls for the Heart 
of the Sun” and “Astronomy Domine,” 
the moon is a nice, quiet, accessible place 
The music reflects this, decidedly mellow- 
ed out from the Xenon hyperwarp sound 
of “Echges.” The songs which are still in a 
Floyd vein present little problem. Others 
concern themselves with more mundane 
subjects — new things for Pink Floyd but 
nothing they have any business concer- 
ning themselves with. It isn’t a complete 
turnabout; just a lessening of scope, as if 
Meddle had been recorded without 
“Echoes.” 

My guess is that the Floyd are just now 
coming to grip with the spectre of Syd 
Barrett, their original guitarist, the one 
who set the group’s direction and who 
subsequently went insane. Since then 
madness has been a constant presence in 
the Floyd. Even now, one of the voices in 
“Speak to Me” says “I’ve been mad for 
years, absolutely years, fucking years.” 
But Barrett has since recovered and is 
now releasing solo albums in England, so 
there is no need for Floyd to feel responsi- 
ble for him, or he for them. The stolid, 
level-headed Gilmour, who replaced 
Barrett, is now tempering the band’s ap- 
proach to art and life. On the other hand, 
mavbe they are falling into the per- 
manently depressed condition of terminal 
psvchotic personalities.

Eagles: DESPERADO (Asylum SD 


5068) 


Eagles is not one of the more innovative 
groups around today, though it is clearly 
one of the most commercially viable. 
Parlaying a mix of elements which have 


characterized Los Angeles country-rock 
for the last six or seven years(complemen- 
tary guitar picking, three-part harmonies, 
melodic bass lines).into a winning, though 
thoroughly derivative musical strategy, 
its members have become the visible 
representatives of the tradition which 
spawned them. 

Desperado, the newest, is a semi- 
concept album based loosely around the 
Doolin-Dalton rivalry of the Old West 
though the album holds together musical- 
ly as well. The tunes are eminently 
listenable and a few of them are classic 
examples of Laurel Canyon lied. ““Tequila 
Sunrise,” with its Jackson Browne imita- 
tion vocal (Glenn Frey is even beginning 
to adopt Browne’s writing style) is spun 
along by Bernie Leadon’s “Peaceful Easy 
Feeling” guitar riffs, and ‘Saturday 
Night” is a nice sop to the barbershop 
quartet crowd. 

A nice surprise is “Outlaw Man,” a 
David Blue composition which should im- 
prove its author’s reputation, and “Bitter 
Creek,” an ominous denouement with 
Neil Young overtones brings the album to 
its gun-battle conclusion nicely, with 
reprises of ‘‘Doolin-Dalton’’ and 
“Desperado,” which appeared on the first 
side capping it off. 

It is easy to criticize Eagles for the 
copious borrowing the group does, but 
Desperado contains a lot of very pretty, 
well-sung material which is worthwhile if 
not important. In terms of Los Angeles 
bands, Eagles are certainly not Little 


Johnny Winter: STILL ALIVE AND 
WELL (Col. KC 32188) 


The wailing white banshee of the 
badlands would like you all to know that 
he is still with us, and to prove it, he has 
released this record, which would have 
been better titled “Johnny Winter’s Rock 
and Roll Porridge.”’For in this trio format, 
with Randy Jo Jobbs on bass and Rich 
Hughes on drums, the songs seem to meld 
into one another around the edges, all 
becoming one through a magical process 
known as the rococo porridge rock guitar. 
Unlike Jeff Beck, Winter does not seek his 
own themes, whether in composing or in 
soloing. Instead, he plucks his songs from 


.the family tree of rock, sticking close to 


the main trunk, using his guitar to fish up 
every conceivable traditional electric rock 
and blues lick, generously whipping up 
the same brew for everything. 

His style is rococo in its insistent use of 
every available space; it is egalitarian in 
its casual and ingenuous disregard for 
originality. But it’s real hot stuff. - 

The album opens with “Rock and 
Roll,” a sulphurous blues that steams 
along until the first of many similarly tex- 
tured but wildly quixotic solos. ‘“Can’t 
You Feel It” is more rock than the 
previous, dense and reasonably well struc- 
tured. This slides into Randy Derringer’s 
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“Cheap Tequila,” with its elusive, slow 
beat and laconic vocal. Winter is really 
singing now, in his quieter moments. 

Perhaps the most successful vocal on 
the album is the treatment of the Stones’ 
“Silver Train,” wherein Johnny tries on 
the Jagger vocal style and does Jagger one 
better by incorporating a sneering at- 
titude into a more harmonious, less 
earthly presence. That is to say, he goes in 
the opposite direction from Jagger as 
Robert Plant, most beloved of excessive 
Jagger stylists. 

“Still Alive and Well” is another, much 
better Derringer tune and another perfect 
vehicle (among thousands) for the 
scatter-gun porridge treatment; guitar all 
over the place covering the entire history 
of the blues in as little time as possible. 
“Let It Bleed” is a groove; more coherent, 
less powerful, funkier than the original, 
with another successful Jagger-inspired 
vocal. The singing isn’t exactly a rip-off 
because imitating Jagger is bigger than 
life, and Winter may finally have found 
his voice in Jagger’s theatrical 
mannerisms. This record is neither good 
nor bad, but merely round. Should serve 


for fans.

I had hoped that William Russo's 
“Three Pieces for Blues Band and 
Orchestra” would offer engaging aural 
material to the ears of both the classical 
music lover and those of the rock freak. 
But my judgement is that Russo failed in 
each. genre. The 45-year-old composer 
appears to write with no particular skill 
for symphony orchestra, though he has 
composed symphonies and is quoted in 
the liner notes as saying of the above 
pieces, “‘it’s the hardest thing I ever did.” 
The Hollywood brassy dissonances aren't 
too hard to take, though Henry Mancini 
does that sort of thing better, and they 
appear primarily in a your-turn, my-turn 
format with Siegel-Schwall. Ensemble, 
it’s merely rock with strings, usually play- 
ing the same 1-4 chucka-chucka cadences. 
At climaxes, one hears sounds from 
“Dragnet.” 


It’s not clear that this kind of hybrid 
need be, like the mule, sterile. I can at 
least imagine that a Berklee composition 
student, working with B.B. King’s string 
back-up (the remaining choirs from any 
good orchestra) and the Allman Brothers, 
could come up with some really exciting, 
sharp-edged counterpoint ‘and hard 
rhythms of the best sort that rock has to 
offer. Russo’s rhythmic sense here, 
though, is either feeble or dogmatic. 
Nothing is propelled. He should spend 
some time listening to the Allmans, or the 
late Cream, as well as the Beethoven 
symphonies. Consider the rocking double- 
bass passages in the Fifth, Cream’s 
“Crossroads.” There’s nothing like either 
of those here. 


Of course, the biggest problem is that 
Siegel-Schwall is a lousy blues band, Seiji 
Ozawa’s backing notwithstanding. (It 
should be pointed out, though, that Russo 
wrote the pieces specifically for them, 
over five years ago). Those who claim 
Corky Siegel is much of a harp or piano 
player simply don’t know the competi- 


tion; Jim Schwall, too, is an exceptionally 
pedestrian guitarist. Drummer Shelley 
Plotkin offers neither drive nor variety. 
Even J Geils can cut these guys. 
Together, S-S produce some super-dumb 
blues, and where the music isn't em- 
barrassingly stupid (the first piece almost 
sounds like a Lamipoon parody), the 
pieces bore. I kept wishing it would end: I 
doubt if I'll play it even at parties. 


On the reverse side we hear what can be 
done — superlatively — with an orchestra 
playing “‘non-classical"’ music. Leonard 
Bernstein’s ‘‘West Side Story” 
Symphonic Dances form a carefully con- 
structed suite, but one that doesn't follow 
the familiar musical. Most of the more 
famous songs are missing (e.g.. 
‘“‘Tonight’’), though we do get 
“Somewhere,” a_ lovely motif of which 
Beethoven shamelessly stole from Lennie 
for the slow movement of the “Emperor” 
piano concerto. The San Franciscans’ per- 
formance is brilliant with-zeal.

A Beethoven performance by Eugen 
Jocum is never uninteresting. First 
brought to German public attention in 
1929 by no less a conductor than 
Furtwangler, Jocum belongs to a dying 
tradition of heroic interpreters who take 
great liberties with a score to emphasize 
its “expressive” qualities — a practice 
not always beneficial to the music. 
Though there are many weaned on 
Toscanini and B.H. Haggin who find 
Jocum’s style mannered, a trifle 
“irrsinnig’’ (which might be _ loosely 
translated as ‘‘tetched’’), Jocum’s 
musicianship and passionate identifica- 
tion with Beethoven rarely fail to con- 
vince me of the rightness of his very in- 


dividual understanding. Unfortunately. 
his eagerly awaited Missa Solemnis with 
the Concertgebouw Orchestra on Philips 
is uneven in its inspiration, weak in its 
female soloists. and inadequately 
engineered on the records’ first two sides. 


The Missa Solemnis is scored for large 
mixed chorus. orchestra and four solo 
voices. The giant mass virtually breathes 
brimstone. its moody sobriety broken by 
large acid crescendos and moments of 
quiet. poignant virtuosity. Dionysian fu- 
sion of the parts must be balanced by a 
careful attention to the intricate detailing 
— the modest oboe set in the quartet of 
“amens”™ of the “Gloria.” the timpani in 
the “Sanctus’’ — for these touches give 
the work its arguably eecentric character. 
Mr. Jochum's tempi_ highlight--exeryv 
dramatic moment in the score, vet there 
is a fidgetiness in his treatment. a 
willingness to break a line on behalf of 


some inferred existential effect. that ul- 


timately disappoints. In Jocum’s defense. 
it must be noted that he is not helped 
much by the engineering or his 
colleagues. The recording possesses the 
immaculate surfaces one has come to ex- 
pect of Philips, but on side one and the 
first half of side two, there is a fuzziness of 
the parts. expecially in the large tutti 
crescendos, which buries the violins un- 
der masses of chorus, brass and soloists. 
Karl Ridderbusch’s full burnished bass is 
consistently under-recorded. These an- 
noving errors are the result of bad miking 
and mixing and are inexcusable — ex- 
pecially since the problem mysteriously 
disappears after the second side. 


Aside from Ridderbusch, none of the 
other soloists are particularly convincing. 
Agnes Giebel has a sweet but not par- 
ticularly soaring voice, and Ernst 
Haefliger is a warm, pleasant tenor who 
has sounded far more distinguished 
elsewhere. Finally, Marga Hoffgen’s sing- 
ing reminds me of some old sofa: comfor- 
table and roomy but sourly colored and 
fraying at the edges. Hers is the worst 
among the disappointing performances 
on this seriously flawed recording.

‘l'hirty-three varied music and dance 
events will be presented in the 1973-74 
Boston University Celebrity Series. The 
36th season of the Celebrity Series will 
span a seven month period beginning with 
a Symphony Hall concert on October 7 by 
the Vienna Johann Strauss Orchestra and 
concluding with a concert by the 
Amadeus Quartet in Jordan Hall on April

The concerts represent some forty-two 
performances, allowing Celebrity Series 
subscribers an extensive selection from 
which to choose their own seven event 
series.

I certainly never thought I'd be sitting 
down to King Lear at 9:30 in the morning. 
And goodness knows, it seemed even more 
capricious of those wanton gods to be 
swatting at human flies before lunch. But 
the impetus behind Theatre Venture ’73 
which will offer professional productions 
of both Lear and Ibsen’s A Doll’s House 
for high school audiences over the next 
few weeks ‘is commendable. And the 
magnificent Lear in any production would 
have to stand head and shoulders above 
such typical morning fare as “Jeopardy” 
and Paul Benzaquin. Judging from the 
surprisingly good behavior of the high 
school audience, it is also a far cry better 
than algebra. 

The nineteenth century critics, suc- 
cumbing to their collective hangup on- 
literal representation, declared King Lear 
the world’s greatest closet drama — un- 
questionably great but, alas, unstageable. 
The storm scenes in particular were 
thought to lose their essence upon the 
stage, presumably because the elemental 
storm itself couldn’t be produced, wind 
machines not withstanding. 

There is more basis for the claim that 
no actor can completely realize the role of 
Lear who must during the course of the 
play ascend from majesty to madness, 
from blindness and bombast to an all- 
encompassing existential awareness that 
transcends sense. But in even a partially 
successful treatment of this awesome role, 
there is more human drama than the 
television generation dreams of. 

And Jeff Corey’s is a very credible Lear, 
as fearful in his frailty as in his fanatic

authoritarianism. He is perhaps too senile 
in his early rages against his daughters, 
punctuating every utterance with such 
nervous, unspecific gesturing that the 
powerful effect of, for example, the curse 
he puts on Goneril, is muddied. But once 
his rage subsides, the confusion over, he 
abandons fussiness to a kind of waif-like 
majesty, not so much pitiful as profound- 
ly pitiable. 

The acting in this Theatre Venture 
production is for the most part adequate 
or better. Laurie Kennedy’s Cordelia is 
strong and stubborn like her father, but 
she fails to project from the outset the in- 
nate softness that Lear has to learn, the 
deep-seated peace that comes of real in- 
difference to one’s own losses and gains. 
Ms. Kennedy’s Cordelia is a bit more ada- 
mant, more aggressive than I feel Cordelia 
needs to be. But it’s much closer to the 
mark than the self-righteous simp that in- 
genues have turned her into for years. 

Tom Toner serves well as Gloucester, 


the more sensual and empatheiic foil to 
the intellectual Lear. He is an admirable 
but an average man whose situation 
parallels the King and brings us closer to 
him. Toner makes Gloucester sad and a 
little foolish without sliding into dottering 
silliness..He is a Gloucester with whom we 
can feel warmly allied and that is as it 
should be. Seeing his eyes put out in front 
of ours is rendered the more horrible by 
this comfortable familiarity. 

Jack Ryland as Edgar is a proper and 
plausible hero who makes sense as well as 
quite a show out of his masquerade as 
Poor Tom. But Stephen Collins, alas, 
brings little to the pivotal role of Ed- 
mund, Gloucester’s bastard son, but the 
requisite good looks. Edmund is a hand- 
some scoundrel; a Richard II in a Sir 
Lancelot body. Collins, for reasons I can- 
not fathom, plays Dobie Gillis when in- 
deed he plays anything at all. 

‘But the production, though Equity 
acted with some competence and expen- 


sively dressed, is a disappointment in 
many ways. So many of the audience 
members have never seen a stage play 
before. And because they have few 
preconceptions, the possibilities for ex- 
perimentation are limitless. The audience 
is game for anything! What a shame that 
the Boston Globe and the North Shore 
Community Arts Foundation have spent 
all this money then to mount so remote 
and unimaginative a production. Sure, 
it’s competent but so what? 

Ben Shaktman’s production does so lit- 
tle to excite the young spectator's im- 
agination, to turn him on to the magic 
and the immediacy of the theatre. All it 
does; really, is make King Lear pertectly 
clear in stodgy, museum-tour fashion. 
The director has taken great pain to make 
sure that the plot is understandable, and 
that seems silly to me. The kids have 
already, no doubt, been forced to read the 
play. They don't come to the theatre to 
see what it’s about but to see it come to 
life. And it really doesn’t live; it merely 
takes place, predictably and at an uncan- 
nily even pace. 

The actors have obviously been in- 
structed to speak their lines with ex- 
ceeding clarity, lest the kiddies miss an 
expository detail (perish the thought). 
And then there are. all those traditional 
drum rolls and heraldic flourishes. stiffer 
than “Pomp and_Cireumstance”’ itself. 
The scenic element is likewise un- 
distinguished by any real creativity — 
some giant, Oriental looking placemats 
are flown in and out. And the costumes, 
except for Edmund’s which looks like it 
came off the back seat of a Corvette, are a 
kind of cross. between “The Lion in 
Winter” and ‘“Nanook of the North.” 
Very expensive and very blah. 

Not only is the production aimed 
pointblank at highschool students but it 
seems to condescend to them through the 
most obvious kinds of manipulation. 
Lear’s fool, for example, an extraordinari- 
ly complex character and a creation of 
some artistry, is reduced to a device to 
create comic relief and, worse, to a 
simplistic textbook illustration of the 
ribaldry of Elizabethan humor. What that 
means is that whenever Shaktman is 
afraid the kids may doze off he has the 
fool grab his nuts or goose the king to perk 
things up and at the same time to instruct

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them as to how dirty those Elizabethans 
were. Frankly, I’d resent it. ‘So that’s the 
theatre,”’ I might shrug, and wonder what 
was on the tube tonight. 


If nothing else, the Emerson Theatre 
Company’s Othello scores some points 
against the legendary “star system’’ by 
proving once again that one good actor 
doth not a production make. The casting 
of James Spruill; an Emerson. faculty 
member and veteran actor, known locally 
for his work with the Theatre Company of 
Boston and the New African Theatre 
Company, in the title role proves a double 
mistake. 

First, his evident maturity and in- 
telligent handling of the Shakespearean 
poetry — particularly lovely in this play 
— only underlines the incompetence of 
the student cast. Second, their lack of any 
expertise all but cripples Spruill, forcing 
him for the sake of conformity and 
cohesiveness to keep a too tight rein on 
his own performance, lest he come off as a 
creature from another play. Fine acting 
will prove difficult even for a fine actor 
without support. Plays are not written as 
solo pieces, and probably no one can play 
a really passionate Othello to a wooden 
la 


go. 

The Emerson production is a kind of 
laboratory exploration, particularly I 
suspect, of the racist aspects of the work. 
One of the key variables in the experi- 
ment has been the dual casting of Iago; a 
white actor and a black actor alternate in 
the role. It is true that racism does exist 
within races as well as between them, but 
within the context of Shakespeare’s 
Othello, particularly when the production 
is not modern but unimaginatively 
Elizabethan in manner, setting and dress, 
casting a Black Iago runs counter to sense. 

All his petty racist slurs are rendered 
pointless, his pitting of wiley white cun- 
ning against the darker passions is strange 
indeed, and the reason behind his hatred 
obscure. Why does Iago hate the Moor? Is 
it really only that he suspects him of dirty 
dealings between his sheets? And even 
within that limited context, the age-old 
white worry about a Black rival’s sexual 
prowess is eliminated when both are 
Black. And if Black Iago has a white wife 
and treats her so shabbily while no one 
raises an eyebrow, why is everyone so up- 
set about Othello having one? 

And Brent Jennings approaches the 
role, once human motivation has been 
eliminated from it, as a big blank. His 
Iago is a deadpan comic, totally without 
personality. And so is the production. 


Caravan’s Unfinished Dialogues

SUPPOSE I FALL? (Dialogues: A

._ If you are a male or female human be- 
ing and have at any time sought to be 
something to someone, then Suppose I 
Fall? is about you. And that is bound to 


give it a certain initial appeal. Everyone: 


loves to talk about themselves, to com- 
miserate, and. even to laugh about 
themselves as long as it looks like they’re 
laughing at the other guy. And the theatre 
provides an opportunity to do so, in the 
dark even. 

Beyond that, Suppose I Fall? is exactly 
what it claims to be. A work in progress. A 
series of dialogues dealing with the 
possibilities for intimacy open to all of us 
— how we approach them, how we delight 
in them, how we mess them up over and 
over again. The exchanges which run the 
psychological gamut from sex fantasies to 
symbolic aggressions look to have been 
improvised on the spot — kind of a cross 
between the Proposition’s sketches and 
encounter group therapy — but they have 
been carefully thought out in terms of 
motivation, countermotivation and the 
moment-by-moment examination of 
alternatives. 

The dialogues do little more than pre- 
sent us to ourselves, entertainingly 
enough it’s true, but there’s hardly 
anything profound or even new in what 
Edelson has done here. He has a knack for 
rooting out that awkward, uncool part of 
us that wants so desperately to be held 
and is afraid of being smothered. And he 
lays it on the table in such a sympathetic, 
“it happens to the best of us” kind of way 
that we’re willing to accept and even em- 
brace it. And that’s good. But once having 
layed out the basic needs, the basic 
questions, Edelson seems to pick up his 
marbles and go home. 

It seems that the dialogues are to serve 
as issue-vpeners, as a jumping off point, I 
suppose, for whatever this ‘‘work in 
progress’’ is progressing towards. 
Audience feedback is important here, the 
work will be shaped and reshaped during 
the course of its run, and it will be in- 
teresting to see what happens to it. 
Hopefully, the rehash will lead to some

deeper probing of these, our collective 
fantasies and fancies. 

About a year ago Caravan Theatre 
presented a similar work by Stan Edelson. 
Come Closer, You’re Smothering Me fail- 
ed to probe the same questions in much 
the same way. But frankly, I hated Come 
Closer because it was both banal and 
pretentious — like Rod McKuen or 
“Jonathan Livingston Seagull.”’ And by 
creating specific little worlds for its 
characters, Come Closer narrowed its 
scope considerably. The balance between 
universal patterns and cliche is a 
precarious one, and Edelson’s highly per- 
sonal work seems to teeter just a little. 

I regard Suppose I Fall? as a step in the 
right direction. Edelson has at least freed 
himself from the limitations of a sudsy 
plot and those overly simple character 
outlines. But as Suppose I Fall? develops 
and starts to gel it would be nice to see it. 
come together as a unit in the way that 
How to Make a Woman does. I wonder if 
Edelson might not facilitate this through 
more precise use of the same, simple 
language. There is nothing speechy about 
How To Make a Woman and the plot is 
almost episodic, but the work is held 
together by some simple leitmotifs — the 
“blueberries” imagery, for example. It is 
this careful but totally unaffected use of 
language that I have missed in Edelson’s 


more recent, seemingly improvised work. 

Much of Suppose I Fall? is, however, 
very entertaining. The ‘Gentle Prin e. 
Gentle Princess’ fantasies are strangers 
to none of us, I suppose, and the same 
goes for the rationalizations we feed 
ourselves to ward off the devil, Jealousy. 
Probably the most interesting aspect of 
Suppose I Fall? is its tentative explora- 
tion of homosexual and latently homosex- 
ual relationships. There seems to be less 
conflict in these scenes than in the 
heterosexual brawling, despite out collec- 
tive social conditioning. There is a lovely, 
almost wordless encounter between two 
women that may make many people un- 
comfortable just because it seems so right. 
And a scene in which the two men have 
nightmare dreams of chasing each others, 
dreams to which they react quite violently, 
is, I think, particularly revealing. 

That so few of these Suppose | Fall? 
situations are developed to the point 
where anyone gets a chance to is what 
makes the work, at this stage in its 
development, so frustrating. In short, 
Suppose I Fall? is fine as far as it goes, but 
that’s not far. And I’m not sure whether 
tossing the ball into our laps and just 
skittering likably away isn’t a kind of ab- 
dication, even for a work in progress. | 
think Stan Edelson ought to come back 
and finish the game.

The Lack of the Irish >

DEIRDRE OF THE SORROWS by 
John Millington Synge. Directed by 
he irish Theater

Whatever got into Synge anyway? His 
“The Playboy of the Western World,” 
based on the simple idea that all the 
world loves a father-murderer, saves 
itself, through that bit of worldly observa- 
tion, from sinking into the bog of brogue 
which some say comprises Synge’s con- 
tribution to the Irish Renaissance. But in 
Deirdre of the Sorrows we have a perfectly 
good Irish Legend warped into a really 
hysterical bit of misogyny. 

Quite simply, the legend states that 
Deirdre, like Helen of Troy, was born to 
be beautiful and to bring destruction on 
all those who loved her. 

Betrothed from birth to the king of 
Ulster, Conchubor (pronounced Con a 
whore, Irish names being more devilish 


than Russian, by far), she meets Naisi 
(pronounced Nay she), one of the sons of 
Usna (pronounced Oosh na), and they fall 
madly in love, defy the King and flee to 
Scotland where Naisi and his two 
brothers live as hired fighters in exile. In 
the James Stephens version, the sons of 
Usna, wearied by the life of exile and 
longing for Ireland, decide to trust the 
promise of the king that they may return 
home without fear, expecially since it is 
brought by Fergus, a man who loves 
them. This, by the way, is totally unclear 
in the play. Fergus looks as though he’s a 
spy for the king until the last act. 

In the Stephens story Deirdre begs the 
brothers not to return (she has had 
dreams prophesying their death) and in 
the end, she fights and dies alongside 
Naisi and his brothers. 

Synge decided tp throw all that away 
and gives us instead a Deirdre whose love 
is so shallow and whose concern for her 
image as the perfect young lover is so 
great that, overhearing Naisi admit to 
Fergus that occasionally he has wondered 


how long his love for Deirdre will con- 
tinue, she immediately decides that death 
is preferable to any threat to her legen- 
dary self. Naisi prudently refuses to die 
with her but Deirdre convinces him with a 
lot of ranting about how they’ve had seven 
perfect years and how dreadful it is to lose 
beauty and how a quick death is better 
than a slow aging. 

So off they go to Ireland and their 
deaths, but not before we are shown Deir- 
dre in an even worse light as she tries to 
keep Naisi from aiding his brothers whose 
offstage voices are heard crying that they 
are being murdered. Deirdre’s shrewish 
taunting is so persistent that her lover 
finally turns on her, frantically declaring 
“It’s women that have loved are cruel on- 
ly; and if I went on living from this day I’d 
be putting a curse on the lot of them. . .” 
It was at this point that I thought I saw 
the germ of Irish domestic comedy rear its 
hand, but unlike “The Playboy,” there 
was no relief in sight. There couldn’t have 
been enough carnage to suit me by then, 
too bad a few crones were left to wail at 


the end. i 
As to the Company that gave us this 


nonsense, they have my heartfelt sym- 
pathy. They call themselves the Irish 
Theater Company of Boston, and it’s a 
shame they decided to get underway with 
this piece of Irish schlock when any 
O’Casey would have been better . 

I do wonder at the poverty of imagina- 
tion employed in the staging. Nothing at 
all would have been better than the 
folding screens whose collapse seemed 
continually imminent. And the costumes 
were not only skimpy, they were basted 
together a la The Marx Brothers gone 


gothic. other. hand, Naisi and Deirdre, 
Robert Burke and Nina Pleasants, were a 
charming looking pair of star-crossed 
lovers and did their very best under im- 


popsible conditions. 
one respect, however, it was a unique 


occasion. I had never before been to a play 
in a bank. But I’m still not sure that the 
fifth floor of the State Street Building is 
the best setting for anything other than 
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Opera: Tedium Mahagonny

‘No composer would be quite as sur- 
prised as the late Kurt Weill had he 
witnessed the weary indifference that 
greeted the recent Boston performances of 
his angry and abrasive opera, The Rise 
and Fall of the City of Mahagonny. What 
once provoked brawling in the aisles now 
apparently only provokes boredom, if 
Boston audiences are any measure of 
current attitudes. To some degree of 
course Weill’s final triumphant years on 


Broadway have dimmed the memory of 
his early Berlin career when Nazi attacks 
and stink bombs made him an operatic 
celebrity, but something more than just 
the inevitable erosion of relevance has to 
explain the dreary reception awarded to 
such a corrosive political piece as 
Mahagonny. In fact, given a work so un- 
compromising in its message, the suspi- 
cion persists that for once Sarah Caldwell 
& Company failed lamentably to “pour it 
on” with the kind of moral outrage that 
should have ignited their audience (and 
this from a Company obsessed with 
Protest Opera). Who can be blamed for 
shrugging off yet another outcry against 
human corruption when its presentation 
on stage seemed so curiously tame, more a 
carnival of grotesqueries than an allegory 
to make you squirm? As devised by Ber- 
tolt Brecht, Mahagonny is the symbol of 
all that degrades humanity, a place where 
self-interest is raised to the highest law; 
yet its very viciousness was somehow dif- 


fused because unhappily this production — 


appeared to have no focus, no specificity, 
no target for its anger beyond the broad 
outlines set by Brecht, while the music, so 
crucial in establishing a sardonic m 
lacked altogether that requisite bite, ten- 
sion, and sour tang needed to underscore 
the stage business. Conducted by 
Caldwell it was, alas, Weill reduced to the 
hum-drum level of the Rainbow Room. 


There are of course definite problems in 
making Mahagonny work operatically, all 
explained by the simple fact that it’s not 
really an opera in the traditional sense 
but a Theater Piece with music. Brecht’s 
dramatic form is episodic, constructed 
with the cold detachment of a documen- 
tary film and utilizing interpretive projec- 
tions to connect the various scenes. Ideal-

ly the audience is meant to be instructed 
rather than entertained, a point which 
should help explain the consciously 
worked-out banality of Weill’s music. 
Clearly there’s no place in this Brechtian 
inferno for the lush orchestral color and 
lyrical outbrusts of traditional opera - 
only the honky-tonk sound of a 20s jazz 
band to drive home the angry message. 
The piece moreover is much too drawn 
out. Brecht never seems to have learned 
that in opera the quick thrust is generally 
more effective than the long harangue - 
particularly when you’re out to shock an 
audience - and frequently Mahagonny 


gets bogged down in the complexity of its. 


own propaganda. 

Had Caldwell zeroed in more ruthlessly 
on the connections between Brecht’s 
world and our own, her production might 
have worked. Everyday the headlines are 


jammed with the casual pastimes of this 


“city of nets’’ — waste, greed, violence — 
that cry out for exposure. Yet this version 


stuck relentlessly to the original stage 
direction. Andrew Porter in his review for 
The New Yorker stated that this produc- 
tion “was conceived in the justified belief 
that audiences see the point...most clear- 
ly when it is presented in the way its 
creators conceived it.’’ Nonsense! 
Perhaps as staged for Leipzig in 1930 
Mahagonny seemed a veritable orgy of 
vice, but in 1973 when Oh! Calcutta! 
hardly raises an eyebrow, this sort of 
literalness went for almost nothing. What 
makes Mahagonny such a shattering in- 
dictment of human folly is its application 
to societies everywhere regardless of time 
or place, and today’s audiences should 
have the right to judge it according to. 
today’s values which are, I, suspect, even 
more unromantic than either Weill or 
Brecht could have imagined. The world of 
Mahagonny will be relevant only so long 
as audiences recognize its sins in 
themselves, yet where was the chance 
when this production seemed so remote, a 


Brechtian Newsreel of yesterday? 

Still within the framework set by 
Caldwell there were interesting things to 
see and hear; the projections of drawings 
by Expressionist George Grosz used as 
wry commentary on the nasty pleasures of 
Mahagonny; the recurring /eitmotif of the 
cash register silhouetted in the 
background; the painful clarity of Gilbert 
Hemsley’s lighting reflected off a vast 
sterile-white cyclorama; the mindless 
gum-chewing whores. These were all 
brilliant and effective strokes as was the 
choice to end Act One with Mahagonny’s 
miraculous deliverance from the 
hurricane, a moment which gave the 
chorus a chance to dissolve into maniacal 
laughter as the house lights slowly came 
up. It was a moment frought with 
classical “pity: and fear’ knowing that 
greater horrors were yet to come. Still 
none of it ever seemed to add up, and 
much the same could be said for the sing- 
ing. Some excellent voices had been 
assembled, all young Americans, but not 
everyone appeared to have the necessary 
Cabaret style, particularly Leonore Mor- 
vaya in the Lotte Lenya role of Jenny 
Smith. With rio voice, no style, and no 
projection, she was an all-around disaster. 
More exciting were the quartet of free- 
wheeling lumberjacks who, one way or 
another, are all destroyed in the excesses 
of Mahagonny. Richard Kness in par- 
ticular as Jimmey Mahoney showed off a 
heroic tenor that sounded as though it 
might not be stopped even by Siegfried. 
And those three hoodlums responsible for 
founding Mahagonny, Begbick the 
Madame, Trinitymoses, and Fatty the 
Pimp, respectively sung by Carolyne 
James, Robert Mosely, and Raymond 
Manton were as grotesque visually as they 
were on target vocally. 

Yet the yawns persisted. The whole 
production just never seemed to gather up 
any steam, perhaps because you don’t 
throw together a Mahagonny with two 
weeks of rehearsal and expect it to work. 
Torn between chaos and totalitarianism, 
the «ity of Mahagonny eventually 
collapses in confusion. Its inhabitants 
simply can not help themselves. Are we 
on the same road? No one at this produc- 
tion would have given it a second thought.

appeared in five Westerns, two of them 
lirected by E. B. Clucher (the Trinity 
novies), and three of them by Giuseppe 
“olizzi (God Forgives. . .I Don't, Ace 
High and Boot Hill). The Hill-Spencer 
‘eam is perhaps more often associated in 
this country with the Trinity movies of 
Clucher (an Americanized pseudonym): 
however. without having seen God 
Forgives. Don't. Uthink their best film 
is Colizzi’s Ace High. The all-out buf- 
foonerv of Clucher, while usually moldly 
amusing. wears rather thin after an hour 
of film time. In this one. as opposed to the 
disastrous Boot Hill, Colizzi’s balance 
hetween the absurd and the morbid 
makes for a more intriguing entertain- 
ment. 


As writer, director and co-producer, 
Colizzi has concocted a familiar story in- 
volving such standard Leoneesque con- 
ventions as greed, double-crossing and 
revenge, and has given it pacing and wit. 
The athletic Terence Hill, who changed 
his name from Mario Girotti to clear up 
any possible confusion between him and 
fellow Italian star Massimo Girotti, goes 
through the paces of an acceptable Clint 
Eastwood imitation and plays off well 
with the massive, hunch-shouldered Bud 
Spencer, the brute par excellence of the 
Italian Western. Coupled with Marcello 
Malvestiti’s rich color photography, the 
film is immeasurably aided by a show- 
stealing bravura performance by Eli 
Wallach. The film climaxes in fine satiric 
form, with a four-on-five showdown in the 
villain’s (Kevin McCarthy’s) crowded 
casino: as everyone stands poised for the 
final draw, Wallach interrupts the 
proceedings to demand that the terrified 
members of the casino orchestra play a 
waltz as background music. 


THE BIG GUNDOWN 1968. Directed bv 
Sergio Sollima. Cast: Lee Van Cleef, 


Tomas Milian, Walter Barnes, Nieves 
Navarro. 


The Big Gundown is one of the few 
Italian Westerns that takes its 
melodramatics completely seriously, and 
succeeds. Writer-director Sergio Sollima, 
with the help of co-writer Sergio Donati, 
has created an admirable exercise in 
deadly ambience, marked by omnipresent 
brutishness and expertly illustrated by 
Carlo Carlini’s photography and a 
typically haunting Morricone score. The 
story follows Lee Van Cleef in the role of 
Jon Corbett, reputed to be the West’s 
greatest hunter of men, as he doggedly 
tracks down a Mexican named Cuchillo 
(Tomas Milian) falsely accused of raping 
and murdering a twelve-year-old girl. 
Standing out in this tableaux of cruelty is 
a particularly bizarre sequence involving 
a darkly attractive widow (Nieves 
Navarro) who runs an isolated ranch with 
the help of a handful of woman-hungry 
men. The widow makes a habit of singling 
out one of her crew and then making 
seductive advances toward him. When 
the poor slob reacts in kind, she then has 
him brutalized by his frustrated fellow 
employees. Also of note is the climax 
which, refreshingly enough, lives up to the 
film’s title. The gundown is genuinely big, 
consisting of three successive draws, one 
between knife and revolver, one between a 
man of the West and an Austrian 
Sharpshooter, and the third with rifles at 
long range. 


The star of The Big Gundown, Lee Van 
Cleef, is one of Italy’s greatest American 
discoveries. Remembered fondly by all 
movie buffs for his countless roles as 
short-lived heavies in the fifties and early 
sixties in such films as High Noon, The 
Tin Star and The Man Who Shot Liberty 
Valance, Van Cleef was finally launched 
on his career as a leading man when he 
headed for Spain in 1965 to play in 
Leone’s For A Few Dollars More. He has 
now returned to American Westerns that 
normally range in quality from mediocre 
to disgraceful, but Van Cleef still 
manages to lend a certain degree of 
respectability to his worst of vehicles,

with his striking hawk-like features and 
commanding presence. 


FIVE MAN ARMY 1970. Directed by Don 
Taylor. Cast: Peter Graves, James Daley, 
Bud Spencer, Tetsura Tamba, Nino 
Castelnuevo. 


It is with a certain amount of trepida- 
tion that I include Five Man Army in a 
list of Italian Westerns. With Don Taylor 
(this name is for real) as director, it can be 
claimed that the film is not a pure Italian 
Western but a Yankee infiltrated co- 
production. However, the film is produc- 
ed by Italo Zingarelli, one of its 
screenwriters is Dario Argento, and it is 
photographed by Enzo Barboni, and, 
most important of all, any movie of such 
quality that has received so little critical 
and boxoffice attention I find impossible 
to ignore. 

Five Man Army is an excellent example 
of diversification of the Spaghetti 
Western. The central motivation for its 
main characters is still ostensibly greed, 
but their modus operandi is very much 
different from the Man With No Name 
archetype. Rather than killing for the 
highest bidder, or six-gunning their way 
to hidden loot, they, the five man army, 
engage themselves in an intricate caper. 
While in Mexico, circa 1913, these five 


men plan to hijack one of General Huer- 
ta’s high-priced freight trains. 

The cast is uniformly solid with the 
much-employed Bud Spencer standing 
out. Despite the misleading title, it is 
Spencer who is in actuality the one man 
army, as he single-handedly derails 
railroad tracks, kills adversaries with a 
bare-handed knock on the top of the head, 
and hurls bayonet-tipped rifles as if they 
were spears. 

In the summer of 1972 a Terence 
Young-directed Western entitled Red Sun 
was released, with Charles Bronson and 
Toshiro Mifune as its stars. According to 
its promotional campaign, it was the 
“First East-Meets-West Western.” The 
film’s promoters were either ignorant of, 
or chose to ignore, the fact that the 
Italians had already discovered the appeal 
of a dash of oriental swordplay to spice up 
otherwise familiar western action. 


LONG RIDE FROM HELL 1970. 
Directed by Alex Burks. Cast: Steve 
Reeves, Wayde Preston, Dick Palmer, 
Silvana Venturelli. 


Long Ride From Heil is worthy of 
special mention for the presence of Steve 
Reeves. As Italian Westerns were the 


commercial successors to muscleman ~ 


movies, it was only natural that the 
muscleman stars would be tried as 
Western stars as well. On the basis of the 
movies shown in this country, these 
strong men have not fared well. Not only 
have their vehicles been inferior, but their 
massive musculature has proven inap- 
propriate for the role of the traditionally 
tall and slim western hero. However 
Reeves had co-authored himself an ap- 
propriate and superior vehicle. As the 
vengeance-seeking hero, Reeves retains 
some of his former Hercules identity in 
this new western setting, as he is wont to 
make use of his hands of iron as well as his 
shooting-iron. He remains unable to 
deliver lines but his impressive looks and 


‘athletic ability manage to compensate. 


Director Alex Burks crams the story with 
relentless shootings, stabbings and 


beatings, and with the help of Enzo Bar- 


boni’s eye-catching cinematography he 
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makes it click as a 
action carnival. Highlighting the general 
brouhaha is a spectacular prison break 
and a scene in which Steve Reeves stops a 
man’s heart by punching him four times 
in the chest. 


SABATA 1970. Directed by Frank 
Kramer (Gianfranco Parolini). Cast: Lee 
Van Cleef, William Berger, Pedro 
Sanchez, Franco Ressel, Nick Jordan, 
Gianni Rizzo. 


Although critically unsung in the U.S., 
Sabata is one of the most entertaining 
Westerns to come from Italy, and it is un- 
questionably Lee Van Cleef’s finest vehi- 
cle. Writer-director Gianfranco Parolini, 
working under the pseudonym of Frank 
Kramer, is, like Leone, a graduate of the 
musclepopper school of film-making; 
however, unlike Leone, he has also had 
experience in the secret agent genre before 
going west to Almeria, Spain. Parolini’s 
peculiar brand of Italian Western film- 
making is a result of his combination of 
secret agent and Western elements, mak- 
ing for a nineteenth century James Bond 
movie. Around his mystery-shrouded 
character of Sabata he throws in a 
wonderful. mixture of ballistic im- 
probabilities, sudden plot reversals and 
spectacular acrobatics. Included amongst 
the contraptions are Sabata’s quadruple- 
barreled deringer that has an extra two 
-harrels in its handle for times of emergen- 
cy, and a musician who,guns down his an- 
tagonists with his banjo. 


THE STRANGER RETURNS 1968. 
Directed by Vance Lewis (Luigi Vanzi). 
Cast: Tony Anthony, Dan Vadis, Daniele 
Vargas, Marco Gugielmi.’ 


Writer-actor Tony Anthony, one of the 
most successful and critically notorious 
American expatriates in Italy, is one of 
the few ersatz Clint East woods to develop 
his own style and rise above the category 
of mere imitation. In his first Western, A 
Stranger in Town, Anthony plays a slight- 
lv built, weak-expressioned, pirate Man 
With No Name in a pirated Fistful of 
Dollars. In this, his second Western, he 
makes his own niche within his own par- 
ticular form of parody. As ruthless as he 


consistently engaging 


may have been, Clint 
With No Name bears some resemblance 
to the traditional American hero as a 
towering, invincible figure. In The 
Stranger Returns Anthony severely alters 
this image with his portrayal of the 
Stranger as a grimy, sweaty and rather

bizarre punk. He carries a pink parasol, 
calls his horse ‘‘Pussy’’ and is all thumbs 
when it comes to the traditionally heroic 
art of cigarette rolling. He unwittingly 
allows himself to be captured and disarm- 
ed by his opponents at least once a reel, 
and when it comes to the final confronta- 


tion, rather than gun down four gunmen 
at a time in a fair draw, the Stranger 
sneaks up behind one adversary: at a time 
and blasts him with a quadruple-barreled 
shotgun. 

There’s more than one way to make 
spaghetti.

Best Bars in America), to the surreal cir- 
cus of the Anchor. Only two off-Duval 
spots are worth mentioning, the Chart 
Room and Louie’s Backyard. Louie’s ap- 
proaches Cote d’Azur class, with outdoor 
bar under an old banyan tree, white linen 
on little round tables, surf lapping at the 
ruins of an old cabana, and excellent 
dinners all night long. It’s the place to 


sneak off to when you’re having a fit of , 


bourgeois individualism. Tom Corcoran, 
local leather shop owner who moonlights 
as Louie’s bartender, is worth a few 
laughs — but keep an eye on your old 
lady. His Club Mandible name is Buana 
Dick. 

After sunset I stopped by Louie’s to see 
Corcoran, also because Duval Street was 
relatively boring with the Anchor out of 
operation. As I had feared when Rex first 
mentioned it, the closing of the Anchor 
had seriously cramped the island’s usual- 
ly extroverted style. Folks were staying 


‘home at night, leaving the streets to tran- 


sient trouble makers and wide-eyed 
families from Cleveland. 

Corcoran pushed me one Planters 
Punch after another across the boards. As 
I reached for number three, however, a 
hand intercepted my wrist. It was a strong 
hand, but smooth, slender, brown as 
mango chutney. Long nails painted china 
white bit ever so slightly into my flesh. 

‘Where did you get that tatoo?” a voice 
bristled like the palmettos swaying 
overhead. 

I turned to look into the absolutely 
emerald eyes of a woman. She was deeply 
tanned. Her clear eyes seared through 
mine like the baubles of a pirate’s fortune. 
She was wearing a backless halter top 


which was unable to prevent her mellon- 
like breasts from overflowing its banks. 

“The tatoo on the back of your hand, 
where did you get it?” she repeated, for I 
was, of course, speechless. 

I stared down at my hand, which was 
still desperately clutching the goblet of 
rum. The tatoo was an ordinary ship’s 
anchor, about the size of a half-dollar. Or- 
dinary, that is, except for a cobra coiled 
around its shank. I had born this mark as 
long as I could remember, and seldom 
noted its presence anymore. It had been a 
stigma on me as a child. In elementary 
school other tykes would whisper about it 
during play period and for years I had 
kept my hands in my pockets, which only 
caused more whispering. My parents 
steadfastly refused to speak of it, saying 
merely that it was ‘some kind of family 
good luck charm.’ The anxiety of those 
years came flooding back as I stammered 
in embarrassment. 

“P-Please, leave me alone. Let me 
finish my drink in peace.” I broke down in 
tears then, pitching forward and bumping 
my head on the varnished bar surface. 


Her grip on my wrist relaxed. She plac- © 


ed her hand on mine, covering the 
loathesome insignia. 

“Look at me,” she said tenderly, but 
firmly enough to show she meant 
business. 

I was blubbering on the bar top, rub- 
bing by bruised forehead. 

“Oh for Christ’s sake, look at me you 
silly duck.”” She meant business. 

As I turned apprehensively toward her, 
she lifted her hand and , with a grand 
sweeping motion that bespoke of good 
breeding, parted the sun-bleached curls 
which flowed to her waist. 

A gasp rose from everyone gathered 
near the bar. I rubbed my bleary eyes in- 
credulously. Emblazoned on the back of 
her neck, where every man who had ever 
dived into the deep lagoons of her eyes 


longed to plant a hot kiss, was the same 
cobra-strangled anchor. ° 

I whispered, “Sweet Jesus.” 

She smiled slightly, then let her curls 
again shroud the secret. She leaned close 
to me and with a long golden helix wiped 
the tears from my face. 

“Come. My yawl is moored in Garrison 
Bight. We have much to talk about, much 
to learn of each other.” She rose from the 
bar and beckoned me to follow. 

We. passed from beneath the banyan. 
At the edge of the patio I glanced back at 
Louie’s Backyard. Tom was busy setting 
up the next round of drinks for the 
customers who were now chatting again as 
though nothing had happened. He waved 
at me, and winked. 

Much later that night, when the cres- 
cent moon was setting into the sea, when 
Fiona was sleeping peacefully in a ham- 
mock strung between the mainmast 
shrouds, I walked aft and rolled a 
Jamaican joint. This first day back on the 
island had revealed changes since my last 
visit: more people, more traffic, a weaker 
Club Mandible, a richer Tom McGuane, 
a boring Duval Street. Yet somehow there 
was still a subtle magic about Key West, 2 
mystery. 

Hundreds of years ago the Spanish ex- 
plorers named the island Cay Hueso — 
Bone Island — because they found 
mounds of human skeletons. Seminole In- 
dians used it as a burial ground. Later, 
pirates dashed from their lairs in the Keys 
to plunder galleons heavy with Inca gold. 
Blackbeard was one of the Key’s first 
successful businessmen. Salvaging was 
for many years Key West’s biggest in- 
dustry, as ship after ship wrecked on the 
coral reefs. 

Such history is not quickly smothered, 
even by Howard Johnson or Colonel 
Sanders. 

I lit the joint, and watched the moon 
disappear.

THE AUTOGRAPH HOUND by 
John Lahr, Knopf, 239 pp., $6.95. 


ASTONISH ME by John Lahr, 
Viking, 272 pp., $295. 


Freaks raise interesting questions. They 
make us aware how dense our biases are, 
how strongly we assume a norm which is 
either fulfilled or violated, deviated from, 
aspired to, mocked or parodied. Norm: a 
wretched, freak of a word itself. Freaks — 
like sports or pornographic movies or 
shadows on a wall — are people, things in 
themselves, they have their own lives. 
Certain freaks may talk with difficulty or 
need longer beds or distended clothes or 
can only whisper; they are whatever they 
are. What is more to the point is how we 
see them, what kind of a “norm” we make 
from which to view: what shapes our eyes 
attribute to that shadow. 

In modern times it has become com- 
monplace to reverse the judgments. 
Recently, one recalls a busload of 
“freaks” touring the Bronx and showing 
each other how “they” live, how peculiar 
they are: Note the white picket fence; the 
pickets serve no observable purpose. The 
mad may be mad, it goes, but who says 
the sane are sane? If underground is 
where we live, then who lives up there and 
whose sense of direction are we to take? 
The perception is strong and valid and 
disturbing, taken for itself. It asks that we 
ask what our life is, whose it is, and how it 
is to be done. The perception has faltered, 
though, in its recent history and has 
become just. another convenient means of 
dividing the them from the us. And that— 
ironically — becomes just another way of 
separating us from our lives and from 
ourselves. 


How we take freaks, then, is important 
for it tells something of how we take 
ourselves. Unfortunately, lately it seems 
we take them sentimentally, canonizing 
them and thereby avoiding at. least a por- 
tion of ourselves. Flannery O’Connor is 


purported to have been asked why there 
were’so many freaks in her fiction. In the 
south, she said, we still recognize freaks. 
We still see them, she might have said, 
which is just what the sentimentalizing 
prevents. 

John Lahr has two recent books which 
in their way are also about freaks. His new 
novel, The Autograph Hound, tells the 
story of Benny Walsh whose life is 
centered at acquiring autographs of the 
famous. Careers of the famous are also in- 
teresting, but the autograph is 
everything. The written name and the 
moment of presence, they are the emblem 
and Benny’s raison d’etre. He keeps them 
in his room, catalogued, immaculate, 
glorious. Thirty-five years old, he wears 
Converse sneakers and a Mets cap and 
works as a busboy in a quasi-chic 
Manhattan restaurant which provides 
him with just the right neighborhood for 
classy signatures. All this is jeopardized 
by his run-ins with the maitre d’ and it is 
confused by his innocent relationship 
with Gloria, who otherwise works as a lay- 
in at a Broadway perform-in-it-yourself 
porno movie studio. He needs three hun- 
dred and fifty dollars for a bribe for a new 
job which will keep him in his 
neighborhood, and, in some sense, he 
needs Gloria. A decent vehicle, it renders 
a good version of man and his media; Ben- 
ny is not just a good illustration, he lives 
and he is possessed. All the terms in his 
life are public ones; his memories are of 
his great moves to get tiny Tina Turner or 
Mary Martin’s autograph and his passion 
is refracted through the roles and the pro- 
jected lives of the famous. He is a freak in 
that where someone else heightens their 
life by recognizing Liza Minelli, he needs 
the piece of paper to be satisfied. He is 
successful — one of the most so — 
because of his discipline, his commit- 
ment, his technique, his gifts, his 
stamina. His art is difficult and pure and 
must be practiced in spite of his job. 
There is no reward — selling his trophies 
is a final, desperate gesture — and there is 


no fame. It is a private, constant vocation: 
it is a freak’s task. 

And it is at this perception that the 
book fails to hold up. It is more Damon 
Runyon’s bright, white way than 
Dostoyevsky’s street corners, as Dianne 
Arbus is more circus side show than she is 
Cartier-Bresson. For instance, Benny 
narrates the book and his limited vision of 
things has no offsetting, larger perception, 
so Gloria seems flat and silly and the two 
portions of her life only drift about and 
fail to be revelatory about Benny or about 
herself. In Flannery O’Connor, freaks may 
be no less human than those who seem 
whole, but — and it is crucial — they are 
no more so either. The Autograph Hound 


concludes with Benny’s murder of his 
maitre d’, and there is in this melodrama 
the sound — muted, ironic, though it is — 
and the rush of victory. But it is a story 
where no triumph belongs: Why must we 
have a favorite? Is that not how we unfair- 
ly mark people as freaks to begin with? In 
this novel, scales have been tipped and a 
voice behind Benny’s insists that those 
scales have always been weighted and 
now they only lean another way. A better 
novel would have seen and shown both. 
But Mr. Lahr — in his fiction and his 
criticism — must not be taken lightly or 
unseriously. This is a first novel and 
demonstrates skill with dialogue, deftness 
of pace, and decent ability with 
characters. No few things. His criticism 
— (his second book, Astonish Me, has just 
been published) — bears both the faults 
and the virtues of his novel. He has sought 
to champion freaks on many levels. That 
he is concerned with the theatre at all and 
not the movies is remarkable and wonder- 
ful, and that he seeks to find those per- 
formers and writers who might otherwise 
be ignored is equally important. Perhaps 
best of all, he has been consequential in 
this area. He has advised both Grove 
Press and Lincoln Center’s small Forum 
Theatre and seen to it that plays for 
which he cares have been published and 
performed. Such a relationship is rare for 
a critic and valuable for him and for the 
theatre he witnesses. One may complain 
that sometimes he overworks to see the 
best in his favorites and that he employs 
too modish a tone in his references (to 
Jung, Laing, Piaget, Huizinga, Ellul), 
and too fashionable a lunge for the non- 
verbal, but clearly he is among the best of 
people thinking about the theatre at this 
time. That he might write a novel at all, 
that any critic might place himself in that 
jeopardized slot is to be praised. Criticism 
is a freaky matter, itself, an autograph 
hounding of its own; it is worth noting 
when a man will try more as it is essential 
to note when there is still more to try. Mr. 
Lahr must do more. And you. and I.

| CLASS OF ’44, It’s received a dose of critical 
venom that it absolutely doesn’t deserve, es- 
pecially since all those fair-weather cham- 
pions of its predecessor, Summer of '42, 
didn’t like that when it came out, either. '44 
hinges on a very different approach to 
nostalgia, largely because director Paul 
Bogart chose not to imitate Robert 
Mulligan’s occasionally oppressive sentimen- 
tality, and instead concentrates much more- 
heavily on campy detail.

Now, if 
you can still read after that list, Steve, I’ll give you another, 
sketchier list of specific newspapers. How about the Maine 
Times, the D.C. Gazette, and the NYC choice of Village Voice, 
Guardian, and Liberated Guardian (remind me to tell you a fun- 
ny story about that split sometime)? In Pennsylvania, there’s 
the Philadelphis Drummer, the Harrisburg Independent Press

Orleans is the proud home of Figaro (be sure to send my regards 


to my old friend Jed Leland if you get there). If you get to Florida. 


(you may want to wait until next.winter, though), there’s Fish 
Cheer in Pensacola. Some people go to Houston just to read 
Space City (not many, though); others can’t tear themselves 
away from the Southern Patriot in Louisville, KY. As you go 


leave the South, be sure to pick up the latest Richmond Mercury 


in Virginia. If you get to the Midwest (and who can resist the 
charms of the prairie) Ohio boasts the Columbus Free Press and 
Cowtowntimes. Chicago has the Reader, the Express, and, oc- 
casionally, the Seed. Travel a bit north and you can read the 
Milwaukee Kaleidoscope or the Detroit Fifth Estate. And if you 
get as far as Oregon; Portland has the Willamette Bridge and the 
Scribe, Eugene has the Augur. California is probably crawling 
with papers — from New Morning in Berkeley to the LA Free 
Press and who even knows what else. This is by no means com- 
prehensive — but have fun figuring it out.

ON ZIONISM 


To the Editor: 
Sid Blumenthal’s articles (on 


May 1 and 8 were very big disap- 
pointments from what I have 
come to expect from the Boston 
Phoenix. His examination of the 
situation was very superficial 
while his analyses were 
simplistic and naive. 


There are several key matters 


Blatt. The first (which 
Blumenthal managed to avoid 
with a skill only exceeded by Ron 
Ziegler) was the matter of 
freedom of speech. A case very 
similar to Blatt’s happened at 
Stanford U. last year. It involved 
Nobel Prize Winner William 
Shockley, who believes that 
Blacks are genetically inferior to 
whites, and wanted to espouse 
‘his philosophy by teaching a 
course on the matter. A furor 
arose and ultimately, Shockley 
was refused. The university was 
repulsed by the course in addi- 
tion to not wanting any of its 
buildings to be burned down 
with Prof. Shockley in them! 
Yet, the fact remains that 
Shockley was denied freedom of 
speech. 

If a university is interested in 
offering courses such as 
Shockley’s or Blatt’s (as morally 
obnoxious as they may be) while 
retaining academic integrity and 
freedom of speech, it would have 
to do something similar to the 
following: 1) it would offer the 
obnoxious course, 2) it would 
offer a course with the exact op- 
posite opinions and positions, 3) 
it would protect the right of each 
course to be held without disrup- 
tion, while at the same time 
guaranteeing the right of others 
to peacefully picket the courses. 
(Other options are also possible.) 


It is interesting to note that 
''the university chose to deny 
freedom of speech rather than of- 
fend a minority. 

Tufts, on the other hand, 
would not dare offer courses 
which challenged the legitimacy 
of the struggles of the Viet Cong 
in their quest for liberation, nor 
would it academically deny the 
aspirations of homosexuals, 
Blacks, Indians, Women, or 
Chicanos. Yet, somehow, Tufts 
saw nothing wrong in question- 
ing the Jewish National Libera- 
tion Movement!!! But then, the 
Jews are a peculiar people. 
Things permitted to other 
peoples are forbidden to the 
Jews. 

It has been unfortunate that 
progressive movements have had 
their progress hindered by reac- 
tionary, anti-Semitic elements 
within them. And in spite of 
their choice of words, we are no 
more fooled from the true mean- 
ing of their words than we are 
fooled when Agnew calls for 
“Law and Order.” These reac- 
tionary elements simply mean 
that those “uppity” minorities 
are acting up again and it’s time 
to put them back into their 
“proper place.” The thought of 
Jews having control over their 
own destiny is too much for 
them. Thus, they call themselves 
non-Zionists when they are real- 
ly anti-Zionists (are you non- 
War or anti-War?) and anti- 
Zionists when they are really 
anti-Semites. 

Certainly there is a case for the 
Palestinians. But it has become 
impossible to rationally discuss 
this because of the irrational, in- 
ane cacophony which is raised by 
this element within the Move- 
ment every time the Middle East 
question is raised. 


Instead of there being a 
rational discussion of the matter, 
the self-proclaimed ‘‘anti- 
Zionists” begin name calling, 


takes place, and no justice is 
done for either Arab or Jew. 
Even discussions by Israel’s

and no discussion of the facts — 


own critics are drowned out. To 
acknowledge them might mean 
acknowledging Israel’s existence, 
so instead they censor them 
(would vou print Amos Kenan’s 
“A Letter to All Good People?’’).

MARTY BLATT REPLIES 


To the Editor: 


I wish to reply to the substan- 
tive points made by Michael 
Kort in his letter “On Zionism” 
(Boston Phoenix, May 8, 1973). 
The most important point is that 
Kort claims to be, at one and the 
same time, both a Marxist- 
humanist socialist and a Zionist. 
Unfortunately, I don’t think this 


is possible. Socialism and 
Zionism are absolutely incom- 
patible; the attempt to follow 
both paths is an inherently con- 
tradictory position. Since its in- 
ception about 100 years ago, 
Zionism has always sought to 
secure, maintain, and expand a 
priori Jewish privileged position 
in Palestine. If socialism means 
quite simply equal distribution 
of resources and equal rights for 
all, then clearly these concepts 
cannot rationally be synthesized 
with the concept of Jewish 
privileged position and ex- 
clusivism, namely Zionism. 

I would recommend that your 
readers look at Isaac Deutscher’s 
book, The Non-Jewish Jew and 
Other Essavs which is available 
in paperback. Deutscher went 
through changes in his thinking 
towards Israel and Zionism and 
his thought process is fascinating 
reading. At any rate, Kort 
quoted Deutscher from an essay 


-in 1954. Just before he died, 


Deurscher wrote an essay on the 
Six-Day War. Here are some ex- 
cerpts: ‘‘From the outset 
Zionism worked towards the 
creation of a purely Jewish state 
and was glad to rid the country 
of its Arab inhabitants. No 
Israeli government has ever 
seriously looked for any oppor- 
tunity to remove or assuage the 
grievance. . . .Paradoxically and 
grotesquely the Israelis appear 
now in the role of the Prussians 
of the Middle East. Thev have 
now won three wars against their 
Arab neighbors. Just so did the 
Prussians a: century ago defeat 
all their neighbors within a few 
vears, the Danes, the Austrians, 
and the French. The succession 
of victories bred in them an ab- 
solute confidence in their own ef- 
ficiency, a blind reliance on the 
force of their arms, chauvinistic 
arrogance, and contempt for 
other peoples. . . .We should not 
allow even invocations of 
Auschwitz to blackmail us into 
supporting the wrong cause. I am 
speaking as a Marxist of Jewish 
origin, whose next-of-kin perish- 
ed in Auschwitz and whose 
relatives live in Israel.” 


Kort charges that my course 
“simplistically focuses on the 
Zionist responsibility for the 
problems in the area.” This is a 
curious attack since I very much 
doubt if he has seen the course 
syllabus, talked with anyone in 
the class, or sat in on any class 
meetings. It so happens that 
there have heen critical readings 
and discussions concerning the 
Arab states, Arab nationalism, 
and the Palestinian resistance. 
Kort is correct in observing that 
the course is focused on criticiz- 
ing Zionism. I think people have 
been heaten over the head with 
the Zionist explanation of 
history so entire courses from an 
oppositionary viewpoint are 
sorely needed. For example, our 
class discussed the holocaust at 
great length (we read Hajynah 
Arendt’s Richman) in 
Jerusalem), but I drew very 
different conclusions from this 
portion of history than would 
Zionists. 

Finally, Kort’s point that “‘it is 
only Jewish nationalism which is 
singled out” is just absurd and 
reflects a serious lack of 
familiarity with contemporary 
history. It is sufficient to quote 
the press conference statement 
gyn the slain Hakim Jamal 
(Boston Phoenix, May 8, 1973): 
“Following Malcolm X, Hakim 
rose to the level of ‘judging ALL 
people by their conscious deeds, 
not by the color of their skin’. . . 
.Hakim attempted to get all peo- 
ple that he met to judge people 
this way. He hoped to, and did 
make a start toward finding one 
race, a race of HUMAN 
BEINGS.” It seems to me that 
Deutscher’s non-Jewish Jew and 
Jamal’s vision are quite close.

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Technology Requires New Rights 


(There’s not a reader of The Phoenix who 
wants for a personal anecdote about some 
serious harm done by awry computers or 
automated data systems. Clearly, infor- 
mation technology is giving us a great 
many problems that our social and legal 
institutions, set-up in a computer-free 
time, seem incapable of solving. The 
following article taken from a speech 
given last week to the International Com- 
munications Association Conference by 
Jerome B. Wiesner, President of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, is 
the first in an irregular series which The 
Phoenix will present on attempts to make 
traditional democratic concepts equal in 
power to the tiny transistor.) 


Two aspects of modern technology in 
particular are the cause for much concern 
— the pace at which it advances and re- 
quires individuals to adapt, and the scale 
of its impact which frequently seems to be 
overwhelming. Because of my present job, 
I am frequently challenged to defend what 
we call “technological progress”’ so I have 
spent a good deal of time trying to unders- 
tand the questions involved. I should say 
here that I am convinced that the benefits 
people in advanced societies have derived 
from technology far outweigh its negative 
aspects, which I define as the problems 


that the widespread uses of technology 


have generated and their associated costs. 
It would be impossible to maintain the 
quality of life we have achieved, much 
less improve it, without continuing 
technological developments. Nonetheless, 
one cannot deny that there are many un- 
suspected, undesirable, and very 
dangerous consequences of a rapidly 
growing technology. Dealing with such 
matters properly: may be the most dif- 
ficult task we face in the years ahead, se- 
cond only to managing man himself. 


Communications technology has ex- 
tended our senses over the entire globe as 
you know better than I do. Through the 
computer the capabilities of the human 
mind are being extended, and through the 


marriage of these two technologies, the ~ 


ability to extend both the range and the 
tightness of control of organizations is be- 
ing expanded. It is this aspect of 
technology that most concern those critics 
who fear a society increasingly dominated 
by technique. I believe that this is a very 
real problem. 

The threat has two aspects to it. The 
first, and perhaps most insidious, is that 
which arises from reasonable and 
straightforward applications of new 
technology which make the whole fabric 
of society more complex and require that 
we all live and work within narrowly 
defined norms for the “system” to work 
effectively, trading individuality for ef- 
ficeincy in industry, government and 
school. 

The second, more immediate threat 
comes from the surveillance which 


modern technology subjects us to. Inter- 
connected data banks, legal surveillance 
systems, easily employed and sometimes 
illicit, electronics eaves-dropping devices 
are so common that many people just assu- 
me that their telephones are monitored. 
This was the state of affairs even before 
the recent revelations regarding the 
widespread espionage engaged in by per- 
sons close to the President. Even before 
these recent incidents, testimony before 
the Constitutional Rights Sub- 
Committee of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, chaired by Senator Ervin, showed 
widespread improper surveillance of 
many citizens by agencies of the govern- 
ment. The effect of this has been to in- 
timidate many individuals and make 
them draw back from perfectly legal 
political and social activities. In a real 
sense these activities threaten the very 
guarantees of the Bill of Rights. 

For several years I have been concerned 
that improperly exploited computer and 
communication technology could so 
markedly restrict the range of individual 
rights and initiatives as to eliminate 
meaningful life as we appreciate it. In 
other words, 1984 could come to pass un- 
noticed while we applauded our technical 
achievements. The great danger which 
must be recognized and counteracted is 
that suchade-personalizing state of affairs 
could occur without specific overt 


decisions, without high-level encourage- _ 


ment or support and totally independent 
of malicious intent. The great danger is 
that we could become “information 
bound’’, because each step in the develop- 
ment of an “information tyranny” 
appeared to be constructive and useful. i.

easier to guard against a malicious op- 
pressor than to avoid being slowly but 
most surely dominated by an information

Ins and Outs of Apartment Leases 


By Kerry Gruson 


The year in Boston really runs from 
September to June, perhaps because this 
represents an older more natural order or 
simply because the city’s tempo is set by. 
its huge student population, its most- 
homogeneous grouping. Boston residents 
long out of school, with no academic con- 
nections, still gear their lives to that 
calendar. Businesses, including this 
newspaper, in large part abide by their 
system, especially and most obviously the 
housing market. 

The classified sections of the 
newspapers are crammed these days with 
long lists of available apartments; 
generally sublets as leases all over town 
run from September to September. 

House or apartment hunting is a most 
humiliating occupation, second only to 
job-hunting. Searching for liveable 
quarters at a reasonable price through a 
sea of identically sparse and baffling 
newspaperese (3br, a/c, all util inc. dish/ 
disp, mod kit) or traipsing from one 


realtor to another can blunt the shrewdest. 
of minds. 

There are a number of important things 
to keep in. mind through the ordeal. And 
once you’ve made a decision, there are 
certain warnings to heed before signing a 
lease. 

The following, hardly painless guide 
has been compiled with the help of the 
Tenants Association of Boston and the 
Tenants Handbook of the Cambridge 
Tentants Organizing Committee, the best 
local publication for embattled tenants. 

Rule number one: However tired or 
desperate make sure you see the place 
before putting. your name to anything. 
Check on the condition of the refrigerator 
and stove, the number of electrical out- 
lets, lighting fixtures. Check to see if ven- 
tilation is adequate, that the plumbing 
and drainage in the toilet and kitchen 
works, that there is hot and cold water 
and enough heating units, that the win- 
dows open and close readily, that locks 


on windows and doors work, and the 
hallways are in good condition. If a tenant. 
is still occupying the place ask him how 
quickly the landlord sees to complaints 
and make sure the tenant. will be out by 
the day the landlord has promised you the 
place. Make sure you get. a signed receipt 
for whatever money you pay the landlord 
and that any promises he makes are in 
writing. 

Once you’ve found a place to live you 
may have to contend with all sorts of ex- 
tra fees: finders’ fees, pet fees, holding 
fees, security deposits. Some of these may 
he illegal but if you want the place, go 
ahead and pay them, then deduct the ex- 
cess from future rents. This is not the 
legal way to recover the money as you are 
supposed to go to court to recover it but a 
landlord will have a hard time getting you 
evicted for deducting illegal charges from 
your rent. Also, it’s worth knowing you 
don’t have to pay a security deposit

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"Domestics 


Although the women’s move- 
ment has talked about organiz- 
ing household workers for years, 
domestic employees, one of the 
most hard-working and under- 
paid groups, have always been 
considered hard to unionize. Of 
the two to three million 
domestics nationally only about 
2400 are members of a union. 

A New York group, the 
Professional Household Workers 
Association, is making slow but 
deliberate headway getting 
househo!< workers to band 
together. ‘Tne Association now 
has 700 members although it has 
done no recruiting. It will start 
offering cooperative 
opthalmological services, a 
chance to buy reduced price fur- 
niture also through the union 
cooperative, and hospitalization 
programs for members and their 
familiés in order to draw more 
people into the union. 

The association plans to hire a 
full-time staffer to help members 
and start a recruiting drive soon. 
There are some 160,000 
domestics in New York state and 
75,000 of those live and work in 
New York City. 

The group has already raised 
almost $10,000 in the last three 
years and has a full-time office 
staffed by volunteers. It will be 
opening employment offices in 
Manhattan, Brooklyn and the 
Bronx with union scale a 
minimum of $3.00 an hour (way 
over what most maids in this 
state make). Bingo nights in 
Brooklyn will also help finance « 
training program for household 
workers. 

The Association has not been 
able to get any help from the 
central labor council although 
individual locals have con- 
tributed money to. the effort.

In Massachusetts the state 
Committee on Household 
Employment is making a less 
ambitious effort to improve con- 
ditions for household workers. 


Housing Snafu 


The coalition of 14 Boston te- 
nant and civic groups pressuring 
the Housing Department to beef 
up their inspection system last 
week decided not to wait for a 
response to their demands from 


the mayor’s assistants but to 
press for a meeting with the Man 
himself. 

Two weeks ago five represén- 
tatives of the coalition met with 
mayoral assistant Bob Kiley who 
promised to look into the matter. 
But tenant organizers point out 
different community pressure 
groups have been raising the 
same complaints for years now. 
They sit through a dozen 
negotiating sessions and the 


situation remains unchanged. 
If the mayor refuses to meet 
with the group it will take other 
action, a representative said. 
One tentative plan involves an 
invasion of City Hall and the 
Housing Department by some 
less desirable tenants of the run- 
down, under-inspected housing 
the coalition is complaining 
about — namely cockroaches. 


Watergate and Thiew 


The Los Angeles Times reports 
that South Vietnamese 
newspapers are having a field 
day with Watergate. 

Dozens of Vietnamese 
newspapers, which are 
prohibited by law from criticiz- 
ing President Thieu, are 
vigorously attacking the 
Watergate scandal in an indirect 
effort to discredit Thieu. One 
Saigon publication, Dai Don 
Tac, gave word, 
“Watergate,” this definition: “It 
can be a noun indicating dis- 
gusting curiosity. Or it can be 
used as a verb describing an act 
of illegal wiretapping or 
breaking-in.” 

The newspaper then went on 
to give some examples, such as 
“Don’t Watergate (steal) my 
cigarettes.’’ Or ‘‘Don’t 
Watergate in my affairs.” 

Another Vietnamese 
newspaper reported the story of a 
Thieu governmental official who 


allegedly stole three cars owned 


by South Vietnamese senators. 
The newspaper dubbed that 
scandal ‘‘Autogate.’’

New York City — The number 
of candidates for Mayor of New 
York City has now narrowed 
down to a perfectly respectable 
five, if you count Mario Biaggi, 
and since he still does, the rest of 
us might as well follow suit. 
Biaggi has certainly gotten the 
most attention of the group. Not 
only did The New York Times 
set a top investigative reporter to 
the task of inquiring into 
Biaggi’s past, but now, according 
to The Times, Bronx District At- 
torney Mario Merola is taking 
another look at the incident that 
first launched then-Detective 
Biaggi into politics — namely an 
off-duty head-to-head gun battle 
inside a friend’s Cadillac which 
Biaggi was driving at the time 
(the time being fourteen years 
ago. quite a ways back for a D.A.

After Biaggi emerged wounded 
but alive. and his alleged 
assailant wounded but dead, 
some skeptics wondered just why 
Biaggi was driving the car and 
whether the deceased was merely 
a random stick-up man as claim- 
ed.

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Gay- Straight Relations Among 


Gay

Recently, during a conversation with an 
out-of-state feminist, I asked her how gay- 
straight relations were in her organiza- 
tion. She said they were all right, 
although the only gay people she knew 
personally were men. “Oh, I guess there 
are lesbians in the organization,” she add- 
ed, “‘but we don’t know who; they don’t 
identify themselves as lesbians.” 

The gay movement, she said, was quite 
strong in her area, but it seemed not to in- 
teract with the feminist movement very 
much; the situation was regrettable. 

Not very long ago, I wondered why most 
of the lesbians I had met through feminist 
organizations had come out relatively 
recently within the women’s movement 
and where the “longer-term” lesbians 
were. Surely, it seemed, feminist ideology 
must be relevant to their lives! Later, I 
realized that the “longer-term” lesbians 
tend to stay away from what I now call the 
“straight women’s movement:’ those 
feminist organizations which despite the 
presence of some (often many) lesbians 
and bisexuals, have not yet developed a 
lesbian consciousness in its fullest per- 
sonal and political sense. That is to say, 
organizations which fail to recognize the 
full revolutionary potential of lesbianism 
and which tend to be insensitive to the 
subtleties of lesbian oppression on a per- 
sonal level. 

* The straight women’s movement is not 
a static phenomenon. Even as I write this 
article, many of the oppressive conditions 
to which I will be referring have begun to 
correct themselves in my organization. 
But before the subject came up for serious 
dialogue, I had begun to notice that rais- 
ing the issue of lesbianism was inter- 
preted by many straight women as an at- 
tack of their right to be straight. Such 
dialogue was discouraged at the time, and 
lesbians were accused of being as op- 


One of the most disturbing 
phenomena in the women’s movement 
has been the tension existing between 
lesbian and heterosexual feminists. It 
has become increasingly clear that this 
is not a problem to be solved by simple 
declarations of sisterhood and solidari- 
ty — that real consciousness-raising, 
real struggle, will have to happen. 

We are members of Female Libera- 
tion, and the articles on this page come 
out of our experiences in the organiza-

tion, in our personal lives, and in our 
friendship with each other. One of us is 
a lesbian, and one a heterosexual. In no 
way are our articles meant to stand in 
opposition to each other; rather they 
are an attempt to explore, through our 
own experiences, the kinds of dif- 
ficulties faced by women struggling to 
define themselves and at the same 
time to accept the self-definitions of 
their sisters.

pressive to our straight sisters as they 
were to us. This is true in the same sense 
as women can be said to be oppressive to 
men. Which is to, say that, while 
everybody is capable of oppressing 
everybody, the political reality exists that 
straight people enjoy a societal privilege 
denied lesbians, just as men enjoy a 
privilege denied women. 


It took what support exists in the 
women’s movement for lesbians to give 
me the courage to come out. Coming out 
was a time of rejoicing for me — it was a 
time of self-discovery in an atmosphere 
where it seemed that to be gay was not 
only all right, but actively good. My 
euphoria, though, was short-lived. Not 
long after I had come out, I was at a party 
where men were present. I had expressed 
some misgivings to my hostess about be- 
ing in a social situation with men but had 
come anyway because a lot of my friends 
were there. One (straight) sister at the 
party had overheard my remark about 
men and greeted me with tremendous 
hostility and contempt. “You’ve got to 
face up to them sooner or later,” she said 
and went on further to imply that 


lesbianism was the choice of cowardly or 
“inadequate” women who “turn to 
women because they couldn’t make it 
with men.” To my absolute horror, I 
heard myself virtually begging her to 
forgive me my “hang-ups” and promising 
that when I got my head together I was 
sure J could turn myself at least into a 
bisexual if not a heterosexual. When I left 
the party, I was furious at her and furious 
at myself for having copped out through 
self-deprecation. It occurred to me that to 
“deal” with men is not necessary to fuck 
them or even to socialize with them 
(although male hippie-culture tries to tell 
us otherwise) and that I am quite capable 
of “dealing” with men if, when, and how I 
choose to do it. I realized I owe nobody an 
explanation or justification of why Iam a 
lesbian. 


Within the organization, it began to 
seem that I was functioning consistently 
as the “man-hating dyke’’, which was all 
right with me, but I wondered how the 
rest of the members related to it. There 
was an abundance of “kidding around”’ 
directed at me which made me question

Before I got involved in the women’s 
movement, I had no trouble dealing with 
lesbianism. I knew that there shouldn’t be 
laws against homosexuality, I knew no 
one had a right to define anyone else’s 
sexuality as sick, and I knew all lesbians 
were huge, nasty brutes who wanted to 
rape me. I was a comfortable, contented 
liberal. 

As I slowly. and reluctantly moved 
closer to the movement — I spent a year 
or so explaining to anyone remotely in- 
terested that it was a nice movement for 
those poor girls who needed it but I had 


_ already liberated myself — the inevitable 


happened. I met a lesbian. She wasn’t 
particularly huge, was anything but nas- 
ty, and showed such a lack of predatory 
obsession with my body that I began to 
wonder if I’d lost my charm. I was elated: 
she was just like me, I was just like her, 
everybody was just like everybody else 
only there were these minor differences in 
taste that didn’t matter any more than 
liking Pepsi better than Coke. We were all 
one big, amorphous glob of Woman. 

But two things happened, things that 
seem to happen to many straight 
feminists in the movement. One was 
within myself: I looked at my lesbian 
friend, decided that she was totally 
together (anyone whose problems I didn’t 
know intimately was ipso facto more 
together than I was), and reached the ob- 
vious conclusion that lesbianism was Nir- 
vana. All I had to do was fall in love with a 
woman and all my hangups in 
relationships would vanish and Ms. Right 
and I would walk hand-in-hand into a 
sunset of sisterhood. 

The other thing was outside myself, but 
it fed my simplistic dream. Moving in 
almost exclusively feminist circles, I 
found a status ladder existing.

of technology. Obviously, we must be on 
guard against both sets of problems. Such 
capabilities, through data-centralization 
and manipulation, will increase as our un- 
derstanding of communications, com- 
putation and cognitive processes expand. 
Yet the means for effective record keep- 
‘ting, information gathering, and data 


‘processing are essential needs of a modern 


society. The problem is to determine how 
to reap the maximum assistance from 
modern technology in running a better 
society and at the same time, how to keep 
it from dominating us. We may have to 
adopt some stern measures in the form of 
very strict controls on who can do what 
with private information about any in- 


dividual in the society. 

Private organizaions, industries, un- 
iversities and professional societies and 
industrial associations such as this one, 
must commit themselves to the protec- 
tion of the democratic society. As a group, 
we should study the problem and 
publicize it. We should pledge ourselves 
to protect individual freedoms, in the face 
of an exploding information technology, 
through new technical means, through 
education and through legal action when 
necessary. Single Companies may find it 
difficult to cope with these problems; in- 
dividuals within a company Will find it 
even more difficult but an industrial 
group should be able to play an important 
role in this vital effort. Shouldn’t you do 
something about this yourselves? 

In my testimony before the Ervin Com- 
mittee, I made a point I would like to 
leave with you. There are those who hope 
that new technology alone can redress 


these invasions of personal autonomy, ex- 
isting or prospective, made possible by in- 
formation technology, but I don’t share 
this hope. It is possible and desirable to 
provide technical safeguards against un- 
authorized access to data banks or infor- 
mation transmission systems. It is even 
conceivable that computers could be 
programmed to have their memories fade 
with time and to eliminate specific identi- 
ty when the information was being 
processed to provide social profiles, etc. 
Such safeguards are highly desirable, but 
the basic safeguards cannot be provided 
by new inventions. They must be provid- 
ed by the legislative and legal system of 
this country, themselves ultimately 
dependent upon the integrity of men. We 
must face the need to provide adequate 
guarantees to individual privacy. 

As a society, we should be prepared to 
accept the cost of considerable inefficien- 
cy in our various social and governmental 


processes to safeguard our privacy and, as 
I judge it, our freedom, dignity, happiness 
and self-respect. By costs, I mean both 
the financial costs and the loss of a degree 
of control that the state might otherwise 
have over genuinely threatening in- 
dividuals — criminal and violent 
revolutionaries. Our task is to achieve a 
proper balance between the ability to 
cope with individual threats to the society 
and its.capability to abridge the freedom 
and happiness of its members. In coun- 
tries where the legal system cannot be 
counted on, the people are at the mercy of 
the administrators and they must hope 
that the bureaucracy will be, benign. Such 
a situation smothers freedom. Because I 
believe that an “information tyranny” 
poses a very serious threat to the survival 
of a free society in our country, I urge that 
we all act vigorously to take whatever 
steps are necessary to protect the Bill of 
Rights.

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Peaches and Me: Story from Prison

It all started in early May, 1970. I was 
serving a six month sentence for breaking 
and entering into a house. One afternoon 
about one o’clock a new inmate came into 
the jail at which I happened to be, to 
await an appeal of a two-and-one-half 
year sentence for using a motor vehicle 
without proper authority and various 
other charges. After he had changed from 
street clothes to prison dungarees and 
striped shirt he was put on the tier direct- 
ly above me; that is when I found out his 
name was Ray. 


When he was in jail prior to this time he 
said everyone called him Peaches. I 
couldn’t understand why a person in jail 
would be called Peaches, but I found out 
why after talking to Ray, who was 18 years 
of age and very good looking. It seems that 
Ray has very soft skin (just like a peach). 
A person like that has to be very careful in 
jail. He told me that he had just been in 
another jail in Salem ten days before he 
arrived here. During his three months 
stay there other inmates tried to force him 
into homoséxual acts; he refused natural- 
ly. He was finally released into his own 
custody, but once again he was in trouble 


‘with the law and he went back to jail. 


It turned out that when they put Ray 
above me it was really a good thing, for 
when we got together we started to 
become friends. Of course, Ray hesitated 
at first because of what the other jail in- 
mates tried to do. After talking to him for 
a week he got to trust me some. He told 
me his father was in a state prison and 
that his mother did not really care about 
him, so Ray didn’t have anyone. He 
seldom received letters or visits from 
anyone. Seeing this, I felt sorry for him; 
it’s hard enough doing time without being 
alone. I said to myself, “I’m going to help 
Ray as much as I can’. But the most I 
could do was talk to him as aften as possi- 
ble and see to it that he had cigarettes and 
enough books to read. I told him I would 


try my best to get him a radio. It wouldn't 
be easy because usually you would have to 
buy one from another inmate. I happened 
to be lucky. I got one off a friend of mine 
who was going home, and gave it to Ray. 
He was really happy. He trusted me after 
that, and finally realized that I wanted to 
help him and be his friend, and was not 
seeking sex acts. After that our friendship 
increased. At first I wasn’t sure if Ray 
cared for me or not, or if he was using me 
to satisfy his wants and needs. He told me 


many times that he really cared but I still 


wasn’t sure. 


I Hear a Story 


I was asked to work in the kitchen 
which would mean moving to another 
part of the jail, plus being away from Ray 
all the time. I was hesitant in answering 
but I wanted to go in the kitchen and try 
and cook. It would keep me busy and out 
of trouble but taking the job proved to be 
a mistake because after I was in the 
kitchen for about a month I got wind of a 
story. It seemed Ray started getting 
bothered by some inmates about doing 


some homosexual acts, but I never found 


out if it really happened. 

The next week, Ray was working in the 
kitchen with me; of course it took a lot of 
‘talking to the right people but it paid off. 
It was fun working in the kitchen eating 
all we wanted and keeping busy working 
about 13 hours a day. At night Ray and I 
would talk for an hour or so about what we 
were going to do when we got out. I told 
Ray I would be going home with my 
mother and he said he was going home for 
awhile but he didn’t think he would stay 
there, because his mother did not really 
care about him. But about 3 weeks after 
talking about going home we both came 
out of the kitchen and went back on a tier 
to just hang around. 

A day in jail could be very boring. You 


couldn't do anything, so we talked most of 
the time and we played cards together. (A 
regular day in jail starts at 7 o'clock for 
breakfast in the dining recom and then we 
are locked back in our cells until 9. At 9. 
we get unlo¢ked for work which would 
mean sweeping, mopping tiers, washing 
bars or really any kind of cleaning. After 
work, we hang around till 11 and time for 
dinner. After dinner, it’s back on the tier 
until shower time which is any time 
between 12 and 1. After showers we hang 
around until 4 and then back in the dining 
room. After supper we stay on the tier and 
watch T.V., play cards, ping pong or just 
read until 8 and then it’s lockup time. 
Usually when I get locked in, I read or 
listen to my radio until they tell me to 
shut off my light which would be 10 at 
night.) We had plenty of time for 
ourselves, which with Ray and myself is 
taken up by talk. People probably wonder 
what two men can talk about everyday. 
Most of it is about the jail, but we talked 
about sports, girls and getting out which 
for me was to be soon. One day after the 
mail was passed out, I found Ray cryin, « 
his cell and I didn’t know why. I tried to 
talk to him but to no avail, except that he 
showed me a letter he had just received 
from his mother. After reading the letter | 
found out why Ray was so upset. It seems 
his mother didn’t want anything to do 
with him. She told him not to bother 
writing or coming home when he got out. I 
tried to comfort him. After awhile he 
stopped crying and we started talking 
about the letter. There wasn’t much | 
could tell him except that it might turn 
out alright and maybe I could talk to my 
mother about the possibility of Ray com- 
ing home to live with us and become part 
of our family. I told him not to count on it 
but that I would talk to my mother next 
time she came up to see me and that | 
would try and explain the situation to her 
and find out if it was possible. Two weeks 
later, I received my visit. I was never hap- 


pier in my life to see my mother as I was 
that day and she really couldn't unders- 
tand why I was so happy. I explained to 
her all about Ray being my closest friend, 
in fact he was more of a brother to me and 
it would mean a lot to me to have Ray in 
the family. After she thought for awhile 
she said she didn't want to say yes or no 
just vet, but that she would think it over 
and I agreed with her. I asked her about 
visiting both of us next time she came up 
so that she could meet. Ray and find out 
what kind of person he was. I said, “I 
think vou'll like him. I do. In fact without 
any doubt in my mind I can say I've 
grown to love him very much and I'm very 
fond of him.” 

To me it’s very hard to put in words 
how I feel emotionally about Ray. He 
always brightened my day whenever I was 
with him and it made him happy when I 
was happy so we had a good friendly 
relationship. I hoped it would never end. I 
don't want to give the wrong idea. This 
was not a homosexual relationship but.

I went to talk to the jail 
master to find out what was going on and 
he told me that he had heard stories » bout 
Peaches and myself and that it wor. I be 
best to keep us apart, for the benefit of the 
jail. In what way he meant ‘for the benefit 
of the jail’ I'll probably never know. | 
didn’t give up though. I kept trying to get 
moved back with Ray but to no avail. 
Every time I talked to the master he said,

greater than two months’ rent. And the 
law now requires the landlord to pay you 5 
percent interest on any deposit he has 
held since January 1972 for a year or 
longer. 

Rule number two: There are hecsleally 
two kinds of tenants’ in 
Massachusetts—tenants at will and 
tenants with lease. The first have the per- 
mission of the landlord to occupy the 
premises but no written agreement. This 
is not necessarily bad as you have at least 
as good protection against eviction under 
rent control as lease tenants. 

If you or your landlord want a lease you 
should know that existing market con- 
ditions—i.e., a shortage of housing—give 
the landlord the advantage. Almost all 
leases are heavily weighted in favor of the 
landlord, specifying in often ridiculous if 
not illegal detail the duties of the tenant 
but leaving the landlord’s obligations 
pretty open. 

The standard lease used in Boston was 
drawn up by the Greater Boston Real 
Estate Board. It contains a number of 
clauses which can be illegal. Don’t worry. 
Go ahead and sign if you must—the il- 
legal sections can’t be enforced. 

A landlord under rent control cannot 
evict vou for a breach of the lease without 
giving prior written notice and a chance to 
mend your ways. And he cannot evict you 
at all without going before the rent control 
board. 

Following is a brief outline of some of 
the more egregious sections of a standard 
lease and some ideas on how to deal with 
these. 

The tax escalator clause: Make sure 
the base year over which any increase will 
be calculated is filled in. The earlier the 
base year, the larger the difference 
between the new and base tax rate will be. 
(That’s a rough rule, but given recent 
economic history, a pretty safe one.) The 
clause must also contain a statement that 
you have only to pay the same proportion 
of the increased tax your apartment bears 
to the taxed property, must specify that 
percentage, and promise you a propor- 
tionate share of any abatement the 


landlord secures on his taxes. If the clause 
does not contain these points, don’t 
complain, and don’t pay. It’s an ‘illegal 
clause. If you do have to pay you may 
want to check that the landlord is giving 
you an accurate picture of his taxes. 
Check with the city assessor and make 
sure you also look up any abatements. 

Disturbance: Generally you are not 
allowed to make any offensive noises or 
operate “any musical instrument, radio, 
television or other like device after 11 pm 
and before 8 am.” Theoretically that rules 
out the 11 o’clock news but unless your 
landlord is very powerful it is unlikely a 
judge will evict you for this. If the 
landlord does bother you with this provi- 
sion CTOC urges you get signed 
statements from your neighbors that you 
are not disturbing them. 

Heat and hot water: Although the 
landlord agrees to provide these, this 
clause attempts to get him out of any suit 
should he fail to do so. Sometimes 
landlords cross this section out claiming 
they don’t have to provide heat and hot 
water. This is not true. The state sanitary 
code requires heat, hot and cold water and 
state law makes it a criminal offense for a 
landlord “willfully” not to provide them. 
Be sure to send the landlord written 
notice of any problems with the plumbing 
so he can’t claim ignorance. 

Improper use of the premises: Inter- 
pretations of just what this means vary 
widely. The courts have ruled all over the 
place on this issue. Consult a lawyer or 
tenants’ group if you have trouble with 
this. 

Loss or Damage: You or your guest 
agree not to sue the landlord if anyone 
gets hurt in his building- regardless of 
whose fault it was. This is absolutely il- 
legal although it’s very hard to collect 


‘from a landlord in a Massachusetts court. 


It may be worth a try. 

Notice to lessee: You are bound by the 
contents of any mail your landlord sends 
you as long as it’s sent registered or cer- 
tified mail. This makes it possible for your 
landlord to end your tenancy without 
really letting you know and is to that ex- 
tent illegal. 

Repairs: You must return the apart- 
ment in good shape, reasonable wear and 
tear excepted. The courts have ruled this 
does not mean the apartment has to be in 
great shape all the time but only when 


you move out. The clause has no effect on 
services the health codes require ‘the 
landlord to provide such as keeping the 
pipes, plumbing, windows, etc. in good 
condition. (For a full run down consult 
the state and local codes or get a copy of 
the CTOC Tenants Handbook.) 

Right of the landlord to come into 
your apartment: Generally this gives the 
landlord the right to come in whenever he 
wants. This is illegal. State law says that 
until your lease expires he may enter only 
“to inspect the premises,” make repairs or 
show the apartment to a prospective te- 
nant or purchaser. 

Breach by lessee: This section claims 
to give the landlord the right to throw you 
out, by force if necessary, if you violate 
any of the terms of the agreement. In fact, 
he may not force you out if you put up any 
physical resistance and he had to “break 
the peace” to evict you. 

Lessee’s covenant in event of ter- 
mination: This clause is partially invalid 
as it seeks to allow the landlord to recover 
both “damages” and “indemnification” 
should he evict yeu. He can get one or the 
other but not both. “Damages” are the 
difference between the rent you agreed to 


- pay for the remainder of the term of the 


lease and the amount he could reasonably 
get for renting the apartment for the 
remainder of the term. “Indemnification” 
is the amount of money he loses due to 
your leaving, such as the loss of rent for 
the time the apartment remains vacant, 
the loss of rent if the new teanant pays 
less than you did, the costs of evicting 
you, and the costs of suing you to collect 
all this. The landlord has to make 
reasonable efforts to keep his losses down, 
i.e., rent out the apartment. 

Removal of goods: The landlord does 
not want to be held responsible for any of 
your things he removes from the apart- 
ment. Legally he is responsible. 

Subletting: The landlord may 
sometimes want to charge you a fee for 
subletting. In cities with rent control he 
can not charge more than a month’s rent. 

Security deposit: The landlord will 
sometimes want to keep the deposit if you 
have breached any provision of the lease. 
He may only do so if you fail to pay the 
rent or if you have done unreasonable 
damage to the premises. 

Late rent payment penalties: Legally, 
you are only subject to a fine if your rent is 


more than 30 day late. To get around this 
landlords have started to claim the rent is 
say $150 with $5 off as a reward for paying 
on time. This is clearly an attempt to get 


around a relatively new law. The courts. 


have not yet passed on this and you may 
want to be a test case. 

Termination of a tenancy: Generally 
your tenancy lasts until the lease runs out 
unless otherwise stated. It is not ended 
when the building is sold, on your death 
or landlord’s unless the lease says the rent 
is payable to him only. State law makes 
it illegal for the landlord to terminate you 
if you have kids. 

If you agree on any changes in the stan- 
dard lease make sure these are written in 
and initialled or signed. A landlord 
sometimes will argue that any changes 
will invalidate the whole lease. This is not 
true. 

As you may have gathered by now the 
cards are stacked in favor of your 
landlord. There is only one lease I know of 
that tries to cut the deck evenly and not 
surprisingly it’s not widely used. It was 
drawn up by the Tenants Association of 
Boston and details both the landlord’s 
and the tenant’s obligations. For in- 
stance, it specifies that the owner must 
provide hot and cold water “sufficient in 
quantity and pressure to meet the needs 
of occupants at all times;” requires the 
landlord to provide janitorial services for 
all common areas, provide convenient 
trash and garbage receptacles, and details 
just when and for what reasons a landlord 
may enter a tenant’s apartment. It 
specifies that the landlord must remove 
ice, snow, trash and other obstructions 
from the sidewalk, driveway and yard. It 
states clearly the tenants’ right should the 
owner fail to comply with state, local or 
federal laws including the tenant’s right 


_to place rent in escrow.

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Who Killed Cheap Air Fares to Europe ?

Transatlantic air fares on scheduled 
airlines are going up this summer — and 
you can blame the government. 

The lowest individual fare will be $327 
(Boston to London, roundtrip), slightly 
higher than the comparable fare last year 
($308), but light years away from the low 
fare of $240 proposed by The British 
Overseas Airways Corporation (BOAC). 

What happened to the BOAC fare? 

Standing between it and the public was 
the U.S. Civil Aeronautics Board, which 
simply told the British airline — and the 
British government — that the lower fare 
wasn’t acceptable. BOAC said it made a 
profit with last year’s fares and would 
make even more with the lower rates, 
which, it claimed, would attract more 
passengers. But Pan Am lost money last 
year and predicted financial calamity if 
the BOAC fares weren’t rejected. The 
CAB complied. After a series of 
negotiations between the U.S., and 
foreign governments and then among all 
international airlines, an agreement was 
finally reached to extend last year’s fares, 
adjusted (upward in the case of the U.S.) 
to reflect devaluation. 

In this age of inflation, CAB’s kiss of 
death to lower fares may seem mystifying, 
but it’s easily understood: the agency 
doesn’t want to be saddled with a flying 
Penn Central. In short, bureaucratic 
timidity and an almost instinctive reac- 
tion to protect a weak airline, even at the 
consumer’s expense. 

Of late, Pan Am — “‘our biggest 
problem,” according to one CAB official 
— has been the airline industry’s most 
conspicuous loser. It has run large deficits 
for the last four years: $29.4 million in 
1969, $48.4 million in 1970, $45.6 million 
in 1971, and $28.9 million last year. Tran- 
satlantic flights, accounting for about one 
third of Pan Am’s business, have con- 
tributed heavily to those losses; for the 
year ending last September (the latest 
data available to the CAB), Pan Am lost 
$14.1 million on the North Atlantic. 

TWA, the other major U.S. transatlan- 
tic carrier, also protested the BOAC 
proposals, but its opposition alone 
probably would not have swayed the 
CAB. TWA made a $23.7 million after-tax

New Fares vs. Old 


Generally, the airlines try to price 
fares lower in the winter, spring and 
fall in an effort to attract traffic during 
“non-peak” travel periods. For the 
basic economy and 22-to-45 day excur- 
sion fares, the “peak” months are 
June, July, and August for flights leav- 
ing New York; “shoulder” is April, 
May, September, and October; and 
the winter is November through 
March. For the 14-to-21 day excursion 
fare, the “peak” months are the same 
and the “‘basic’’ fare is everything else. 
On the seven-to-eight day winter tour, 
ground accomodations — hotel reser- 
vation — are also required as part of 
the package; depending on the class of 
hotel, the extra costs total at least $70 


per person. 


profit on its transatlantic traffic (also for 
the year ending in September). There’s 
been persistent speculation in airline 
circles that TWA’s transatlantic profits 
are exaggerated, because the airline 
assigns a disproportionate part of its 
overhead costs to domestic operations 
(where the bigger expenses could be used 
to justify higher domestic fares from'the 
CAB). Only TWA’s accountants probably 
know whether or not this is true, but if it 
is, it’s hard to see why the CAB should 


reward an airline (with higher fares) for 


misleading reporting. 

So what explains the higher fares? An 
outsider cannot tell precisely, but this 
summer’s passengers will be paying for 
either: 

a) Pan Am’s inefficiency next to BOAC 
and TWA — because the CAB has pegged 
fare prices to the less efficient carrier . 
or: 

b) lower costs — mainly labor costs — 
for overseas airlines (a BOAC 747 pilot, 
for example, earns about $25,000 annual- 
ly, but his Pan Am —— pulls 
down about $65,000) . 

c) a glut of airplanes flying the North 
Atlantic, resulting in too many empty 
seats (in 1972, the “‘load factor’? — the 


percentage of seats occupied by paying 
passengers — was 60 per cent). 

Or probably all three. 

Of these, however, the last — the so- 
called “‘over-capacity problem’’ — may be 
the most important, but it’s a jam into 
which the airlines, led by Pan Am, 
maneuvered themselves. Pan Am started 
the buying boom for jumbo aircraft in 
1966 with an order for 25 Boeing 747s. 
Like a herd of cattle, most of the other air- 
lines followed Pan Am into the 
slaughterhouse and ordered jumbos. Traf- 
fic hasn’t yet caught up with all those ex- 
tra planes; Pan Am has two 747s sitting 
idle, which it would gladly sell to anyone. 
Significantly, the presence of the 747s ap- 
parently means that Pan Am is getting 
less use of its older jets; in 1967, Pan Am 
was flying all its jets an average of about 
10 hours a day, but now that figure has 
slumped to less than eight hours. 


Charter Flights 


The second factor causing the so-called 
overcapacity is the proliferation of charter 
flights. That, too, is something the 
scheduled airlines brought upon 
themselves. In the early and mid-sixties, 


the scheduled carriers — working through 
the International Air Transport Associa- 
tion (IATA), a government-sanctioned 
trade group that sets uniform fares — 
maintained fares at artificially high 
levels. The gap between what was possi- 
ble ($150 to $200, roundtrip New York to 
London) and the official IATA fares (the 
lowest individual excursion fare was $300 
until 1968) proved too tempting for in- 
dependent charter airlines, not members 
of IATA, to ignore, In the face of the ex- 
ploding demand for transatlantic travel, 
their share of total traffic grew from two 
per cent in 1963 to 20 per cent in 1971. 
Now, they have become a permanent 
part of transatlantic aviation, and their 
presence helps explain many of the 
perplexing peculiarities of overseas flying 
— prolonged disputes (and, therefore, un- 
certainty) over fares, and the bewildering 
pattern of fares themselves. The motive | 
behind this baffling array of prices is 
really quite simple: on the one hand, 
scheduled airlines want to set fares as 
high as possible for those passengers who 
have no practical alternative to a schedul- 
ed flight (this includes the businessman; 
someone who has to travel on short notice; 
or the true luxury traveller); but, on the 
other hand, the airlines want to set fares 
low enough to keep passengers who might 
consider defecting to charter flights, 
primarily cost-conscious vacationers. So, 
the various restrictions — minimum and 
maximum stays, mandatory “‘package’’ 
tours etc. — are designed to divide the 
first kind of traveller from the second, and 
even to create subdivisions among the 
various types of vacationers. 

Every airline is partisan to its own 
special brand of gimmickery. In the 
BOAC proposal, for example, the lowest 
fares — the so-called APEX fares — 
would have required a three-month ad- 
vanced reservation and a 25 per cent non- 
refundable deposit; these are virtually the 
same requirements imposed by new 
charter rules in both the U.S. and Britain, 
and BOAC made no secret of the fact that 
this fare (which, for a New York to Lon- 
don flight, would have been as low as $185 
in the winter) was intended to compete

directly with charter flights. There were, 
however, twists unseen by the public. 
BOAC contemplated imposing restric- 
tions on the number of APEX tickets it 
would sell for one flight; after that limit 
(probably 40 percent) had been reached, 
ticket agents would simply stop selling 
APEX fares, confident that the other 
seats could be filled with passengers pay- 
ing high fares. In fact, under BOAC’s 
proposal, excursion fares for other 
passengers would have been raised con- 
siderably. 

Even with these drawbacks, the BOAC 
plan had the advantage of low price, and 
the CAB might have used the variety of 
contrasting fare proposals made by 
foreign airlines to put all these schemes to 
the test of the market place. Lufthansa, 
for example, rejected the APEX idea, 
and, as its low fare offering, suggested a

roundtrip U.S.-Germany excursion fare

summer. Had the agency approved the 
different. fare proposals, passengers might 
have heen able to determine which was 
the most practical and attractive plan. 


Some Laws Are Sacred 


As it is, the cumbersome, time- 
consuming efforts of the CAB — and 
other governments — to control-fares not 
only results in higher prices, but also 
causes some of the problems the agency 
criticizes. By now, it should have become 
apparent that you can frustrate the law of 
supply and demand, but you cannot 
repeal it. If there’s too much supply, there 
will be pressures to push prices down. A 
few years ago, bogus charter flights — 
offering low fares and openly flouting the 
rules that restricted charter flights to 
members of bona fide “affinity” groups — 
occured by the dozens. Having curbed 
these flights, CAB officials soon dis- 
covered that a new subterfuge had 
emerged: scheduled airlines were giving 
discounts off their listed (and legal) prices 
to attract traffic. In a four-day investiga- 
tion at JFK late last summer, CAB en- 
forcement officials alleged that 12 per 
cent of the tickets involved illegal dis- 
counts. But, in this case, most of the dis- 
counts probably went to travel agents as 


an inducement for them to sell airline A’s 
seats over airline B’s, so passengers didn’t 
end up with lower prices. 

The latest casualties of the air fare con- 
fusion are in Britain. Expecting to receive 
some sort of approval for its APEX plan 
— and probably strengthening its 
bargaining position with the U.S. — the 
British sold 17,000 passenger APEX 
tickets, which are now invalid. BOAC is 
trying to accomodate these passengers on 
charter flights; what probably is happen- 
ing is that some previously “scheduled” 
flights are being redesignated “charter” 
flights, and passengers are being re- 
quested to change their travel plans by a 


- few hours or days. All this has the 


appearance of a massive, and un- 
necessary, shell game, except that it in- 
volves terrible inconvenience to 
passengers and extra costs (plus night- 
mareish administrative problems) for 
BOAC. 

Unfortunately, the events of the last 
few months, in some slightly altered form, 
will probably repeat themselves. As long 
as scheduled airlines attempt to set un- 
iform fares (first through IATA and, fail- 
ing that, by government negotiation) and 
the threat of charter competition persists, 
the CAB will inevitably sit in judgement 
on fare disputes. In Britain at least, the 
agency’s latest action is taken as another 


example of growing U.S. protectionism. 
Pan Am blandly asserted that BOAC’s 
proposal should have been rejected 
because the airline is subsidized by the 
British government — an accusation that 
BOAC bitterly rejected. It’s true that the 
British government wrote off an enormous 
amount of BOAC’s debt in the mid- 
sixties, but that rescue operation can be 
compared to a private bankruptcy 
proceeding, and evidence of massive sub- 
sidies since then isn’t easily discovered. 

But the issue simply can’t be waved 
away. Most European airlines are 
government-owned, and the temptation 
to subsidize them — either for national 
prestige or as a lure for foreign tourism — 
is strong. Despite the enormous problems 
involved, the CAB would do well to study 
how much foreign airlines survive on 
government handouts. It is one thing to be 
underpriced as a result of lower costs or 
higher efficiency, but quite another to be 
victimized as a result of subsidy. 

All this makes the CAB look like a 
crowd of heavies, and nothing is more 
fashionable than portraying agencies — 
particularly the older ones, like the CAB 
— as whore houses for the industries they 
regulate. The reality is less dramatic. As 
trite as it sounds, there are many con- 
scientious, hard-working officials at the 
CAB, who would like nothing better than 


to see lower fares. During the past few 
years, they energetically pushed new 
charter rules — over the strident objec- 
tions of the big, scheduled airlines — to 
make inexpensive flights more easily 
available to the public. Ironically, these 
new rules, called Travel Group Charters, 
have proved less than an overnight sensa- 
tion, partly because they are burdened 
with a variety of complicated ad- 
ministrative details (such as the three- 
month advanced reservation and the 25 
per cent non-refundable deposit) that 
make them harder to sell. But the details 
were inserted with a purpose: to make the 
new rules more defensible against an an- 
ticipated court challenge from the 
scheduled airlines. 

And therein lies the lesson. Much 
regulation tends to be self-defeating. The 
sorry spectacle of the CAB’s performance 
on transatlantic fares only pinpoints the 
conflicts and frustrations of trying to 
achieve ultimate control. Right now, the 
agency is more worried about Pan Am’s 
financial health than it is about passenger 
fares. In a moment of introspection, one 
CAB official aptly sums up the U.S. 
British fare confrontation: “It’s a good il- 
lustration of why bureaucrats should not 
try to regulate everything. The world just 
doesn’t work the way bureaucrats think it 
does.”

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The Conspiracy to Crush the Farm Workers

Evidence of what Cesar Chavez says is 
“a conspiracy” between the mighty 
Teamster rulers and California land- 
barons — to crush the small United Farm 
Workers Union — was given a San Fran- 
cisco grand jury almost a year ago. But 
the conspiracy charges never saw light un- 
til late April, when Chavez flew to 
Washington to try to blast the affair open. 

In what may yet prove the understate- 
ment of the year, Chavez observed from 
the Rayburn Office Building that “this 
Admistration is very friendly with the 
teamsters and very unfriendly to us.” 

The information obtained by the grand 
jury, in June, was revealed to it by a 
Teamster official who had witnessed 
several under-the-table payoffs of $5,000 
each which, he testified, were turned over 
by growers to Teamster organizers two 
years ago to break the United Farm 
Workers’ strike against Salinas lettuce 
growers. The iceberg lettuce harvests in 
Salinas Valley are worth $75 million of the 
total $250 million annual U.S. lettuce 
crop. More than 80 percent of this plastic 
lettuce fortune is grown in California and 
Arizona. (Agribusiness makes over $370 
billions annually.) 

Teamster President Frank Fitzsim- 
mons, who replaced Jimmy Hoffa when 
Hoffa was sentenced to 13 years in federal 
prison for perjury, contributed $4,000 to 
the Democrats - for - Nixon fund in the 
last campaign. But one source close to the 
Teamsters reports that officials raised 
over $750,000 for Nixon — mostly in cash 
— during the 1968 and 1972 campaigns. 

Fitzsimmons was the only labor leader 


who remained on the Price Control Board, 
when other labor representatives, in- 
cluding AFL-CIO president George 
Meany, walked out protesting wage con- 
trols, last spring. Fitzsimmons was one of 
the labor leaders consulted by Nixon 
before the appointment of construction 
union president Peter Brennan as 
Secretary of Labor. Nixon calls Frank 
Fitzsimmons “the kind of labor man I 


like” and as part of his appreciation, he 


appointed Mr. Fitzsimmons to the 
National Council of the Arts. 

In December, through an apparently 
direct line between Mr. Nixon and one 
undersecretary of Labor, arrangements 
were made for Fitzsimmons to address the 
big annual meeting of the powerful 
growers’ bloc. This is the American Farm 
Bureau Federation. Having crossed 
UFWU’s picket lines to greet this 
assemblage in Los Angeles, the Teamster 
boss first made some labor-leader 
scolding sounds but soon got into his real 
reason for coming. He attacked Cesar 
Chavez, the UFWU, and its supporters. 
He said the (lettuce) boycott was a 
“fraud”, and, finally, he proposed an 
alliance between organized labor — as 
represented by the International 
Brotherhood of Teamster officials —. and 
agribusiness. 


Part of Fitzsimmons’ offer to the 
growers included a national legislative at- 
tack on farm workers, who are denied the 
original protections of the National Labor 
Relations Act of the thirties. He advanced 
a double-talk proposal that could be dis- 
guised as NLRB protection but which 
would actually cripple the Union. It has 
since been apparent that neither the far 
right nor left-of-liberal climate would 
support such legislation. Evidently im- 


patient for some UFWU-blood letting, the 
Teamster bosses and and agri- 
businessmen in the Coachella (Cal.) 


Valley conspired in April to grind their. 


spurs into the UFWU. 

They did this by going after the 
UFWU’s newly expired contracts and 
their workers in the Coachella grape 
orchards, where the first grape harvest 
ripens. 

Sweetheart Deals 

Although there is nothing new about 
the backdoor scenario that unfolded in 
this Valley, this particular teamster- 
grower attack struck the furthest below 
the belt among some four or five such 
previous assaults. It was in Coachella that 
the UFWU won its first contracts. As 
John E. Mitchell, international represen- 
tative in Boston for Meatcutters’ union, 
made clear at a press conference called by 
New England organizer Nick Jones: 
“When one union’s contract expires, the 
practice among unions is to honor that 
union’s territorial rights — unless the 
workers, themselves, opt for a union 
switch.” [The ethic is that a union, once 
voted in by workers, does not have to fight 
over and over again for ground already 
won.”’| 

The Coachella sweetheart pacts came 
just at pre-season. The grapes were near- 
ing ripeness, and hordes of workers were 
migrating toward the vineyards. Some 
Teamster-official visits to growers had 
become obvious in the past weeks and 
months. A poll had been taken April 10 
among the almost 1,000 workers then in 
the Valley. It was run by 25 clergy and 
civic leaders. Of 953 workers interviewed, 
the vote showed an 85°% preference for 
UFWU representation, with choosing 
the Teamsters and 7° wanting no union. 


There are some 4,000 grape pickers in 
the Coachella Valley at peak harvest. 
Their labors produce a crop valued at 
$13.5 million in 1969. For them, the 
singular protections of UFWU contracts 
had finally been won after a five year 
struggle. This gave them their first 
protections against pesticides which im- 
pair their health and shorten their lives, 
causing an unusually high number of 
deaths because the formulas are similar to 
nerve gas compounds. For the first time 
in agricultural labor history, the UFWU 
contracts eliminated the labor contrac- 
ting system, at least in this Valley. 
—John E. Mitchell calls labor contracting 
“the most evil system workers have ever 
known.” Farm worker contracts replace 
these 10 percent ripoff artists with a free 
hiring hall and a seniority system. The 
teamster contracts not only re-install the 
contractor, but also permit uncontrolled 
mechanization by growers. 

Until the courts and/or the Congress do 
something about this latest bureaucratic 
alliance, the workers have lost their 
rights. But the survival of the Chavez-led 
union — itself — was believed by some to 
be threatened during these last weeks. 


Where Danger Lies 


The White House-Fitzsimmons affec- 
tion fits with Chavez’s observations about 
the Administration’s unfriendliness to his 
Union. The San Francisco grand jury’s 
delay in acting upon evidence received 
nearly one year ago is in keeping with the 
three-pronged Teamster-Nixon-grower 
romance, as is the refusal — thus far — of 
the U.S. Justice Department to deal with 
the information the F.B.I., itself, is able 
to present on the matter.

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It is ironic that the cost for the Nixon - 
Fitzsimmons payoff should fall upon 4,- 
000 vineyard workers who are probably 
unaware of Watergate and its payoff-and- 
coverup pattern. But it is not the loss of 
some 15 Coachella contracts or of 4,000 
members that threatens the UFWU, as 
some “experts” have observed. Although 
admittedly an infant among unions with 
60,000 under contract, there are 
thousands more, as yet unorganized, who 
have come to know and trust UFWU 
through the health and other services it 
gives workers whether or not they are 
signed up. These people are aware that 
the Union is their only haven from a 
future of continued servitude for 
themselves and children yet unborn. 

On the surface it seems an over- 
reaction for so many Goliaths to line up 
against one David. Why? 

A clue comes from the lips of one Farm 
Bureau Federation spokesman, who says 
Cesar Chavez is a “social revolutionist” 
not a trade unionist. That the UFWU is 
not a union, but a movement. Another 
charge is that UFWU is a Mexican- 
American civil rights organization rather 
than a union. (Who defines what a union 
is?) 

These accusations are true. Chavez is a 
social revolutionist teaching the effec- 
tiveness of nonviolent militancy: not only 
to Union organizers and workers, but also 
to consumers (i.e., other workers). The 
UFWU has found a means to draw 
workers of all colors and supporters of all 
political hues into economically-focused 
action. 


Less publicly, and to a more confined 
audience, the growers voice another com- 
plaint: the Farmworkers Union teaches its 
workers too damned much democracy. 
For example, grievances don’t go up 
through union bureaucracy, because that 
doesn’t exist. Ranch committees are 
elected by workers, and both are taught to 
deal effectively with worker grievances on 
the spot. If there is speed-up (as under 
labor contractors), if workers are short- 


changed on pay, if pesticide protections: 


are not observed, there is a work stoppage 
unless growers deal promptly with their 


grievances. Chavez says “Once workers 
have been on a picket line, they are never 
the same.” 


It is this new Huelga spirit, permeating. 


the psyche and actions of food pickers, 
that threatens to cut into agribusiness 
profits — fed fat on a hundred years’ 
cheap, docile labor since the first Chinese 
were left over from the building of the 
Southern Pacific railroad. Once this 
Huelga thing starts to happen, such a 
frame of mind could become contagious 
among other poor rural workers, and those 
in cities too. 


Boycott Power 


The other aspect of this Huelga spirit is 
on the consumers’ side. In New York, Bos- 
ton and other cities UFWU supporters 
know it was their own buying power that 
won the first grape boycott for workers 
who had no chance without them. It is 
only against the potential power of 
UFWU style worker/consumer organizing 
that either the Teamster-grower gross 
power show or its application in Coachella 
takes on any passing meaning. 

When I met Cesar Chavez in February, 
he spoke about the support that came 
from every day California people against 
the union-busting Proposition 22, intend- 
ed to kill UFWU. Chavez said “More 
voted against Proposition 22 than voted 


.for Nixon in November.” For the first 


time I understood his Union’s strength: 
for him and those around him; this 
seemingly endless Nixon era is a tem- 
porary plague. 


Payoff 


It was The New York Times that broke 
the Coachella story. On April 18 they 
reported Chavez’s “conspiracy” charges, 
the alleged illegal payoffs, and his call for 
a new boycott against table grapes not 
bearing the UFW black Aztec eagle. 
UFWU’s attorney Jerry Cohen stated that 
Frank Carolla, a teamster official in San 
Bruno, Cal., had presented this evidence 
to the San Francisco grand jury. Carolla 
testified to witnessing a grower handing 
over a suitcase of money to a teamster

organizer at the Townhouse Motel in 
Salinas during the lettuce workers’ strike 
there. According to Cohen, Carolla also 
reported seeing receipts signed by a 
teamster organizer for several $5,000 cash 
payments. 

Cohen, who has scars to show from an 
earlier gooning over that almost cost him 
his life in lettuce land, also charged that 
teamster “goons” were given $50 cash 
payment by growers to “intimidate” 
UFW members into agreeing to come un- 
der teamster contracts. 

The Times’ front page announcements 
appeared to have a prodding effect on 
George Meany, who ha also been pushed 
by several labor writers. He acted with 
unusual alacrity in joining Chavez to call 
for an immediate House Labor Com- 
mittee investigation of the “collusive 
process” in force between the Western 
Conference Teamster officials and 
growers. (In Boston, State Representative 
Barney Frank observed: “If Meany speaks 
out, things have to be pretty far along.”

Meany is similarly backing UFWU in 
demanding that the Committee look into 
the “illegal payoffs.”’) 


At the Vineyara 


On Sunday, April 15, when the workers 
learned of the sweetheart contracts, 600 
of them met with Cesar Chavez. The 
strike began the following morning at 6:30 
on the Mirage Ranch. As expected, the 
growers, within a single day, obtained an 
injunction against the strikers. A Califor- 
nia Supreme Court decision of Dec. 29 
had invalidated a 3-year-old blanket in- 
junction against the UFWU lettuce strike 
(given by a Monterey County Court). 
This time the local court had to get 
around its own Supreme Court! The new 
injunction declared that strikers had to 
stand 30 yards from the growers line and 
30 yards from each other. This made it 
impossible to reach newly arriving 
workers inside the vineyards innocent of 
the sweetheart contracts. It also exposed 
each striker to physical violence: by now 
the teamsters had their own strongarm 
ring around the vineyards. At the Mel- 
Pak picket line Alicia Uribe, one of the 
strikers, was hit in her right eye by a rock 
hurled from a pick-up truck. —Frank Or- 
tiz, a UFW organizer, claimed the truck 
was a teamster vehicle. 

Meanwhile the U.S. Immigration Ser- 
vice Border Patrol, normally so hasty to 
send back “illegals” that these Mexicans 
are often exported before they can collect 
their earnings, turned its law-enforcing 
back and forgot to inspect bus loads of 
workers coming across the border to see 
whether they had green cards or were il- 
legals. Illegals make convenient scabs 
since they are afraid — and usually too 
hungry — to join picket lines. 

Over 1,000 workers managed to stay in 
the picket lines, notwithstanding more 
than 400 arrests. As the local police buses 
kept taking away strikers, a U.S. Senate 
Labor & Welfare Committee team finally 
arrived in Coachella. The striking farm 
workers are now awaiting the arrival of 
their fellow harvesters there in 
agribusinessland, where Gov. Regan has 


declared there needs to be better labor 


and social management. 
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Multinational Corporations Put Jobs in Danger

According to Lawrence Krause, a 
leading light at the Brookings Institute, a 
quasi-governmental ‘thinktank, America 
will lose all of its manufacturing plants 
and jobs in the forseeable future. This bit 
of dim prophesy was relayed recently at a 
Conference on Labor, Development, and 
the Multinational Corporation by Gus 
Tyler, resident intellectual and a vice- 
president of the International Ladies Gar- 
ment Workers Union (ILGWU). 

The conference, held in the Garment 
Workers building in Boston’s Chinatown, 
was sponsored by a resurrected Labor 
University Community Alliance. LUCA 
has lain low since its much-publicized 
birth immediately following the Cambo- 
dian invasion in 1970. The national stu- 
dent strike then revealed the limits of un- 
iversity based actions, however dramatic 
or disruptive. George Wald, the MIT 
biologist and anti-war prominence, 
attempted to bridge the class boundaries 
which separated the universities from 
potential labor allies by initiating 
meetings between top labor leaders, like 
Leonard Woodcock and Jerry Wurf, and 
concerned professors, like John Kenneth 
Galbraith and Sidney Peck, LUCA was 


‘the hopeful child of the arrangment. Un-

The conference on the multinational 
corporations’ effect on American labor 
was LUCA’s biggest endeavor since its 
founding. 


Bye, Bye American Pie 


It was no surprise that the ILG was 
providing facilities for a conference on 
this subject. The garment industry has 
been hard-hit by factories folding up in 
America and resettling in Asia. The union 
has conducted large marches of garment 
workers in cities around the country, in- 
cluding Boston, to protest the trend. 


Yet there is no help on the horizon. The 
‘cavalry (or the New Deal) is not on its 
way. The AFL-CIO’s modest attempt to 
oversee the export of capital to the dime- 
an-hour wage sanctuaries, the Burke- 
Hartke bill, has little chance of 
Congressional approval. The liberal wing 
of the Democratic Party is schizophrenic 
about multinationals. Congressmen 
beholden to labor for their campaign sup- 
port are vociforous in their advocacy of 
Burke-Hartke; others, like former assis- 


tant Secretary of State, George Ball, see - 


the “cosmocorps” as essential structural 
development if capitalism is to persist 
without war. The prospect for job security 
in America is pessimistic. 

Gus Tyler says, “Unions which thought 
they were in a good bargaining position 
aren’t. Unions have seen gains made over 
many difficult years wiped out by the 
multinationals. Unions have no 
recourse.” Tyler, around sixty years old, 
has the manner of an understated Borscht 
Belt comedian. He leads up to each point 
with a question and a pregnant pause. 
The one-liner is sure to follow, emphasiz- 
ing that which was already plain in the 
question. This presentation is completed 
with a raised fore-finger that dips when 
the answer appears. Not only is Tyler 
entertaining, he is lucid and penetrating 
as he explains the novel quandry of 
American labor. “We are talking about 
one hundred and fifty corporations which 
turn out two-thirds of the products in the 
United States. They are also referred to as 
the conglomerates; they are corporate 
umbrellas for diverse operations. It used 
to be that if you had a contract with a 
company that made clothes you could 
deal with that company if you organized 
its workers. Now that same company 
might make not only clothes, but machine 
tools, books, girdles. 

‘‘And they are totally unregulated as far 
as American law is concerned. We have no 
idea how much money they really make in 
profits, how much they are exporting out 
of the country. There are no regulatory 


mechanisms. 

“These multinationals are playing a 
great game. Why should corporations pay 
union wages when they can pay nine cents 
an hour? What are the obstacles to the ex- 
port of capital? None. 

“And there are many disadvantages to 
doing business in the United States. First, 
there is a child labor law. You have to pay 
social security, workmen’s compensation; 
there’s an occupational health and safety 
law, environmental legislation; and you 
can’t discriminate because there’s a fair 
employment practices law. This is an un- 
favorable business climate when there are 
places where you can employ children, 
pay no benefits, and discriminate, if you 
want to. : 

“Finally there is a personal income tax 
here. Who wants that? Who wants to pay 
taxes to Uncle Sam? 

“The first sector of the economy to go is 
light industry. It is labor intensive, in- 
volves much hand work, and is primarily 
semi- and unskilled work. This is what we 
are seeing now. 

“The unfavorable balance of trade that 
we now have is permanent. That’s what 
we are told. Why? Because only if 
Americans are buying more from overseas 
than they are selling can the mul- 
tinationals get a big return on their 
overseas investment. Then they get an 
even bigger flow back than before. By 
1975 they should be getting $20 billion 
blowing back. And we can’t really say 
that,that is what it really is because they 
are unregulated.” 


Tyler topped his brief speech with a 


story. “You know, I had a friend, he died 
recently, who was on Wall Street and was 
a very good judge of what was happening. 
He told me that multinationals were only 
a passing phase. What would replace 
them? The supra-national corporations 
composed of Japanese, European and 
American capital. And he had a favorite 
place for their corporate head- 
quarters—Crete. Because in Crete there 
would be.no laws affecting them. Well, he 


was wrong. The supranationals are not 
based in Crete. They’re based in the 
Cayman Islands. In the last couple of 
years about five hundred corporations 
have opened headquarters in the Cayman 
Islands. The capitalists have finally come 
to the conclusion— Capitalists of the 
world, unite! It is a new world.” — 

Massachusetts labor leaders testified 
to the accuracy of Tyler’s remarks. Dick 
Rogers, of the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers, said, “It’s horrify- 
ing. We’ve lost thousands of jobs. ” 

Enrico Parente, of the ILG, introduced 
himself as an old-timer, which indeed he 
is, and added a bit of wisdom, “As the 
great philosopher Mazzini said, ‘If the 
government doesn’t work for the people, 
the people will work without the 
government.’ ” 


The conference was not heavily attend- 
ed; thirty people, from the universities 
and the unions, were there. Many of the 
area’s unions were busy with other 
matters. The United Electrical Workers 
for instance was holding a shop steward 
conference the same weekend. Many 
lower echelon union leaders will not at- 
tend a conference unless those higher in 
the hierarchy plan to make the scene as 
well. 


The burden of proof rests, however, on 
the Labor University Community 
Alliance and the concrete services it can 
perform. The conference on mul- 


tinationals was just a small first step. . 


Jackie Cooke, of LUCA, thinks that 
LUCA might become a clearinghouse of 
research and information for labor. She 


hopes to put students and scholars, - 


engaged in studying questions that in- 
terest unions, in touch with the unions 
themselves. 

It is through binding acts like this that 
LUCA hopes to become a real, rather than 
a potential, organization. It will have to 
bear fruit for labor if it is to be more than 
an impressive list of names filed in a steel 
cabinet.

Campaign Spying Old, Old Game

I have a friend who finds the Watergate 
scandal only mildly amusing. This friend 
- call him “Thomas” - has been around 
Massachusetts for a couple of decades and 
has seen this all before. Thomas is a cam- 
paign spy; a homegrown version of E. 
Howard Hunt, Donald Segretti and Gor- 
don Liddy. 

“The trouble with those guys,” says 
Thomas, “is that they got caught. You’d 
think they teach them better at the CIA, 
wouldn’t you’?” Thomas, who now works 
in state government as reward for good 
and faithful service to a prominent 
elected official during a recent election, 
finds the failure of the Gemstone team the 
most repugnant aspect of the Watergate 
affair. He simply cannot believe that the 
men who planned and executed the 
break-in and related espionage could be 
as stupid as they were. 

“IT was only almost caught once,” he 
recalls. “Back in 1971 I broke into a cam- 
paign trailer of Louise Day Hicks for —— 
——\W—. Someone saw me and I almost got 
nailed. Even then I managed to get away 
with some good stuff and still make it look 
like a burglary not anything political.” It 
was a break-in that received some 
coverage from the local press - a mayoral 
campaign sidebar at most. No one at- 
tributed anything political to it. And it is 
doubtful that Hicks ever suspected who 


” 


did it. Thomas remained a top campaign 
aide to the very end. 

Campaigning spying and related 
skullduggery is an old tradition™in 
Massachusetts politics. James Michael 
Curley used to vote the graveyards in his 
candidacies and the Combat Zone/Boston 
Common winoes could feast on the dough 
they received to vote for various can- 
didates around election time. In more re- 
cent elections, campaign spying has 
become a better paying, more complex 
sort of affair. Nearly every hotly contested 
Boston mayoral, gubernational and con- 
gressional race of the past decade has 
featured undercover agents, double 
agents, faked documents, erroneous 
rumors, set-up scandals, and leaks to the 
press. 

Sometimes these actions can drive a 
candidate right out of the race. In 1970, 
Governor Frank Sargent was all set to put 
State-Represenative Martin Linsky of 
Brookline on his ticket as the nominee for 
lieutenant governor. Mysteriously a 
report surfaced that Linsky had once been 
caught with a Combat Zone prostitute by 
the Boston police. There was a police 
report to back it up. It appears the whole 
affair was rigged by a Boston pol with 
good connections in prostitute circles and 
the Boston police department. To help his 
good friend, State Senator John Quinlan 


of Norwood who was also seeking the spot 
on Sargent’s ticket, this pol nailed 
Linsky. 

The sordid business ended with Linsky 
stepping out of contention. Sargent did 
not go with Quinlan, though, but picked 
Don Dwight instead - partially in reaction 
to the way his original choice was done in. 

Most of the espionage is aimed at the 
defeat of a candidate. To this day, no one 
is quite sure who rigged the arrest of Cam 
Kerry, brother of Congressional candidate 
John, and another Kerry campaign aide 
during last fall’s elections. There were too 
many calls in the night, too many coin- 
cidences, however, for it to have been 
anything but a set-up deal. That the press 
learned of the two Kerry workers’ arrest 
on charges of breaking into another can- 
didate’s headquarters almost before the 
police did bears out the suspicious nature 
of the affair. And it did hurt Kerry, 
probably enough to account for Paul 
Cronin’s small margin of victory in 
November. 

' Most campaign spies - like Thomas - 
dea! in information: sources of can- 
didate’s money, schedules, major plans, 
strategy. Some of the information is 
useful but hardly crucial. The cream of all 
information is the kind that can be fed to 
the press or used to generate damaging 
rumors. Releasing the word that half of 


Boston’s city employees were working on 
taxpayers’ time for Kevin White in the 
1970 gubernational race is an example. 
And Thomas’ “facts” on Hicks’ nursing 
home and real estate holdings in 1972 is 
yet another. 

Thomas works at high levels. He 
receives good pay from the candidate he is 
nominally working for and another bundle 
from the candidate he is really working 
for. Unlike some spies he tends to work for 
“white hats” and does not work the “‘dou- 
ble agent” game: working as an aide to 
one candidate, spying for another and 
then either reporting on both to a third or 
feeding false informatibn to the pol who 
originally employed him as a spy. 

Thomas says there is only one cam- 
paign spy better than he: a young woman, 
relatively new to the business, who uses 
sex to get the information she needs. “‘She 
can get more personal stuff, you know,” 
Thomas says. The woman also works in 
state government as a result of her good 
deeds. Like Thomas she will go back into 
the spy business in 1974. Both have some 
deals already lined up. 

There has been a great deal of talk from 
both Republicans and Democrats about 
how the Watergate is not indicative of the 
true nature of American politics. That 
may be true for some of those doing the 
talking - Senator Philip Hart of Michigan, 
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for example - but for most, it is not. Dick 
Nixon was playing espionage games long 
before the Watergate: his original attacks 
on Helen Douglas in 1948, his double- 
dealing of presidential candidate Earl 
Warren in 1952 and the “Democrats for 
Nixon” front organization he, H.R. 
Haldeman, Casper Weinberger, Maurice 
Stans and others ran in 1962 when he lost 
the California gubernatorial race to Pat 
Brown. 

Lyndon Johnson won his first senatorial 
race under suspicious circumstances - an 
incident which gave him the name 
“Landslide Lyndon” - and his operatives 
raised hell with Barry Goldwater’s cam- 
paign in 1964. Political prankster Dick 
Tuck has always raised hell with some 
candidate, usually Nixon. The 1960 
Presidential election was won on the basis 
of wide-spread voting fraud in Texas, 
Illinois and elsewhere. On that occasion, 
the FBI almost stepped in and blew the 
whistle but were stopped - or so it is said - 
hy Richard Nixon. 

Corruption in government - whether it 
be for personal profit or electoral victory - 
has always been with us. Watergate may 
be worse only because of the government 
agencies involved. The only real 
difference between this scandal and what 
has gone on in other elections is, as 
Thomas says, “the idiots got caught.” 


No Show for Quinn 


Attorney General Robert Quinn 
gathered some of the faithful (and un- 
faithful, too) at the Sidney Hills Country 
Club for a little drink and talk. Quinn in- 
vited all the town Democratic committee 
members from Waltham, Needham, 
Newton, Weston and Wellsley to the af- 
fair but only 150 or 200 people showed. Of 
the 35 members of the Weston town com- 
mittee, for example, only five came out to 
drink Quinn’s booze and listen to his 
gubernatorial rap. And one of those was 
Quinn staffer Richard Caples of the emi- 
nent domain division. Quinn managed to 
impress almost no one in attendance. His 
speech was a bland call for party unity, 
sprinkled with references to how he 
jumped on George McGovern’s 


bandwagon before Mike Dukakis. That 
was as close as he came to actually cam- 
paigning. He did, however, gladhand a lot 


and chatted briefly with most of those on 
hand. Those on hand, incidentally, in- 
cluded Secretary of State John Davoren, 
at least 20 members of Quinn’s legal staff 
and a number of receptionists and 
secretaries from the AG’s office who serv- 
ed as greeters and so forth. All in all it was 
a poor show, though, and one Quinn 
staffer was heard to mutter: “Jeez, we 
gotta do better than this.” +s 


going to talk will now clam up. The man 
who leaked the info on the investigation 
was FinCom member Henry Wynn, a 
friend unto several of the School Com- 
mitteemen.

No Openings 


_ The legislature is playing fast and loose 
with the concept of open meetings. First, 
State Administration Committee Chair- 
man John Long (D-Fall River) sent a 
Republican open committee meeting 
proposal out in a study package that 
otherwise consisted of state construction 
bills. When Long was caught by Represen- 
tative Jay Healy, one sponsor of the bill, 
and The Globe, he claimed it was a 
clerical error and hustled off to find an 
obliging clerk in the House Clerk’s office 
to support his story. Now the bill has dis- 
appeared completely. Another bill to open 
all legislative committee meetings to the 
public has been languishing in the Joint 
Rules Committee since the session began. 
That measure has now been quietly 
shipped off to House Rules, a committee 
which does not have to report on every bill 
referred to it. The legislative leadership 
clearly does not want any open meeting 
bill to come up for a floor vote since 
pressure would be great to pass such a 
measure. 


Victim 


The Democratic victim of the 
Watergate may be Senator Ted Kennedy, 
the leading 1976 presidential hopeful. The 
press — notably the Associated Press and 
New York Magazine — are finally putting 
in print what politicians have been saying 
for quite a while: Kennedy, with Chap- 
paquiddick in his background, is not a 
candidate who could make good use of the 
Watergate affair in 1976. ‘“‘How,” said one 
Congressman recently, ‘‘can he yell 
about morality in government with what 
happened with Chappaquiddick?” Cer- 
tainly, as a perceptive piece in the April 
Washington Monthly notes, Kennedy 
stepped back from Watergate when he 
headed the original investigating com- 
mittee last fall. Just as certainly, 
Kennedy now plans to run. He told a 
leading local money man just that within 


the last month. He is reportedly aware, 


though, that — if the Repubs put up some 
sort of Mr. Clean in 1976 — Watergate 
could boomerang on him; making him a 
victim of the scandal.

And New Boston Television (Channel 
38) got $72,200 back from the city in 1969. 
That station’s controller said the refund 
was due to an incorrect tax billing. 

The now defunct Herald Traveler 
applied for abatements every year from 
1965 through 1970, according to records 
filed at the state’s Appellate Tax Board. 
Whether or not the Herald got any money 
is unclear: the applications for refunds 
were withdrawn in 1972, the year the 
paper died. 

That the requests were withdrawn 
doesn’t mean there were no abatements 
granted The Herald. Most abatement 
cases never get to the state’s Tax Board. 
They are most often worked out with the 
Assessing Department or after piling up 
for a few years, settled just before the 
Tax Board gets around to them. 

A spokesman for the new Herald 
American, which is housed in the old 
Herald building at 300 Harrison Ave., 
said he had “nothing to say about proper- 
ty tax assessments or abatements” and 
would not authorize the paper’s lawyer to 
discuss it. 

The Boston Globe has not applied for 
an abatement for the last five years, ac- 
cording to available city and state 
records. But the tv station in which The 
Globe has a ten percent interest has 
applied. 

Raymond Rajewski, the business 
manager for Kaiser-Globe Broadcasting 
(WKBG-TV, Channel 56), said last week 
that the city was on the verge of granting 
abatements to the station for 1971 and 
’72. He would not disclose the figures. 


Soaring Abatements 


The yearly figure on abatements 
granted in Boston has jumped from $10 
million in 1967, the year before Mayor 
Kevin White arrived at City Hall, to $21 
million last year. While the Mayor’s 
attempts to control the climbing tax rate, 
now at $196 per $1000 evaluation, have 
received substantial coverage -in the 
Boston media, the growing abatement 
problem has not. 

Larry Perera, former chairman of the 
Boston Finance Commission (Fin Com), 
the city’s watchdog agency, feels that the 
media have had much too little to say 
about the city’s assessing system in 
general. 


“This whole problem has not received — 


the attention from the media it deserves,” 


said Mr. Perera in a recent interview. “In 
fact, I think there’s been an erosion of 
media coverage on this over the last two 
years.” 

And it’s not as if the media have had 
nothing to sink their teeth into. 

Two years ago this July the Fin Com 
released a major study blasting the 
Assessing Department and its methods 
for determining property values. ' 

It was not the first study involving 
Boston’s assessing system. A 1965 study 
by two Harvard professors revealed that 
the city evaluated homes in Hyde Park 
and West Roxbury at about 34 percent of 
their real value, downtown property at

Chicago consulting firm, the study is 281 
pages long and cost the city about $35,- 
000. 

The report found the Assessing Depart- 
ment inefficient and disorganized and 
called for its immediate restructuring. 

The report found, for example, that the 
department has trouble simply com- 
municating with other departments 
within City Hall. In 1968, said the study, 
the Building Department found $179 
million of new taxable construction 
within the city while the Assessing 
Department found only $22 million. 

More significantly, the report said, 
“The city relies far too much on property 
taxes for its revenue,” and then declared, 


to indicate request for tax abatements. 


“There is no equity in Boston under the 
current svstem of assessments. 
abatements and exemptions.” 

Boston assessors, the study found. use 
at least seven different “methods” to 
determine the value of a property. One of 
these “methods” is the highest assessed 
value possible “before the taxpaver com- 
plains or absolutely refuses to pay the tax. 


The study said that abatements should 
be granted “‘only where it is demonstrated 
that appraisals do not follow accepted 
procedures.” 

“An abatement should not follow from 
a process where an assessor, having 
‘guessed’ once, is requested by the tax- 
payer to ‘guess again, only lower,’” said 
the report. 

The_report recommended that the 
Assessing Department maintain a weekly 
list of abatements granted, as well as the 
names of lawyers representing each tax- 
payer who won an abatement, and that 
the list be open to public scrutiny. 

The report doesn’t say why the list of 
lawyers is a good idea. But the reeommen- 
dation seems to respond to charges that.a 
select group of lawyers favored by the 
White administration are particularly 
successful in getting abatements for their 
clients. 


Gathering Dust 


Embroiled in a re-election campaign at 
the time of the study’s release in Julv of 
"71, Boston Mayor Kevin White promised 
fast action. 

“This one,” said the Mayor, “will not 
be put on the shelf to gather dust.” 

It was an empty promise. Now twenty- 
two months since therrelease of the Jacobs 
Report and fourteen months since the 
completion of a followup report requested 
by the Mayor, only two of the report’s 
recommendations have been im- 
plemented: 1) a three-year hold on an 
abatement once granted and 2) changing 
pre-construction tax deals with big com- 
panies to what is called a “constant 
valuation formula.” 

The first change means that once an 
abatement is granted, it stays in effect for 
three years unless there are changes on 
the property. In the past, even if a proper- 
ty habitually received abatements, the 
city kept the ‘old‘assessment on the books, 
thus artificially inflating the tax base. 

The second essentially rewrites many of 
the city’s tax deals with big corporations. 


= In the past many of them paid a set tax 


figure every year, even as the tax rate 
soared. Now they pay a percentage figure 


‘that fluctuates with the tax rate. 


But the two major recommendations of 
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the Jacobs Report — the reorganization of 
the Assessing Department and the 
development of a uniform evaluation 


- svstem — remain totally neglected to 


date. 

“We've absolutely gone on the rocks,” 
said former Fin Con head Larry Perera, 
who also headed the mayor’s followup 
committee. “We (the followup com- 
mittee) filed an ordinance with the City 
Council sometime last spring on 
reorganizing the department. As far as I 
know, it’s still bottled up in committee.” 

In fact, the ordinance is dead. It was of- 
ficially filed with last year’s Council by 
the Mavor, died at the Council’s last ses- 
sion, and has not been resubmitted this 
vear. 

Scared Stiff 

**( Assessing Commr. Theodore) 
Anzalone isn’t about to start reorganiza- 
tion without an ordinance,” said Mr. 
Perera. “I think he’s heen advised it 
would cause a lot of civil service 
problems.” 

But the resistance to change 
demonstrated by assessing department 
emplovees pales before the city’s fear of 
the other major Jacobs recommendation: 
a new set of appraisal standards for the ci- 
tv. 

“In the first place,’ said Perera, 
“thev're not capable of it. Partly because 
of the constant crisis situation they face 
(in the assessing department), partly 


-because of their general lack of training, 


they don’t have the capacity to do this 
themselves.” ‘What this recommenda- 


- tion means in effect.” said Perera, “is that 


everv goddamn property in the city has to 
be revalued.” 

The -prospect that a court might order 
such a city-wide re-evaluation on the 
hasis of a citizens’ suit terrifies the ad- 
ministration. 

“The citv is scared stiff of a ten- 
taxpayers’ suit,”’ said Perera. “Anzalone 
says privately at least that the possibility 
of such a suit is the greatest danger.” 

The most recent such suit, brought by 
residents of a new condominium at 180 
Beacon St., was settled out of court. 

“If vou look at this in terms of poker,” 
said Perera, “‘all the chips are held by the 
Assessing Commissioner.” 

“And what you really have now,” he 
said, “‘is the city striking bargains — and I 
don’t think that’s an unfair term uo use — 
with the different constituencies.” 

‘When you get right down to it,” he 
said, “the way the taxes are distributed in 
the city may be the heart of it all. There 
may be a rough equity in the present dis- 
tribution, since the guy with income- 
producing property is generally hit harder 
than the average homeowner.” 

“But the system is undesirable,” said 
Perera, “It has every possibility of 
abuse.”

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TRAP and TRASH Everett Land lords

When Steve Balyosian says there’s 
nothing in Everett—‘‘no legal aid, no 
community action, nothing” — he’s talk- 
ing about the side of Everett he knows 
best: the city’s poor. And he knows he’s 
wrong. 

For a great deal has been happening 
among Everett’s poor people lately, and 
in one way or another, Balyosian has been 
involved. 

In the last month and a half, one of the 
city’s slumlords who tried to evict his 
tenants for withheld rent money was 
ordered in court to make repairs, another 
was faced with a partial rent strike, and 
the city’s Board of Health was ordered to 
open up its inspection records to the 
public. 

A resident of the city for just eight 
months, Balyosian has been not - too - far 
- behind - the - scenes on each of the three 
affairs. 

A twenty-eight year old Everett welfare 
worker, Balyosian uses his spare time to 
double as a tenants’ organizer. Getting 
literature from Urban Planning Aid in 
Cambridge and legal help from the New 


~ England School of Law, he’s been 


successful in organizing small ad hoc 
tenants’ groups largely made up of welfare 
recipients.. 

Most of those Balyosian’s organized live 
near the Line, the section of Everett 
closest to the Boston border. The Line’s 
housing stock is old and generally well 
kept up. 

But there are pockets of poverty in and 
around the Line, people living in substan- 
dard housing, the fringes of what the 
city’s Chamber of Commerce calls the 
city’s supply of “plentiful, loyal, local per- 
sonnel” who help keep the cost of doing 
business “‘relatively low.” 

And the tenants’ groups Balyosian has 
helped put together, with the unlikely 


names of TRAP and TRASH, are based’ 


around there. 

TRASH—Tenants Rebelling Against 
Slum Housing—is the newest of the two. 
It’s a one building group (24-30 West 
Street), and so far has limited its actions 
to withholding the second recent rent in- 
crease asked for by landlord Nepolay 
Epemon. 

The building contains a highly visible 
hazard: on the top floor of the back porch, 
you can kick the wall and watch the out- 
side wall jump a good four inches. - 

TRAP—Tenants Rebelling Against

March 30 when Malden District Court 
judge Maurice Flynn ruled that rent 
money TRAP had withheldshouldbe used 
for needed repairs. 

TRAP consists of four persons living in 
buildings owned by Felice Palmitesta at 
30-32 School Street and 45-47A Everett 
Street. Three of the four are on welfare. 

The rundown condition of Palmitesta’s 
buildings is beyond question. Last Oc- 
tober 12 a nine-month old child crawled 
up to a broken stairway railing at 30 
School St. and fell three floors. 

“This apartment block,” wrote the first 
cop on the scene in his report, ‘is another 
one of the most dangerous pieces of 
property that is allowed to house human 
beings. I strongly suggest this entire block 
be examined for the existing hazardous 
condition it is on.” 

But if the city’s Board of Health ever 
inspected the buildings, they weren’t 
talking. Although a representative of the 
stateboard showed up in court March 30 
to testify to the buildings’ shabbiness, the 
city sent no one and refused to make 
public its records. 

The tenants fought that too and in a 
court ruling in late April, forced the city 
‘to open its files to public scrutiny. There 
was a-hitch: the judge signed the wrong 
order and has vet to be given the right 
one, though no problems expected. 

Even with the success of TRAP, the 
creation of TRASH and organizing begin- 
ning among black tenants in another 
building at 16 Arlington St., Balyosian 
recognizes the need for the tenants to 
assume more of the organizing load. 

“That,” he says, “has gotta happen or 
all this won’t mean too much-”

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Robert Quinn: He Rose on Lucky Breaks

The ancient Greeks were fascinated by 
the spectre of brilliant gifts turning 
against their owners, men betrayed by 


their very excellence, whose pride in and 


reliance on their great abilities led first to 
overwhelmingly success and then to being 
overwhelmed. We have many parallels in 
our own era: John Kennedy, surrounding 
himself with aides so bright their very 
brains made them stupid, or Haldemann 
and Erlichman, who raised loyalty to such 
a pitch that they destroyed both the ob- 
ject of it and themselves. 

But there is still a closer example of 
that classic irony: the coming crisis in the 
career of our own Attorney General, 
Robert H. Quinn. It is a large story, and 
while the thread of mediocrity runs too 
near the surface to attract a truly 
Aeschylean talent, more than enough 
fascination remains to absorb the political 
sportswriters of the State House for the 
next sixteen months. The hill to repeal 
the state convention, recently rushed 
through both branches of the legislature 
hy strongly partisan votes, signalled the 
first act in this drama. It was everywhere 
recognized as such; chairs are being 
drawn up and settled into, perspectives 
honed, issues beaten into shape. 

At the most profound level, as our 
junior league Restons will remark, writing 
and rewriting each other over the next 


' year, the politics of the state is clearly go- 


ing through a profound transformation. 
The Stevenson-McCarthy-McGovern 
liberals have lost their earlier conviction 
that the only decent subjects for a 
political gentleman are those which 
appear in the New York Times Sunday 
Magazine. Whether it was Nixon, or the 
acute embarrassment of seeing the in- 
different and occasionally catastrophic 
results which proceeded on a federal level 
from the most cherished liberal programs, 
or perhaps the responsiveness of the 
legislature to bills the Prison Reform law 
or the Shea Vietnam Challenge Act, their 
attention has now become focused on 
state government. For the first time they 
have developed their own candidate for 
governor, a man who gives every evidence 
that his highest pleasure is settling into a 
good six hour rap on school building 
assistance programs. His name is 
Dukakis, and his most significant 
achievement to date has been the spon- 
sorship of the nation’s first no-fault auto 
insurance law. Since then he has brought 
his image as the most thoroughly decent 
voung man in America to such a lustre, 
such a glossy polish, that it is next to im- 
possible to guess whether there is any 
blood left to him at all. This is the man 
who seems more and more likely to be 
brought, by an army of ten thousand 
Volkswagons, into the Governor’s chair, 
and, in the process, putting an end to the 
remarkable and unlikely career of Bob 
Quinn. 

Quinn was elected to the House in 1956 
from Ward 13 (Savin Hill, Uphams 
Corner, Columbia Point) in Dorchester. 
His service in the House over the next six 
vears seems to have been relatively 
placid; certainly it left no mark still visi- 
ble from 1973. A Rep from Dorchester is 
expected to emphasize constituent ser- 
vice: jobs. housing, problems with the 
utilities and the state agencies, and

Quinn, one assumes, busied himself with 
that kind of casework. In 1962 one of the 
epic battles in the history of the House 
erupted. Speaker John Thompson, the 
“Tron Duke of Ludlow” barely managed to 
retain his leadership position in a six 
ballot struggle between the forces of the 
newly elected Governor and Senator 


‘(Peabody and Kennedy) and, briefly put, 


the forces accustomed to Thompson’s per- 
sonal style of business. Quinn, in a 
characteristically bold stroke, decided to 
stick with Thompson, and when the 
smoke cleared, found himself rewarded 
with ‘a position in leadership, Majority 
Whip, second in line from the 
Speakership. Thompson was indicted in 
the Small Loans Case in 1965 and died. 
The man he had appointed, Majority 
Leader, John Davoren, turned out to be a 
disaster as the new Speaker (though he 
helped push the Racial Imbalance Law 
through) and in 1967 Davoren retired to a 
sinecure as the Secretary of State. Quinn 
became Speaker. It was difficult to judge 
his ability in this position since he was ill 
for a vear, and his Majority Leader, David 
Bartley, was running the House in fact. 
Then Nixon was elected, Richardson was 
summoned to Washington, and Quinn 
was elevated by the House to the Attorney 
General’s post. In 1970 the Repubs ran an 
unknown against him. Quinn waged a 
quiet campaign and won re-election large- 


lv from the reflexively Democratic vote. 


that goes to any Democrat whose personal 
ethics the Republicans have been unable 
to persuasively defame. 


Lucky Breaks 


In short. Bob Quinn has risen through a 
series of incredibly lucky breaks which 
have involved little more effort on his part 
than a decision to keep his mouth shut 
and let the system take care of him. His 


one expertise has been an acute sensitivi- 
ty to the party machinery, its pressure 
points, and its needs. Outside that protec- 
tive ring Quinn has made no impact 
whatever. When one reflects on the fact 
that Quinn has been the highest. ranking 
Democrat in the state for four years (and 
Speaker for two years before that) and has 
yet made no impact on the mass of the 
state’s voters, and when one adds to this 
the memory of the reputations that his 
predecessors—Richardson, Brooke, 
McCormack—were able to amass for 
themselves, despite, in the first two cases, 
of having to share the spotlight with a 
Governor of their own party, one grasps 
how truly ineffectual a political leader 
Bob Quinn is. If he has one gift at all it is 
at recognizing opportunities that come up 
within the party and seizing them. 

And it is this expertise, this gift, that is 
now betraying him. Quinn gives every 
appearance of knowing what a mediocre 
image he projects. He has spent a small 
fortune on image advice, on his clothes 
and on TV coaching. And yet, whenever 
he appears on TV he still seems as un- 
natural and uncomfortable as a beached 
whale: inarticulate, insincere and _ ner- 
vous. If he had his preference, one 
suspects, he would choose to cling onto 
the Attorney General’s seat. It is by no 
means an insubstantial job, and _ his 
chances of continuing in it are far better 
than of overcoming first Dukakis and then 
Sargent in the gubernatorial race. 

But his party—or at least Quinn’s wing 
of the party—needs him now. Dukakis, it 
is widely suspected, has little more in- 
terest in the Democratic party than in the 
East Boston High School Booster’s Club. 
Were he elected, the regulars fear, they 
might be even more shut out of guber- 
natorial councils than they are now. 
Quinn is all they have; were he to refuse to 
make this race his standing would suffer 


in the only circles where it is high. So he 
has inched out of his office and is shaking 
hands at party functions around the state; 
that is one sign, and the other is that he 
has just moved to abolish the party con- 
vention, paradoxically, it would seem, 
since, as we all know, the convention is 
the arena of the party bosses. 

The convention members are elected 
from the town and ward party com- 
mittees, which are, in turn elected two 
years previously. The candidates are often 
public employees who hope that a seat on 
the delegation will give them some 
bargaining power with which to further 
their careers. It is a hope that is seldom 
realized. The committees themselves are 
essentially a withered governing ap- 
paratus; theoretically they could be used 
to channel favors and services and com- 
munications from the leader downward 
and return campaign funds, high tur- 
nouts, and high registrations upward. In 
Chicago they still serve this function; 
Massachusetts has had some famous 
ward leaders in its day, of which the most 
well-known was Martin Lomansey, 
roughly contemporaneous with Curley. 

But they-are largely vestigial now. “If 
all the ward and town committee 
members were to die in the next hour,” 
observed Barney Frank, “the Com- 
monwealth could not be expected to 
detect that fact for well into the next 
year,” All candidates build up their own 
organizations to perform the fund-raising 
and vote-getting. functions of the town, 
and ward committees; favors and services 
flow, via the miracle of modern com- 
munications, directly from the office- 
holders. If intermediaries are needed at 
all they exist within the offices of the state 
politicians.

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the members of these committees is to 
listen to candidates for state offices who 
come and ask them for their votes at the 
convention. Hardly a candidate has ever 
made these rounds who does not feel this 
is a lot of Mickey Mouse. The committee 
members famously make lavish promises 
to anyone who walks through their door 
and arrive at the convention pledged to 
three different people. Further, because 
they tend to be civil servants, or in the 
family of civil servants, they are 
vulnerable to the first squeeze from can- 
didates with a line to their paycheck. This 
lends the delegates the mallability of silly 
putty. Sargent, after seeing long lines of 
delegates in connection with a power play 
at the 1970 Republican convention, open- 
ed the doors of his office and motioned to 
the reporters standing outside. “You guys 
ever see a floor three inches deep in 
delegates’ balls?” he asked, a broad grin 
on his face. 

Quinn and his legislative allies, Bartley 
and Harrington, say they want to abolish 
the convention because the nominating 
process is now too long and expensive; the 
Democrats exhaust their energy and 
money long before the November election. 
Since the primary obviously cannot be 
abolished the convention should go. As far 
as it goes this is perfectly accurate, but 
there is another way of stating the same 

_ proposition, and that is that defeat in the 
convention is a plus in the primary. For 
decades Democratic candidates have 
looked on the convention as the next thing 
to a no-lose proposition; if their can- 
didacies were not boosted by winning it 
they were boosted almost as much by los- 
ing it. They then ran their campaign on a 
man-against-the-machine platform, 
harvesting the hostility toward the pols 
which is, in this state, never far from flash 
point. 

In previous primaries, when White ran 
against the Senate President, Donohue, 
and won, or, in 1966 when Collins and 
Furcolo ran against Peabody and Bellotti 
and lost, this issue could not emerge in 


the single main theme. But Quinn knows 
full well that Dukakis, had he the power 
to design the whole system so as to max- 
imize his chances, could do no better 
than to go into the primaries crying that 
he’d been jobbed by the back-room boys. 
Quinn, who looks as though the only time 
he leaves the back room is to take a leak 
and knows it, has, rationally enough, 
decided that the convention has to go. 
The risk of winning it is too great. 


Biased Primary 


That decision leaves certain distinct 
problems in its wake. An open primary is 
biased towards men (and women) whose 
names have been built up by the Boston- 
based media (especially the TV stations) 
or by holding state-wide office. One can 
depend on four out of the five members of 
the Boston School Committee running in 
every election from now on. An open 
primary is Louise Day Hicks’ kind of race, 
and it is not out of the question that she 
could win the Democratic nomination for 
Governor with, say, 28 percent of the vote. 
A convention is inherently sensitive to 
questions like balancing the ticket and at- 
tracting independent voters: an open 
primary is blind and is likely to yield, at 
some point, tickets that would only be 
joked about at a convention. Farther, if 
reconciliation is the object, the primary is 
still only six weeks from the general elec- 
tion; convention or no, primaries still 
generate intra-party wounds—this one es- 
pecially will—and six or seven weeks 
leaves little time either to recharge the 
party coffers or to defuse bruised feelings. 
The legislative leaders refuse to move the 
date back to June, because, they say, that 
would put the campaign right in the mid- 
dle of budget hearings. Legislators could 
not be expected to give attention to both. 
Aside from the observation, admittedly 
flippant, that the budget might profit 
from this. neglect, that assertion 
emphasizes the identity the leaders feel 
exists. between the party and the 


legislature; the interests of non-legislative 
Democrats in a strong party are secon- 
dary. Indeed the State Democratic Com- 
mittee requested the leadership to hold 
off passage of convention abolition for a 
month. Three days later Bartley brought 
up abolition for a vote. 

There is also the problem of a party 
platform. Quinn and the leadership feel 
that a platform is as useful to a campaign 
as the ritual that the loser issue a conces- 
sion statement: it looks good, it gets a lit- 
tle more space in the papers, but it 
doesn’t change a thing. There is a debate 
on this. (“All last summer,” a worker 
recalls, ““Droney’s people would call me 
up and ask me to work for them. I had a: 
copy of the platform there, which, if you 
remember, was pretty far left. All I said 
was ‘I’m a good Democrat and I stand 
behind our platform. Does Droney?’ and 
that was that. The platform is something 
to pin on the politicians, and since issue 
types write it, which in the Democratic 
party means liberal types, it gradually 
pushes them further left.’”” But whatever 
the impact the platform is a symbol to 
issue oriented people; academics, cause- 
carriers, and all those Democrats whose 
pleasure is six hard issues and a warmbeer. 
They feel it helps make their ideas respec- 
table. If it is abolished Dukakis is bound 
to seize the process for himself. He will. 
hold hearings all over the state, garnering 
publicity wherever he goes, and playing 
the chairman role from The Advocates 
which he does so well. 

It is extraordinary to see the signs that 
the system, which Quinn has, all his life, 
prided himself on his mastery of, begin- 
ning to turn, at least in small ways, 
against him. He is blaming the conven- 
tion system, now, and railing against the 
politics of imagery which he fears will do 
him in. But the real problem Bob Quinn 
faces lies deeper than the convention or 
that he is cursed with a face that looks 
like a balloon from which air had been es- 
caping all night. He is a man who has 
worked to deliver results, specific ser- 


vices, specific favors, all his life. Quiet 
possibly any member of the reading 
public of the Boston Phoenix might call 
Quinn up and ask, him to find them a 
cheap apartment, or a job, or to do 
something about the noisy trucks on the 
street, and find him solicitous and 
reasonably helpful. His training in the 
system was a Rep from Dorchester and his 
skill at absorbing that training, and his 
luck, has served him well. 

But the public, for whatever mysterious 
reason, seems to fear Governors with a 
reputation for doing favors. All one needs 
to do is to run down the list of winners in 
the general and primary elections of the 
last decade. In almost every case a 
Peabody will beat a Collins, a Richardson 
will beat a Bellotti. What is considered 
the most valuable single attribute for a 
state Rep is a distinct flaw in a Governor. 
The reason for this may lie in the simple 
common sense that men like this drive 
taxes up, or it may lie in something 
deeper, some urge to invest the office of 
Governor with a respect that is impossible 
to give a man who says he would be 
delighted to pick up your dry cleaning and 
write your son a reference. Certainly 
Dukakis radiates a subtle conviction that 
he will insist, as his first act on assuming 
office, that it be made a crime to ap- 
proach the Governor and ask for a job. He 
is running on a promise to insult 
whomever looks to him for patronage, and 
the public, whatever doubts they might 
harbor about the realism of such an ap- 
proach, seem willing to indulge 
themselves to the extent of a vote. 

What we have discussed here might 
well be submerged by a new flood of 
events. Quinn might find something sor- 
did in Dukakis’ background; or he might 
make a breakthrough in the public’s con- 
sciousness of him. But for the moment 
Quinn appears to be the Commonwealth’s 
George McGovern; a man whose mastery 
of party machinery has brought him both 
amazing success and to a point where all 
is downhill. 


Judge Jerome Troy 
Gets His Day in Court

_ Jerome P. Troy’s long-awaited 
Day in Court has provided only 
one real surprise so far: it’s been 
brief. 

For a proceeding that was ex- 
pected in some quarters to last 
up to a month, the end now 
appears in sight after a mere 
week. It could come this Mon- 
dav, May 21, when the presiding 
justice of the Dorchester Court 
himself is scheduled to take the 
stand. 

Before a panel of judges, from 
the state’s Supreme Judicial 
Court (SVC), Trov faces charges 
that he: : 

-gave false testimony under 
oath and altered records, 

-used court officers for his own 
purposes, 

-unlawfully diverted ‘“‘proper- 
ty devoted to charitable pur- 
poses” 

-and was guilty in many in- 
stances of judicial misconduct. 

The charges could lead to © 
Trov'’s disbarment. They were 
filed in April by attorneys Rav- 
mond Young and James D. St. 
Clair of the Boston Bar Associa- 
tion, the SJC-appointed lawyers,

remain angry, antiwar veterans. On April 
22, the VVAW national steering com- 


mittee voted to add the Winter Soldier 


Organization (WSO) name and activities 
to their own. The new organization will 
recognize the work of non-veterans af- 
filiated with it. At a press conference last 
Thursday, Jack Tracey (Co-Regional 
Coordinator of New England VVAW) 
gave a general outline of investigations 


they will begin work on soon, including 


probes into the use of nuclear weapons, 
the intelligence system, and the Veterans’ 
Administration (VA). 

Tracey also presented demands of un- 


conditional amnesty to be extended to 


“all military resisters (so called deserters) 
and draft resisters in exile or underground 
in the U.S.; all people who are or have 
been in civilian and military prisons, or 
those who are sought for prosecution 
because of their opposition to the war — 
this includes a clearing of their records; 
the more than half a million veterans with 
less than honorable discharges.’’ 

Several local groups, including the In- 
dochina Peace Campaign, American 
Friends Service Committee, and Clergy 
and Laity Concerned, will be working 
together on a program calling for amnes- 
ty. They intend to make it clear that the 
60,000 to 100,000 anti-war exiles, ap- 
proximately 200,000 underground 
resisters, thousands in jail, and over 500,- 
000 vets with less than honorable dis- 
charges are not criminals.

Mayor White after an intensive 
lobbying effort recently. ABCD 
managed to keep its precarious 
independence from City Hall 
although mayoral aid Ira 
Jackson wanted to drive a tough 
bargain and make the grant con- 
ditional on ABCD tying in its 
operations with the various little 
city halls. Another mayoral aide, 
Peter Robinson, who advises 
White on community relations, 
came to the rescue. 

Now ABCD officials are busy 
trying to win over the City Coun- 
cil to approve the grant. If the 
grant is approved Boston and 
Mayor White will be the first to 
grant local funds to continue a 
federal poverty program. 

The Council will be a tough 
nut. 


Honeywell Campaign 


“On the battlefield of the 
future, enemy forces will be 
located, tracked and targeted 
almost instantaneously, through 
the use of data links, computer 
assisted intelligence evaluation 
and automated fire control.” — 
General William Westmoreland, 
quoted in The Other Annual 
Report. 

The “automated battlefield,” 
as it’ is now known, is made 
possible by the efforts of large 
U.S. corporations which develop 
anti-personnel weaponry used to 
annihilate hundreds of 
thousands of Indochinese. 
Honeywell, the ‘other computer 
company,” has worked on such 
projects as the Wide Area Anti- 
Personnel Mine (WAAPM) and 
the ‘gravel’ mine. Honeywell 
also developed the cluster bomb 
units (CBU), “anti-personnel 
bombs which burst into tiny 
fragments on detonation.” 

As part of the national Clergy 
and Laity Concerned (CALC) 
sponsored Honeywell Campaign, 
the local Boston area group has 
recently published The Other 
Annual Report, a serious look at 
Honeywell’s anti-personnel 

‘weapons production during 
1972. This horrifyingly gripping, 
25 page booklet contains short 
articles such as “The Other 
Bomb Company,’’ ‘‘How 
Honeywell Sells Itself,’’ “The 
Honeywell Campaign,’’ and 
paragraphs on the history of 


Honeywell’s military produc- 
tion. 

The collective authors have 
done careful research noting 
sources such as Commerce 
Business Daily (a U.S. govern- 
ment publication), Air Force 
magazine, Armed Forces Jour- 
nal, and even the Wall Street 
Journal, Fortune, and Business 
Week: The local Honeywell 
Campaign does much of its own 
research but also receives infor- 
mation from NEAR (New 
England Action Research) at the 
Cambridge American Friends 
Service Committee, NARMIC 
(National Action Research on 
the Military-Industrial 


‘ Complex) in Philadelphia, and. 


from inside Honeywell itself. 

In April of 1972, national 
CALC decided to sponsor the 
Honeywell Campaign, an idea 
which grew out of the five year 
old Honeywell Project in 
Minneapolis. Because that Pro- 
ject has always put more 
emphasis on organizing blue 
collar production line workers, 
the locally-written Other Report 
is the first such literature on 
Honeywell. 

The Report is aimed at educa- 
tion toward action. Although it 
-is an excellent resource in study- 
ing Honeywell’s complicity in 
the Indochina war, it is also full 
of examples of results of the 
direct action corporate cam- 
paign, such as the refusal of the 
faculty of Albert Einstein 
College of Medicine (Yeshiva 
University) to use Honeywell 
equipment as long as Honeywell 
continues to manufacture anti- 
personnel weapons. More recent- 
ly, on March 29, the Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, City Council, under 
the urgings of the Ann Arbor 
Interfaith Council for Peace, 
voted six to four in favor of 
boycotting Honeywell products. 
The Report also includes ad- 
dresses for information on the 
military-industrial complex, 
suggestions on anti-Honeywell 
action, and more general 
suggestions for using the 
Honeywell Campaign as a model 
for further corporate campaigns.

what lay behind the humor: “I know you 
lesbians, you’re all alike, all you want to 
do is to get me in bed.” “Oh you're so 
‘masculine’, why can’t you be pretty and 
feminine like me?” “This is Sally, she’s 
our lesbian-in-residence.” The more vocal 
I became in asserting the relevance of 
lesbianism to feminism, the more I felt 
humored, indulged, and insulted and ig- 
nored politically. Finally, I confided my 
outrage to a friend in the organization 
who asked me if the reason I was acting so 
‘“‘hung-up”’ and ‘‘defensive’’ about 
lesbianism was because I was having trou- 
ble accepting my sexual identity. I replied 
that it was everybody else who had trou- 
ble accepting my sexual identity and that 
if I had been more vocal about the issue 
lately, it was because of a growing un- 
derstanding of the realities of lesbian op- 
pression since my “gay-is-groovy”’ days. I 
was responding to a sociological pattern 
that was becoming more and more ob- 
vious to me, not to some psychological in- 
adequacy on my part. The conversation 
disiurbed me enormously; her attitude 
reminded me of the psychiatrist who 
perpetrates the System by calling all 
attempts at change and rebellion 
“maladjustment.” 

I have sensed a tendency i in the straight 
woman to try to define the ‘‘correct” 
behavior for lesbians in terms of feminist 
ideology. “Role-playing” is frowned upon 


because it is considered too imitative of 


traditional heterosexual behavior. I am in 
full agreement that traditional 
male/female role-models are destructive 
to a relationship and to personal integrity. 
Bit is not up to the non-lesbian 
ob: rver to say who is “role-playing” and 


who is not. I recall my own audacity 
when, on the verge of coming out, I saw a 
lesbian couple in which one seemed dis- 
tinctly more ‘‘masculine” than the other, 
and I resolved to take it upon myself to 
“correct the sexism within the lesbian 
movement.” 

I recognize that my own experiences 
with male exploitation and forced role- 
models led me to jump to conclusions 
about the couple that I believe now were 
unfounded in truth. I also recognize the 
necessity of freeing women from ail role- 
models: that of the “perfect balance of 
male-associated and female-associated 
qualities” as well as the “masculine” and 
“feminine’”’ roles if women are to be free to 
discover our own personal combination of 
these qualities. And, most important, I 
feel that no straight feminist has the right 
(or insight) to prescribe the most per- 
sonally gratifying and politically effective 
way of being a lesbian. 

I have also sensed contempt for ‘aid dis- 
respect of lesbians who focus part of their 
political energies on providing social sanc- 
tuary for lesbians. ‘Oh, DOB,” sneered a 
sister, referring to the Daughters of 
Bilitis, the oldest and largest lesbian 
organization in the country. “They’re not 
political, they’re just a social club!” In 
the first place, it is simply not true that 
DOB is politically inactive by any defini- 
tion. Further, any feminist who un- 
derstands the revolutionary potential of 
the consciousness-raising process could 
hardly question, after a moment’s 
thought, the political value of large 
numbers of lesbians meeting together 
socially. 

The same people who consider “social 
clubbiness” frivolous are the ones who 
can’t understand why lesbians aren’t 
spending their political energies on filling 
the streets and the courts and the State 
House with masses of themselves and 
signs and banners; those who consider it 


“up-tight” to be cautious about laying 
ourselves on the line publically because 
they aren’t ashamed to be thought lesbian 
when they hold hands on the streets. We 
are, in fact, making ourselves heard 
publically, but only straight people can 
afford to be totally oblivious to the reper- 
cussions of public lesbianism. For a les- 
bian to risk the social consequences: of 
making her sexual identity known 
publically is a privilege afforded only 
those who have no job or housing or 
children to lose, or who have friends at the 
top and/or enormous support at the bot- 
tom. And, while it is important to con- 
front the general public on the issue, it is 
equally important to remind the liberal 
public that things are not as “groovy” a 
they seem and that even straight liberals’ 
“acceptance” of us is often not much 
more substantial than Nixon’s intention 
to end the war. For these reasons, I have 
chosen to sign this article 
pseudononymously. 

It is not “up-tight”’ to recognize the ex- 
tent of our oppression. What is, however, 
“up-tight” is the feeling I get frequently 
within the straight women’s movement 
that it is all right to be a lesbian political- 
ly, as long as you don’t “act like one.” 
Social needs are equated with political 
apathy, discussing your personal life is in 
bad taste, having sexual feelings is sexist. 
We are tolerated only insofar as we totally 
obliterate our sexuality from our per- 
sonalities. 

And yet, no matter how asexual we 
finally manage to make ourselves, there 
are always those who consider ‘“‘being a 
lesbian” a full-time occupation and our 
sole defining quality. Once, after 
painstakingly explaining to a straight 
woman new to the Movement that I had 
no interest in raping, molesting, or coer- 
cing her into anything, I noticed that she 
was flirting with me in much the same 
way I used to flirt with men I wanted to 


manipulate. If I had sensed that she was 
responding to who I am and not just to the 
fact that my lovers are women, I would 
not have been offended. But I felt objec- 
tified for the purpose of gratifying her sex- 
ual ego and perking up her erotic fantasies 
— that as long as I bore the “Scarlet L”’ in 
her eyes, the person I am would be invisi- 
ble to her. 

Straight women are rarely held accoun- 
table for objectifying a lesbian because it 
is assumed that they have no sexual 
motivation to do so, whereas lesbians are 
frequently under suspicion for hidden 
motives in the most innocent expression 
of affection. It is assumed that we are 
— “on the make”’ for any woman at 
all. 

I believe that much of the oppression of 
lesbians within the straight women’s 
movement is the result of a general feeling 
of discomfort about sexuality per se — a 
discomfort not unreasonable in light of 
the sexual oppression of all women. The 
value I see in straight feminists confron- 
ting the issue extends beyond political 
support for an oppressed minority, 
although that certainly is value enough to 
justify confrontation. To deal with the 
issue in a real way — to provide lesbians 
the space to be whole human beings 
within a feminist organization as well as 
to fight for our civil rights — is valuable 
politically to all women. It makes 
everyone involved aware of alternative 
life-styles. It is a rich source of learning 
about our commitment, as feminists, to 
women in a realistic way — a way that in- 
volves all the hassles of jealousy, fear, 
dependence, that are easier to hide in a 
non-sexual relationship. And it causes us 
to consider the revolutionary potential of 
complete separatism from men. 

Today, still, within the straight 
women’s movement, there are those who 
try to keep their lesbian membership a 
secret for fear of alienating new members

uality meant you were trapped in the old 
roles, and lesbianism was becoming 
Politically Correct. The pressure that 
arose out of this was subtle, at least 
among the people I met one-to-one. In 
some parts of the feminist media it was 
less subtle. Articles were coming out all 
over by lesbians accusing heterosexual 
women of being counterrevolutionary, 
consorting with the enemy, fucking over 
lesbians by the very fact of their 
- heterosexuality, or, at the very least, of 
refusing to face their real sexual selves. 
Some straight women I know have been 
hassled more directly about “dressing 
straight” or hanging around with men; I 
was at least spared that kind of direct 
confrontation. But the pressures I did get 
fit right into my classically female con- 
sciousness: I absorbed them into a kind of 
guilt, synthesized them with my new vi- 
sion of lesbianism as instant cure-all, and 
began feeling ashamed of my own sexuali- 
ty. And I started to dream of that happy 
day when I would come out of the closet I 
was never in. 
If all this sounds foolish, of course it 
was. But it was also, personally and 
litically, extremely dangerous. On som

(regardless of how many lesbians they 
alienate with this policy!). More common, 


however, are organizations which admit . 


to the integral connection between 
feminism and lesbianism and to some les- 
bian membership, although those 
lesbians are expected to “‘act straight’’. 
This attitude reminds me of the white 
liberals who hope to deal with their 
racism by assimilating black people into 
white culture. I am encouraged by in- 
creasing signs that the feminist move- 
ment recognizes this problem and is 
attempting to deal with it. But until 
lesbians have won respect for our cultural 
identity within the feminist movement as 
well as legal “equality” with the straight 
world, until our personal lives are deemed 
as politically relevant as those of our 
straight sisters, our struggle — and the 
struggle of all women — will be incapable 
of attacking the real roots of sexism in our 
society.

tive days of the early 1960s, when the 


“sexual revolution” and the civil-rights 
movement crossed paths. I remembered 
too vividly what we “liberated women” 
had done then, searching for our identities 
in the men we slept with, wearing our’ 
white lovers as evidence that we weren't 
prudes and our black lovers as evidence 
that we weren’t bigots. The rules had 
been there, expressed or not, and we had 
obeyed them as docilely as any 
nineteenth-century literary heroine. This 
had been bad enough in the civil-rights 
movement; I knew it would be disastrous 
in the women’s movement. I was confused 
about men and how to relate to them; I 
was confused about myself and who I was. 

We began in the feminist organization I 
joined to have personal/political dis- 
cussions on sexuality. We began to talk 
about being hurt by men, about our grow- 
ing alienation from men. A lot of us were 
discussing celibacy as a viable escape 
from male oppressiveness. “But it isn’t 
easy,” I said at one point. “I miss fucking. 
..” “No you don’t,” one of my friends 
told me a gently correcting tone; “you 
miss the warmth and sensuality of sex.” 
The rap went on, and I sat there, feeling 
betrayed and defeated, but also guilty. 
My friend had recently come out, and for 
her the realization that she didn’t need 
fucking was a liberating, exalted dis- 
covery. Her refusal to acknowledge that 
my needs were not necessarily her needs 
was oppressive, yet it somehow conveyed 
to me that my needs were un-feminist 
needs. So I shut up. 

For a time I just gave in. I strove in my 
dress to look, if not gay, than at least 
neutral; and I never mentioned, except to 
my closest friends, any man I was in- 
volved with or any feelings I had about 
men. I realized I wasn’t alone in this when 
I finally started talking about it to 
another straight woman, a woman with a 
husband and son. During her year in the 
organization, she had felt so unaccepted 
that she had finally succumbed to the 
pressures, and she simply never talked 
about her family in the office. She had 
developed, as I had, a feminist life and a 
private life, and she kept them rigidly 
separate. 

I began fighting back — and, predic- 
tably, overdid it. I brought up my 
heterosexuality any chance I got, and the 
fact that it was usually greeted with blank 
stares or change of subject intensified my 
tendency. I was straight, by god, and 
everyone had better know it. (It was at 


this “point: that Sally started coming 
around the office; having recently come 
out, she wasn’t too warmed by the blast of 
defensive heterosexuality’ coming from 
my direction.) I wasn’t awate of how ex- 
treme my defensiveness had become until 
one day I was bitterly complaining about 
an anti-lesbian Tv show I had seen. The 
woman I was talking to looked up in sur- 
prise. ‘But, Karen,” she said, ‘‘you’ve 
always been such a militant straight!” I 
was genuinely shocked. That my defense 
of heterosexuality would be taken as be- 
ing any kind of opposition to lesbianism 
— especially since I still envied lesbians 
their emotional lack of dependence on 
men — had never occurred to me. But it 
was clear that it had happened, and that 
my insistence on recognition had taken 
the form of heavy defensiveness. 


Ironically, while all this was going on, 
while I was helping to widen the gap 
between myself and my lesbian sisters, I 
was still denying that there was any real 
difference between a lesbian and a 
straight woman. And that denial in itself 
widened the gap. I couldn’t allow myself 
to feel relief at being among other straight 
women; that would negate the love I had 
for my lesbian friends. And yet straight 
women shared a part of my reality that 
lesbians simply didn’t. Denying that need 
in myself, I refused to understand the 
feelings that I would sometimes sense in 
my lesbian friends, their desire not to 
have part of their lives intruded on by me. 
What I’m finally coming to realize is that 
there are differences between lesbians and 
heterosexual women. The very fact that 
my sexual needs involve me with men, or 
at least with the possibility of men, makes 
those needs different from womer who are 
able to totally reject men on a sonal 
level. True separatism, as much as it 
appeals to me, is simply not a realistic op- 
tion in my life. More important, as similar 
as my oppression is to that of all women, 
lesbians have experienced, do experience, 
a level of oppression that I don’t, and this 
inevitably puts a space between us. (The 
fact remains that it is Sally, and not I, 
who must use a pseudonym in these ar- 
ticles — I am not likely to lose jobs, 
parental respect, or social acceptability 
for ‘coming out”’ in print as a heterosex- 
ual). These differences must be 
acknowledged, and respected, and put in 
their proper place, so we can go on loving 
each other and working together on what 
we know to be our real similarities. 


Meanwhile, in our organization we’re 
struggling and growing. We’re trying to 
face and work through the resentments, 


misunderstandings, lack of communica- 
tion that exist around our various percep- 
tions of our sexual identities. One of the 
things we’re coming to realize is that a lot 
of pressure comes not from “hard-core” 
lesbians and straights, but from women, 
deeply confused about where their own 
sexuality is — “guilt-tripping straights” 
and “nouvelle lesbians,” as we’ve smugly 
dubbed them. In insisting on the value of 
our own sexual definitions, lesbians and 
straights have often failed to leave space 
for confusion, for women exploring in un- 
defined regions their own sexuality at 
their own pace. We have reinforced the 
need for definitions, and caused these 
women to grab at definitions before thev 
were comfortable with them — at the 
same time locking ourselves tightly into 
our own definitions. It isn’t surprising 
that they have clutched at these 
definitions and made dogma of them. We 
have trapped ourselves in a vicious circle 
of oppressiveness, at a time when we are 
most vulnerable, when we need above all 
to respect each woman’s struggle towards 
her selfhood. 

Perhaps the central thing we need all 
keep in mind is the fact that what so 
threatens the male world in lesbians is ex- 
actly what threatens them in a/l/ 
feminists. We are all of us trying to define 
ourselves independently from men — in- 
dependent of their approval, of their ad- 
miration. They will accuse us of not being 
“real women,”’ and indeed it is our 
struggle to cease being what they know as 
real women. Non-lesbians are freer from 
direct male attack because we get more of 
their approval, and it is our job to fight off 
that approval, to throw it back at them 
along with all the other ornaments of op- 
pression. By virtue of their total non- 
reliance on men, lesbians are on the front 
lines of the battle. But the rest of us are 
right behind them, and if they fall, we're 
next. The closer the man comes to un- 
derstanding that as feminists, the 
difference between lesbians and _ non- 
lesbians is not a difference in our basic 
committment. to women, the less will his 
approval be there for us to fall back on. 

I think when women come to terms with 
the realization that we are working for the 
expansion of alternatives rather than the 
erasure of some and the enforced primacy 
of others, the gay-straight conflict will 
fade. And making it fade must be a major 
committment in the women’s movement. 
We must not reinforce the gaps between 
us that the male world has created and 
fostered. The luxury of intolerance is a 
luxury the women’s movement can no 
longer afford. 


DARE Borrows 
To Keep Going

The culprit in this story is 
alive and well and living in 
‘THlinois. Not to be mistaken for 
the proverbial Bad Guy, Jerome 
Miller, former commissioner of 
the Department of Youth Ser- 
vices, is nevertheless culpable for 
making promises that weren’t 
fulfilled. 


The Good Guys, you will be 


happy to hear, are right here in ~ 


Massachusetts. They include: 


°Joseph Leavy, acting com- 
missioner of the department of 
Youth Services since January, 
who is trying to make good the 
‘promises Jerome Miller made. 

°and DARE (Dynamic Action 
Residence Enterprise), the 
organization. that’s in bad 
financial straits because they 
still haven’t seen the money: 
Jerry Miller promised them. 

DARE provides alternatives to 
juvenile correction institutions 
by operating halfway houses and 
community programs 
throughout the Boston area. 
They’ve been at it for nine years 
and now have under their wing 
95 youths in community 
residences and 325 in other 
programs. For the past couple of 
months, DARE hasn’t been able 
to pay some of its staff because 
they’ve simply run out of money. 
As a matter fact, they’re debtors. 

DARE borrowed the money 
that would keep them going with 
great expectations of two 
promised $25,000 grants from 
the federal government. Jerry 


.Miller promised the money in 


September but never applied for 
the grants. DARE continued 
operating all its services, with 
staffers lately working gratis 
because they believe in the work 
they’re doing. Also they don’t 
like juvenile court judges’ in- 
creasing trend toward sending 
youths up to adult courts, and 
eventually, to adult penal in- 
stitutions where they fare badly 


_ and ‘“‘come out even worse,” ac- 


cording to Commissioner Leavy. 
DARE contends that if judges 
felt halfway houses or foster 
homes had the ability to care for 
the juveniles, they wouldn’t send 
them up to adult courts. Cer- 
tainly the number of youths be- 
ing bound over has increased. 
According to Leavy, “I’m not 
sure I have exact figures. . .but 
there were always about 50 
youths (a year) being bound 
over, and now there are about 
gs 

Another problem has been 
with purchase of service con- 
tracts to DARE. For each of the 
youths that DARE cares for in 
halfway houses, the state has 
been paying $95 a week. That 
doesn’t cover the costs. DARE is 
asking for $145. 

Things are looking up for 


‘DARE. Commissioner Leavy has 


applied for the two $25,000 
grants (one of which is in the 
process of being delivered \ to 
DARE), and is supporting the 
$145 purchase of service rate in- 
crease.

While Tom- 
my Davis, Woody Fryman, Jim Ray Hart, 
and Duke Sims were clearing waivers and 
Jim Perry was being traded, under their 
noses, into their division, the Sox were 
busy acquiring the Danny Caters and the 
Bob Burdas and ridding themselves of the 
Sparky Lyles and the Wilfred Sieberts. 

But it all does, if nothing else, make for 
a balanced division, and since this is, 
after all, the modern era, in its own 
curious way it almost makes sense. If we 
have progressed to the stage where .301 
can win a batting title then why not have 
a pennant race where all the teams have 
losing records?

As they sat around the clubhouse 
awaiting the flight to Detroit, the opinion 
was rather pervasive that the rainout of 
Tuesday night’s game was, if not damag- 
ing, at the very least disappointing to 
most of the Red Sox, since’ it was a game 
they figured to win.

(That Vaseline has never gotten it 
together to use Gaylord in a TV commer- 
cial may ultimately go down as the 
greatest public relations blunder of the 
century; just imagine — every Little 
Leaguer in the country would be buying 
the stuff in order to emulate that ‘North 
Carolina Forkball’.) That particular rule 
of thumb has held true all but once this 
season, the exception coming when Ron 
Lolich beat them with a grand slam (off 
the since-departed Wilfred Siebert) with 
two out in the ninth in Cleveland to 
provide the Indians with a 8-7 win. 


So the Sox had taken their alloted three 
of four from the Indians in Boston last 
wekend and then on Monday night Bill 
Lee, coming off his first complete game 
ever in the major leagues, threw a five-hit 
shutout at the Baltimores.

By Wednesday afternoon the wind was 
blowing in what would have appeared to 
be a tornado from across the river in On- 
tario and it seemed the Sox would have 
their second consecutive rainout.

His classic observation 
after the game. was “It’s about time we 
won one of these. We’ve been in six extra- 


inning games,” he observed in utterly 
serious tones, “and we had a chance to 
win them all.”

“I'll never put you back on the same tier 
for as long as you're here.”” Every time he 
said that I felt like crying because | 
couldn't see how a man with so little un- 
derstanding or knowledge of any kind of 
needs of a prisoner could get the job he 
has. Everyone in jail has a friend that he 
can tell anything he wants to without it 
getting back all over the jail. I think you 
know how I feel. There are some things 
vou can tell a person and he understands 
and other people wouldn’t or couldn't. 

This is how Ray and I were. We could tell 
each other anything without worryir~ 


about embarrassment or it getting back to 
the wrong people. I talked to a lot of the 
inmates and most of the guards about the 
way the master kept Peaches and me 
apart; most of them felt the same way I dc 
about the need of a friend, especially Ray 
because he didn’t have anyone on the out- 
side and he depended on me to be with 
him when he needed me. For one man to 
stop Ray from’ being with the one person 
that really cares for him was a crime in 
itself. 

Don’t get me wrong, I really care for 
Ray. I love him very much and I’m going 
to help him in any way I can to become a 
good citizen, but I can’t help thinking 
that what happened between Ray and me 
is probably happening in other jails, to 
other kids, young kids that need help, who 
need the love from a friend because they 


never got the love from their family. They 
are asking us for help and love, and the 
judge and probation officers put them in 
reform school or jail; and when they get 
there a lot of them find a friend they can 
trust and a friendly, brotherly love that 
everyone needs but the masters keep 
them apart because they think sex is in- 
volved. I know that in some cases sex is 
involved but to condemn everyone for a 
minority of the friendships is wrong. And 
it’s about time someone told people about 
how politicians run our jails and guards 
and masters of our penal system. I don’t 
think they care about our young people. I 
don’t want you to think I’m a radical or 
something but I’m only 20 years old and 
this was my third time in jail—and it will 
be my last. I found the love and trust I 
need in a fellow human being and | 


thought that even if Ray and I didn’t get 
back on the same tier it would not really 
matter because we would always have the 
love and trust for each other no matter 
where we were. But what about the rest of 
the kids left in reform schools and jails? 
Will they have a chance to find their 
friend and the love everyone needs to sur- 
vive or will they end up in state prison for 
most of their lives because no one would 
help them? 

I was lucky I found Ray and he found 
me and we became good friends before the 
master could stop us.

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Marijuana Revisited: Eleven Observations 


By Andrew T. Weil 
(Andrew Weil is the author of The

It is almost five years since Norman 
Zinberg, Judith Nelson, and I published 
the results of our pilot studies on the 
clinical and psychological effects of mari- 
juana in man. In that time I have seen 
more and more marijuana use among 
Americans and also have traveled exten- 
sively through two countries — Mexico 
and Colombia — where heavy Cannabis 
use is much in evidence. I have seen 
nothing to make me change my basic 
views about this plant. I continue to 
regard it as a relatively mild intoxicant 
(especially in comparison with such 
powerful drugs as alcohol and tobacco) 
whose effects are highly variable and 
determined more by set and setting than 
by pharmacological factors. In this brief 
article, I will simply note a few recent 
observations. 

1. Variability of types of marijuana. 
The differences in types of marijuana are 
striking. In Latin America, I came across 
some varieties so sedative that they were 
almost stupor-inducing. I have seen a 
variety of home-grown marijuana, 
cultivated in southern California and sold 


-there for $1600 a pound, that was more 


potent than the strongest varieties im- 
ported from southeast Asia. The “best” 
marijuana I have encountered (in terms of 
potency and freedom from undesirable 
characteristics like excessive sedative 
power) has usually been grown in the 
United States and harvested shortly 
before use, often just after the plants have 
flowered and before seeds have formed. 
2. Tolerance to Cannabis. There is no 
question in my mind that tolerance to 
marijuana is a usual phenomenon as the 
drug is smoked with any regularity. The 


. more frequently one smokes, the less high 


one gets. Chain smokers do not get high at 
all. Switching varieties may bring back 
the psychoactive effect for a time, but 
— quickly occurs to the new varie- 

if use is continued at the same high 

3. Dependence-producing potential of 
marijuana. Marijuana, like other psy- 
choactive drugs, becomes an object of 
dependent behavior; it is not a cause of it. 
I continue to meet individuals who smoke 
the. drug constantly, are chronically 
lethargic, and accomplish little. But they 
suffer no ill effects when the drug is not 
available. As public health problems, 
cases of serious dependence on alcohol, 
tobacco, and caffeine all seem to me to 
outnumber cases of serious dependence on 
marijuana. In addition, the former habits 
are much harder to break, and the drugs 
are more toxic. 

4. Adverse reactions to Cannabis. 
Panic reactions to marijuana (tachycar- 
dia, tremors, sweating, paranoid menta- 


_tion) certainly occur in experienced users 


as well as in novice users. The 
phenomenon is common enough among 
younger users that it is known among 
them as the “shakes.” A Cannabis smoker 
may find that he is susceptible to panic 
reactions cyclically and that he must abs- 
tain from the drug for a while when he 
begins to have them. 

5. Toxicity of Cannabis. I have yet to 
see convincing evidence that marijuana is 
more toxic than alcohol, tobacco, or 
coffee. It is unfortunate that the drug is 


usually taken by inhalation because of the 
deleterious effects of smoking on the 
respiratory apparatus. I would like to see 
some effort put into the development of 
good oral preparations of the plant that 
would be pleasant to consume and 
suitable for efficient absorption from the 
digestive tract. 

6. Use by children. I have met many 
children (some as young as five) who 
smoke marijuana with some regularity. I 
do not believe that the smoking of 
anything is a healthy practice, certainly 
not for young children. 

7. Research methodology. I continue 
to regard experiments performed with 
tetrahydrocannabinol (THC) and, es- 
pecially, with orally-administered THC 
as essentially irrelevant to the realities of 
Cannabis use in this country. 

8. Marijuana and psychomotor per- 
formance. Acute marijuana intoxication 
is compatible with the adequate perfor- 
mance of any psychological or motor task 
provided the individual is an experienced 
user, is familiar with the task, and has 
practiced the task while high on the drug. 


9. Medical potential of Cannabis. 
Because marijuana is such a non-toxic 
pharmacological agent relative to drugs in 
current clinical usage and because it can 
trigger valuable alterations in. con- 
sciousness, its potential use as a 
therapeutic agent should be investigated 
vigorously. I have reports from several 
women that marijuana provides excellent 
analgesia during childbirth, for example. 


‘10. Marijuana highs as altered states 
of consciousness. All of the interesting 
aspects of a marijuana high can be 
reproduced without the drug, particularly 
by meditation, hypnosis, chanting, or 
other techniques that trigger altered 
states of consciousness. Once a person 


knows by experience what being high on. 


the drug is, he can learn to have that ex- 
perience by other means, which may be 
advantageous to him in that it extends his 
freedom to be high independent of exter- 
nal aids. 

11. Extent of use. There is every in- 
dication that the use of marijuana in the 
United States continues to increase and 
that its acceptability i in American society 


is also growing. 


* 

Until recently, I did not take an active 
part in the mounting campaign to 
decriminalize marijuana. I now feel that 
decriminalization, as proposed by 
Professor John Kaplan of Stanford Law 
School, is a necessary step and that, in 
particular, persons in prison for mari- 
juana offenses should be released. I 
believe that those who want to use the 
plant should be able to obtain it in ways 
that assure quality at honest prices. 
Because I think that home-grown mari- 
juana is better and healthier for people 
than old marijuana grown in other parts 
of the world, I also feel that users should 
be able to grow their own plants for per- 
sonal consumption.

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Six Common Sense Wilderness Survival Rules 


By Chuck Hayes}— 
Take 10 million hardy 
enthusiasts known as 
backpackers, provide them with 
everything from the barest es- 
sentials to the most elaborate 
equipment ever devised by man 
— set aside an assortment of 
wilderness, primitive and desola- 
tion areas for their exclusive use 
— mix generously with Nature’s 
bountiful variety of deserts, 
mountains, plains, forests, add a 
few snakes, wild animals, rain 
showers, sudden snowstorms, 
flash floods, landslides and 
sprinkle lightly with infrequent 
patrolling of these areas, limited 
knowledge of camping and hik- 
ing fundamentals and reluctance 
of paticipants to let someone 
know their itinerary. Allow pop- 
ularity of the sport to grow to 
gigantic proportions then 
simmer slowly the year round — 
this is a recipe for statistics! 

These ingredients provide 
situations that consistantly 
plague managers of recreation 
areas. Those who become lost, 
injured or both are of mounting 
concern to officials who feel most 
incidents could be prevented — 
with just a little knowledge and 
understanding. How about 
yourself — would you know what 
to do if you suddenly realized 
you were hopelessly lost, injured 
— or both? Do you know the few 
simple rules that can give you a 
tremendous advantage over 
seemingly imposssible odds? 
Rules that can be applied to 
almost any situation! 

For instance, a 17 year old 
camper was hiking in the 
Sierras. Without warning he lost 
his footing and went crashing 
down the mountainside. In spite 
of a broken leg numerous cuts 
and bruises and the impact of his 
situation, he was able to survive 
until help arrived. He even 
managed to fashion a crude 
splint for his twisted leg, build a 
fire and keep himself alive for 
three agonizing days! 


Never Go Alone 


An experienced outdoorsman 
in the Rocky Mountains, 
however, almost didn’t make it. 
After he realized he was 
hopelessly lost he still couldn’t 
believe it was happening to him. 
‘Fury replaced annoyance when, 
in the approaching dusk, he 
couldn’t locate a familar land- 
mark. He pushed angrily on, dis- 
carding equipment along the 
way, until he finally collapsed — 
exhausted! Rescuers found him 
several hours later by following 
his trail of camping items! 

Here, both parties shared a 
common fault — they ignored 
the Number One Rule of the out- 
doors: Never go alone! According 
to Chief Ranger Harold J. Estey 
of Yellowstone National Park, 
“We feel that the ‘‘buddy 
system” (taking someone with 
you) is a good safety measure 
and strongly recommend it.” 

“The “buddy system” is im- 
portant in backcountry travel”, 
adds Jerry W. Gause of Califor- 
nia’s Tahoe Regional Forester’s 
office. “Unfortunately there are 
people lost every year because of 
inexperience, lack of planning 
and not taking good maps along. 
Because of injuries or illness an 
assist from a friend can save a 
life.” So, always take someone 
with you or don’t go at all is the 
best protection you can learn. 


First Aid Techniques — 
Know Them 


If, however, you choose to 
ignore this and then find yourself 
in a critical situation, whether 
through accident or carelessness, 
the best thing you can do is — 
nothing! Rule Number Two is: 
Know some basic first aid and in 
any situation, save a matter of 
life or death, you should do ab- 
solutely nothing at first.

Regardless of the reason you’re 
probably disoriented, confused 
and possibly injured and any im- 
mediate course of action you 
attempt would most likely be 
wrong. 

Instead, sit down and relax; 
maybe eat a snack (if you have 
one) or take a few sips of water. 
Then, after you’ve rested and 
calmed yourself, start making 
tentative plans but — proceed 
with cautign. Think everything 
through completely and take 
your time about it. Don’t make 
any assumptions and never jump 
to conclusions. 

If you’re lost a good starting 
point is to try to remember the 
last time you were definitely sure 
of your position. Try to recall the 
direction you were going, what 
and how many changes were 
made. Attempt to determine 
how you erred. It might be dif- 
ficult, at this time, but force 
yourself to concentrate. 


When your predicament is the 


result of an accident the situa- 
tion can be more serious. You 
should still do nothing at first — 
unless you feel yourself getting 
dizzy, having hot or cold flashes, 
sweaty palms, dryness of mouth 
or shortness of breath. These are 
a few of the symptoms of shock, 
be alert for them. Just discover- 
ing that you’re lost can produce a 
mild state of shock; in any in- 
jury, however slight, the danger 
is always present. To reduce or 
prevent it lie down and cover up 


(if possible), keep warm, prop 
your feet above head level to aid 
blood circulation, take small sips 
of water and stay awake. 
Recognize the danger, treat it, 
but don’t underestimate it. 
After treating for shock, deter- 
mine if you’re injured and to 
what extent. If pain is present 
you'll have little trouble finding 
the source.. But do this very 
‘carefully with the least possible 
movement. This will lessen the 
possibility of compounding any 
injury. A good place to begin is a 
toe — try to wiggle it, if it feels 
ok then try an ankle, the whole 
foot, knee, hip, entire leg. Do the 
same with the other leg. Next try 
a finger, hand, elbow, arm and so 
on until you’ve examined your 
entire body. All injuries, even 
slight cuts, should be treated im- 
mediately. Broken bones should 
be splinted only tight enough to 
prevent movement — pressure 
bandages applied to stop 
bleeding — open woulds cleans- 
ed and covered to prevent infec- 
tion (Assuming, of coursé, that 
even the tenderfoot hiker knows 
enough to have an adequate first 
aid kit). 
Know Yourself 


Equally important is Rule 
number three: Preparation of 
your body as well as your equip- 
ment. Ranger Estey says, 
“Todays backpackers are usual- 
ly better equipped than those of 
a few years ago” but, he adds, “‘. 


. hikers should be realistic about 
the distances that they can 
travel in a day. This requires an 
adequate appraisal of one’s 
physical condition, hiking gear 
and the terrain to be covered.” 
Physical conditioning and 
proper equipment just can’t be 
overemphasized. And, unless 
you’re always in top shape, it’s 
best to start the season rather 
slowly — with a light pack and 
short walks. Then, as your 
stamina builds, add to your pack 
and increase the distance you 
hike. Several day-long jaunts 
will help and also give you an in- 
dication of your progress. It’s an 
excellent time to break in new 
equipment, study your proposed 
trek and practice loading your 
pack. “But remember”, cautions 
Estey, “even experienced hikers 
occasionally overestimate their 
abilities.” 
How to Let Someone Know 


Know some distress signals is 
rule number four. Even today, 
with the tremendous assortment 
of sophisticated items to choose 
from, a fire is still one of the 
most effective and reliable dis- 
tress signals. For this reason you 
should always carry waterproof 
matches. To clearly identify your 
need for help build three small 
fires in a triangle about ten feet 
apart. (Small fires are easier tc 
tend and they’re also safer). Ad- 
ding grass, leaves or bark will 
produce huge quantities of 


smoke for day use; at night a 
small fire can be seen over_a 
great distance. Another visual 
signal can be made by tramping 
down grass or brush to form the 
international S—O—S signal. 
Laying out rocks and boulders, 
branches or clearing areas to 
form the letters are other ways. 


Be sure to make them large © 


enough (about 10 — 12 feet long) 
to be seen from a distance and 
also from the air. Shouting, 
whistling, firing a gun — just 
about anything in a series of 
three, at regular intervals. 
means HELP. (Know the ground 
to air emergency code distress 
signals. They can, and have, sav- 
ed many lives. A copy is printed 
with this article. Ed.) 


Food and Drink — Fuel for 
Survival 
Rule number five is: Where to 
get water and food. Water can be 
a serious problem expecially in 
desert regions and even in some 
high country. Consequently you 
should always carry a canteen 
and water purification tablets, 
available at any drug store. 
Then, if the need arises, you can 
drink pond, lake or river water — 
after purifying. If you have a pan 
you can also purify it by boiling 
for a minimum of five minutes to 
kill the bacteria. In arid or desert 
regions try digging in dried up 
waterholes, low places of gulches 
and the wide, outside curve of an

The first time I heard the word 
“backpackingy” I thought it was 
a new dance.

After considreing the possibili- 
ty of extreme embarrassment, I 
asked, “What’s a ‘backpack’?” 

The answer he gave us is still 
just. about the best definition 
I've heard: . “Backpacking is 
walking off into an area where 
you can’t get any supplies and 
living there for a night or more 
just on what you’ve carried with 
you.” A little clumsy, maybe, 
but it contains the essential 
elements of backpacking: self- 
propelled, self-sufficient 
wilderness travel. 

The idea_sounded interesting, 
but at the time not very compell- 
ing. 

Within a week, our zig-zag 
course through the Southwest 
brought us to Aspen, Colorado. 
Six months before having decid- 
ed that my old desert boots just 
weren’t suitable for New 
England winters, I had purchas- 
ed a pair of lightweight Dunham 
hiking boots (now called “‘waffle- 
stompers’’). Not that I planned 
to do any hiking. In fact, until 
Aspen they had never touched 
soft earth. They were just more 
comfortable than engineer boots 
and a lot better looking. Three 


years and two pairs later, they - 


are still the only winter footgear I 


own. Each pair has been good for 
one year of daily wear, and then 
they’re thrown out. 

So in Aspen we decided to test 
out the boots and climb a moun- 
tain. “Climb” is a lie I’ve spread 
around for the last three years. 
We actually took a series of ski- 
lifts up to 9500 feet and then hik- 
ed about a mile along a ridge 
over a series of small promon- 
tories to 10,200 feet. Many 
mountains in the United States 
do not involve climbing (vertical 
movement) to get to the top. You 
can hike up every peak in the 
White Mountains, Adirondacks, 
and even most in the California 
Sierras. Many do involve 
scrambling, however, which is 
using hands and feet along a 
steep, but not vertical, incline. 

We had to scramble most of 
the ridge, picking our way over 
the trash heap of broken rocks 
that tops most of the mountains 
in the Rockies. Which could be 
how they got their name, but I 
don’t really know. Scrambling is 
best done automatically, moving 
quickly from rock to rock, pick- 
ing out foot and handholds 
almost in midair. It’s really pret- 
ty easy, but requires careful con- 
centration. So we never looked 
around until reaching the top. 


A New World 


When we did, I instantly knew 
why: people climb mountains. 
The view was incredible! Every 
trace of man had disappeared. 
Every familiar visual scene had 
been obliterated. The only 
things visible were craggy, snow- 
capped peaks rising 14,000 feet.

Buying Your First Bike 


Cameron notes that there are 
different types of people who 


come in to buy their first bike.

“The 100’s are a basie 
transportation machine — they 
are quiet, have a low perfor- 
mance level and will keep up 
with city traffic. They won’t 
carry two people and they won’t 
be too useful if you are planning 
to ride on Route 128. Transpor- 
tation buyers are only a small

Cameron. “They are very expen- 
sive and do not give as wide a 
range of vision as to face 
shields.”

There is a wide range of 
helmets on the market: “They 
range in price from $10 to $60,” 
notes Cameron. “A $10 model 
will probably break in half the 
first time you need it. On the $60 
end is the Bell Star which 
protects your whole face. You 
just see through the eye. More 
and more people wear them after 
they get over an initial negative 
reaction. They are not good, 
however, for dirt riding because 
your head gets hot. In the recent 
Dallas Road Race, though, only 
two out of forty drivers were not 
wearing them. All it takes to con- 
vince you that they are worth it 
is to go down on your face one 
time. New riders don’t like to 
hear about going down on their 
face — it’s like taking your first 
B.0.A.C. flight to London and 
being given parachute instruc- 
tion — but it can happen.” 

Dirt riders usually wear a jet- 
type heiimet which protects the 
back of the ~head. Cameroii- is 
critical of the “inexpensive, pud- 
ding basin helmet that some 
wear for style. They are the 
traditional British safety helmet 
but they just don’t protect as 
well.” 


The Necessary Clothing 


The best way to keep your 
head intact (besides wearing a 
helmet) is to hold on to your 
motorcycle. When the weather 
becomes cool, however, just 
holding on can be quite a task. 
This is where gloves come in. 
handy. The glove market is not 
quite as sophisticated as the 
helmet selection; Cameron says 
that the “‘very fine heavy gloves 
you can pick up in surplus stores 
are excellent for winter use.

caution with regard to clothing 
that prospective cyclists and 
their riders might wear. ‘In 
California, you might see 
someone riding in shorts, t-shirt; 
sneakers and helmet. Don’t 
swelter but, at least, wear a pair - 
of pants with some strength. If 
you carry a passenger, your 
responsibility more than. 
doubles. If there is an accident, 
the passenger is usually worse 
off. Passengers can’t see and 
they are hanging on to clothing 
that comes off. Don’t allow your 
passenger to be thinly clad. It’s’ 
not fair.” 


Outfitting Your Motorcycle 


“Clothing the motorcycle itself ~~ 
is another complex operation. 
Dealers are required to fit 
mirrors. If you buy a used motor- 
cycle, you have to be extremely 
careful that it meets present re- 
‘quirements in terms of 
headlights and taillights. “The .

Cameron. “If you don’t have the.

A fifty dollar set of tires 
can last up to 10,000 miles on a 
small machine. A_ high-power 
sporting machine might wear 
them out in 1-2,000 miles. The 
average rider, notes Cameron, 
probably puts 15,000 miles a 
year on a motorcycle. As far as 
gas is concerned, though, those 
15,000 miles cost considerably 
less than they would in a car.’ 
Smaller machines will deliver 


If you are seriously interested 
in camping with a motorcycle, 
Cameron suggests that you stick 
with a 350cc since “you’ll want 
speed on the way up to New 
Hampshire and you'll probably 
have two people and a pile of 
equipment on your bike.” The 
largest selling motorcycle, . in 
fact, is a Honda 350.

Licensing 


Once you’ve got the right 
equipment on yourself and on 
your bike, there are probably a 
few more things you’ll want to 
know as you hit the road. First of 
all, you need a*special license. 
Begin by getting a permit which 
allows you to ride for three 
months in daylight with no 
passengers and when you are 
ready, take the road test. To get 
the permit, you need to pass a 
written test which, according to 
Cameron, is not too difficult.

THREE-SPEEDS, also called English or tourist bikes are good for everyday casual 
riding around the neighborhood or the city. Their gearing is theminimum and their 
weight is the maximum that any adult should consider. They are not good if you live in 
a hilly area or go for long trips. They weigh from 35 to 40 pounds, and quality varies a 
lot. Prices range from $50 to $100. Many good brands are made; to name a few: AMF, 
Columbia, Huffy, Murray, Raleigh, Rollfast, Ross, Royce Union, and Schwinn. 


INEXPENSIVE FIVE- ANU 1'EN-SPEEDS differ from three-speeds primarily by 
having better gearing, even though some men’s models have racing features. They can 
be used for longer trips, but they are most useful for commuting or casual riding in hilly 
areas. They also weigh from 35 to 40 pounds and vary greatly in quality. Prices range 
from $65 to just over $100, where they overlap with better derailleurs. In addition to the 
brands listed under three-speeds, look for: Atala, Frejus, Nishiki, Steyr, and Vista. 


Whether you are getting a bike 
for the first time since you were a 
child or have decided that now is 
the time to get a lighter, better 
geared bike, you will probably 
find the rows and rows of 
similar-looking but different- 
priced bikes bewildering — es- 
pecially since they will all 
probably be called 
“lightweights.” To help you 
decide what kind of bike you 
should get, here are some 
guidelines. 


What “‘Speed’’ Bike? 


Since bikes are _ usually 
classified by the number of 
“speeds,” or gears, they have, 
the best place to start is with 
gears. I do feel that most adults 
need some kind of variable gears, 
but what kind will depend on 
how hilly the area where you ride 
is and the type of riding you do. 

First, what variable gears do is 
to change the ratio between the 
number of times that you pedal 
and the number of times that the 
back wheel goes around. On a 


full-size bike without variable 
gears (a single-speed), the wheel 
goes around about two and a half 
times every complete revolution 
of the pedals. This is fine on level 
terrain, but if you want to get up 
a hill, you have to pedal harder. 
If you. remember your high 
school science, you should also 
remember that it would be much 
easier to get up an incline if the 
wheel turned less times each 
pedal turn because instead of 
having to pedal harder you could 
just turn the pedals more often. 
This is the main advantage of 


variable gears. (The opposite is: 


also true — if the wheel turns 
more often each pedal turn, you 
will go faster — but most riders 
are interested in gears for hill 
climbing.) 

There are two ways of chang- 
ing this gear ratio on bikes. One 
is to have a clockwork-complex 
mechanism inside the hub of the 


’ rear wheel. This type is known as 


hubchanger, or hub, gears and is 
the kind found most commonly 
on three-speeds. The three 


speeds are low (1), normal (2), 
and high (3). Riding in normal 
gear is the same as being on a 
single-speed bike, the wheel 
turns two and a half times each 
pedal turn. In high gear, the 
wheel turns one-third faster, 
about three times each pedal 
turn. In low gear, it goes one 
quarter slower, just over two 
times each pedal turn. 

The other way to change gears 
is to have a series of different- 
sized sprockets — the metal dis- 
cs with teeth that the chain 
passes over — and a Rube 
Goldberg device that moves the 
chain from sprocket to sprocket. 
This type of gears is called 
derailleur gears because the 
chain is “derailed” from one 
sprocket to another. You can tell 
how many “speeds” a derailleur 
bike has by the number of 
sprockets. There are almost 
always five on the rear wheel 
with a complex changer to move 
the chain. If this is all the bike 
has and there is only one 
sprocket on the pedal end of the

chain, then it’s a five-speed. But 
if it has two sprockets on the 
pedal crank and another simpler 
changer, it’s a ten-speed since 
ten combinations (two times 
five) are possible. If it has three 
front (pedal) sprockets, it’s a 
fifteen-speed. The ten-speed is 
the most common and for good 
reason. A ten-speed costs only 
about $10 more than a five-speed - 
of comparable quality and gives 
much more flexibility in gearing, 
and the extra gears on a fifteen- 
speed are only useful for getting 
up mountains. 

On a derailleur, the number of 
times that the wheel will turn in 
each gear will vary with the size 
of the sprockets (which is 
measured by the numher of teeth 
they have), but most ten-speeds 
have a wide range of gears. In the 
lowest gear, the wheel will turn 
about one and a half times each 
pedal turn and in the highest 
about three and a half times. 
You will often hear these ex- 
pressed in gear numbers or gear 
inches. Space doesn’t permit ex- 
plaining gear numbers, but a 
lowest gear around 38 will get 
you up all but mountainous in- 
clines and any high gear over 90 
will take you faster than you 
probably would want to go. The 
normal riding gear — the 
equivalent of riding a single- 
speed hike — is between 66 and 
70. 

Both types of gears have their 
advantages and disadvantages. 

For getting up hills, 
derailleurs are best. With the ex- 
ception of the top road-racing 
models, which have a close and 
high range of gears, most ten- 
speeds have a good range of low 
gears which will not only take 
care of hills but compensate for a 
load, a head wind or fatigue. The 
low gear on a three-speed — as 
you know if you have been riding 
one — won’t get you up a steep 
or long hill without a lot of extra 
effort. 

But three-speed hub gears do 
have their advantages, especially 
if you are a person who only 
wants a bike for casual riding 


and doesn’t want to tinker with 
it. They are easier to use, more 
reliable. simpler to adjust, and 
less likely to be damaged 


(although if, after several vears, 


they do break down, they can 
only be repaired by a mechanic). 
By contrast. to work well, 
derailleurs require skill in use, 
need care, can be tedious to ad- 
just, and can be damaged if your 
bike just falls over on its chain 
side. But if vou are at all 
mechanically inclined you can 
take care of most of the work 
these gears require. 

In short, if you want a bike to 
get around the neighborhood or 
the city, if your area is relatively 
flat. and if you don’t want to 
mess around with your hike very 
much, a three-speed is fire. But 
if you live in a hilly area, plan to 
take long bike trips, and don’t 
mind keeping up your bike, you 
should get a derailleur. 


Inexpensive Bikes 


If you have decided that you 
want a three-speed or an inex- 
pensive derailleur and don’t 
want to spend over $100, here are 
some pointers: The lowest priced 
of these bikes have frames with 
seamed tubes, which means they 
have been formed by rounding a 
thick piece of steel and welding 
it together. While a bike with a 
seamed-tubed frame is strong 
enough for everyday riding, on 
the better inexpensive bikes the 
tubes are drawn and seamless. 
As a result, they have a higher 
tensile strength and are not as 
stiff to ride. The best in this 
category have a sticker saying 
that they are made of 20/30 tub-

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Taking to the Seas - Boating in the Bos 


on Area 


Forget Marblehead. There’s 
no longer any need to be jealous 
of Cape Cod. Boston, the city 
with almost everything, affords 
ample opportunity to take to the 
seas in her own backyard. With 
everything ranging from a com- 
munity sailing program of such 
sophistication that there are only 
three others like it in the United 
States to classical concert 
cruises in Boston Harbor, the 
city demonstrates that there are 
things it can do with water 
resources besides polluting 
them. 

The pride and joy of Boston’s 
backyard sailors is the virtually 
unique Community Boating, In- 
corporated. Situated along the 
banks of the Charles at 21 Em- 
bankment Street, (LA3-9763) 
near the foot of Charles Street, 
the non-profit organization has 
but one goal: to teach people to 
sail and let them sail as much as 
they want at prices people can 
afford. Members, whose dues 
range from $15-$50 depending on 
their age and length of stay, have 
unlimited use of boats and are 
entitled to all the instruction 
they need. There are never any 
extra fees. 

The rift between the eternal 
roar of Storrow Drive and the 
Community Boathouse is 
pronounced. Although the dock 
is situated only a couple of hun- 
dred feet from its well-travelled 
neighbor, the din of traffic dis- 
appears when you walk through 
the entrance of Com- 
munity Boating. On a recent 
chilly, mid-50’s New England 
spring day, summer had already 
arrived at the dock. Whether it 
was the moderating effect of the 
water or a certain magical aura 
that surrounds the peaceful

dock, there could be no denying 
‘that the sun-bathed spot along 


the Charles was at least ten 
degrees ‘warmer than windswept 
Beacon Hill. Members were 
lounging in shorts while a stream 


‘of sailboats approached and left 


their miniature harbor. Nobody 
acknowledged that there was a 
city somewhere on the other side 
of their boathouse. 

Brendan O’Brien, the assis- 
tant manager, had somehow

managed to acquire .a suntan by 
mid-April. He explained how 
Community Boating works. The 
program actually began in 1936 
when Joseph Lee (formerly of the 
Boston School Committee) built 
a few sailboats that anyone who 


- wanted to could sail from a lan- 


ding along the Charles. As the 
project grew, school children 
built additional boats. In 1940, 
the state built the current 
boathouse and, subsequently, 
launched the first fleet of boats. 
Today they operate sixty 
sailboats (Cape Cod Mercuries, 
420’s, Olympic Finns) and three 
rowboats. 


“‘We’re unique in a way,” says 
O’Brien. “‘You can walk from the 
city to a sun-filled dock ahd sail 
from seven to nine hours a day. 


You can go out for instruction as 
often as you need it. There is 
always someone on hand to give 
instruction. Everything is in- 
cluded in the membership fee. 
You can keep a boat out as long 
as we are open. The most you 
ever have to wait for a boat is a 
half-hour.” 

A communal spirit pervades 
the non-profit enterprise. 
Members volunteer their time 
and skills in teaching others the 
basics of sailing. Besides the un- 
limited instruction available in 
boats, there is a formal shore 
school program on. Tuesdays at 7 
o’clock (prospective members 
can attend any of these). “There 
are clubs within the club,” con- 
tinues O’Brien. “All summer 
long there are lobster parties and 
trips out to the ocean. There is 


even a group of people who go to 
a different restaurant each 
Wednesday night. Every 
weekend, we tow the boats out to 
the ocean and take trips to such 
places as George’s Island, where 
people can swim or play ball. 
One weekend a month, we have 
overnight camping trips. None of 
these trips cost extra. There are 
always staff members around.” 

O’Brien notes that the key to 
the program’s success is the 
cooperation of its members. 
There is a paid staff of twenty- 
five workers but club officers and 
instructors donate their time. 
They help organize social and 
racing activities. The sailboats 
are usually rigged and ready for 
use because the first person out 
in the morning rigs the boat and 
the last person in closes shop. 

O’Brien urges inexperienced 
sailors not to worry about their 
lack: of boating knowledge. 
“Handling a boat is simple. You 
have to understand about the 
wind and how it affects your 
sails. The instruction takes care 
of that. It’s a cheap sport — all 
you need in the way of a uniform 
is a pair of sneakers.” 

The club itself is a great 
equalizer and people from 
literally all walks of life take ad- 
vantage of its bargains. Such 
diverse folks as Senator 
Kennedy, Admiral Byrd and 
Maurice Chevalier have sailed 
there. One sunny day recently 
brought out TV aveatherman 
Bruce Schwoegler, who was 
probably surprised that it was 
not raining. 

The broad-based appeal ob- 
viously lies in the club’s 
remarkably low cost. Where fees 
at a private yacht club can run 
well over $150 (and that does not 
include a boat), the most that 
Community Boating costs is $50 
for a full season membership 
that runs through November Ist. 
If you are not sure that you want 
to join, you can take out a thirty 
day membership ($15) or a sixty 
day membership ($28) and apply. 
those fees to full season dues if

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Your Emotional and Physical Camping Gear

The first time my wife and I 
went camping was one of the 
more forgettable experiences of 
both lives. To say it was a dis- 
aster is like saying Howard 
Hughes is well-to-do. 

Since you are probably not go- 
ing camping in California (scene 
of our first outing), you won’t be 
faced with the numbing duty of 
having to make your reservation 
at a campground through a com- 
puter. Things have not gotten 
that bad in New England yet, 
but be advised that if you’re go-

ing camping to get away from 


the crowd, consider a trip to An-- 


tartica as a viable alternative. 
State parks don’t require reser- 
vations ‘in most — if not all of 
Yankeeland — but that only 
tells you how crowded they are. 
Private campgrounds do, 


however, demand bookings in. 


advance, although there are ex- 
ceptions. Some of the best kept 
— and most interesting — cam- 
ping areas are run by the states. 
As you might imagine, private 
parks are generally more expen- 
sive than their state counter- 
parts but the difference is not too 
pronounced. 

Like almost every, aspect of 
camping, where you go is a 
matter of personal preference. I 
know people who have gone cam- 
ping dozens of times to one or 
two places. My wife and I like to 
move around, although we have 
gone to the’ same place twice. 
Where you go is not nearly as im- 
portant as how and why you go, 
however. 


What to Take 


While it would be ridiculous, if 
not impossible, to separate your 
emotional baggage from your 
physical accoutrements on your 
first outing, it would serve you 
well if you knew what to take 
along. 

Except for your physical self, 
some food and maybe a sleeping 
bag, anything else might be con- 
sidered excess baggage. This~is 
not the arrogance of a Spartan 
nor the dictum of a purist. It is 
merely an invocation of 
something many sporting good 
and camping store salesmen will 
not tell you: each to his own and

each according to his own needs. 
You do not need a $200 tent (nor 
an $11,000 camper). You do not 
need a tent at all. Yet, I wouldn’t 
be without one. 

The very best thing about go- 
ing camping for the first time is 
that you’ll learn how foolish you 
were to have a) taken things you 
didn’t need and b) forgotten 
things that were as precious as 
toilet paper. And it seems to be 
the neophyte’s curse that no 
matter how well you organize 
yourselves, you are bound to 
screw up. We organized for days 
it seemed — our reservation was 
three weeks ahead — and we 
merely forgot to take a flashlight 
and .a lantern, certainly basic 
tools. The best advice I can give 
you would be to take along a list 
of the things you’ve brought and 
then proceed to add or subtract 
items as they crash into your 
awareness. When you return 
home, you’ll have a clearer idea 
of what you want to take the 
next time. The list is a great 
organizing tool so use it. 


The Tent 


The first thing that might go 
on the list is the tent. It is the co- 
coon of your nights and the con- 
venience of your days. Tents 
come in all sizes, shapes, and 
prices. It is probably the most 
important investment you’re go- 
ing to make. It doesn’t have to be 
expensive, but it has to be taken 


. care of. What you’re looking for 


is comfort and durability. In the

old days — before camping 
became a mass activity—tents 
were cumbersome, heavy and 
dull. They were also, in many 
cases, hard as hell to put up. The 
past 10 years have done wonders 
for the tent. They are lighter, 


brighter and even the girl who 


used to fool around with the 
Castro convertible could 
probably stake one in 10 minutes 
flat. 


In camping, less is generally: 


more, but it is better to err on the 
side of more when it comes to 
your tent. Two people can do all 
sorts of things in a tent that 
measures 8’X8’ or thereabouts. 
You can live comfortably in one 
that is smaller, however. Good, 
rugged, yet lightweight tents are 
priced as low as $40. Eureka 
makes fine tents, but they aren’t 
the only ones who do. 

Many veteran campers cover 
their tents with a fly, a water- 
proof material which ac- 
complishes two things. It keeps 
the tent dry and it cools the tent 
during the day by keeping a 
layer of air between the fly and 
the top of the tent. Now, there is 
something in me that rebels at 
the idea of putting something 


over something that is over 


something else (me), but you 
might feel differently. One thing 
you do want to remember is that 
you cannot fold a wet tent, pack 
it up and put it away. It will 
mildew, unless the tent is 
plastic. There is nothing to pre- 
vent you from setting up your 
tent to dry in your yard, living 
room or whatever, but you can 
avoid that with a fly. They are 
not expensive. 


I do recommend something 
under your tent, though. A 
plastic tarp — other than plastic 
is more expensive — seems a 
wise investment. Cheap, too. 
The tarp protects you from the 
dampness of the ground. More 
important, it protects the bot- 
tom of your tent from getting 
wet. In addition, tarp keeps the 
bottom of the tent clean and 
guards against weird things pop- 
ping through the floor, like sticks 
and nefarious sharp objects. 

Before leaving the subject of 
tents, it might be wise to point 
out that many campers eschew 
staking their homes. We have 
done it ourselves. I would advise 
against it. Many things can 


happen to an unstaked tent and 
none of them are good. Tents, es- 
pecially with the proliferation of 
super lightweight models, can be 
stolen. They can also be blown 
away. There is nothing quite so 
embarrassing as chasing a tent 


onto someone else’s campsite. 


Staking is not fun, but it’s a 
mundanity that you ought to 
respect. In hard ground, a 
hammer is a useful thing to have 
around for driving those stakes. 


Sleeping Bags 


Sleeping bags are to camping 
what hotels are to conventions. 
You need them. There may be a 
few nights in New England 
summers when you might think 


you can do without them, but 
you’re wrong. That’s because 
mornings have been known to 
follow nights: and mornings 
aren’t warm. Unlike jeans, you 
can’t try on. sleeping bags. It’s 
too bad, because they are just as 


“individualistic. I have never, 
“ever felt. perfectly comfortable 


with ours, even though it is a fine 
specimen that has stood the test 
of time and shows no sign of 
quitting. Some people I know 
have had the same problem, 
solved by purchasing bags until 
they get the right one. Affluence 
makes strange beds, fellows, but 
poverty won’t allow that. Be sure 
you get a sleeping bag that will

Outdoor Photography How and What Shoot 


By Clif Garboden 

When people move outdoors 
for the warm weather their 
cameras tend to go with them. 
No stone wall, no rude bridge, no 
Freedom Trail landmark goes 
unphotographed during New 
England’s summer months. In 
addition to the incessant snap- 
ping of the easily enthralled 
tourist, native photographers of 
all persuasions take advantage of 
the good weather to practice 
their art in the open air. The net 
gain from this mass consumption 
of film is a few thousand miles of 
hiack and white negatives to be 

rked on over the rest of the 
andat least a million dollars 
worth of color slides with which 
people may or may not entertain 
their friends throughout the 
winter. Since this photographic 
dehauchery is going to happen 
whether we want it to or not, and 
since we are all going to par- 
ticipate in the effort, we should 


take time now to examine the .§{ 


problems and peculiarities of 
 uidoor shooting and thus lower 
the percentage of costly disap- 
pointments. 

On the surface, taking pictures 
in natural light would seem nor- 
mal and relatively carefree com- 
pared with the slow shutters and 
pushed film we’ve been using in- 
doors all winter. After all, 
photography began with outdoor 
shooting and the first images 
were made before the light bulb 
was even invented. Our 
technology has advanced a con- 
siderable distance since the days 
of the twelve minute exposure, 
not for high quality photographs 
« controlled indoor lighting 
situation is preferable to any un- 
controlled outdoor set up. To- 
day, with our fast films and slow 
lenses we are too often faced with 
the predicament of having too 
much light available when we 
shoot with natural light. 

For shooting color, sunlight 
works to your advantage since 
the color of things is defined as 
the wavelengths reflected when 
all visible wavelengths are 
available. Studio lighting, strobe 
units and tungsten light films

The Film Decision 


Color films are many and 
varied, but by nature they all 
have a low ASA rating. This 
makes them perfect for outdoor 


shooting, so despite the expense 


the easiest and most satisfying 
casual shooting is done in color 
slides. 

The major transparency films 
marketed in this country are 
Kodak’s Kodachrome and 
Ektachrome families. As a 
general rule Kodachrome 
responds best in the brightest 


light and yields the richest and 
warmest tones of any color film 
available. Ektachrome, and 
specifically High Speed 
Ektachrome (ASA 160) leans 
toward colder, bluer color rendi- 
tion and has a decided advan- 
tage over Kodachrome in flat or 
dim light as encountered on 
overcast days or at dusk. 
Kodachrome will give a_red- 


yellow cast to colors shot in grey 


light, a falsifying but useful com- 
pensation when shooting for skin 
tones. Experimentation is the 
only way to determine your 


preference. Once familiar with: 


the particular properties of the 
films, you can weigh the versatili- 


ome

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ty of Ektachromes against the 
pretty colors of Kodachrome II. 
Skylight filters allegedly tone 
down the built-in blue cast of 
Ektachrome. Though this filter 
may under certain lighting 
succeed at this, it does not ac- 
tually add any reds that aren’t 
there already. Therefore, while 
somewhat useful in sunlight, 
skylight filters will not turn 
Ektachrome into Kodachrome 
under heavy overcast conditions. 

Of the foreign made color 
films, the Agfa products are by 
‘and-large preferable to the 
Japanese imports which despite 
their promotional claims 
demonstrate an unusual rather 
than an “extraordinary” sen- 
sitivity to color. 

Color film is capable of 
registering — accurately or not 
— a virtually continuous range 
of color tonality. Since colors 
and not emulsion density 
provide the required contrast, 
transparency film responds 
beautifully in the harshest 
brightest _ sunlight. Black and 


white, on the other hand, 
becomes unmanageable. 
Lighting that will yield a smooth 
and realistic flow of color tones 
tends to create a high contrast 
disaster in black and white. It is 
impossible to translate all the 
subtle differences in real tonality 
into varying densities of grey 
tone. 

Sunlight, unless you are 
shooting with your back to a low 
angle setting sun, produces a 
high contrast situation with 
overlit highlights and drastically 
underlit shadows. If you light a 
person by hanging a bare light- 
bulb just above his forehead, 
you'll get a hideous shadow helow 
his nose. Shooting a busy scene 
at noon will multiply this 
problem to the extent that your 
picture will be unviewable. If 
you expose for the shadow areas 
the highlights will block up. Ex- 
posing for the well lit areas 
causes shadow detail to be lost in 
blackness. 

The faster your film (high

ASA) the higher its inherent con- 
trast. Outdoors, black and white 
works best in bright overcast 
which is the closest thing to 
perfect studio “lighting that 
nature provides. Since you will 
more often be forced to live with 
bright overlit scenes, it is best to 
use a slow, lqw contrast black 
and white film such as Kodak 
Plas-X%- (ASA. of 
Panatomic-X (ASA 32). 

The standard Tri-X Pan film 
has a normal rating of ASA 400, 
which with an_ incident light 
reading of 1000 footcandles — 
not unusual on sunny days — 
gives vou an exposure of 
1000/sec. at f 22. 

Footcandles, incidently, are 
the units of light measurement 


that your light meter translates 


into exposure settings. One foot- 
candle (fc) is equal to the il- 
lumination of a surface one foot 
distant from a source equal to 
1/60 of the luminous intensity 
per square cm. of a blackbody 
radiating at the temperature of 
solidification of platinum. Now 
vou know.) 

Plus-X film at ASA 125 with 
the same meter reading would 
require an exposure of 1000/sec 
at f 11. Panatomic-X which is so 
slow (ASA 32) that you can ac- 
tually run out of adequate light, 
would with a 1000 fc reading 
need an exposure of 1000/sec. at f 

Obviously this gives you a 
range of five stops. This is con- 
siderable versatility between the 
three films, but it makes choos- 
ing one film for general outdoor 
shooting difficult. In total 
shadow you might register a 
meter reading as low as 8 fe, 
which in terms of exposure 


means Tri-X, 60/sec. at f 8; Plus- 
X 60/sec. at- f 4.5; Pan-X 60/sec. 
at f 2. Tri-X stays well within a 
workable range, but the other 
two begin to fall off the low end 
of the possibilities. There is no 
good solution to this problem. 
Plus-X is the happy medium and 
possibly your best all around 
choice. It is important to unders- 
tand the range and limits of 
these films in terms of exposure 
before you load your camera for a 
day’s shooting. 

Most people have learned trom 
experience that even the best ex- 
posure meter will only read 
where it is pointed. The most 
common mistake made in out- 
door shooting is taking a reading 
from the bright sky and thereby 
underexposing the subject. This 
can he avoided by using a 
pinhole or directional meter, 
taking a reading with a thru the 
lens center weighted meter 
before you compose the frame or 
by moving in with a hand held 
meter and taking a closerange 
reading. 


Lighting Problems 


The second biggest problem is | 


sun flare. If the sun itself, or any 
glaring light, is within the frame, 
there is a good chance that the 
light will reflect in the lens 
elements and produce one or 
more hexagonal flares on your 
film. These are the reflection of 
the lens diaphragm, and they are 
usually visible in the viewfinder 
as bright hazy flares of light. A 
polarizing filter will partially 
eliminate this phenomena when 
the light is reflected off glass or 
water, but there is no cure for 
flare from a direct light other 
than shifting the angle of the 
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shots: routine famous buildings. 


iens so that the reflections are 
focused off the film. An adequate 
sun shade will help prevent flare 
problems from strong light 
sources that aren’t within the 
frame itself. 

When shooting available light 
indoors you are always fighting 
for depth of field. Outdoors with 
faster lens settings the opposite 
problem applies, and it is dif- 
ficult to focus. selectively. Use 
the fastest shutter speed and the 
widest lens opening possible to 
decrease your plane of focus. A 
colorless neutral density filter 
will prevent light from entering 
your lens and in effect stop down 
your camera without closing the 
diaphragm. Since increased 
depth of field is a function of a 
small diaphragm opening rather 
than of decreased light, a heavy 
ND filter will allow you to shoot 
at a setting of f 2.8 even though 
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you have bright sun at your 
back. 

The heavy contrast problems 
of shooting black and white in 
bright sun follow you into the 
forest. Shooting scenes or people 
in wooded areas involves some 
special lighting problems that 
few people are aware of until 
they see their prints. Trees filter 
out’ drastic amounts of light 
creating a heavy shadow situa- 
tion. However, if there is a bright 


even though the scene is dimly 
lit. Any high contrast print made 
from a negative taken under 
these circumstances will only 
accentuate the lighting problem, 
but it is possible to make a low 
contrast print with rich if not 
overly contrasty tones if your ex- 
posure is accurate. Forest 
lighting can fool the best 
photographers and the most ex- 
pensive meters, so it is wise to 
bracket your exposures at least 


sun overhead, spots of brilliant~ one stop either way if possible. 


light will slip between the foliage 
producing a pepper and salt 
effect over the scene. Again, 


‘shade exposure will block up 


these highlights while compensa- 
tion will underexpose the majori- 
ty of the frame. 

The only solution here aside 
from bringing photofloods into 
the woods is to shoot for a low 
density (i.e. thin) high contrast 
negative on a low contrast film 
such as Plus-X. Though most of 
the negative will appear almost 
too thin to print, an amazing 
amount of detail can survive 
when printed on-a low contrast 
paper. This is contrary to what 
you would expect, but the secret 
is to recognize a high contrast 
lighting situation when you see it 


Carrying Your Equipment 


_ Beyond the problems of film 
and exposure, summer 
photographers must deal with 
the question of carrying their 
equipment during relatively 
athletic endeavors. For short 
hikes when other luggage is 


minimal a regular neck strap

be more nourishing, but 
somewhere into the third six- 
pack you might walk into a tree 
and crack your skull. 

Nonetheless, working out a 
camping diet that avoids the 
gruesome necessity of cooking 
has its attractions, and can be 
done nutritiously on a simple 
combination of nuts, roast 
soybeans, dried fruit (raisins and 
prunes are popular, but dried 
apples and apricots taste better). 
Militant carnivores can fall back 
on beef jerky and pepperoni 
sausage. John the Baptist lived 
on locusts and wild honey. 
Charlie Christopher of the 
Organic Food Cellars says don’t 
forget sesame seeds, they have a 
lot of calcium _ 

This may be nutritious, but it 
still comes across to me as 
revolting. If you’re going to eat 
well, i.e. enjoyably, you’re going 
to have to cook; the question is, 
what should you cook, and what 
should you cook with? Keep it 
simple: one pot, one frying pan, 
spoons, forks, knives, can & 
bottle-opener, paper towels, tin- 
foil, matches, charcoal if you’re 
going someplace where there’s no 
wood for campfires. Bring a grill 
if you want to cook fresh meat. If 
there’s any running water near- 
by, don’t bring paper plates and 
cups; you can wash dishes and 
pots in the stream, with a bit of 
effort and some cider vinegar 
(also good on grilled steak) to cut 
the grease. No detergents! Even 


if there isn’t any running water, 


try eating out of a common pot 
with spoons and chopsticks. It 
isn’t any more unsanitary than 
making love. And don’t forget to 
bring more plastic trash bags 


than you’ll need for your ian 
because you’ll want to pick up 
some of the shit the honkies who 
were there before you will have 
strewn across the landscape. 
There are many staples which 
require no refrigeration: 
powdered eggs and milk, rice, 
pasta, onions, garlic, a dozen 
kinds of dried beans and peas, 
and, of course, cans. Apples and 
oranges keep fairly well. For 
fleshy protein try salt cod, 
sausage, canned beef or ham. 
With these resources and a little 
imagination, you should be able 
to produce varied and tasty 
meals, especially stews, without 
great effort. Garlic fried till 
brown in olive oil makes a 


‘delicious, non-tomato spaghetti 


sauce. Canned ham, cooked in 
water for an hour, with cabbage 
added in the last ten minutes, is 
simple and tasty. Japanese and 
Chinese stores (there’s one in 
Central Square on Prospect St.) 
have a wide range of delicious 
dried foods and soups, though 
many are laced with high doses 
of MSG, and are not as cheap as 
one might wish. 


You can greatly extend the 


range of your diet if you bring © 
along a styrofoam cooler, but. 


this needs either a cold running 
stream or constant ice rejuvena- 
tion (in which case you might as 
well shop). My own experience is 
that coolers are fine for picnics, 
but usually end up soggy dis-

asters on camping trips. Still, 
fresh vegetables are nice, an 
keep on trying, with such recipes 
as:

a little sea salt. Season at end 
with Tamari sauce.

Throw it 
together in a frying pan, and 
cook it. . 


A final question. How are you 
going to get all this equipment 
and food out there into the 
woods? In your station wagon, of 
course. Someone less decadent 
than me will have to tell you 
what to take back-packing.

walk without getting a headache. 

Backpacks and shoulder bags 
are awkward in combination, so 
the backpacking photographer is 
forced to carry extra film and 
lenses in his pack. 

People who take their cameras 
on canoe trips are understan- 
dably concerned about drowning 
their equipment. White water 
canoers should buy an expensive 
waterproof and buoyant carrying 
case. For more casual voyagers a 
sealed plastic bag inside a nor- 
mal gadget bag will provide a 
realistic measure of safety. 
Styrofoam is extremely buoyant, 
and a few inches lining the bot- 
tom of such a bag will keep your © 
equipment afloat long enough to 
be retrieved. 


What to Shoot 


What you take pictures of this 
summer is obviously entirely 
your own affair, but the majority 
of casual summer shooting can 
be broken down into three 
groups — snapshots, scenics and 
postcards. 

Snapshots are either posed or 


S candid pietures of people. A long 


standing photographic tradition 
in itself, there is little that can 
be done to hurt or improve the 
format. The only thing to 
remember besides the lighting is 
not to shoot from too far away. 


Tighter shots with emphasis on 
attitude and facial expression 
generally say more about the 
people you’re shooting than 
larger scenes in which the real 
subjects become incidental. 

Scenics are the easiest vaca- 
tion shots. Keep in mind, 
though, that wide angle lenses 
effect curious illusions with size 
and distance. Looming moun- 
tains can be dwarfed by the 
scope of a wide shot, so take care 
to choose the proper lens for your 
desired perspective. 

Postcard shooting involves 
routine pictures of famous 
buildings, statues, monuments, 
etc. They have some com- 
memorative value, but unless 
you plan to go on tour'with a 
slide show it is best to concen- 
trate on documenting your own 
experience rather than to shoot 


as though you were illustrating 


an article for.Holiday magazine. 
A word of caution to advanced 
amateurs who travel with their 
cameras with the idea of selling 


stock photos — pictures of - 


famous landmarks are virtually 
unsaleable. You couldn’t market 
a picture of the Taj Mahal to 
save your life. If photography is 
your business, you know what to 
look for*If it is your hobby don’t 
confuse the issue by worrying 
about what pictures might sell. 
Treat even the most trivial pic- 
ture taking as a means of per- 
sonal expression. Satisfy yourself 
and worry about marketing 
later. 
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Will There Wilderness Tomorrow 


By Calvin Rutstrum 
A kind of pilgrimage reaches 
me. Largely it is the young with 


_ an eye to ourdoor life who look, if 


not with despair, then with ap- 
prehension on their hopes for the 
future. But there are others, the 
older adults who try ecologically 
for realization of a better life now 
for their remaining years. 
With three-score-and-ten years 
well behind me as a criterion of 
which to gauge the future, what 
can I tell them? Are the years of 
wilderness enjoyment ahead too 
inscrutable? Should I presume 
with an optimistic hypothesis 
that all will work itself out? 

The answers have to be as in- 
accessibly far-reaching as the 
questions. Perhaps the mistake 
most of us make about the pre- 
sent and future wilderness is 
that we tend to regard it only in 
its age-old pristine state. 

A rather paradoxical concept 
— one which in essence, I think, 
has a great deal of merit — is 
that all the world, no matter how 
developed, no matter how ur- 
banized and_ ravaged, is still 
potentially wilderness. This may 
seem a bit obscure until we ex- 
amine it. The general idea ex- 
pounded here is that natural 
laws dominate all of the world, 
and only man’s continual irrup- 
tion of its surface by construc- 
tion keeps it from reverting in 
time to a wholly natural state 
again. Continual has to be 
emphasized in this concept. We 
discover this in the word 
maintenance. The moment -a 
building or other structure has 
been erected above ground, no 
matter how seemingly imper- 
vious it is to weather, the natural 
elements start disintegrating it. 
Bridges are painted perpetually; 
when finished, the crews go to 
the opposite ends and start pain- 
ting them again. If man paused 
momentarily in his industrial 
endeavor — that is, a moment 
considered relative to the infini- 
ty of time, or even a reasonably 
protracted period of time — 
every boasted structure on the 
face of the earth would from dis- 
integration fall back into soil, to 


implement natural growth. Note 
the accompanying illustration of 
an abandoned asphalt highway 
being reduced to soil by the 
effect of frost upheaval, decay, 
and growth in just nineteen 
years. Many of the hotels and of-

Unless replacement 
were incessant, the world would 
eventually flower everywhere 
without a single artificial edifice 
in existence. . 

Is it not possible, therefore, 
that with this ephemeral nature 
of material things and the’ short 
life .of existing..neglectful -pop- 
ulations, the future might hold 
out-a-completely nature-revi 
world for generations yet un- 
born? Surely the natural laws _ 
will persevere. 

As a writer on wilderness 
themes, my life has been, and for 
a time will probably continue to 


What is this persevering, ever- 
pervading nature? If an impor- 
tant aspect of it always has been, 
is, and will continue to be growth 
and decay, is this ever- 
continuing and repeating growth 
and decay not as evident in the 
pretentious or modest urban 
house rotting down in time as it 
is evident in the prostrate trunk 
of a postmature and fallen 
wilderness tree going into 
humus? Obviously, what I am 
trying to: point out-here in. princi- 
‘ple is that man’s greatest effort 
to to “develop” the wilderness — 
that is, his struggle to replace the 
wilderness now and in the future 
with utilitarian needs — is and 
will be at its most optimum 
achievement only a temporary 
incursion upon the earth’s sur- 
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of nature’s reversion process, not 
man’s temporary enterprise. 
There may be a moral here in the 
relentless, futile grasping for 
ephemeral material things. 

Visitors (to my house) in the 
majority — and I note the excep- 
tion — do not want to hear that I 
travel through the wildest areas 
of the continent with compass 
and celestial navigation. They 
would rather believe that I have 
some special talent for finding 
my way instinctively — a faculty 
that science has conclusively 
proved no one possesses. 

Our present concept of 
wilderness ‘and .that of the 
future, should thus lie not in the 
primitive, but: in an understan- 
ding of the natural laws that 
govern and shape the universe. 
We can never gain this un- 
derstanding unless we regard as 
best we can the whole scope of 
‘the. earth’s natural operative 
forces. We can, of course, study 
natural laws firsthand in the 
pristine state of a wilderness set- 
ting in order to derive an un- 
derstanding of how these laws 
' basically operate. We can also 
study them in the metropolis 
and in the laboratory, or ex- 


amine them there to see how 
ghastly the consequences are 
when these natural laws are 
perverted by excessive artifice — 
man floundering out of his 
proper environment as so much 
of life in ‘big cities today 
testifies. 

‘Nevertheless, in all fairness, 
we have to say that man among 
the rational element is becoming 
more: ecologically conscious 
about the prospect of tomorrow’s 
wilderness. I have noticed, along 
with this later revaluation of 
wilderness, a desperate parallel 
effort to salvage the values of the 
past as well in many respects. 
The shortage of early originals in 
furniture, guns, hand-powered 
devices, and a number of things 
has prompted manufacturers to 


simulate originals for popular 


sale. The past shunned has 
become the past revered. We 
have observed in such 
organizations as the Sierra Club, 
the National Audubon Society, 
and the National Wildlife 
Federation, growing forces to 
preserve the remaining 
wilderness areas; in fact, even a 
serious effort has been made to 
re-create wilderness areas on the 
tailings of open-pit mining 
operations and other industrially 
ravaged areas. Legislation, 
though tragically slow, 
nevertheless tends to be working 
in this direction for enhancing 
conservation projects, especially 
for future micro- “wilderness area 
development. 

There is, however, still a con- 
tinuing yet unstemmed conflict 
between the encroaching 
mechanical world, its pop- 
ulations, and the world of in- 
violate nature. But™the 
fanaticism of mechanization has 
fortunately at last found some 
figurative wrenches thrown into 
its machinery. Snowmobile 
owners in their zeal to run ram- 
pant over every stretch of snow- 
covered ground — parks, farms, 
wilderness areas, and roads — 
now are being confined by local, 
state, and federal legislation. If 
we can make a prediction, that 
confinement will relegate the 
owner-ability of the snowmobile 
.to.a highly restricted one — to its 
proper use, avoiding much of 
rampant abuse. The airplane has 
already been caught in much the 
same squeeze, banned from 
National Forests where its obtru- 
sion hecame a menace to the 
preservation of future wilderness 
values. We have seen industry,

When you're bored with sit- 
ting behind a car wheel, and 
you’re no longer deaf to city 
sirens and honking horns it’s 
time for escape. 

“Get a horse!” they used to 
say to frustrated drivers. 

A return to the peace of a rural 
atmosphere and the promise of 
exercise attracts many to the 
stables. 

At any stables are those to be 
seen outfitted handsomely in 
matching habit, helmet and 
boots, casually dangling a crop. 
And then there are the “stables 
commoners” dressed in last 
year’s garage-painting rags, 
whispering incredulously about 
the size of the horses, finding all 
the hardhats too narrow to fit 
over their ears, and shakily puf- 
fing on one cigarette after 
another. 

For the latter group — the 
once-in-a-while riders — there 
should be an advisory guide to 


occasional equestrians. And 


is that. 
Getting Up There 

Finding public stables in this 
area is no problem. There are 


many, and, try as you may, there 
is no place you can go where 


they'll give you a midget horse 
from which you can safely drag 
your feet. 

If you have a choice of victims 
take the horse that looks the 
least docile. Stable behavior ca 
be misleading. The old grey 
mare dying in the corner stall 
can well turn out to be a 
Washington Irving nightmare. 

The horse pawing its hooves is 
only doing that to throw you off. 
He just wants to stay home and 
eat hay. Tack him up, ride him 
out into the sunshine, and he 
might, though unhappily, bring 
you hack alive. 

If you imagine, Clint 
Eastwood’s graceful mounting 
style comes easy, forget it. 
Attempt at imitation will prove 
futile. As an occasional 
equestrian, you will find that a 
toe in the stirrup, a good clutch 
of the reins and someone pushing 
from the rear will get you 
somewhere near the saddle. 

Once straddled across the 
horse’s back, pat the victim’s 
head and whisper into his 
pointed ears the kind of thing 
you’d say to a year-old nephew. 

You might think you’d feel 
more confident with a crop in 
your hand. Don’t bother. You’d 


probably only drop it, and have 
to go through the whole 
dismounting-mounting thing. 
Nothing is worth that. 

A better idea is to ride to the 
nearest tree, reach up and snap 
off a branch, tearing off the 
leaves and twigs. The horse will 
think you’re a tough stick-beater 
and may be cowed. When he’s 
not looking, throw the stick 
away. 

Procrastinate as long as possi- 
ble before leaving the stable area 
so you can watch the adolescent 
females who populate the place 
cantering and posting around 
the ring, sailing over fences, and 
racing through all kinds of im- 
pressive feats. 

This will humble you suf- 
ficiently for your own activity — 
the trail ride. 


Staying Up There 


Trail riding consists of 
watching the hindquarters of the 
horse in front of you, and 
memorizing the movements of 
his muscles rippling beneath 
horseflesh. You become well- 
aquainted with the nuances of 
his tail coloring and hoofcracks 
as he slings mud from them to 
you. 


“Just line up and follow me.’ 
is the usual terse instruction 
from the trailguide. 

So you line up — or, rather, 
the horse lines up. He pushes 
past every other horse and rider. 
leaving you to apologize to the 
guy he just smashed against the 
fence. The horse is in command 
here. He’s used to this single file 
cavalry and knows you’re not. 

Although you’re careful to 
treat the beast humanely, don’t 
expect reciprocation. You’ve 
thrown away your stick. You’ve 
whispered to him. You’ve made 
apologies for him. He repays you. 
He halts and refuses to budge. 

“Come on Brutus! Let’s go, 
boy.” You kick him with gusto. 
“Brutus! Move it. Move your. . 
.Aw, Come on, Brutus, Move!” 
And he doesn’t even blink. 

A voice from somewhere 
behind you in the line calls to in- 
form you that “Brutus is my 
horse, dear. Yours is called 
Moonbaby.” 

But it’s too late for formality. 
You shout something very rude 
at your horse, continue to kick, 
and hope no one from the 
Humane Society is watching. 

Finally — the supreme 


humiliation. The trailguide 
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stops everything and comes 
galloping back to get you 
started. And how does your horse 
react? He relieves himself. 

“Rise up from your saddle!” 
the guide shouts, so you do. 
When he’s ready the horse 
resumes hissomnambulant pace. 
‘ There’s a lot to keep you 
awake while rocking in the sad- 
dle. In the summer there are flies 
to swat at. There’s always mud, 
and rocks to slip on, to say 
nothing of hidden ice in the 
winter. All year round branches 
scratch at your face, providing 
an outdoorsy complexion ac- 
complished otherwise only in a 
catfight. 

If all_this fails to amuse you, 
start thinking about your in- 
creasingly sore muscles, or the 
fact that you’ve let your in- 
surance policy lapse — anything 
to keep you alert. You’ll want to 
be awake for the myriad of sur- 
prises trailriding offers. 

Trailblazers must have a mor- 
bid sense of humor. They dash 
around the woods, across 
streams and up mountains with 
no mercy for those who will 
follow. 

About every fifteen minutes 
you run into a special feature the 
trailblazer has found for you. 
This may be in the form of an 
unexpected hundred-yard gallop 
across a muddy meadow, cr 2 
sudden dowhill climb on a 
slippery dirt path. 

Whatever form it takes, 
remember three rules for the 
situation: 1) cling to your horse 
— he’s going to get through 
alive; 2) clench your teeth; 3) 
close your eyes. 

For the last ten minutes of the 
trailride you can relax. The 
horses have to be walked and 
cooled down. Concern over your 
own physical condition is, by 
now, immaterial. All that 
remains is to ride back to the 
stable and fall off. 


Re-entry, Feet to Earth 


_ As you slide down the side of 
the horse to familar land you 
realize this won’t be a ride quick- 
ly forgotten. 

You wobble away thinking 
about Ben Gay and aspirin, and 
drop into the getaway car as 
friends comment unsym- 
pathetically about your horsey 
aroma. 

But now all you have to do is 
slump back into the seat aid 
mentally thank Henry Ford. or 
whoever invented the 
carriage. 

Mechanized vehicles seem not 
so bad an idea after all.

earth’s power, like giant leaking 
energy founts. We had entered a 
totally new world, as different 
from our own as the moon from 
the earth. We were in the world 
of mountains. 

Standing on that mountain 
top, I felt my ego dissolving. 
Here was a world that man 
hadn’t made over in his own im- 
age. Here he had no place and 
exerted no influence. My total 
insignificance swept over me as 
never before. This world belong- 
ed to the mountain tops, and I 
just did not matter. Man did not 
exist. Only the mountains. 

Everyone who reaches the top 
of a mountain must face the 
most basic existential question. 
Will you come down? In going up 
there you have temporarily 
abandoned society and shed all 
the trappings of civilization and 
the hassles of existence. We live 
each day of our lives passively 
and often unconsciously accep- 
ting the nature of our existence. 
To reject it would require drastic 
action. But on a mountain top 
you have already taken the ac- 
tion, and the final rejection is 
passive. Just stay on that spot 
and never come down. The 
choice becomes concrete. Clim- 
bing down is an active and con- 
scious decision to accept your ex- 
istence and rejoin society. The 
mountain forces you to decide. 


I never really thought that I 
wouldn’t come down. But I 
desperately wanted to stay in the 
mountains’ world for a little 
while at least. Just long enough 
to watch the sun go down and 
the colors all change to gold. And 
maybe see the moon come up 
and bathe everything in silver as 
it arched overhead. Or even long 


enough to see the sun rise and 
the mountain world wake up 
again. But I couldn’t. The night 
would be too cold, and there was 
nothing to eat or drink. 


Mobile Life Support 


Then I realized what 
backpacking was all about. A 
backpacker could stay on that 
mountain top — for days if he 
wanted to — using the food, 
clothing, and shelter in his pack. 
Or he could continue along the 
ridge, down into the valley, and 
even up the next peak for the se- 
cond night. Because he carried a 
mobile life-support system, he 
could walk to the most beautiful, 
inaccessible spot on earth and 
stay there. It didn’t matter 
where. The backpacker didn’t 
live off the land, merely on it. 
With the right equipment, he 
could go anywhere. Everything 
necessary for human survival 
was in the pack. The sense of 
freedom was overpowering. 

But we soon realized that 
nature did not yield up her 
beautiful places without exac- 
ting a price. The ski-lift had 
stopped running, turning us into 
unwilling hikers. For the next 
four. hours we picked and 
stumbled our way down the 
mountain along trails and ski 
runs. Our re-entry into civiliza- 
tion was as painful as if we had 
to pick up a piece of it every step 
of the way. More than once I 
thought we had blown it and 
should have stayed. But we had 
made our decision and continued 
down, arriving at the bottom 
totally crippled. Ever since, I’ve 
found it easier to hike up a 
mountain than down. ~ 


When the trip ended in 
California, we did a lot of day- 
_hiking. But that was a great Fall 
for unemployment, and I never 
had the money to buy the gear 
necessary for overnight 
backpacks. The winter found me 


back in New York City manag- 
ing a small store in the East 
Village called the ‘Survival 
Store.” The name was great, but 
the owner had no idea what he 
wanted to sell. So I stocked the 
store with backpacking gear and 
army and navy surplus. Armed 
with a copy of Colin Fletcher’s 
The Complete Walker, I became 
a backpacking bullshitter. 
Customers heard long disser- 
tations on the merits of padded 
hip-belts versus unpadded and 
goose down versus dacron in 
sleeping bags. I had still never 
outside. 

The summer came-and I quit 
work with $300 of the best 
backpacking gear available. Us- 
ing the Walker as a bible, I had 
become an equipment freak. The 
pack weighed 40 pounds, but I 
had an aluminum dish that kept 
butter fresh for a week, a white 
gas stove that boiled water in 
five minutes, and a candle 
lantern that folded down to the 
size of a paperback. I wore the 
pack around the house at every 
opportunity. But the way my 
body ached told me there was 


more to backpacking than equip- 


ment. 


It’s Hard Work 


The thingthat no one ever tells 


-you about backpacking is that 


it’s hard work. Add 30 or 40 
pounds to your body and walking 
down a city street becomes pain- 
ful. Three or four hours up.a 
steep trail can make you feel 
more like a pack mule than a 
backpacker. Legs, feet, and 
ankles scream under the load. 
The problem is that comfort 
when you stop walking and make 
camp means having adequate 
equipment and provisions. But 
comfort when you walk means 
having a light pack. And no 
matter how much money you 
spend, the pack for a well-fed 
and well-sheltered three-day trip 


will weigh 30 pounds or more. 

This is still a lot better than 
the old days when a pack loaded 
for a similar trip would weigh 80 
pounds. Modern lightweight 
equipment made of nylon and 
metal alloys has contributed as 
much to the current backpack- 
ing boom as increased leisure 
time and the desire to get back to 
the land. Before World War II, 
you really had to be a he-man to 
lug all that stuff up into the 
mountains. Now you don’t have 
to be a man at all. 


Naturally some of the old- 
timers resent this. Last year a 
man came into the backpacking 
store where I worked and tried to 
convince his son to buy the same 
rigid old-fashioned pack that 
he had used. I talked up a 
modern pack made of flexible 
airplane aluminum that dis- 
tributed the weight more com- 
fortably. Although convinced the 
new one would be more comfor- 
table, the man stuck by the old 
pack on the idea that pain and 
suffering were an integral part of 
backpacking and probably good 
for you besides. Good sense 
prevailed, and the son bought 
the modern pack. 

The father really need not 
have been concerned. I’m sure 
his son still suffered. Even with 
such modern miracles as three- 
pound down sleeping bags and 
five-pound nylon tents, 
backpacking is still hard work 
and conditioning is very impor- 
tant. Unfortunately as Colin 
Fletcher said, ““There’s no way to 
get in shape to carry a pack, ex- 
cept by carrying a pack.” 

Don’t think you can lighten 
your load by living off the land. 
The American wilderness, my 
earlier perceptions notwithstan- 
ding, is only relatively un- 
touched by man. Actually an es- 
timated 6 million backpackers 
walk through it every year. With 
numbers like that you can forget 


about building your shelter from: 
the forest or gathering your food 
along the trail. In most national 
and state parks and forests, you 
won’t find a dead stick of wood 
for a fire (let alone a lean-to) 
within a half-mile of popular 
campsites. And if you want to be 
a hunter-gatherer, fine. But 
don’t expect to get much walking 
done. 

With so many people using the 
backcountry, the responsible 
backpacker must carry 
everything necessary to sustain 
life. And carry out everything 
that proves to be not so 
necessary. That may be an ar- 
tificial even plastic way to relate 
to the land, but it’s the only way 
to preserve the small wilderness 
areas left. Imagine 6 million peo- 
ple cutting down just two 
sapplings each for tent poles. 
How long would the forest last? 
The resourceful woodsman car- 
ving his sustenance out of the 
land with nothing but an axe is a 
dead memory. Overpopulation 
killed it. Modern backpacking 
gear killed it. Nature had been 
tamed, and in most places sub- 
dued. The times demand har- 
monious and even gentle treat- 
ment. 

Not that nature will always 
reciprocate. My first backpack- 
ing trip and nearly every one 
since has alternately been a 
chamber of horrors and a garden 
of earthly delights. Like the trip 
that started with a four-mile 
forced up-hill march through 
swarms of vicious Canadian 
mosquitoes that bit through my 
jeans at every momentary rest 
stop. Or the time when a hail 
storm pelted me for 20 minutes 
on a mountain top in 75 degree 
heat. Often the delights were 
just having these things stop 
happening to me. But somehow 
when I get back into the world of 
mountains, the painful 
memories fade — for a short time 
at least.

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Touring the Countryside in Scotland & Ireland

_ Have you ever assisted a sheep 
which has gotten stuck in a fence 
by the side of the road? 

How about staying in a coun- 
try inn which doesn’t bother to 
give its guests room keys? 

There are just some of the 
small but real pleasures of tour- 
ing the countryside in Scotland 
and Ireland. 

oth countries are 
predominantly rural. By spen- 
ding most of your time outside 
major cities, you can enjoy an in- 
credibly relaxing vacation at a 
reasonable price and with almost 
no physical hardship. 

There are numerous transpor- 
tation choices. On our recent trip 
we rented a car. Hertz and Avis 
have offices at the airports and 
in many cities throughout both 
countries. There are also a 
number of cut-rate, local rent-a- 
-car agencies. All you need is a 
valid U.S. driver’s license. Driv- 
ing on the left hand side of the 
road is not very difficult, as long 
as you keep your mind on your 
driving. (When our minds 
wandered, tended 
automatically to slide over 
toward the right side of the 
road.) Be warned, however, that 
gasoline in Scotland and Ireland 
is twice as expensive as in the 
U.S. and you pay for fuel, not the 
rental company. 

You also have the options of 
buying a motorcycle or bicycle 
once you arrive, using local bus 
service (which is extensive, 
reasonably cheap and efficient in 
both countries), or hitch hiking. 
Drivers seem very friendly about 
picking up riders (British 
students are inveterate hitch 
hikers). 

There are few superhighways 
(called carriageways) in either 


Scotland or Ireland. The roads 
are well-paved, but tend to be 
single lane and filled with 
bends. This is part of the charm 
of touring, since most roads take 
you through towns and villages 
rather than around them. The 
slower speed of travel also allows 
for easier looking at passing 
scenery. 

A good way to visit both 
countries is to make your base in 
a small sized town, then take day 
trips out from that base. This is 
what we did on our visit this 
month. Of course, you can also 
just tour, stopping every evening 
at one of the many small hotels 
which offer bed and breakfast all 
over both countries. (Actually, 
Scotland is not a country, but a 
part of Great Britain; and the 
Republic of Ireland, while 


nominally independent, is just 
as much a part of Great Britain 
as Scotland is. The British 
pound is accepted in both coun- 
tries. } 

St. Andrews, Scotland 


In Scotland, we made our base 
in St. Andrews, a small resort 
and university town on the east 
coast about 30 miles north of 
Edinburgh. The town itself is 
worth as least two days of 
careful exploring. It boasts the 
oldest university in Scotland 
(dating from 1412) and is the 
birthplace of the game of golf (a 
dubious but nonetheless genuine 
distinction). There are castle 
ruins to be seen on the cliffs 
overlooking the sea and short 
walking tours which can be made 
alon

g the famous Old Course. 


On South and North Streets 
there are a number of low-priced 
hotels. Fancier and higher priced 
hotels line the ocean along a 
bluff called The “Scores. For a 
good lunch, we recommend a 
pub called The Niblick just up 
the street from the Royal and 
Ancient Golf Club. If you’re will- 
ing to splurge a bit for dinner 
(say $3-4 each), one of the best 
restaurants in the.area is The 
Grange Inn, located a mile from 
St. Andrews in the village of 
Grange. This restaurant is a 
redecorated 17th Century Inn 
located on a hill with a fine view 
of the west harbor of St. An- 


St. Andrews also has a 
beautiful sandy beach for swim- 
ming during the summer 
months. 


From St. Andrews you can 
drive south along the coast 
toward Edinburgh, and see the 
small fishing villages which 
make up the Kingdom of Fife. 
Robber Baron Andrew Carnegie 
was born in a village in Fife, as 
was economist Adam Smith, 
author of the book “The Wealth 
of Nations.”’ Edinburgh, the 
most famous city in Scotland, is 
an hour’s drive from St. Andrews 
There is also bus and train ser- 


vice. 


Edinburgh is certainly worth a 
day’s visit. The first thing to 
see is the impressive Edinburgh 
Castle, built high on a plateau 
looking down on the main part of 
the city. Not far from the Castle 
is Edinburgh University, where 
you can catch a cheap lunch in 
the student union during the 
school term. 

Directly in front of the Castle 
is Princes Street, the main shop- 
ping thorofare which is lined 
with tempting stores. The best 
buys are products made from 
Scottish wool. At one end of 
Princes St. above the railway 
station is the old Victorian hotel, 
the North British, which is an 
elegant setting in which to have 
afternoon tea. For a one evening 
dinner splurge (about $5 each), 
one of the best restaurants in 
town is the Cafe Royal on West 
Register St. across Princes St. 
from the North. It is one of the 
few restaurants we’ve visited 
which is friendly to people who 
are under thirty and not dressed 
for dinner. 

From St. Andrews, we drove 
north out of the County of Fife to 
Dundee, an industrial town on 
the Tay River. Dundee is known 
for its orange marmalade. It is

also the home of my great great 
grandfather who was a laborer 
who wrote epitaphs and carbed 
them on tombstones. He 
emigrated to America and joined 
up with the Mormons who were 
moving west to Utah. 


Storybook Castle 


Dundee should be passed 
through. It’s not really worth a 
stop. Continue on north along 
the coast until you reach Dun- 
bar Castle, which sits on a jut of 
land almost entirely surrounded 
by the sea. Cromwell’s army, 
‘when they invaded Scotland, 
spent months trying to take the 
Castle, since the. Scots had 
hidden their crown jewels there. 
The Castle is the kind of castle 
you read about in storybooks. 
After a visit to Dunbar Castle, 
we continued along the coast 
toward Aberdeen, the major in- 
dustrial city of northern 
Scotland. Passing through some 
smaller towns, we saw the words, 
“Keep the Oil for Scotland” or a 
variant on that theme scrawled 
on walls. Multinational com- 
panies are drilling for oil in the 
North Sea and many nationalist 
minded Scots are certain that 
“Scottish” oil will be used to 
henefit British and American 


companies, not the people of, “Consequently, the Highlands i is - 


Scotland. 

A few miles before reaching 
Aberdeen, we ttirned off the 
main road and drove into a small 
seaside village for lunch. We 
recommend such detours. We 
ate lunch in a friendly pub 
overlooking the water. After 
lunch, we drove through Aber- 
deen and headed inland into the 
Scottish Highlands. 

The main road into the 
Highlands from Aberdeen runs 
along the Dee river. Not too sur- 
prisingly this area of the 
Highlands is known as Deeside. 
The Highlands are not really 
that high. There are few tall 
mountains, but it’s distinctive 
feature is the hills and the glens 
(valleys) inbetween., It was in 
the Highlands that the famous 
Scottish clans lived and con- 
tributed the fiercist fighters to 
the. numerous risings against 
British rule. Once the hills were 
more populated, but with the 
defeat of the Scottish army at 
Culloden in 1746, the chiefs of 
the clans turned their attentions 
to moneymaking. In collabora- 
tion with the British, they 
helped to drive the lower class 
Highlanders out of the hills and 
replaced them with more 
profitable sheep. (The de- 
pressing story is well told by 
historian John Prebble in his 
book The Highland Clearances, 
available in Penguin paper- 
hack.) 


now one of the few regions in 
Great Britain which is under- 
populated. This fact, of course, 
has added to its attractiveness as 
a vacation site. 

We traveled through the 
Highlands along the Dee River to 
the town of Ballater, where we 
stopped for tea. At Ballater, you 
can turn off the main road and 
drive up Glen Muick, a valley 
near where the Queen and her 
family vacation each year. The 
road leads to a base camp for 
mountaineers who wish to climb 
Lochnagar, one of the highest 
mountains in Scotland. From 
the camp, which has ample 
parking facilities, you can walk 
to a beautiful lake (called a Loch 
in Scotland) where Prince 
Charles likes to fish. 

Continuing along the main 
road from Ballater, you reach 
Balmoral Castle, the official 
Scottish residence of the Queen 
of England. It’s open for viewing 
from May 1 until October, ex- 
cept when the Queen is in 
residence. The Castle was built 
in the 19th century and is really 
not as interesting as the much 
older Dunbar Castle. Unless you 
get excited by seeing where a 
Queen spends her vacation, 
don’t bother to go inside. 

From Balmoral Castle we 
drove to Braemar, then turned 
south and headed through the 
ski area of Scotland toward 
Perth. The ski runs we passed 


didn’t look very exciting, but the 
mountainsides, covered with the 
beginnings of heather (which 
doesn’t really flower until 
August) were quite picturesque. 
In the summer, Highland games 
are held in Braemer and other 
towns, complete with bag pipes, 
dancing, and the tossing of the 
caber — a great pole. 

Perth is a market town located 
in less hilly, rolling farmland. 
We had dinner in an East Bengal 
restaurant run by some young 
men from Bangladesh. One of 
the added benefits of Empire for 
the British is the number of fine 
Indian and Pakistani restaurants 
which have been opened in every 
city by immigrants. 


Other Day Trips 


From Perth, we returned to St. 
Andrews for the night. The trip 
took us less than 12 hours driv- 
ing, and was only one of many 
possible day trips. From Aber- 
deen, you can also continue 
north to Inverness. From there it 
is possible to ride a ferry to some 
of the offshore islands. If you 
have a month or so to spend, you 
should also travel in Western 
Scotland, where there are more 
lakes and mountains to be ex- 
plored. Glasgow, once the second 
city of the British Empire, and 
now a depressed industrial town, 
is worth a day’s visit. 

Be sure to do some reading 
and planning before you arrive in 
Scotland. The guide book, Let’s 
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A human environment where people work, live and learn together. 

Ecology, environmental problem solving, organic gardening, wilderness 
travel plus — A place where self actualization begins and grows.

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Halt Awhile in Great Britain by 
Ashley Courtenay (distributed in 
the U.S. by Hastings House 
publishers, New York) contains 
a useful section on Scotland 
which lists a number of country 
inns and hotels. Try also to read 
some Scottish history. Fitzroy 
Maclean’s A Concise History of 
Scotland (Viking Press) is a good 
introduction; John Prebble’s 
three volume series Glencoe, 
Culloden, and The Highland 
Clearances (Penguin) are ex- 
cellent and.compelling reading if 
you have the time. You can also 
just arrive with your knapsack 
and take off into the countryside, 
learning as you go. Everyone we 
met was very pleasant and seem- 
ed interested in answering our 
questions about Scottish history. 
You can pick up a number of 
books and pamphlets at the air- 
port or in any bookstore. 


From Edinburgh to Dublin 


_We flew from Edinburgh to 
Dublin. You can also take the 
car ferry from Scotland to 
Belfast or a number of other 
ferries from England. We had no 
interest in visiting Northern 
Ireland. The situation there 
sounded much too depressing 
and tense. A report in a British 
newspaper we read described the 
constant road blocks, the 
searching of all pedestrians in 
downtown Belfast, the bombing 
of hotels and stores, and so on. 
Belfast didn’t sound like a place 
for a rest from the U.S. 

We decided to spend one day 
in Dublin, then head for the Irish - 
countryside. Dublin is not a 
pretty city. The air is polluted 
and there are horrendous traffic 
jams. But it does have enough 
interesting historical and literary 
sites to merit a visit. In addition, 
Dublin has one of the best zoos 
we’ve ever visited. 

The zoo is one of the oldest in 
the western world (third oldest 
after Paris and London). 
Located in Pheonix Park across 
the Liffey River from the center 
of Dublin, it has to be one of the 
noisiest zoos in the world. In 
most zoos, the animals don’t 
seem to make much noise, but in 
the Dublin zoo, at least when we 
visited, tigers were muttering, 
seals were chasing the swan in 


- their pool, two camels were loud- 


ly making love, and ducks were 
quacking. Anyway, if you’re into 
zoos, don’t miss the one in 
Dublin. 

An added attraction: the zoo is 
quite near the Guiness brewery, 
which offers free tours and tastes 
of the famous Guinness ale. 

Dublin was the center of the 
famous 1916 Easter Rising of the | 
Irish. We visited the General 
Post Office on Sackville St., 
where the rebels first proclaimed 
the existence of a_ provisional 
Irish Republic. We also saw the 
City Hall, where only 6 rebels 
stormed the building and raised 
the Irish Republican flag. Alas, 
the British brought guns into the 
yard of nearby Trinity College, 
which the Irish had neglected to 
secure, and sailed a gunboat up 
the river and unmercilessly 
shelled the rebel’s positions. To 
make sense of the statues and 
plaques commemorating these 
and other events in Irish history, 
you have to do some reading 
beforehand or ask numerous 
questions of taxi drivers and 
storekeepers. (as we did). 

Dublin is also a literary shrine 
for the Irish. Joyce, Behan, 
O’Casey and other writers all liv- 
ed in downtown Dublin. The old 
Abbey Theater burnt down. The 
replacement closely resembles 
Harvard’s Loeb theater in decor 
and design. Tickets are 
remarkably cheap (the most ex- 
pensive is only $3). We saw a 
Sean O’Casey play, “The Silver 
Tassie,” which was considered so 
anti-Church when it first 
appeared, that for many years, 
Yeats refused to let it play at the 
Abbey.

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wild and beautiful districts that 
it is ever the fortune of the 
traveller to examine.” During 
the Victorian era, Connemara. 
became a favorite holiday 
ground of the British leisure 
class. As one guide book describ- 
ed rapturously, “The district is 
almost entirely composed of 
mountains, with 
ravihes, valleys, gorges, glens, 
passes, precipices, and chasms. . 
. surrounded by a sea coast of 
over three hundred miles, with 
its bays and creeks., islands and 
estuaries, cliffs and sands, waves 
and billows, breakers and surf.” 

The fact is the guide book is 
right. Connemara has it all over 
Cape Cod for scenery. 

In recent years, the area has 
been rediscovered by visitors, 
and numerous hotels, inns, and 
small bed-and-breakfast houses 
have opened: A number of in- 
teresting inns and hotels are 
listed in Ashley Courtenay’s 


intervening 


Let’s Halt Awhile in Ireland. 
And all the towns in Connemara, 
such as Clifden, Oughterard and 
Letterfrack offer small bed-and- 
breakfast places where you can 
usually just arrive in the evening 
and find room. Buses run daily 
from Galway to Clifden and 
other lesser towns. 

In Connemara, there are a 
variety of things for a visitor to 
do: interesting but not terribly 
difficult mountains to climb; 
sandy beaches for swimming; in- 
land lakes (called Loughs) for 
fishing; and hills for simply 
walking. Many of the towns in 
the summer offer music festivals, 
including rock concerts as well as 


- classical music and Irish folk 


singing. 

We spent one night at a 
wonderful country inn called 
Renvyle House in Renvyle, one 
of the furthest west points of 
Ireland. The house had belonged 
to Oliver St. John Gogarty, a

Driving Irish Roads 


Driving along Irish roads, you 


‘ often must stop to let stray sheep 


pass or to make room for a herd 
of cows. You’ll also see solitary 
workmen cutting blocks of peat 
from roadside bogs. After drying, 
the blocks of peat are used as 
fuel for heating and cooking in 
many homes. 

One day;~while taking a walk 
in the hills near Renvyle we 
found a lamb who’d caught his 
head in a wire fence. I freed him 
and hefted him over the fence 
back to his mother. Sheep 
munch grass on the hillsides all 


- over Ireland. Cows are also rais- 


ed on most farms, both for dairy 
products and for meat. 

A government report released 
while we were in Ireland in- 
dicated that 70 percent of Irish 
farms are too small to be really 
efficient (in terms of the number 
of cows that they can support). 
This bore out our own observa- 
tion of endless small fields 
enclosed by piled rock fences. 
We saw very few great, landed 
estates, though they must exist 
in some parts of Ireland. The 
country appears to be a nation of 
small farmers, heavily under the 
influence of the Catholic 


Church. A number of political 


writers have suggested that the 
Church’s influence has helped to 
moderate Irish nationalism in 
the Republic. 

All the people we met on our 
trip in Ireland were very pleasant 
to us. Many Irish have relatives 
in Chicago, Boston, or New 
York. And at Shannon Inter- 
national Airport near Limerick, 
there’s a large oil painting of 
John F. Kennedy depicting. his 
visit to Ireland. 

We didn’t travel any further 
south than Shannon — but we 
were told that Killarney in the 


_ south is a beautiful place to visit. 
‘There are .also interesting towns 


further to the north in County 
Mayo, and all of the ocuntry, for 
that matter, is green and scenic. 
It. would’seem hard to go wrong 


by heading i in any direction’ after 
arriving in Ireland. 


A last suggestion on both 
Scotland and Ireland. Travel

information about the countries.

Years ago in a simpler time, 
the only connection anyone ever 
had with nature on the hoof was 
a weekend in the Adirondacks 
and a few half-remembered boy 
scout outings. Remember when 
the only roughing it you or your 
loved ones had ever experienced 
was represented by a dog-eared 
snapshot of your great-uncle 
Artemus posing stiffly with a 
deer he had massacred, lashed to 

the fender of his Studebaker 
roadster, with a notation on the 
back of it (the snapshot, not the 
deer) explaining which was the 
deer? 

It was a lot easier then, all you 
did was to make your list at least 
a month in advance of all the 
things you would need for three 
days in the north woods, alone 
with nature at her pristine best, 
alone to commune to your 
heart’s content. Even before the 
list is made the thing to do was 
to do a little reading up on the 
subject (a very little!) so that 
when Mother Nature whips out 
her trump card the experienced 
woodsman will be able to sneer; 
“Ha, I knew it all the time, you 
can’t intimidate me with such 
shoddy parlor tricks!” 

Since these “shoddy parlor 
tricks” may take the form of 
anything from snakebite to 
dysentary it was always deemed 
wise to accumulate all the 
salves, balms, remedies (both 
patent and home-made) 
ointments, cures, splints and 
bandaging, that could be 
carried. In preparing this list it is 
handy to have at least one copy 
of the inventory of Scott’s ex- 
pedition to the Antarctic.

The 
numerous bloodstains are caused 
by inexperienced fingers trying 
to whittle ‘‘Camp Win- 
niechoomuck” on bulky pack 
frames.

hold up, though, Bags made of 
down are expensive, but some 
people say they are worth it. 

I do know, however, that dou- 
ble bags are one of the greatest 
inventions of humankind. They 
add something to the total cam- 
ping experience that cannot just 
be explained in terms of their ob- 
vious advantage. Single sleeping 
bags are just so isolating. Along 
with your sleeping bags, you 
should consider mattresses. 
There are foam models designed 
especially for camping. They are 
waterproof and easily folded. 
You might, at a savings, opt for 
plain old air mattresses and not 
feel remiss. The first time we 
camped, we were without either 
convention. It was not the kind 
of sleep that makes for smiles at 
breakfast. 

It’s getting into the luxury 
category, but some people insist 
on bringing pillows with them, 
protesting that they just cannot 
sleep well without them. I can’t 
help thinking that these are the 
kind of people who put up their 
sirname on a tree, but there’s no 
accounting for taste, is there? 
Many air mattresses come 
equipped with built-in pillows. 
They’re not like your old teddy 
hear, but some people have 


reported getting off on cuddling 
air. 
Food for Thought | 

When it comes to food, one of 
the blessed events to hit cam- 
ping lately (in the past decade) 
has been the widening use of 
small, gas stoves. They come in 
handy for a number of things. 
Not the least of which are boiling 
eggs, heating water to wash dis- 
hes, silverware, even socks. My 
wife and I resisted a stove for a 
long time before finally seeing 
the light. Speaking of light, that 
is one of their attributes. They 
are highly portable and don’t 
take up much space in the back 
of the car. A number of com- 
panies put them out now, in 
various sizes. Don’t buy more of 
a stove than you need — the two 
burner models are fine. We are 
partial to anything made by 
Coleman, but ask around. The 
fuel used for the stove (a breeze 
to operate) is especially made for 
gas stoves and lanterns. Stay 
away from more highly flam- 
mable mixtures like kerosene. 
These mixtures, while cheaper, 
are dirtier and people have been 
hadly burned (no joke) with 
them. 

From hot, we turn to cool. At 
least cooler. They are indispen- 
sable, even if you are only cam- 
ping overnight. A good cooler 
does not have to be huge. I have 
discovered, though, that many

people who start out camping 
underestimate their needs in this 
department. And it’s not 
because we’re all pigs — it’s just 
that the soda, beer, sandwiches, 
hot dogs, whatever add up. 
The big space eaters in the 
cooler, though, aren’t edible. 


That is unless you like ice., 


Which brings up the great 
debate between the ice freaks 
and the ice pack rats. The latter 
seems to have gained the upper 
hand recently, especially among 
aficionados. The packs (don’t 
ask.me what’s really in them) are 
squarish in shape and generally 
bluish in color. They’re 5” to 9” 


in length and about 1%” thick 
and you put them in the freezer 
before you leave the house. The 
stuff inside freezes and stays 
that way in the cooler for about 
24-36 hours. Seriously, the ice 
packs do keep food and drink 
cold. For our three day sojourns 
we take four of the larger ones. 
When they die on you, you can 
‘purchase ice at most 
campgrounds. Ice packs don’t 
take the place of ice entirely, but 
for one day trips they are all you 
need. And they certainly are 
lighter than frozen H20. Add 
this to the fact that they are re- 
usable, conserve space and are 
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Quality willow green fabric. 
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reasonably priced. 

Even if you’re too young for 
lemonade, you will want a ther- 
mos. It need not be suitable for 
the drinking habits of 8,000 
parched elephants, but it should 
hold a gallon at least. Camping 
makes you hungry and thirsty. 
In addition to a thermos, you 
might opt for a collapsible water 
jug. Made of plastic, they come 
equipped with a pouring spout. 
They don’t keep water (or 
whatever you want to use them 
for) very cold for very long, but 
they’re not really designed for 
that purpose. They do serve as a 
handy water container during 
the day, especially if you are 
bringing along other liquid 
refreshment, which I’m sure you 
are 


Cooking Utensils 


Keep the cooking utensils to a 
minimum. You don’t need ser- 
vice for eight, even if you’re ser- 
vicing eight. A couple of pots for 
boiling eggs are a luxury. Unless 
you’re lazy about cleaning them, 
you only need one. You do need a 
large pot for boiling water, for 
cleaning you, the dishes, the 
silverware, and whatever else 
needs cleaning. Muy importante 
is a frying pan. If you forget it, no 
bacon and eggs over easy on Sun- 
day morning. - 

There is a place in this world 
for paper plates and paper cups. 
Any campsite. On the subject of 
paper, don’t forget the paper - 
towels. I hate them (on general 
principle), but they are a 
necessary evil. Not so with 


plastic knives, forks and spoons. 


They are quite unnecessary evils. 
They are impossible to clean, ex- 
pensive and they break easily. A 
cheap plastic tablecloth, though, 
goes well over the campsite’s pic- 
nic table. It ain’t home, but it’s 
something. 

I’ll mention baggies and 
trashbags in passing. Baggies are 
for wrapping leftovers; trashbags 
— preferably small ones — for 
saving you trips to the garbage 
can every time you have to dis- 
pose of something. Don’t leave 
the trashbags around too long or 
you will have little visitors. A 
basin for washing silverware and 
dishes is an item many first-time 
campers forget. With the basin, 
don’t forget the dishrag and 
detergent. Can and bottle 
openers easily get overlooked, 
even by some veterans. 

Many campsites have their 
own barbecue stoves. Many peo- 
ple prefer hibachis. In addition 
to charcoal briquets, you’ll need 
something to ignite them. Ten 
years ago, one used lighter fuel 
almost exclusively. It’s messy. 
It’s also unpredictable. The 
relatively new starting cubes are 
a boon. They burn well and 
there’s no fuss. Light them and 
forget them. Oh, yes, when you 
light them, use utility matches. 
They aren’t expensive, but they 
have saved many a camper from 
a nasty burn. Regular matches 
aren’t waterproof (some utility 
matches are) and they can be 
dangerous. 

Food. Camping even makes 
thinking about food an erotic ex- 
perience. For your first trip, you 
will probably take more than you 
really need. Keep it simple. At 
most campgrounds there’s usual- 
ly a store (prices generally exhor- ' 
bitant) around for staple 
groceries, in case you run short. 
Canned goods have a drawback. 
They weigh you down. You 
shouldn’t rule them out, but you 
should use them judiciously. 


Forget-Me-Nots 


While I don’t know anyone 
who forgot to bring food on the 
first camping trip, I do know 
plenty who neglected things 
almost as crucial. I mentioned 
the lack of eithtr a flashlight or a — 
lantern on my maiden trek. It 
would be hard to do worse. When 
darkness descends, you’ll cherish 
your flashlight. Make sure the - 
batteries are strong before vou

Shop 
around. Coleman (I swear I own 
no stock) makes a number of fine 
models. You’ll be glad you got a 
good one when you’re reading the 
latest Congressional Record 
before retiring.

springless seat, metal pedals, 
and no fenders. Racing features 
allow a more even distribution of 
your weight on the bike and help 
you to use your muscles more ef- 
fieiently when pedaling, but for 
casual riding, most people prefer 
conventional features. 


Another thing to remember is 
that the price of inexpensive 
bikes often reflects the number 
of accessories rather than the 
quality of the basic bike. Before 
you choose a model with a lot of 
extras make sure you need them 
all. 


Better Bikes 


On better bikes the main 


concerns weight, 
workmanship, and an elusive 
quality called responsiveness — 
or how the bike feels to the rider. 


While three-speeds and inex- 
pensive derailleurs weigh around 
35-40 pounds, without 
accessories, the weight of better 
derailleurs (and all better bikes 
are derailleurs) drops to under 30 
pounds. Most of this weight is 
saved by constructing the frame 
out. of a thinner, higher tensile 
strength tubing — either chrome 


-molybdenum steel alloy or the 


even better manganese 
molybdenum steel alloy, of 
which Reynolds 531 and Colum- 
bus are the best known. These 
frames are usually.advertized as 
brazed and lugged, which means 
that to guard against stress ‘on 
the joints these tubes have been 
welded into medal sleeves at the 
joints at low temperatures. On 
the best bikes, the tubes are 
“double-butted,” which means 
that they are thicker near the 
joints to withstand the tremen- 
dous’strain that a strong racing 
cyclist puts on the frame. 


The other way weight is saved 
is by the extensive use of 


aluminum alloy for the other 
parts of the bike. The more ex- 
pensive a bike is, the more of 
‘these parts that will be alloy. 


Although workmanship is very 
important in the construction of 
a lightweight frame, it is crucial 
in the manufacture of moving 
parts made out of a soft alloy. 
Unless these parts are precision 
engineered, they would quickly 
wear out. And this is one of the 
points of diminishing returns in 
the purchase of a better bike. For 
every pound saved by having a 
moving part made of alloy, the 
price of bike goes up tremen- 
dously. These parts also require 
more care in adjusting and in 
riding. Remember the best bikes 
are designed for racing cyclists, 
and for them, every ounce saved 
is important. 

Cycling buffs are often 
enamored of certain brand-names 
and other signs of top-quality 
professional equipment when 
from the point of view of prac- 
tical use, the gains for the ad- 
ditional money spent are slim. A 
lower priced better lightweight 
with good steel alloy tubing and 
some aluminum alloy parts runs 
$125 to $200. The even better 


bikes with double-butted tubing 
and all aluminum alloy other 
parts start around $250. 


Nearly all better-to-best bikes 
come with a man’s frame and 
racing features, but there is no 
reason a woman shouldn’t con- 
sider getting one unless she 
wears a skirt to work! Peugeot 
and Gitane, however, do make 
models with a mixte frame which 
differs from the regular woman’s 
frame by having twin diagonal 
tubes running from the front of 
the frame to the rear hub — a 
sort of compromise between a 
man’s and woman’s bike. They 
are good for the couple. who 
wants to share one good bike. 


Brakes and Tires . 


If you are getting one of the 
lower-priced lightweights, you 
should be careful about what 
kind of brakes and tires it has. 
Most of these bikes should have 
center-pull hand brakes which 
give more even braking and need 
less frequent adjustment than 
the side-pull type used on less 
expensive bikes. Two types of 
tires are used on these bikes, 
either narrow clincher tires — 
which are just a narrower version 
of the tires with separate inner 
tubes used on most bikes — or 
the very narrow racing tires call- 
ed tubulars — which have the in- 
ner tube sewn up in the tire. 
Since each requires a different 
type of rim, this is an important 
factor in deciding which bike you 
want. While tubulars are lighter, 
more responsive, and easier to 
change, they are more likely to 
be punctured, more difficult to 
repair, and more expensive to 


replace. The most expensive 
bikes only come with center-pull 
brakes and tubular tires. 


The Right Size Bike 


Whatever type of bike vou 
decide to get (except for a folding 
bike), you should he very careful 
to get the right frame size. The 
frame size of a hike is measured 
along the seat tube from the 
point where the seat post enters 
it to the center of the axle of the 
pedals (the seat post is the pipe 
the seat is on; the seat tube is the 
part of the frame it telescopes in- 
to). Frame size varies from 17 to 
25 inches and if you want to be 
able to ride a bike safely and 
comfortably, you should look for 
one whose frame size is from 11 
to 13 inches less than the length 
of your leg from the crotch to the 
floor. On a man’s bike, you 
should he able to straddle it with 
a couple of inches -to spare. 


Where To Buy 


Most writers advise buying a 
hike at a bike shop rather than a 


department or discount store, 
and if you. are getting a better 
bike you should: At most bike 
shops, thev’ll set up the bike for 
vou, adjust it, and check it out. 
At a department or discount 
store you'll probably get it partlv 
_assembled in a shipping carton 
and have to put it together the 
rest of the way yourself. But the 
difference in price for the same 
hike can be as much as 25 per- 
cent between a discount store 
and a hike shop. So it depends 
on- whether you have money or 
time, patience, and a good bike 
manual.

in a few instances by intelligent 
choice but largely by legislative 
demand, cutting back on its 
ecological depredations. Rivers 
are being experimentally cleaned 
up. 

_ Those who expected to find, in 
a near-city, suburban area, skins 
or stuffed animal heads on my 
walls, candles and a wood- 
burning stove, were, I venture to 
say, perverting the wilderness 
concept as incongruously as 
those who impose a complex 
moaernization on a remote 
wilderness. It is, I repeat, simply 
a matter of propriety. One does 
not pitch a tent alongside a 
hotel. As I have explained 
elsewhere, in the two wilderness 
cabins which my wife and I own 
and occupy in the Canadian 
wilderness, modernity of 
domestic equipment is drastical- 
ly reducéd, not because of any 
inherent aversion to the 
modern, but simply because 
practicability of appliances 
ceases when complication of ser- 
vice and maintenance seriously 
detracts from wilderness life. Ci- 


ty, suburbia, and wilderness — - 


to each its own. 

The wilderness tomorrow will 
likely continue to be enjoyed by 
the same deletion process of 
cumbersomeness in equipment 
that it is now and has been. down 
through the centuries. 

The future wilderness, of 
course, will survive only by the 
nonincursion of artificial 
elements. Where wilderness is 
concerned, we need to consider 
development synonymous with 
vandalism. 


That the attitude toward the. 


wilderness will enjoy a gradually 
increasing sophistication and 
consequent hands-off protection, 
I now fully believe. That our 
greatest motives spring from a 
better knowledge of natural 
phenomena is becoming more 
and more apparent. The old con- 
cept of the wilderness, that it is 
something to ravage for profit 
alone, is diminishing,. though 
the idea dies stubbornly. That 
the wilderness on which man has 


long turned his back has now 
become a source for great scien- 
tific and aesthetic study is un- 
questionably evident. But most 
significant — we have discovered 
that wilderness is absolutely in- 
dispensable for future human 
survival at all. 

That.we have yet a long way to 
go in resolving the preservation 
of tomorrow’s wilderness is 
demonstrated by some strange 
violations of late. Zoos have to 
keep all-night vigilance to pre- 
vent a certain, not small, sub- 
normal element from destroying 
the wild animals, a_ situation 
which psychologists believe 
stems from a carry-over, innate 
fear of the wild. Recently, some 
young men in their twenties tried 
to harass a polar bear in a St. 
Paul, Minnesota, zoo. The 
animal had earlier been made 
partly blind from rocks hurled by 
teen-agers and some older 
youths. In the recent case, one of 
the lads trying to plague it ac- 
cidentally slipped on some ice 
and fell into the pit. Since the 
bear was seriously clawing the 
young man, it had to be shot to 
save his life. Perhaps there was 
some just punishment in the 
lad’s fright and injury, but the 
court viewed this case of wildlife 
vandalism as of little conse- 
quence, if we are to consider the 
lenient penalty that was meted 
out. It seems that even the law 
lacks understanding and respect 
for wilderness values. High, cost- 
ly fences, instead of sounder 
judicial sense, now have to be 
thrown around zoos, along with 
an increased number of just as 
costly police guards, to prevent a 
stupid and vicious segment of 
the populace from destroying the 
wildlife — what they believe to 
be their “natural enemy,” and 
what they consider is their un- 
questioned prerogative to 
destroy. Man’s fear of wild 
animals is traditional, perhaps 
one of the greatest nonsensical 
fears throughout man’s history. 
We lose our pseudo-fears and 
superstitions slowly, and_ too 
generally, seldom gain a sense of 
values. 

A vast revision ot our game, 
timber-cutting, and mining laws 
will, of course, also have to enter 
into the preservation of 
tomorrow’s wilderness. The loose 


rhetoric that goes with the 
methods used in “harvesting” 


our wildlife and timber is just as 


absurd here as it is in most other 
walks of life. For example, I have 
observed in the local game laws 
where I live the number of quail 
allowed in each season’s bag. As 
my good fortune permits me to 
be in the field most of the time, I 
can make a fairly responsible 
report. Hunters speak nobly 
about eating, not wasting, what 
they kill. Correct, right down to 
the last creature on the en- 
dangered list. It is now thirty- 
seven years since I heard the 
bobwhite call, or since seeing the 
last one in this general area. Yet, 
the bag limit still holds out for a 
certain number of quail to be 
taken each season. Is this 
“intelligent harvesting” of our 
wildlife a fradulent measure to 
dupe hunters for revenue, a 
tourist attraction, or simply our 
“best” standard of conservation? 
Since I have considered the 
utterly ridiculous forest ‘“‘con- 
trol” method.of “multiple use” 
in another volume, I will not 
point it up here except to say 
that unless the wilderness areas 
we hope to save are legislated on 
a basis of the term left in- 
violate, instead of the term mul- 
tiple use, we are heading for 
devastation of our most priceless 
resource. 

Is it possible to find inviolate 
wilderness regions now which 
will remain so for tomorrow? I 
offer as an encouraging answer 
the following ‘‘Plea for a 
Paradise,”’ which I wrote for the 


Alaska Area Director, Bureau of. 


Sport Fisheries and Wildlife at 
Anchorage, Alaska, It might 
serve to give the reader a moral 
lift. The article appeared in the 
Capital Magazine of the St. Paul 
Sunday Pioneer Press, January 
23, 1972, from which I quote the 
following: 

Let’s suppose for a moment 
that in the United States with 
its onrushing population in- 
creases, there is a wilderness 
area of nearly a million acres 
that has been left just about 
as wild and untrammeled as 
it was a thousand years ago. 
In the play of our imagination 
consider that only the rare in- 
dividual has ever visited this 
grand expanse of nature.

Further to: improve our 
hypothesis consider that it 
has the most beautiful crater 
lakes in the world, set in spec- 
tacular mountains from 
which flow numerous cold 
mountain streams. To give 
the streams greater interest, 
punctuate their routes to the 
sea with scenically awesome 
waterfulls. To cap off the 
physiological nature of the 


almost million acres, add to ~ 


its magnificent coastline 200 
or more miles of wide sandy 
beach. 

So much for its 
physiological features. To 
complete the wilderness 
paradise, suppose that we 
also add about 25 species of 
wild mammals, bears, wolves, 
fox, otter, wolverine, and 
members of the deer family. 
And in order to make a long 
coast fascinating beyond 
words, throw in a population 
of seals, sea lions, and other 
deep sea creatures. In our 
generosity, let’s add geese by 
the tens of thousands, whistl- 
ing swans, ducks galore; even 
throw in a generous share of 
eider ducks and scoters. We. 
might as well go all out and 
add cormorants, kittiwakes, 
murres, shearwaters for the 
shores; for the uplands, ptar- 
migan and songbirds. And we 
can’t afford to leave out the 
bald eagle. Here in this 
natural wonderland, we will 
not consider him, as we must 
in other areas, an endangered 
species. 

Incredible even to the im- 
agination? It seems so today. 
It’s like the fellow who said, 


“Imagine it: a thick steak, 


salad, baked potato, beverage 
and dessert all for thirty-five 
cents.”’ A bystander remark- 
ed, “Where can I get this 
meal for thirty-five cents?” 
The reply, “I don’t know, but 
just imagine it!” 

Should we be as facetiously 
speculative about the dream 
wilderness described? It is a 
wonderful prospect, but who 
is interested in an im- 
aginative wilderness 
wonderland? Where in a 
world environment caught up 
in an industrial obsessionism 
could we imagine such an 
area? 

We don’t have to imagine 
it. It actually does exist. 
Every phase described above 
is factual on Unimak Island 
— the first, largest and’ 
nearest to Alaska of the Aleu- 
tian chain. In fact, Unimak is 
so close to the Alaskan Penin- 
sula, it seems almost to touch 
it. 

It is quite true that many 


generations to come, may not 
in their lives observe an area 
of inviolate wilderness. This 
can become a serious cultural 
degeneration in any civiliza- 
tion. We could arrive at such 
ecological disaster in a 
relatively short-time only by 
neglect. 

_ _Unimak, of course, is a long 
way off from most states, but 
it is, we need to remind 
ourselves, a part of the United 
States, which makes travel to 
it a lot more technically feasi- 
ble. A journey to Unimak can 
be as enriching as the arrival 
itself, since travel en route is 
through that part of the 
North American continent 
possessing some of the most 
magnificent scenery. In a jet 
flight age, distance no longer 
poses the problem it once did. 
To leave a hurly-burly world 
of business and industry to 
arrive at an inviolate 
wilderness paradise, to camp, 
hike, climb, pick berries in 
endless profusion, beachcomb 
on hundreds of miles of sandy 
beach, fish, study nature, 
observe and photograph 
wildlife, ought to hold 
enchantment enough. 

Once you as citizen help to 
preserve Unimak. as.a 
wilderness by law, some prac- 
tical means of travel to the 
island will, no doubt, be 
provided. Right now it lies 
there a bit inaccessible in all 
its pristine grandeur, waiting 
for you and me to act. 


The Unimak Island 
Wilderness Proposal has now 
had a complete hearing in 
Alaska by all principals concern- 
ed, and was reviewed by the Fish 
& Wildlife Service, Bureau of 
Sport Fisheries & Wildlife, U.S. 
Department of the Interior. The 
summary has also been sent up 
to the Secretary of the Interior. 
After his review, a proposal and 
statement supporting the action 
recommended will be sent to the 
President. After he reviews the 
proposal and is satisfied, he will 
send a proposal to Congress, who 
will make the final decision. 


Tomorrow’s_ wilderness thus 
holds promise. Those areas 
already set aside, and others like 
Unimak to be set aside, are 
probably some of the brightest 
precursors of what an awakening 
civilization holds for the future.

“You just have to tell things like 
what you do when an old lady 
lurches into the street.” 

The same rules that apply to 
the inspection of cars apply to 
motorcycles as well. There are 
also. laws pending that would 
effect the construction. of 
“choppers” (Bikes that have 
heen improvised by their owners, 
choppers are often Harley- 
Davidsons with extended front 
ends, large back wheels with no 
springs, no front brakes and 
replaced standard fork tubes.) 
-“The owners of these machines 
are fiercely partisan,’ says 
Cameron. ‘‘They have made 
their machines an expression of 
something. Sometimes people 
huy choppers but how can you 
buy self-expression? A fellow in 
our shop has built a vehicle with 
thought in every part. It’s the 
last word in choppers. Unfor- 
tunately, they become a fad and 
the true aficionado is disgusted 
hy mail-order choppers.” 

Choosing a gas or oil can be 


quite a decision for the new rider 
because, says Cameron, “the 
motorcyclist is bombed with ads. 
It’s just like.Cosmopolitan which 
says your sexual performance 
will suffer if you don’t use this 
soap. Motorcycling is susceptible 
to this approach because it is so 
personal. We can’t discover any 


‘difference in gas or oil. Use any 


good gas and follow the 
manufacturer’s suggestion for 
oil. I've never had any trouble 
with Merit; stay away from Gulf- 
tane or other low octane fuels. 
You don’t always have to use 
Sunoco 260, though.” 

“You'll also want a lock for 
your bike. A rubber coated chain 
with hardened padlock is 
desirable in the city particularly 
if you have a large machine. 


There is a booming trade in 


stolen hikes with changed engine 
numbers. If you seem to be get- 
ting an unrealistically good deal, 
the bike is probably stolen. Any 
number has been changed. Some 
people carry 25 pounds of chains.

Hitting the Road 


The moment has come. You’ve 
got the bike, the helmet, the 
pants, the gloves, the boots, the 
license, the tires, the gas, the oil; 
the face guard, the lock, the 
books and the inspection cer- 
tificate. It’s time to hit the road. 

“Because you are a motorist,” 
Reminds Cameron, ’’you are en- 
titled to one full lane by law but 
a primary principle is to believe 
that other motorists do not see or 
hear you. Even if they do see 
you, they assume that you have 
instant reactions. 

“You might find that there are 
cars who don’t like you. They are 
usually Oldsmobiles or Buicks 
driven by men with failing virili- 
ty capable of remarkably anti- 
social behavior.” 

“The chief danger, though, are 
people that don’t see you. Motor- 
cycling will make anyone a 
better driver. Keep out of the 
way of conflicts; don’t play 
highway games even though they 
are tempting. Don’t get back at 
someone for what somebody else 
did. Concentrating on getting a 
guy is like wearing blinders. 

“When it comes to the police, 
the usual things work — respect- 
ful address; don’t be drawn into 
an argument; be aware of your 


You do find cops whose attitude 
is ‘strip him and look for needle 
marks.” 

Whether you are racing or 
riding on the street, though, 
there is no need to subscribe to 
common misconceptions about 
motorcycle safety. Cameron con- 
cludes that “there is no need for 
an accident. Motorcycles stop 
faster, maneuver quicker, get 
around more efficiently and are 
faster than cars. On a motorcy- 
cle, you can outmaneuver 
danger.”

old stream bed. If you don’t find 
at least damp sand by about 18 
inches — try somewhere else. 
Food is no problem — it’s all 
around. A person just can’t go 
hungry unless he wants to. In 
his World Famous Professional 
Guides Manual, author George 
L. Herter furnishes information 
on “not only how to survive in 
the wilderness on natural foods, 
but how to get fat on them!” 
Anything that creeps, crawls, 
flies or swims is edible, as is, ex- 
cept fresh water fish which 
should be thoroughly cooked 
first. Ants, worms, grasshoppers, 
mosquitos, grubs, beetles, bugs 
of all kinds are not only edible — 
they’re practically 100 percent 
protein! Though the menu may 
not seem particularly appetizing 
it'll keep you alive. Building 
snares or traps to catch small 
animals and birds can add varie- 
ty to your diet. Use the animal’s 
natural fat to season the “‘creepy 
crawlers” and you’ll be amazed 


‘at the difference. 


Tell Someone 


Last but not least’ in 


importance is Rule number six:._ 


Let someone know your 
whereabouts. This is possibly the 
most critical problem for area 
supervisors — trying to find 
someone. But consider this: 
Yellowstone accommodated over 
80,000 registered hikers last 
year; over 2,000,000 users were 
recorded in California’s 17 
wilderness and 4 primitive areas; 
other states reported similar 
useage. These figures represent 
hikers only, so you can imagine 
how hard it could be to locate 
someone — especially if you 
didn’t have the faintest idea 
where he could be. 

“There is one reason we re- 
quire a backcountry camping 
and fire permit’’, says Ranger 
Estey. “We advise prospective 
hikers to discuss their trip 
thoroughly with a Park Ranger 
before they leave. Even better is 
to write to the Park far in ad- 
vance of the trip and ask specific 
questions about the routes being 
considered.” 

The Ranger is the one who has 
an intimate knowledge of the 
current situation in his area. He 
can help you check your gear, 
provide you with up-to-date 
maps and advise you of the latest 
trail conditions. An itinerarvof 
your intended trek, checkpoints, 
stopovers and planned return 


date left with him would be an 
invaluable aid in case of an 
emergency. 

Generally speaking the 
backpacker is usually more ex- 
perienced than the ordinary 
camper or hiker. The further he 
goes and the longer he stays is 
another indication of his interest 
and enthusiasm in the out-of- 
doors. There’s no substitute for 
experience but a helpful booklet 
for the beginner can be obtained 
at little expense. Backpacking in 


.the National Forest Wilderness 


is available 25 cents from: 
Superintendent of Documents, 
U.S. Government Printing Of- 
fice, Washington, D.C. 20402. It 
won’t make you a seasoned 
veteran overnight but it does 
contain facts and advice enough 
to make your trip a pleasant and 
safe one. By exercising com- 
mon sense, sound judgement and 
applying these rules of the out- 
doors you may very well avoid 
being an ingredient in the recipe 
for statistics!

Gahan Wilson, the mind behind the most macabre series of car- 
toons since Charles Adams, stood out in front of the Paperback Book 
Store for a couple hours the other day, drawing creatures and corpses 
for the amusement of a dense, shifting audience of folks. Wilson ad- 
dressed a large easel with a handful of felt-tipped markers while ad- 
mirers stormed in from all sides and stretched forth their copies of 
Playboy’s Gahan Wilson for him to sign. Wilson’s book is green; stan- 


ding under all those outstretched books, it looked like he was pain- 


ting in a little grove of human trees with flat green leaves. 

In response to the flurry of requests, he drew a marvelous werewolf, 
followed by a not quite cénvincing spider with an expression of mock 
outrage. A man at the fringe of the audience caught a glimpse of the 
sandy-haired Wilson and said, “Is that really he?

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PolyArts’ Gordon: Back

Bob Gordon once spent a year totally 
paralyzed but fully conscious. Today, he 
is the head of the. most. extensive and 
rapidly expanding social recreation 
organization in New England. How Did 
He Do It??? 

“Robert Gordon is a stubborn, pig- 
headed, unfair, totally unreasonable 
embezzler who, through his phenomenal 
desire to live and his genius, has done 
more for the City of Boston than any other 
person in it,” Charles Cohen quips. 

As Lazarus-like as the mar himself, 


PolyArts, the non-profit regional social 


recreation organization based in Cam- 
bridge, is alive and “stepping up tempo.” 
You may remember how PolyArts and 
Gordon were buried and promptly 
forgotten about by the Boston press about 
two years ago. (See “‘PolyArts and Craf- 
tiness”, Boston After Dark, 6/1/71, pages 
3-5.) After that whole debacle, Gordon 
went back-jack and did it again from 
scratch with a brand-new group of 
workers, a beautifully designed and ex- 
ecuted coffee house for a base, and as 
many ideas and as much determination as 
before. PolyArts, which acts as the um- 
brella for many varied programs such as 
Artissey, Leisure-Link, The Charles River 
Art Society, and numerous single 
“events”, from concerts at the Hatch 
Memorial Shell to May 12th’s Great 
Animal Day, has evidently returned from 
the Styx. 

Gordon, the Man, is a young (he claims 
thirty-two), gaunt, intense person who 
favors and constantly espouses the con- 
cept of frequent action. He is fond of glib, 
easily-quotable statements that, like 
some of his festivals, often have less to 
them than meets the eye. He is famous for 
inspiring strongly negative reactions from 
almost everyone that he deals with 
professionally, and for eliciting many dis- 
agreeably reverent personality sum- 
mations — ‘‘a hard-core male 
chauvinist”, (almost universally men- 
tioned), ‘‘consistently infuriating”, (from 
‘a long-time .employee), ‘‘can’t follow 
orders”, (from a former employer), 
“simultaneously. the 
destroyer of. . . everything”, “an extreme- 
ly difficult person to work with”, (this 
from John Sears of the MDC), and so on 
endlessly. Simply everyone around 
Boston loves or hates Robert Gordon, 
most people seem to be doing both, and 


_they’re all willing to talk about it for 


publication. Recently I met with Bob Gor- 
don in the comfortable setting of The 
Cambridge Folk and Tale House and ask- 
ed him a few questions, after having spent 
the week before talking with other people 


. about him. This is what he (and they) 


said: 

The Boston Phoenix: Did having 
Guillian-Barre (a rare form of 
poliomyelitus) and being paralyzed for 
a year have a great effect on your life 
and what you’re doing now? 

Robert Gordon: Yes, it had a tremendous 
effect. I feel that really the whole society 
that we live in, America, is suffering from 
a form of paralysis. It’s not like what I 
had, it’s more of a mental paralysis. The 


' disease itself for me personally was 


crucial. I lay on my back for a year, think- 
ing and feeling like I could move, could do 
things, yet I couldn’t even close my eyes. I 
had to wear blinders to sleep. And I began 
to see, that life wasn’t made for taking, it 
was made for giving. And that’s what I 
resolved to do when I got better, I would 
spend all my time giving people 
something without asking for anything in 
return. For free! And that materialized 
itself through my interest and background 
into the concept of social recreation. I’m 

‘not a socialist, oh no, but I feel that, like - 
socialized medicine or social insurance, 
that people are naturally entitled to have 
some form of social recreation, to be able 
to experience Art and to learn crafts in 
their own neighborhoods, people who 
can’t afford to buy paintings.or pay for 
concerts. Do you know that there are peo- 
ple out there on the streets who have 
never heard Bach, have never had the op- 
portunity? And so I hit upon the concept 
of social recreation, because I feel that 
we’re pricing ourselves out of the Arts, 
much more so than meat or food. Social 


- recreation through mobility. And I 


thought of the concept of the entire city as 


a playground, as a park. This was around . 


1968 or 1969, after I had had several years 
experience working with fairs, both in 
New York and at the Expo in Montreal. A 


initiator and 


“Fair City” is needed. 

TBP: You say that you originated the 
concept of utilizing this mobility, and 
have often been quoted as. saying that 
you “began’’ Summerthing. Did you? 
What is the, uh, “‘real”’ story? 

RG: I’ve never been afraid to tackle the 
streets. I actually did begin 
Summerthing. It was my original spark 
when the program was known as 
SummerFun. All that Kathy Kane did 
was to change the name, she put in the 
“thing”. (John Tierney, the Parks and 
Recreation chief of Boston when 
Summerthing was initiated and a 
superior of Gordon’s at that time told me 
recently that “The credit all belongs to 
Kathy Kane.” Barney Frank, who was 
Kevin White’s right arm then, and the 


~ man who actually gave the ax to Gordon, 


in the end, said that it was “absolutely 
untrue’’ that Gordon had started 
Summerthing. “He organized about two 
affairs” Frank was quoted as saying. The 
list goes on. The question itself is now 
dead, and will undoubtedly remain so for 
at least some time after White’s reign 
comes to an end.) 


PolyArts Books Examined 


TBP: Let’s talk about financial matters 
for a moment. Are you an embezzler, as 
your own PR man has said? Are you 
currently salaried? How do you make a 
living? What about your 1973 
Oldsmobile Cutlass and your 400-a- 
month condominium? Can I see your 
books and financial statements? 

RG: Well, first of all, I don’t appreciate 
the word embezzler. I live frugally. I never 
get any salary, and if I sometimes reim- 
burse myself for gas money, people get 
upset. Do you know I’ve been offered 26,- 
000 dollars to leave PolyArts? I’ve been 
offered jobs in Washington! But I won’t 
leave until PolyArts is on its feet and self- 
supporting. That’s our goal now. We don’t 


want to have to depend on anyone. We . 
have a five hundred dollar a week payroll. 
wish, really, that I could pay my staff 


more, that I could-hire more staff. But, we 
will .become self-sufficient s and ¢ at 
that time I might move out of the picture 
and let PolyArts go its own way. I might 
move out to Harvard, Massachusetts and 
set up that New England Center for the 
Arts that we were talking about earlier. 
But I can’t leave her now. Do you want to 
see the books? Anyone who wants to can 
come in and check them, because I feel 
that we owe this to the people, to be really 
and-completely honest with them. I’ll go 


and bring them down right now, and you | 


can look at them here. You can even bring 
them home over night with you, if you 
promise to return them. 


(The books were duly examined and . 


seemed to the unprofessional eye to be 
reasonably honest, aside from an in- 
credibly disorganized and chaotic 
appearance that is the direct result of 
Gordon’s habitual disregard for ad- 
ministrative functions. This tendency of 
carelessness toward detail has, more than 
anything else, characterized his 
professional career to date. In this 
respect, as well as in many others, Gordon 
has. not changed much in the past two 
years. In reality, he is a half-hearted petty 
larcenist at worst who lacks any interest 
whatsoever in technicalities or ‘“‘nit- 
pickers”, who to him are all-talk-and-no- 
action people. Gordon feels that he 
deserves the “little” that he takes from 
the organization and could easily write it 
off as salary for the 18-hour days that he 
turns in consistently in the service of his 
particular image of “‘the people’’.) 

TBP: You have also been accused of be- 


- ing pushy, of stepping on people’s toes, 


of hurting people. Anne Apgar, who 
was a member of your origina! Board of 
Directors, told me that, more than 
anything else, more than money, you 
ripped off ‘‘the last ditches of people’s 
idealism’’. How do you relate to that? 
RG: I’m not intentionally trying to hurt 
anybody. I myself am more abused than 
anyone. I’m not trying to hurt anybody, 
but if people try to fuck me, I'll fuck back. 
Let me_tell you that, if in the last ten 
years we have hurt ten people, just ten 
people, how does that compare with the 


. millions that we bring together and touch 


every year, through our workshops, Kite 
Day, Children’s Day, The Cambridge 
Common Concerts, the Hatch Shell 
series, and so on. I wouldn’t change a mo- 
ment of it. 


~ Bob Gordon: the only show in town? 


TBP: Does the ends justify the means 
for you? 

RG: Well you know that you have to step 
on a few people’s toes if you want to get 
anything done. More than anything, I 
detest the person who is just ideas, who 
talks and talks but never takes any ac- 
tion. Cambridge is full of them. It harkens 
back to my illness. Cause if I’ve got my 
health, then there’s nothing that can keep 
me from doing something that I’ve set out 


.to do. Stepping on people is a by-product 


of creation. Hitler could have’ made a 


beautiful world, that’s what he was trying’ 


to do. 

(Harvey Yazijian, also a member of the 
original Board at PolyArts, when told that 
I was thinking of doing a free-lance arti- . 
cle on Gordon for the Phoenix, said that I 


would have a better chance selling it to - 


Psychology Today as a case study. I was 
beginning to understand more of what he 
meant as the time went on, so I decided to 


‘change the subject a bit.) 


Politics Examined 


TBP: Are you a sale 
chauvinist’ as everyone seems to think? 
RG: Iwouldn’t say so at all. I hire sheerly 
on the basis of skill. But I think that you’ll 
find that more girls answer an ad for a job 
such as this than men. You try it, you put 
an ad in the Real Paper or the Phoenix for 


~ a job working with the Arts or for a crafts 


organization, and you'll see that the 
percentage of people responding is about 4 
to 1 girls. So then definitely not. ..— 

TBP: Do you feel that you initiated the 
concept of the city as a playground? 
Isn’t that an idea that borders on being 
highly political anyway? How do you 


‘feel about the relationship of art to 


power and politics, to ego? 

RG: Well, initially I conceived of the first 
half of the PolyArts name as being ‘poli-’ 
in the sense of political, because that’s 
definitely needed. In response to this, I 
think that what I would really like to see 
is an ‘unpolitician’ in City Hall. Everyone 
else has their particular lobby and in- 
terests, so why not artists? 

TBP: Weren’t you at one time holding 
some political aspirations of your own? 
Didn’t you think of running for City 
Council? 

RG: Well, yes I was. I think that if the. 
time ever comes, and it will, that PolyArts 
is on its feet and fully capable of main- 
taining itself as a self-sufficient organiza- 
tion, then I might consider running for a 
political office, but right now I feel that 
I’m more needed and can accomplish 
more right where I am. There’s a certain 


_ spirit that’s created through struggle that 


can’t be duplicated in any kind of 
political office, where I’d be mostly pre- 
occupied with making sure that, well, 
with. shining up to people and seeing to 
my own personal advancement rather 
than that of the Arts in Boston. As far as 
the concept of all this is concerned, yes, I 
would say that I definitely pioneered it, 
that it was my original concept. ; 


TBP: Bob, vali is the legal structure 


of PolyArts now? Is there a Board of 
Directors? 

RG: Yes there is. There’s six people on 
the Board, and they include Charles 
(Cohen), Michael (His lawyer), myself, 
and three others. You see at one time we 
had.an expanded Board of Directors, with 
‘influential’ people on it like Mayor 
Ackerman and people like that, for pur- 
poses of fund-raising. But I found that, 

apart from not being very good at fund- 

raising, that they wanted to run 
everything, to make all the decisions and 
to run the whole show, except that they 
didn’t want to have anything to do with 
the programs. They were all talk and no 
action. They never came to one single 
event that we had. Can you imagine? So I 
fired them all. Now we just have people 
who are interested, and willing to work. 


TBP: What about the future? Where do 
you go from here? 
RG: Well, on April 2-7, there’s the Natick 
Mall Festival, with artists’ expositions. 
theatre, dance, mime, the cast of 
Godspell and the Proposition, and on 
April 21-22, there’s the Children’s 
Festival at Horticultural Hall, on the 28th 
is Kite Day and the Aero-Kite meet, on 
May 12th is Great Animal Dav, on the 19- 
20 there’s the New England Crafts Fair 
and possibly on the 19-20 is the Worcester 
Center Festival. There’s also the Hatch 
Shell series, and the Cambridge Common 
concerts again. Beyond that is Central 
Park in New York in the summer and — 
TBP: What about the New England 
Center for the Arts? _ 
RG: Well that’s still in the planning 
stages, and is dependent upon many 
things, such as the settlement of my 
father’s estate, and the development of 
the self-sufficiency of PolyArts and so on. 
If it does come off it will be located in this 
big old house that I’ve inherited in Har- 
vard, Massachusetts. But that’s still not 
enough. The people out west, from Great 
Barrington and Greenfield and so on, 
can’t be expected to come all the way ito 
Harvard to attend the events. We're algo 
to frend, Vermignt agd 
ampshire. 
TBP: What is it all leading up to? -. 
RG: Well in reality what I’ve been going 
towards my whole professional career has 
been leading up to the Bi-Centennial ex- 
position in 75-76, Then we'll be able to 
convert thé whole city, the whole state. 
into a vast park, and to maintain it as 
such long after the exposition itself-is 
past, unlike what they’ve done in the past 
in New York at the World’s Fair and so 
on. You know, I’m the Massachusetts 
Parks: and Recreation Bi-Centennial 
chairman. I’m having an affair soon that 
will have famous speakers coming from all 
over the country as well as regional peo- 
ple, flying in at their own expense, all of 
them. I’m even going to contact Kathy 
Kane. I’m sure that she'll come, too. She 
has to, really. 
TBP: One last question, Bob, and then 
I’ll let you go, cause I can see that 
you’re a very busy man. Here it is — 
How would you sum it all up? Aren’t 
you PolyArts, in reality? 
RG: Well let me answer you like this — 
I’m not caught. up in the past. All those 
things that have heen written about me. 
about the death of PolyArts. and what a — 
bastard and liar and thief I am, if thev | 
have served to make anybody more happy 
or more aware, if they have corrected any 
injustices or hurt feelings, then so be it. 
You know, if my name had been 
Saltonstall, I would have gotten ‘all the 
credit. But I’m just some little Jewish bov 
from Brooklyn. . . The only really hard- 
core fact that I can give is that we’re gon- 
na step up tempo. 


And on that prophetic and semi- 
ominous note I took my leave of the man 
who returned from the dead to show us all 
a better way to peace and prosperity 
through giving and social recreation, of 
the man at the helm of one of the most 
organized, extensive, thorough, free- 
wheeling, productive and quickly expan- 
ding FREE Arts conglomorates this side 
of Somerville, bearing in mind once again 
the words that John Sears had given me 
when I had asked him to trv and sum up 
Gordon’s trip for me if he could:

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Film: Fang Meets the Fingers of Death

What follows is the synopsis of a film to 
be produced by Sledge International later 
this vear. Charlton Heston has been ten- 
tatively signed to play John Fang; Hitler 
will definitely be plaved by Charles 
Bickford. (Note: lvcanthropy is the 
tendency of men to becomes wolves dur- 
ing the full moon.) “Even a man who is 
pure of heart and savs his prayers at 
night/ Can become a wolf when the wolf- 
bane blooms and the full moon shines so 
bright."" —Old Gypsv saving, generally 
attributed to Farouk Ben Fakir. 

John Fang. a black detective in New 
York. is also cursed with hereditary 
lvecanthropy. But he does not know this, 
for the curse will not be visited upon his 
head until his father, Prime Minister of 
the small, newly independent African na- 
tion of Bongo Congo, dies. Then John will 
become a werewolf on the night of the full 
moon. 

One day John receives a mysterious 
summons from a fabulously wealthy New 
York financier who hasn’t been seen in 
public since the 1940’s. He drives his Cord 
L29 Roadster to the secluded estate of 
P.M. Phalanxious, where after being ex- 
tensively searched by a pair of goons, he is 
ushered into the presence of Phalanxious 
himself. 

John is shocked when Phalanxious 
dramatically reveals that he is, in fact, a 
pair of girl Siamese twins. In another 
shocking revelation, the elderly Siamese 
twins claim to have been the brains 
behind the assassination of Moise 
Tshombe in 1956.

Fang visits his most trusted police con- 
tact, a gay desk sergeant named 
Sylvester. Sylvester tells him that Thunk 
is being held in an old warehouse down by 
the Warren G, Harding pier. Fang thanks 
him and leaves. Moments later, a man in 
a trenchcoat rushes into the station house 


tality, Miss Thunk supervised the torture 
of thousands of Jewish and gypsy sub- 
jects. Kitchen was in charge of the 
Genetic Laboratories — if anyone would 


know where to find him it would be his — 


trusted comrade and former mistress, 
Thunk. But Thunk is being kept locked 
up in a top secret jail pending her removal 
to Germany. It seems that Israeli in- 
telligence is after her for their own war 
crimes, and a band of Palestinian 


‘and slams a carpet bag down on 


Sylvester’s desk; a couple hundred scor- 
pions spill out and the man exits, while 
Sylvester screams horribly and tries to 
brush the scorpions off his desk. 

John is unaware of the Israeli or Palesti- 
nian commandoes, so it comes as a great 
shock to him to learn that Sylvester has 
been killed by the dreaded Palestinian 
group, the Scorpion. This puts a new light 


He resolves to contact Thunk as soon as 
possible and night finds him scaling the 
sheer walls of the old warehouse, while in- 
side a battery of American soldiers guard 
Mrs. Halberstram, who is showing the 
soldiers pictures of her children and being 
nosy in a thick German-Brooklyn accent. 
Fang is about to sneak onto their 
stronghold when the windows break and a 
battery of Arab guerrillas swing in on 
ropes, armed with sten guns and smoke 
bombs. They quickly overpower the 
soldiers and lock them in another room. 

Then they take their places about the 


room as if they are waiting for someone — . 


the Israeli commandoes. “Mrs. 
Halberstram says, “Going to get those 
Jewboys, eh? Good for you! If you’d only 
let me out of this cage I'd help you!” They 
trust her, so the Arabs decide to unlock 
Mrs. Halberstram. 

This proves to be a mistake. Mrs. 
Halberstram is a master of kung fu and in 
about forty seconds she lays out all the 
commandoes. Fang, still outside 
watching, hatches upon a plan. 

“Psst, Mrs. Halberstram! Come with 
me! I’m with Odessa!” Odessa is the 
secret post-war Nazi organization 
dedicated to helping the SS.

Hitler: THE po TEN DAYS 
Produced by Wolfgang Reinhardt. 
Directed by Ennio de Concini

In Hitler;. The Last Ten Days Alec 
Guinness plays a charactar who happens 
to be called Adolf. Hitler, and who 
happens to wear a moustache—but after 
that point all resemblance between the 
film’s protagonist and the real leader of 
the Third Reich disappears. A great deal 
of attention has apparently been paid to 
historical accuracy in the film—there are 
two statements flashed on the screen after 
the credits, attesting to this (one signed 
by an Oxford history professor, one by a 
witness)—but the man Guinness is play- 
ing is simply not Hitler. He’s crotchety, 
precise, professorish and impotent; he’s 
obviously. crazy, but harmlessly 
crazy—why would anyone fear him? His 
generals, who are all much taller than he, 
bow and scrape to him and quiver in his 
presence, but Alec Guinness is about the 


cept for Alec McCowen, who most 
resembles him), so the obeisance seems 
not a. little ludicrous. One of Hitler’s 
fliers, Hannah Reitsch (Diane Cilento), 


having met his mistress Eva Braun for the - 


first time, comments that she thought the 
Fuhrer was above sex; Guinness’ Fuhrer 
looks like he’s bevond it. 

Perhaps I shouldn’t complain so much 
about the miscasting of Guinness; I noted 
a few fine technical moments in his per- 
formance at the beginning—like the 
crackling hoarseness in his voice 
whenever he raises it in anger—but it 
didn’t occur to me at the time that they 
were to he the highlights of the movie. For 
as ultimately un-interesting as Guinness 
makes Hitler, his performance is still the 
most interesting thing in the movie. 
Hitler: The Last Ten Davs is one of the 
lumpiest, most bewildering historical 
films: I’ve ever seen; it’s so badly written 
(by the director, Ennio de Concini, in 
collaboration with Maria Pia Fusco and 
the producer, Wolfgang Reinhardt) that I 


«Siok some of it as high camp (and I still 
don’t know that I was misreading it). And 
it’s so distressingly edited (by Kevin Con- 
nor) that it’s almost impossible to get 
vour bearings. 

The screenplay is so appalling it 
deserves some detailed mention. It’s the 
sort of script that drops exposition at the 
dinner table; we see Hitler chatting on 
about Wagner and the intellectual in- 
feriority of women as he eats, and Eva 
Braun chats with her hairdresser about 
the assassination attempt. The dialogue 
is unbelievable: when Hitler confesses to 
Eva, on the point of suicide, that he knew 
in 1943 that Germany had no chance of 
victory, she blurts out, ‘‘Maybe I 
never . . .knew. . . you I’ve never . . . un- 
derstood ... you. . .” 

Hitler: ‘The Last Ten Davs is an un- 


qualified disaster,-but it did intrigue me, | 


because it left me with so many un- 
answered questions. Why does Eva enter- 
tain the guests at her wedding by singing 
American songs? Why does she di¢ the 
moment she bites into her cyanide pill, 
before she’s had a chance to swallow it? 
Why is newsreel footage of dancing 
soldiers intercut with scenes of battle con- 


least intimidating actor I’ve ever seen (ex-_ ferences’. Why is it that the moment any 


character leaves the fuhrerbunker, he is in 
grave danger of being tinted in sepia? 
What is Simon Ward, who just played

And why does the film end as _ it 
does—with all of Hitler’s closest 
associates, whom he has forbidden to 
smoke, lighting up to the music of the 
Blue Danube Waltz when his death is an- 
nounced? Now, is that high camp or isn’t 
it?

Claude LeLouch’s Money, Money, 
Money isn’t a terrible movie, and I im-

Perhaps I have a bias against vapid caper 
comedies, but I didn’t laugh very much; 
sometimes the humor of the situation was 
obvious, but it remained remote from me. 
In a way, this type of comedy is the most 
frustrating, because you see it coming and 
you want to laugh, but somehow it never 
gets close enough, it never erupts. 

The dramatis' personae consists of 
various petty crooks who are drawn 
together by a common dream: to make a 
mint. 
(played by Charles Denner), proposes 
that they take up leftist politics and profit 
from what he calls the confusion between 
different factions of the left. So they begin 
to study, under the tutelage of an assort- 
ment of (mostly young) radicals.

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and goodness. that also embraces 
bitterness and possibly hatred. 


Director John Jeremy causes his stills 
to pulsate with the music of his prophets, 
prophets which the audience must accept 
because their gospel is so simple, honest, 
and sweet. The holy men include Art 
Blakey, Dizzy Gillespie, Ornette, Sunny 
Murray, Jon Hendricks. The religion that 
is both language and the faith itself, the 
music, is ever-present, complementing 
-Valerie Wilmer’s superb images of the 
prophets and their followers. Indeed, 
these fifty minutes move so quickly, one is 
not really conscious that it is not a film. 


Jeremy has constructed the sermon 
with the care of a master artist, adding 
first the drums, omnipresent and omnipo- 
tent in the background, while the voices of 
prophets explain their meaning and 
heritage up front. Then Jeremy adds the 
bass — not as exhaustive a treatment as 
the drums received, but poignant and 
powerful; elegant in its brevity. But in- 
stead of running down every instrument 
in the band, the sermon moves on to the 
spirit of the music, in the poetry of 
Hughes and Joans. Those words are as 
wise and devastating as the music itself; 
in a poem to Charlie Parker from Africa, 
some of the bitterness comes out about 
Parker’s. white imitators who gorged 
themselves on his crumbs, and learned to 
fly just high enough to sit on his statue 
and shit. 


Jazz is a religion; there is no 
awkwardness in the simile, for it is not a 
simile but a truth. And it is a religion that 
embraces a fantastic number of sects, 
most of which Jeremy encapsulates. 
Towards the end, Archie Shepp sits and 
talks and wonders about the people who 
wonder about his music, which goes on 
and on, sometimes bitter, sometimes ug- 
ly, and he explains that he plays that way 
“because it reminds our body that there is 
life in it.”

three-way firefight going on between 
United States soldiers, Arab guerrillas, 
and Israeli commandoes who finally 
followed the trail to this site. At last an 
Arab answers the phone and John, not 
waiting for identification says, “If you 
want Mrs. Halberstram, you can find her 
at such and such... .” 

“Hold it!” shouts the Arab. Fighting 
stops.

She 
must get herself to Germany to put a stop 
to this Ethiopian trickster. 

The Phalanxious sisters are planning to 
expand their oil operations in Africa. 
Shortly, several of the Arab guerrillas, who 
are also Phalanxious agents in Africa, 
have been summoned to the secluded up- 
state New York retreat. They are in- 
structed to go to Nairobi and wait for 
further instruction. 

John Fang nears his goal, an old castle in 
the Bavarian alps. Everyone he ask warns 


him to stay away from the old castle; it is - 


Haunted with the ghosts of hideous 
monsters and cruel warriors. Mrs: 
Halberstram, after commanding the con- 
siderable fortunes of the small group of 
visionaries who discovered her in the 
basement, arrives in Stuttgard and con- 
tacts members of the Neo-Nazi Youth 
Brigade who agree to speed post haste to 
the old Bavarian castle to rescue Kitchen, 
one of their most esteemed members. 

The Israeli agents, still on the trail of 
Mrs Halberstram, also arrives in Ger- 
many and get right on it.

Nazis."Things are lookirig mighty bleak. 

Just then, thousands. of miles away in 
Africa, the agents of the Phalanxious 
sisters receive their orders and move to 
assassinate Prime Minister Kotto of the 
independent state of the Bongo Congo. 
Kotto (John’s father) goes down in a hail 
of bullets. 

In Bavaria, the storm mysteriously sub- 
sides and a full moon comes out. John 
turns into a werewolf and breaks out of 
his cell. He smashes his way through 
bewildered Nazis until he comes to the 
laboratory, which is acrackle with energy. 
Kitchen is dancing around. “I ’ve done it! 
I’ve done it! After years of trying, I have 
succeeded in finding the formula of im- 
mortality!” 

From an operating table directly under 
the tower’s open room, a figure in a white 
shroud stirs. Nazi dwarves caper about 
while Kitchen prepares to unveil the 
mysterious figure. Then John Fang is 
upon him and rips his throat out with one 
motion. Mrs. Halberstram attacks, but 
she slips and slides into a pile of equip- 
ment and is electrocuted. The maddened 
werewolf chases all the Nazis out of the 
laboratory just as the captive Israeli com- 
mandoes break loose. Then the werewolf 
whips off the white shroud on the 
operating table, to the resurrected 
figure of Adolf Hitler. © : 

The moon goes behind a cloud and John 
begins to change and staggers back, 
smashing into a full-length mirror and 
knocking all the glass out. He steps 
directly back through the now-empty 
mirror frame and stands stock still as the 
figure of Hitler slowly rises from the table 
and sits up. Hitler brushes himself off and 
says, “Ah, my faithful Kitchen. I knew he 
would succeed.” Hitler stands up and 
walks over to the empty mirror frame 
where John is standing. Hitler gazes at 
the mirror and sees a tall black man in 
tatters. 

Hitler screams, “That bastard!” He 
pulls out a gun and shoots himself. So you 
see, the Hitler revival isn’t all it’s cracked 
up to be.

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This Year, It's Reggae 


By Ben Gerson - 

From midnighf to 8 a.m., May 17, 
WHBB played nothing but reggae music. 
Eight hours is a drop in the bucket; the 
supply of potential reggae material is in- 
exhaustible, since the reggae beat (reggae 
is essentially that, a beat) can be imposed 
on virtually anything. I heard 
“Silhouettes” sung reggae, to name just 
one of several top-40 standards the con- 
temporary Jamaican musician has chosen 
to refurbish, plus, of course, much of the 
more indigenous stuff. Why was the 
university-affiliated radio station doing 


this? Well, yes, the Barbados Mutual” 


Society is holding a dance later this 
month in Dorchester, featuring the 
Mighty Sparrow (more calypso than 
reggae, actually); there are natives of the 
Caribbean in this town who would like to 
hear their music. But with Traffic and the 
Stones, etc., recording in Kingston, it is 
clearly its current international vogye 
which HRB is tapping. And that vogue is 
in turn dependent upon the music’s 
remoteness, ethnicity, primitivism. 

This is strange, since what dis- 
tinguishes reggae from its prototype, 
mentor (you can hear lots of pre-reggae 
music on the relatively new Nonesuch 
recording, Caribbean Island Music, H- 
72047) is its thorough commercialism. If 
you’re hard-headed about it, you must 
grant that reggae hasn’t a lot to do with 
the folk revivalist’s or amateur 
ethnomusicologist’s other areas of in- 


terest; it’s not Mississippi John Hurt sit- 
ting on his front porch in Avalon. As the 
film The Harder They Come makes clear, 
the reggae singer is into it for economic 
advancement; he is an urban creature, a 
hustler. 

In England, where reggae has been in 
the air for a few years, it’s always been 
seen that way; what drives the serious 
English listener to repudiate it is un- 
doubtedly what makes the skinhead em- 
brace it. There have been recently a cou- 
ple of sophisticated English pop critics to 
champion reggae, but still it’s the people’s 
music, both Caribbean expatriate and 
working class native. Like Southern frat 
boys who dig the Temptations, skinheads 
see no inconsistency in loving the music 
and hating the people who make it. In this 
country, reggae has no working class 
following, not to mention any following 
among native American blacks. By 
reggae’s new U.S. converts, Jamaicans 
are more likely to be viewed as oppressed 
(if buoyant) colonials. In New York 
recently I was introduced to the star of 
The Harder They Come, Jimmy Cliff. 
Jotting notes beside him was Andy 
Kopkind, on assignment from Ramparts. 

Some of reggae, like. Cliff's ‘“‘The 
Harder They Come” and “You Can Get It 
If You Really Want” or the Wailers’ 
“Concrete Jungle,” is social, protest 
music. It is certainly not as protest music 
that reggae is capturing public attention, 


however. What successful pop groups ad- 
mire, and wish to emulate during their 
Jamaican retreats is the sound. Like six- 
ties R&B, reggae is a rough-hewn, 
accented, dance music. By its original 
constituency it has been taken no more 
seriously as a cultural phenomenon than 
R&B was until 1967, when critics like Jon 
Landau began analyzing and thereby 
justifying artistically Motown and Stax- 
/Volt. And that truly is the lesson of 
reggae: in its small way reggae is being 
seized upon as 1973’s soul music, an 
earthy yet urban and commerical form, 
by those who critically, perhaps un- 
consciously, evolve out of the legitimiza- 
tion of the Supremes and Otis Redding in 
the late sixties. 

What with the slick approach of the 
‘Stylistics and the Spinners defining 
current soul tastes, Kingston, Jamaica 
might seem to be serving as the seventies’ 
funky Memphis or Chicago or Detroit or 
New York. Kingston like the ghettos of 
the above cities, is a tough town, where 
men and women, tired of the poverty of 
the country, flock instead to the poverty 
and misery of the city. Both are hurtled 
out of an emotionally secure rural setting 


‘into the urban crucible, where their 


former customs, values and music are 
challenged and charged with tension. The 
newly arrived Kingstonite may have just 
left picking plantains, the newly arrived 
Chicagoan, chopping cotton. In The 


Harder They Come there’s a big daddy 
record producer cum label-owner who has 
his finger in every radio station and pays 
his artists as little as he wishes. Surely 
this extreme situation has existed, and 
perhaps still does, in some of the smaller 
cities of the South. Yet recent soul music 
in its glossy sound as much as its lyrics 
promulgates at least the illusion of up- 
ward mobility among blacks. Reggae, to 
an even greater extent than much soul 
music of the sixties, is still down in the 
alley. 

Today, J. Geils can win not only loads 
of fans but cultural brownie points for 
performing the R&B of a decade ago, 
because that material has already been 
certified, and through its revival, tinged 
with irony. Not surprisingly, J. Geils’ 
latest single is the pseudo-reggae “Give It 
To Me.” The only difference between that 
and what they usually do is that the ap- 
propriation of earthy vet commercial 
idioms has been here accelerated. There 
still is and probably always will be a-yen 
on the part of audience and artists alike 
for the rude and unpolished. As the great 
pop industry combine discovers, con- 
sumes, then streamlines the music of 
various ethnic pockets, new ones must be 
constantly found. This process is not new 
to the Western Hemisphere. 

The Geils song is not authentic reggae; 
the beat has not been precisely captured,

For Jazz Week’s night of the jazz 
singers, Betty Carter, May Arnett and 
_ Mattie Mangrum, New England Life Hall 
was pretty well jammed, except for a big 
blank spot in a rear corner where three lit- 
- tle boys conducted a raucous free-for-all, 
wiping out delicate portions of Mangrum 
and Arnétt. The aural vandalism of these 
three children was unconsciously balanc- 
ed, in part, by Ms. Mangrum’s perfor- 
mance, when she separated from her ac- 
companiment during a Beatles selection 
and never really re-joined them. 
Mangrum has a strong, textured voice, 
but her delivery was conservative, choos- 
ing paths well-worn by Sarah Vaughan 
and Roberta Flack. Still, she was so ob- 
viously enjoying herself and the audience 
was so brimming with good feeling that 
they parted on the best of terms. Ms. 
Mangrum will be welcomed back for she 
is a good spirit and will surely rise to her 
own level. 
_ May Arnett came on stage, as long and 
cool as a glass of iced tea. She had the 
situation well in hand, talking to herself 
and the audience, acting very close and 
real. Her singing was fine, sinuous and 
light, bouncing off her piano trio in a 
series of surprising tunes. Ms. Arnett likes 
to weave her songs as if they were 
gossamer, stretching out words to im- 
possible ends, and, in a manner shared by 
Betty Carter.later, singing long whimsical 
notes that seem to dash effortlessly up, 
over and under the melody like a well- 
thrown frisbee riding gentle currents near 
the ground. She sang ‘‘Write Myself a 
Letter” and an unbelievably shaded ver- 
sion of ““Danny Boy” which was saved 
from melodrama by the sheer quality of 
her voice. 

The audience thought May was fan- 
tastic and they encouraged her 
throughout. She thought the audience 
was fantastic and unwound even more, 
saying an excellent goodbye with “Old 
Man River.” During the second chorus, as 
had happened to Mattie Mangrum, she 
and the rhythm section took different 


' paths and arrived at slightly different — 


_ times, 

After a reasonable intermission, Betty 
Carter’s band, Danny Mixon on piano, 
Steve Lee on drums and Alex Blake on 
bass, took their seats and began to play. 
They slid sideways into McCoy Tyner’s 
‘Passion Dance.” Mixon approached the 
piano in a positive, controlled way, play- 
ing with precise beauty. I think one or 
both of the other tunes were by Mixon, 
and they were both solid. 

Blake on bass began to play banjo-style 
with enormous strumming motions on a 
very fat, fast solo. The whole trio perfor- 


mance was a nice blast of instrumental in- 
tellectualizing in what may have been too 
unvarying a program of lady singers. By 
the time Betty Carter came on, the 
audience had already listened to three 
and a half hours of singing, much of it in 
perilously similar manner. But even 
though a more varied program might have 
been nicer, the evening Was nice enough 
so that the cup of good vibes had hardly 
been dissipated by the time of 
Ms. Carter’s entrance. 

Carter, in one of those rakish hats, sung 
a lot of her own material. While al! the 
words were as clear as mountain air, they 
were somewhat incidental to the perfor- 
mance. Betty began with a slow, im- 
possibly fine song, short and perfectly 


‘balanced. Her frictionless modulation 


was of an order of clarity that only occurs 
during celestial visitations. Although she 
is not a loud singer and the hall was pack- 
ed, her voice reached through everything. 
She would sustain a word above bass, 
drums and trio that logic would refuse to 
be heard — yet it was heard. 

After some enthusiastic applause, Bet- 
ty’s youngest son appeared at the edge of 
the stage and petitioned through 
demonstration to be introduced, which he 
was, leading the singer into a medley of 
children’s tunes, beginning with Randy 
Weston’s “Congolese Children.” The 
lyrics of the songs made them for kids, but 
the performance was still for everyone, 
with the same impossibly rare and con- 
trolled singing, the same soaring and 
gliding of the voice in and around the 


melody. 


All in all, the evening was a smash, and 
everyone knew it at the time, which made* 
it more of a smash. Ms.’Mangrum, Arnett 
and Carter were all presented with splen- 
did flowers, and there was much calling 
up on stage of festival organizers. 

The last event of Jazz Week was Jaki 
Byard, with chorus and orchestra from 
the New England Conservatory of Music, 
performing some original material, in- 
cluding Mr. Byard’s composition based 
on the Proverbs. The Old West Church 
was gaily decked out in streamers and 
fans filled the pews to about one half their 
capacity. 

Byard began with some piano solos in- 
corporating his impossible number of 
styles, sliding from dense, tropical un- 
dergrowth into bony stride piano. The 
first’ piece, which may or may not. have 
been called “Wherever You Are,” began 
with his lush, almost orchestral 
colorations, but betrayed hard edges that 


‘moved the song forward at odd intervals. 
“It unexpectedly ended in typical Byard 


twist, with a ten-second distortion of 
“British Grenadiers.” 
Then Jaki stood up and made a most 
sensible appeal for a new piano for the 
Old West. The Old West is one of the best 
places in the hemisphere to hear jazz, and 
unlike a lot of commercial clubs, the 
organizers care very much about the 
music. It’s a shame that musicians have 


_ to do battle with that familiar primeval 


instrument, the club piano. Jaki an- 
nounced an immediate contribution of 
ten dollars, and all those interested 
should send money to Mark Harvey, at 


the Old West Church, 131 Cambridge St., 
Boston. 

Byard then played another compact, 
dense, rich piece that switched abruptly 
from key to key and took a hairpin curve 
into another amazing, rinky-tink prefab 
ending. After a final piece of stride and 
other things, the orchestra took their 
seats; four trumpets, four trombones, five 
reeds, two basses, a conga, a guitar, an 
auxiliary pianist, and the occasional 
French and English horn. 

Their first selection was ““The Charlie 
Yardbird Parker Suite,” which has as 
much to do with everything else as with 
Bird. It began with a light strutting piano 
trio that made room for a piano/bass 


* dialogue; then the horns offered a series of 


sharp comments. Mattie Mangrum 
delivered a most appropriate blues solo, 
but the sound system was somewhat 
muddied and the lyrics were indistinct. 

In fact, the ensemble was plagued by an 
over-all muddiness of sound that was 
partly the result of confusion, with the 
brass sometimes stepping on their charts 
a shade heavily. But Byard took this all in 
stride, as it were, and the band played on, 


moving into a rapid downhill full-. 


ensemble stretch that broke to allow a 
witty trumpet/English horn duet. 

The next piece was Jaki’s “Based on 
Proverbs,” and a seven-person chorus 
took their seats as Jaki announced that 
the singers has been in rehearsal for only 
two days. The piece moved forward by fits 
and starts, shining in the individual-con- 
tributions of soloists, but sometimes at- 
taining a general confusion as Byard 
attempted to orchestrate his various 
diverse elements. 

The chorus only became distinct when 
they worked a capella, and they were 
most distinct when saying either ‘“amen” 
or “hallelujah.”’ At one point, Byard turn- 
ed to the audience and elicited a fairly 
well-timed “amen” to everyone’s delight, 
then stopped the proceedings and 
humorously noted the “congregational 
participation.” The piece became more a 
work in the formative stages than a finish- 
ed. statement, but the good feeling fon 
rampant down the aisles, and the in- 
dividual segments of the presentation, a 
fine trumpet solo here, some exciting 
drum work there, were fully appreciated. 

The band played two more pieces: 
“Good Luck” was by one of the trombone. 


‘players and involved an elementary 


theme framed in tasteful bombast, and 
“Only Business” was straight-ahead big 
band stuff. Despite the mix-ups and con- 
fusions, it was a most enjoyable evening 
filled with snatches of interesting music 
offered in easy doses. 
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Musselwhite Blows Hard for Boston

Chalk it up as a lesson for the week: 
don’t write off a harp player on the basis 
of a few bad nights. For when Charlie 
Musselwhite finally got around to it last 
week at Joe’s Place, he blew his socks off. 


It took some time. Musselwhite came to 


town with a band .that’s been together . 


only a few months, and for a_ whtile’i 
seemed they*should_ go ff and practice 
somewhere--while Charlie caught his 
breath. 


Not unlike many of his black counter- 
parts though, Musselwhite has establish- 
eda reputation as a solid performer who’s 
never quite earned the recognition he 
deserves, as well as an organizer of compe- 
tent backup bands. And by early in his se- 
cond week at Joe’s he was demonstrating 
why. 


If Musselwhite was not consistently 
brilliant last Tuesday night, he was com- 
ing close. Sparked by the appearance of 
an old black harp player named Bob 
Johnson who briefly joined in, 
Musselwhite played furious ten-minute 
leads.and hit high notes like Sonny Boy 


. Williamson. His music contained little of 


the intricacy of Walter Horton’s and 
Carey Bell’s, but there was an undeniable 
power to it that at times approached 
theirs. No tempo changes for Charlie, 
just raw blowing that drove straight- 
forward and sucked you in as the band 
heated up behind him. 


It is a good band, but Musselwhite 
could learn to use it better. Young lead 
guitarist High Tide Harris fronted his own 
band before joining Musselwhite, but 
you’d never guess it was based in San 
Francisco. Harris sounds like he spent 
years in Chicago listening to the guitar- 
playing of Magic Sam and Buddy Guy. 
He is a true showman on guitar but isn’t 
quite adequate vocally, sounding like a 
cross between Sam and Homesick James, 
sometimes sweet, moré often harsh. 


High Tide and Musselwhite simply 
don] exchange leads, which may be the 
most serious deficiency.

seems to have worked out a set routine for 
the band: after a little warmup provided 
by Skip Rose on piano, Kenny Berdoll on 
bass and Kenny Arnold on drums (the 
latter two are young and competent).

From that moment until Musselwhite’s 
last solo, High Tide plays a purely backup 
role. It is a serious error in judgment on 
Musselwhite’s part, one that was perhaps 
best demonstrated when old-timer John- 
son gave Harris a free rein during John- 
son’s two-number spot last Tuesday. The 
exchange was a little rough at the edges, 
but a whole lot more intense. 


If Harris’ secondary status represents a 
problem,. it is an easily rectifiable one. 
Musselwhite faces a more serious problem 
with his present band: the piano player. 


’ On paper, Skip Rose’s story is an im- 
pressive one. He has played with James 
Brown, Wes Montgomery, Jimmy 
Witherspoon and John Handy, and has 
recorded with countless musicians. He’s 
thirty, been playing publicly for fourteen 
years, and is highly respected. 

These days Rose leans toward jazz. He 
says he got his left hand from Jazz immor- 
tal Art Tatum, and is given to introducing 
his solos as “real music.’ 


In fact, it’s conceivable that Rose pick- 
ed up one or two fingers from Tatum, but 
not the. whole left hand. And while he’s 
done some pretty things on some of 
Musselwhite’s most recent albums (Tak- 
ing My Time, Arhoolie 1056, and 
Memphis, Tennessee, Paramount 5012), 
it’s now becoming apparent that his 
supperclubby instincts, in the context of 
the new band, just don’t fit. 


But Rose has been with Musselwhite 
since ’68, is the only present band 
member to have recorded with Charlie, 
and is probably around to stay. The con- 
flict his presence creates could well lead 
to a quick breakup: Harris, certainly, and 
perhaps Arnold and Berdoll, may find 
they have better things to do. 


For Musselwhite, who had to assemble 
this collection of musicians after an 
accident-caused period of inactivity last 
fall, such a breakup would not be incon- 
sistent. But if a general lack of recognition 
and an uncertain future (no present 
album plans) bother him, he’s not saying. 

“T just sit back, ” he says, “and let it 
come to me.’

and the rim shots, the stuttering guitar 
and hesitating organ are all missing. But 
if not pseudo, then proto-reggae has been 
with us for a long time, in thoroughly 
unself-conscious form. Recall Doris Troy’s 
1963 “Just One Look,” and you'll realize 
in retrospect that it contains a reggae 


-beat. Nathaniel Mayer’s “The Village of 


Love” and also “Never Make a Pretty 
Woman Your Wife” are suffused with a 
West Indian ambiance. Millie Small 
Boy Lollipop’) and Maurice 
Williams and the Zodiacs (“Stay”) were 
all West Indians. More recently, before 
most people knew them as such, Johnny 


Nash (“Hold Me Tight” and “Cupid’’), 
Desmond Dekker and the Aces 
(“Isrealites”) and Jimmy Cliff (“Wonder- 
ful World, Beautiful People’) hit with 
genuine reggae performances. And the in- 
terest of Paul Simon, Paul McCartney, 
Led Zeppelin, Van Dyke Parks and Ry 
Cooder in Caribbean music (the latter two 
not specifically in reggae) is well known, 
The history of pop music over the last 
couple of years, from Delaney and Bon- 
nie’s pursuit of the definitive Memphis 
sound, to Commander Cody’s absorption 
in country and western, has been a trend 
away from statements of post-teenage — 
middle class existence, and more a 
capitulation to already mature, 
delineated idioms. In this state of affairs, 
reggae now presents itself. 
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Pink Floyd: DARK SIDE OF THE 
-MOON (Harvest SMAS-11163) 
11163) 


It took me a while to recognize the 
relationship between the prism on the 
cover and the poster of the pyramids of 
Egypt. But the prism breaks up sunlight 
and the pyramids were used as landmarks 
for star-gazing; both symbols of light. The 
eventual effect of Pink Floyd on me is a 
facility for making such connections and 
associations. Listening to the Floyd is an 
intensely personal experience, which is 
part of the reason that every concertgoer 
is convinced the quadraphonic footfalls 
pass right through his own lap. In fact, I 
wonder how much he listens to the Floyd 
and how much to his own inner music. 
Musically the Floyd don’t seem to offer 
much other than occasional strange chord 
_change, so it is largely the Floyd ex- 
perience that causes in Floyd fans the 
same: fierce loyalty evinced by Moody 
Blues fans ’round the time of Jn Search of 
the Lost Chord. The two groups do often 
reach a common point — I am reminded 
particularly of the Graeme Edge sound 
collages. Edge was the only poet and 
mystic in the Moodies, and should have 
been a Floyd. But the Moodies are too 


comforting and tend to bring their | 


audience together. The Floyd secret is to 
irritate very subtly, to plant an itch in 
your brain, forcing you to seek your own 
solution, and this must be done alone. 
The Floyd are definitely not party music, 
and should be, at least at first, absorbed 
in the privacy of your own quiet skull. 

This album actually represents a 
resting place for them: compared to the 
scenes of ‘Set the Controls for the Heart 
of the Sun” and “Astronomy Domine,” 
the moon is a nice, quiet, accessible place. 
The music reflects this, decidedly mellow- 
ed out from the Xenon hyperwarp sound 
of “Echoes.” The songs which are still in a 
Floyd vein present little problem. Others 
concern themselves with more mundane 
subjects — new things for Pink Floyd but 
nothing they have any business concer- 
ning themselves with. It isn’t a complete 
turnabout; just a lessening of scope, as if 
Meddle had been recorded without 
“Echoes.” 

My guess is that the Floyd are just now 
coming to grip with the spectre of Syd 
Barrett, their original guitarist, the one 
who set the group’s direction and who 
subsequently went insane. Since then 
madness has been a constant presence in 
the Floyd. Even now, one of the voices in 


“Speak to Me” says “I’ve been mad for. 


years, absolutely years, fucking years.” 
But Barrett has since recovered and is 
now releasing solo albums in England, so 
there is no need for Floyd to feel responsi- 
ble for him, or he for them. The stolid, 
level-headed Gilmour, who replaced 
Barrett, is now tempering the band’s ap- 
proach to art and life. On the other hand, 
maybe they are falling into the per- 
manently depressed condition of terminal 
psychotic personalities.

Eagles: DESPERADO (Asylum SD 


5068) 


Eagles is not one of the more innovative 
groups around today, though it is clearly 
one of the most commercially viable. 
Parlaying a mix of elements which have 


characterized Los country-rock 
for the last six or seven years (complemen- 
tary guitar picking, three-part harmonies, 
melodic bass lines) into a winning, though 
thoroughly derivative musical strategy, 
its members have become the visible 
representatives of the tradition which 
spawned them. 

Desperado, the newest, is a semi- 
concept album based loosely around the 
Doolin-Dalton rivalry of the Old West 
though the album holds together musical- 
ly as well. The tunes are eminently 


listenable and a few of them are classic. 


examples of Laurel Canyon lied. ‘Tequila 
Sunrise,” with its Jackson Browne imita- 


tion vocal (Glenn Frey is even beginning | 


to adopt Browne’s writing style) is spun 
along by Bernie Leadon’s “Peaceful Easy 
Feeling” guitar riffs, and ‘Saturday 
Night” is a nice sop to the barbershop 
quartet crowd. 

A nice surprise is “Outlaw Man,” a 
David Blue composition which should im- 
prove its author’s reputation, and ‘Bitter 
Creek,”” an ominous denouement with 
Neil Young overtones brings the album to 
its gun-battle conclusion nicely, with 
reprises of ‘‘Doolin-Dalton’’ and 
“Desperado,” which appeared on the first 
side capping it off. 


It is easy to criticize Eagles for the. 


copious borrowing the group does, but 
Desperado contains a lot of very pretty, 
well-sung material which is worthwhile if 
not important. In terms of Los Angeles 
bands, Eagles are certainly not Little 


Johnny Winter: STILL ALIVE AND 
WELL (Col. KC 32188) 


The wailing white banshee of the 
badlands would like you all to know that 
he is still with us, and to prove it, he has 
released this record, which would have 
been better titled “Johnny Winter's Rock 
and Roll Porridge.”’For in this trio format. 
with Randy Jo Jobbs on bass and Rich 
Hughes on drums, the songs seem to meld 
into one another around the edges, all 
becoming one through a magical process 
known as the rococo porridge rock guitar. 
Unlike Jeff Beck, Winter does not seek his 
own themes, whether in composing or in 
soloing. Instead, he plucks his songs from 
the family tree of rock, sticking close to 
the main trunk, using his guitar to fish up 
every conceivable traditional electric rock 
and blues lick, generously whipping up 
the same brew for everything. 

His style is rococo in its insistent use of 
every available space; it is egalitarian in 
its casual and ingenuous disregard for 
originality. But it’s real hot stuff. 

The album opens with “Rock and 
Roll,” a sulphurous blues that steams 
along until the first of many similarly tex- 


tured but wildly quixotic solos. ‘Can't 


You Feel It” is more rock than the 
previous, dense and reasonably well struc- 
tured. This slides into Randy Derringer’ Ss. 
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“Cheap Tequila,” with its elusive, slow 
beat and laconic vocal. Winter is really 
singing now, in his quieter moments. 

Perhaps the most successful vocal on 
the album is the treatment of the Stones’ 
“Silver Train,”’ wherein Johnny tries on 
the Jagger vocal style and does Jagger one 
better by imcorporating a sneering at- 
titude into a more- harmonious, less, 
earthly.presence. That is to say, he goes in 
thé opposite @irection from Jagger as 
Robert Plant, most beloved of excessive 
Jagger stylists. 

“Still Alive and Well” is another, much 
better Derringer tune and another perfect 
vehicle (among thousands) for the 
scatter-gun porridge treatment; guitar all 
over the place covering the entire history 
of the blues in as little time as possible. 
“Let It Bleed” is a groove; more coherent, 
less powerful, funkier than the original, 
with another successful Jagger-inspired 
vocal. The singing isn’t exactly a rip-off 
because imitating Jagger is bigger than 
life, and Winter may finally have found 
his voice in Jagger’s theatrical 
mannerisms. This record is neither good 
nor bad, but merely round. Should serve 
for fans.

I had hoped that William Russo’s 
“Three Pieces for Blues’ Band and 
Orchestra” would offer engaging ‘aural 
material to the ears of both the classical 


musi¢ “lover and those.of the rock freak. 


But my judgement is that Russo failed.in.. 
each genre. The 45-year-old composer 
appears to write with no particular skill 
for symphony orchestra, though he has 
composed symphonies’ and is quoted in 
the liner notes as saying of the above 
pieces, “it’s the hardest thing I ever did.” 
The Hollywood brassy dissonances aren’t 
too hard to take, though Henry Mancini 
does that sort of thing better, and they 
appear primarily in a your-turn, my-turn 
format with Siegel-Schwall. Ensemble, 
it’s merely rock with strings, usually play- 
ing the same 1-4 chucka-chucka cadences. 
At climaxes, one hears sounds from 
“Dragnet.” 


It’s not clear that this kind of hybrid 
need be, like the mule, sterile. I can at 
least imagine that a Berklee composition 
student, working with B.B. King’s string 
back-up (the remaining choirs from any 
good orchestra) and the Allman Brothers, 
could come up with some really exciting, 
sharp-edged counterpoint and hard 
rhythms of the best sort that rock has to 
offer. Russo’s rhythmic sense here, 
though, is either feeble or dogmatic. 
Nothing is propelled. He should spend 
some time listening to the Allmans, or the 
late Cream, as well as the Beethoven 
symphonies. Consider the rocking double- 
bass passages in the Fifth, Cream’s 

There’s nothing like either 
of those here. ; 


Of course, the biggest problem is that 
Siegel-Schwall is a lousy blues band, Seiji 
Ozawa’s backing notwithstanding. (It 
should be pointed out, though, that Russo 
wrote the pieces specifically for them, 
over five years ago). Those who claim 
Corky Siegel is much of a harp or piano 
player simply don’t know the competi- - 


tion; Jim Schwall, too, is an exceptionally 


_ pedestrian guitarist. Drummer Shelley. . 


Plotkin offers neither drive nor variety: 
Even J Geils can cut these guys. 
Together, S-S produce some ‘super- -dumb 
blues, and where the music isn’t’ em: 
barrassingly stupid (the first piece almos 
sounds like a Lampoon parody), , the 
pieces bore. I kept wishing it would end; I 
doubt if I’ll play it even at parties. 


On the reverse side we hear what can be 
done —'superlatively — with an orchestra 
playing ‘‘non-classical”’ 
Bernstein’s ‘‘West Side Story’’ 
Symphonic Dances form a carefully con- 
structed suite, but one that doesn’t follow 
the familiar musical. Most of the more 
famous songs are missing (e.g., 
‘*Tonight’’), though we do get 
“Somewhere,” a_ lovely motif of which 
Beethoven shamelessly stole from Lennie 
for the slow movement of the “‘Emperor” 
piano concerto. The San Franciscans’ per- 
formance is brilliant with zeal.

A Beethoven performance by Eugen 
Jocum is never uninteresting. First 
brought to German public attention in 
1929 by no less a conductor than 
Furtwangler, Jocum belongs to a dying 
tradition of heroic interpreters who take 
great liberties with a score to emphasize 
its “expressive” qualities — a practice 
not always beneficial to the music. 
Though there are many weaned on 
Toscanini and B.H. Haggin who find 
Jocum’s style mannered, -a trifle 
“irrsinnig’”’ (which might be loosely 
translated as ‘‘tetched’’), Jocum’s 
musicianship and passionate identifica- 
tion with Beethoven rarely fail to con- 
vince me of the rightness of his very in- 


music. Leonard.. 


dividual understanding. Unfortunately, - 


his eagerly awaited Missa Solemnis with 
the Concertgebouw Orehestra on Philips 
is uneven_in_ its inspiration, weak in its 
female &olgists, and inadequately 
the records’ first two sides. 


The Mises Solemnis is scored for large 
mixed chorus, orchestra and four solo 
voices. The giant mass virtually breathes 
brimstone, its moody sobriety broken by 
large acid crescendos and moments of 
quiet, poignant virtuosity. Dionysian fu- 
sion of the parts must be balanced by a 
caréful-attention to the intricate detailing 
— the modest obee-set in the quartet of 
“amens” of the “Gloria,” the-timpani in 
the “Sanctus” — for these touches give 
the work its arguably eccentric character. 
Mr. Jochum’s tempi highlight every 
dramatic moment in the score, yet there 
is a fidgetiness in his treatment, a 
willingness to break a line on behalf of 


some inferred existential effect, that ul- - 


timately disappoints. In Jocum’s defense, 
it must be noted that he is not helped 
much by the engineering or his 
colleagues. The recording possesses the 
immaculate surfaces one has come to ex- 
pect of Philips, but on side one and the 
first half of side two, there is a fuzziness of 
the parts, expecially in the large tutti 


crescendos, which buries the violins un- ° 


der masses of chorus, brass and soloists. 
Karl Ridderbusch’s full burnished bass is 
consistently under-recorded. These an- 
noving errors are the result of bad miking 
and mixing and are inexcusable — ex- 
pecially since the problem mysteriously 
disappears after the second side. 


Aside from Ridderbusch, none of the 
other soloists are particularly convincing. 
Agnes Giebel has a sweet but not par- 
ticularly soaring voice, and Ernst 
Haefliger is a warm, pleasant tenor who 
has sounded far more distinguished 


elsewhere. Finally, Marga Hoffgen’s sing- - 


ing reminds me of some old sofa: comfor- 
table and roomy but sourly colored and 
fraying at the edges. Hers is the worst 
among the disappointing performances 
on this seriously flawed recording.

Theatre: Quick Change, Easy Laughs

If the hysterical actor has- a fondest 
dream, then The Prevalence of Mrs. Seal 
has got to be it. Each actor gets to play a 
goodly «share of its different albeit 
stereotypical parts before the evening’s 
out without going through the drudgery of 
changing his costume and makeup. You 
see, Otis Bigelow’s frivolous science fic- 
tion spoof, currently undergoing its world 
premiere at Brandeis, is a somewhat 
simplistic, utterly outrageous romp 
through the comedic possibilities of per- 
sonality transference via a weird kind of 
brain transplant. The operation itself, 
judging from the offstage time allotted its 
execution and the relative calm and 
‘robust health of the transplantees, is 
about as complicated as splinter removal 
or going to the bathroom. 

The Prevalence of Mrs. Seal is so en- 
tirely derivative that its predictability is 
the funniest thing about it. The show’s 
silliness is contageous and the audience 
soon finds itself giggling wildly as much in 
disbelief as in amusement. I, for one,had a 
fine time watching it although I can’t say 
that I was too impressed with Bigelow’s 


creativity — and even a parody requires a 


new slant. Instead, I reached the point 
early on where I knew from moment to 
moment exactly what, by all formula 
standards, I could expect. I knew what 
horror-stricken exclamation would next 
by uttered, what stale horror movie or pop 
religion joke would next be dusted off and 
recycled. Then I sat back and had a gay 
old time watching the incredibly obvious 
unfold. And though it’s all rather amusing 
_in a sophomoric way, the program credits 
make it all too obvious that Bigelow is no 
sophomore. 

The curtain rises on a Gothic drawing

room that would probably bring the 
producers of “Dark Shadows” to instant 


‘orgasm. An ancient butler shuffles 


through and early on, the stained glass 
windows fly open to reveal your standard 
Count Dracula in rented evening dress 
and whiteface. This Dracula who slithers 
ominously through the wild goings on but 
remains throughout a secondary 
character — traveling incognito if you will 
as a “Mr. Smith” — is one of Mrs. Seal’s 
cleverer offerings. Unfortunately, there 
are few such slightly out-of-kilter twists. 

There is a “mad scientist”’ (complete 
with robot assistant) who has been 
enlisted to restore the bloom of youth to 
the ancient castle’s equally ancient occu- 


pant, a once beautiful and still surprising- 
ly spry old dowager whose awesome 
wealth has been accumulated through 
multi-marriages to multi-millionaires. 
The mad scientist has, of course, a 
method — he proposes to transplant Mrs. 
Seal’s brain into a younger body, and a 
foster grandchild seems aptly suited to 
the purpose. But Belinda, a stock ingenue 
who does injury even to the term “‘stock,” 
has locked herself in her chamber, alas, 
and the show must go on. 


As luck will have it, Mrs. Seal’s banker 
has brought along his insipid, peanut 
butter-licking, “Tennis anyone?’ son, 
Harry. Well, Harry and the old woman 


are trundled off to the laboratory for a 
quickie ‘transplant and back thev come, 
acting like each other. Mrs. Seal wades 
through the ensuing nonsense as Harry, 
but evervone. else: gets-switched several 
times. Even Dracula who wanders into 
the lab to watch (“The sight of blood 
doesn’t bother me a bit.”” he tosses over 
his shoulder) winds up as the mad scien- 
tist. 

It's all harmless claptrap, I suppose. 
with some bizarre Oedipal situations 
developing as: the plot. and characters 
grow more and more confused. But the 
verbal banter is pretty silly and bits of it 
are downright unfunny. There is a kind of 
medieval looking Marjoe. for example, in- 
explicably done up like Tammy Grimes in 
“Private Lives,”’ whose endless prattle (a 
lot of the speeches are much too long for 
this kink of hairbrained farce. and. the 
whole thing bogs down from time to time) 
about pop evangelism and drive-in 
churches provides the show with its 
draggiest moments. 


The Brandeis production, given that 
you forgive them for spending so much 
time and money on this silliness, is well- 
executed. Lorraine Bege’s musty mansion 


is a workable if standard setting and gives 


the requisite illusion of grandeur gone to 
seed. However, I did miss the dampness 
and density for which the horror movie 
cliche seems to beg. Peter-Sander; the’ 
director, pushes the pandemonium at a 
light enough clip that its emptiness is 
seldom underlined. Most of the cast are in 
full command of the material and, in fact. 
could have commanded something more 
substantial. Tan McElhinney is par- 
ticularly charming as the bewildered 
juvenile turned horny old lady. 

Though IT have by now gotten over the 
fear that T hallucinated the whole thing 
myself, I still can’t really believe that any 
playwright of sound mind thought this 
one up. And I doubt that even Tom Stop- 
pard (“The Real Inspector Hound’’) could 
have carried it. off.

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Instant Replay and Word Play

The vocabulary of ballet, the 
framework of modern dance, and foot- 
ball? A most unlikely combination, but 
Carolyn Brown managed it all quite 
skillfully in her new work called “Port de 
Bras for Referees,”” created on New 
England Dinosaur and premiered April 28 
at Wheelock College, where the company 
is currently in residence. 

Ms. Brown, one of the finest performers 
modern dance has ever seen, has left the 


_ Merce Cunningham Company after twen- 


ty vears and is now turning her energies to 
other aspects of dance, including 
choreography. This is the first piece she 
has created since leaving the Cun- 
ningham Company, and it combines her 
consummate knowledge of the Cun- 
ningham technique with her longtime in- 
terest and training in ballet; oddly, this 
lively and feminine woman has chose the 
foibles of football referees as her eamgeet 
matter. 


Against the hare, grey cinderblock back 
wall of the stage, five dancers in white 
leotards, kneesocks and knickers stare 
deadpan at the audience and ponderously 
articulate the arm movements .of the 
referees (the term “port de bras”, of 
course, refers to the arm movements in 
hallet). The lights dim and a TV film clip 
is projected over the dancers; the film 
stops, the image remains, a yellow arrow 
calls our attention to one of the football 
plavers in the image, and we know we are 


in the land of instant replay. The dancers: 


break into a phrase which is repeated 
several times, and then mimic athletes 
running*across the projected films. Jean 
Churchill does a very funny, original piece 
of theatrical business in which one hand, 
seemingly out of control, chops at all the 
joints of the other arm, much to Ms. 
Churchill’s dismay. She then does a fine, 
clean and technically demanding solo as 
the other four progress across the back of 
the stage, forming a gently evolving 
tableau. There is a section, almost jazzy 
in stvle, which seems not quite to belong 
to the coherence of the rest of the dance, 
and then a gentle, fading ending. 
Throughout the piece, Earle Brown’s re- 
cent work, “Nine Rarebits” cuts in and 
out as a sonic backdrop. 

The dance, well performed by the 
members of the Dinousar Company, has a 
curious pacing all its own, one that does 
not rise and climax and fall predictably; 
perhaps this reflects the process work in 
which Ms. Brown is engaged in some of 


‘her other dance ventures. Overall, the 


dance is quite likeable, evidenced by the 


‘predominantly masculine laughter 


throughout the work — a rare and 
welcome happening at a dance concert. 


One of the most pleasant and unherald- 
ed evenings of dance in recent months was 
a concert at Tufts’ Cohen Auditorium on 
April 29. It is especially impressive 
hecause it was conceived, choreographed 
and’ produced by a 21 year old un- 
dergraduate, Mitchell Rose. Rose is Tufts’ 
first dance.major, and I cannot think of a 
more auspicious way of inaugurating a 
program than with a student of Rose’s 
caliber. 


Entitled “The Bohr Theory” — with an 
intended play on the idea of man as boar 
and boring — the work actually derives its 
name from a theory of physics regarding 
the transfer of electrons from one orbit to 


another. Much of the movement involves — 


the concept of elements orbiting about an 
unseen nucleus on the one hand and 
houncing in a random manner on the 
other. The piece itself falls between 
choreography and improvisation, utilizing 
hoth methods. 


The work begins with a fifteen minute

on the very dance we are there to see. The 
screen is divided into four unequal sec- 
tions and the slides are projected ran- 
domly on the four parts of the screen. In 
the dusk provided by the slides and the 


dim house lights, the audience chatted 
quietly, a very low-keyed-and comfortable 


| way to begin a concert. 


‘As for the three-act work itself, specific 


images do not stick in the mind. Rather 


the piece had the effect of watching a 
gigantic mirror-globe revolving overhead, 
giving off brief sparkles of light — here a 


' spurt of movement, there an unintelligi- 


ble but funny dialogue spoken in unison 
by six dancers. Rose says that he is con- 
cerned more with creating a work which 
“strings sections together like beads” 
rather than exploring just a few ideas ful- 
ly. In his hands it was a highly successful 
technique, not simply because of his use 
of dance movement, but because of his 
awareness of a sense of total theatre and 
its potentials. Even the tape collage 
which provided the accompaniment was 
done in an intriguing bead-stringing 
fashion, utilizing contemporary com- 
posers ranging from Frank Zappa to the 
esoteric Donald Erb. 


Mitchell Rose has evolved a concept of 
choreography that not only suits him well 
but also his audience; the ever-changing 
face of this work sustained interest for two 
hours and delighted as well. 


Coming Out Comes Out

I didn’t even know Horatio Alger — the 
symbol of the American bootstrap — was 
real. But he was, it seems. Lived right 
here in Massachusetts before he went 
down to the Big Apple to make his name a 
household word. To be more specific, he 
lived in Brewster. 

And something else I didn’t know: that 
the reason Mr. American Dream left that 
town was that he was accused of homosex- 
ual activity — with children, no less. The 
great, gay Horatio Alger. 

That’s just one of the tidbits from the 
first documentary play about the history 
of gay women and men in the U.S.A. 
“Coming Out” is the play’s title, and 
it’s getting its Boston premiere 
under the sponsorship of the Emerson 
Homophile Society for the Arts. 

“Coming Out” is not camp entertain. 


ment. There’s humor in it, such as a 
maddening sketch on “The Treatment of 
Edward the Dyke,” but the humor is not 
of the snickering variety. 


The play is essentially quite serious, . 


and like any other documentary history 


about an oppressed group, it tends to 
repeat its litany of crimes. I found that 


‘less true, however, in the treatment of 


historical material on gay women than 
that on the men. But I remind myself that 
this is a political play, and that if I get 
tired in an evening of hearing the same 
old story of oppression, a lot more people 
get even more tired of being oppressed. 
The play opens — as all recent gay 
materials seem to — with a reference to 
the raid on the Stonewall Inn in New York 
City, 1969 (considered the birth of con- 
temporary gay liberation, being the first 
time gays fought back against police tac- 
tics). The action quickly moves to a 
dramatization of the 1646 sentencing of a 
Guilford, Mass. man to death for his 
homosexual activity. The structure of the 
play interweaves historical incidents with 
contemporary gay literature and events. 


Walt Whitman, Gertrude Stein, Huey 
Newton, Allen Ginsberg, Havelock Ellis, 
David McReynolds, are all awarded their 
appropriate references., 


“Coming Out’’ is an important. 
educative experience for both hetero and 
homosexuals. Especially when you con- 
sider that there are an estimated 200,000 
gay persons in the Boston area. 

I have no idea how many defenses will 
be thrown up by straight persons against 
the content of “Coming Out.” I am con- 
vinced that the play is not only infor- 
mative but good entertainment. 

The five men and five women in the 
cast do their job creditably, sometimes 
superbly, as in the presentation of 
William Dunbar’s ordeal, and the pieces 
on “A Hero’s Death” and Gertrude Stein. 


The play is successful in demonstrating 
that past and present oppression of gays 
are one and the same. Example: One 
sketch quotes the New York Sun of 1943, 
Time magazine of 1966, and Harper’s 
magazine of 1970 — each quote could 
have been written by the same person.

Buffalo Bill stopped as a couple of tears 
worked their way into his eyes and trickl- 
ed down to collect in his mustache. Then 
he pointed out the window at the dusk. 
“Tonight, whair does the darkness come 
from? Whair does the wind come from on 
the Atlantic Ocean? I sat rot thair in the 
forest and said, I'll do what You want me 


to do.’ And I never drove another log . 


team.” 
But he did go into the Navy, was both 


honorably and dishonorably discharged, 
and began entertaining at the USO in San 
Diego. “I was always talking, I was always 
entertaining. I became a ventriloquist. I 
was that even before I was saved, even 
before I met the Master.” After World 
War II. he became an “‘illusionist’”’ and 
charged 10 cents or a dozen eggs a head 
for his shows at Cooter Neck,Ebeneezer, 
and -Ellisberg, Arkansas. That led even- 
tually to the Carson & Barnes Circus. 
As for the way in which he acquired 
William F. Cody’s nickname, Buffalo Bill 
Carson is not entirely clear. But he does 
speak of the time that he ran into a 
gathering of old ladies at a Boston hotel 
who claimed to have known him. “T asked 
the ladies what impressed them most 
about William F. Cody. ‘Oh,’ they said, 
‘his good looks, what a drinker he was, 
what a ladies’ man he was, and how when 
he came to Boston they’d say take your 
seats and be quiet and then Buffalo Bill 
would come out on his horse shooting all 
those glass balls. Well, maybe he missed 


one or two.’ ”

Several days earlier, but still some days . 


after I had replied that I wasn’t uncomfor- 
table, I found myself in possession of Buf- 
falo Bill Carson’s tool and ammunition 
hox. Don’t ask me how, it was such an in- 
tricate constellation of events that 
brought it into my hands. Bill was about 
to go on stage down at the Tremont tem- 
ple for the Youthtime rally and I’d just 
received a frantic call from Donna who 
asked me to bring it right over. The 
aluminum hox contained Smith and 
Wesson extra-loud report blanks, a tin 
hadge, a screwdriver, an extra pistol 
cvlinder for a single six, candles, wooden 
blocks, and many loose Necco candy 
wafers. I delivered it to him in the 
darkness of the temple while a couple of 
hundred teenagers watched the end of the 


movie “Jonny Tremain”. Later, in the 
corridor outside, I met his wife who was 
wearing ared velvet dressshe hadmade for 
herself which was too hot; she complain- 
ed, lifting the hem above her ankle for a 
moment and shaking it.- Bill then in- 
troduced me to a man who was later to 
figure prominently in my evening as a 


“ negative emotional force. This was Viet- 


nam veteran and Marine Lieut. Clebe 
McClarv from South Carolina. He was 
a tall young man dressed in immaculate 
white with no left arm and a right hand 
which was no more than a reasonable fac- 
simile of a right hand, which he held out 


to me. 


Smiling. he asked me where I was from 
and I said, “Chicago.” 

“Chicago.” he repeated, his eves wide 
with the pride of the amputee who has ex- 
changed his limb for a bit of patriotic 
righteousness. ‘‘Well, I’ll forgive you, sir.” 

A local evangelist rushed up to Bill in 


“the office of John DeBrine, Youthtime 


director, and introduced himself. Bill 
shook his hand. “Name’s Carson,” he 
said. “Bill Carson. Buffalo Bill Carson.” 

And then Bill was talking again about 
buses, this time his bus ride down to 
Boston from Buffalo. He said there were 
no less than fourteen people on board to 
whom he said, “Have you been touched 
by God, and blessed, and born again?” 
and thev were interested. “I quoted John 


3:16. I couldn’t sleep but that was alright 
cause I saved two people on that bus.” 


Just before Buffalo Bill went on stage, 


his wife was explaining to me that Bill 
never drinks Coke from a glass in a bar, 
only from a bottle or a can. 


I asked her why he only drinks Coke 


from a bottle or a can in a bar. 


“Don’t vou see?” she laughed. “If 


anybody saw Bill drinking Coke from a 


glass, he might think it was a mixed drink 


and Bill would lose his influence.” And 


this was the husband who later took me 
aside and said, ‘You ain’t done nothing if 
vou haven’t screwed a nigger. But I ad- 
mit, I’ve never done it.” 

After Reverend DeBrine told the 
audience of teenagers about the next 
Youthtime function, ‘and the church 
group which gets the most people in their 
Volkswagen and crosses’ the line wins,” 
Buffalo Bill climbed on stage with his wife 
and shot a few blanks into the air with his 
.22 and said, “I never have, and never will 
invite anyone up here on stage to ridicule 
or make fun of or embarrass them,” which 
was funny since Reverend DeBrine had 


said to the woman at the well: ‘I that 
speak unto you, I am he.’ And that’s the 
authority I speak to you with.”” He walked 
down off the stage and stationed himself 
about forty féet from the stage. His wife 
had placed four Necco candy wafers in a 
bulletproof frame on a chair on stage. The 
temple organ began to build and Buffalo 
Bill blasted two Neccos to scattered 
applause before returning to the 
microphone. “Remember I asked you 
before what happens when the lights go 
out. Never, ever put out another man’s 
light.” Then he was down in the aisle 
again, shouldering his rifle. And two more 
Neccos bit the dust. 

Sitting in front of me, the disabled 
Marine Lieut. Clebe McClary, a man 
who’s.put out quite a few lights himself, 
drawled to the fellow next to him, the nat- 
tv manager of the Clebe McClary 

- Evangelistic Association, “Coulda used 
him in Nam,” and smiled. 
** * 
It’s certainly not too early to say a few 
things about Buffalo Bill’s verbal style. 
amply displaved at the Tremont temple 
and in private conversations during his 
visit. Not quite as devious as double-talk 
nor as consistently funny as the lines of a 

good stand-up comedian, it shares with 
a both a kind of inexhaustibility and dis- 
regard for transitions. The lines between

“Short change on quick notice, quick 
change without notice,” Buffalo Bill 
laughed resonantly, displaying his rather 
impressive gift for banter, and pulling an 
endless series of colored scarves from a 
hat in his wife’s hand. At the end of that 
trick, he raised his hands and said, 
“When I do this, it means I’m honored by 
your presence 500 times.” Then he put his 
hands directly over his head and said, 
“When I do this, I’m honored 5000 
times.”” He started folding newspapers. 
“When the lights go out you'll be in 
darkness; when they come on, where does 
the darkness go?” All of a sudden, some 
mysterious association had led him to 
John F. Kennedy, whose assassination he 
began to chat about. “‘And let me tell you 
something about the man who did that,” 
he warned the audience, ‘“‘he should have 
known better. Don’t you be guilty. 

“Remember, thou shalt not kill,” he 


grow very thin when he speaks. His 


monologues are accumulations of anec- - 


dotes in which one episode seems to 
suggest the next one, but not in a way 
very apparent to his listeners. It’s like in- 
voluntary memory without present sensa- 
tion, a flow of dirty jokes, theological 
observations, biblical allusions, and an 
occasional inspirational moment. Bill 
prizes ambiguity, not because of its 
richness, but because taking sides doesn’t 
seem to interest him. One moment, he 


made a very incisive, critical remark 


about Nixon and the next he was praising 
Clebe McClary. Buffalo Bill’s a showman 
and the important thing seems to be that 
there’s always a show when he’s around, 
not what kind of show it is. It’s-the per- 
sistence and the cadence, not the sub- 
stance of what’s said. 

Lao-Tzu said that a truly good man 
says nothing, vet leaves nothing unsaid.

and was replaced with Clebe, who carried 
a Bible under his stump. On Clebe’s 19th 
reconnaissance patrol in Nam, one enemy 
grenade hit him in the neck and shoulder, 
the next one took his left arm off and the 
third blew out his left eye, the teeth on his 
left side, and damaged his right hand. 
After several operations, he returned 
home to South Carolina where he sudden- 
ly realized he “had a lot of religion but I 
needed a Saviour.” 

“TI wish my wife was hair,” he began, “I 
sure do, she’s a pretty thang, you know, a 
lot of folks these days are dumping on the 
young people, but if it warn’t for a few 
young boys on a hilltop in Nam, I 
wouldn’t be hair today, and you girls out 
hair, you’re asking yourselves what you 
have to do with all this. Well, I married 
Diana when she was 18 and I owe her more 
than any husband in the Boston area 
owes his wife, and I hope you girls will be 
half the wife and mother that my Diana 
is.” After plugging legalized abortion, 
which momentarily increased my sym- 
pathy for him (over that elicited by the 
physical destruction of his body), he said, 
“In North Carolina recently we. had 93 
high school students in two separate 
auditoriums convert to Christ. I work with 


a lot of young people, you know, a boy . 


comes to me and says he can’t sleep 


though he’s been counting sheep. So I tell 
him don’t count sheep, go talk to the 
shepherd himself. Read three chapters of 
the Bible and the devil will put you to 
sleep. That’s what I said. You don’t need 
pills.” 

His speech was characterized by the 
curious logic of the fanatic. He had 
renounced his former life as an upright, 
abstemious young athlete, out to impress 
othrs, in exchange for the right to justify 
his career as a Marine and his injuries 
through Christ. The intensity of his 
speech mounted, culminating with the 
statement that “God would have made a 
good Marine.” 

When I asked Buffalo Bill what he 
thought of that idea, he had no comment 
to make on Clebe. In fact, Bill had few 
comments to make on anyone...in this 
way he could avoid remarks which might 
lead one to suspect he had an ideology or 
point of view. What could be said about 
the entire rally, in fact, or a certain 
evangelistic mentality, for that matter, 
was that it was not interested in making 
refined judgements on anything taking 
place in this world (as opposed to the next 
one, about which they are very vocal). It 
made the Vietnam war and the world out- 
side on Tremont St., peculiarly enough, 
seem like quite incidental matters. 


In a time when we have seen the best 


minds of our generation leave for India 
and the Far East, when our next-door 
neighbors suddenly reveal themselves to 
have intimate knowledge of realms un- 
familiar to us, when others are returning 
from evening classes bearing new con- 
sciousnesses, it is damn hard to know 
who’s ablaze with that old inner light and 
who isn’t. And besides, one man’s inner 
light may be the next man’s blackest 
night. And it’s damn hard to know exactly 
what Buffalo Bill Carson, with his one 
foot in the stirrup and his other in 
Heaven, means when he’s talking to vou. 
And he’s not about to tell us vet. if ever. 

One gets the feeling that if Salvation 
were a product and Buffalo Bill its only 
salesman, then every household would 
have it. But Bill also possesses a less com- 
mercial kind of power and it was strong 
enough to startle me in my seat at one 
point. Tears come to the man’s eves when 
he asks us where the darkness comes 
from, he is so moved by the simple 
presence of the world, and I don’t think 
that this very quiet weeping was part of 
the show. And who’s to say that in a world 
that accommodates far greater extremes 
that tears and dirty jokes don’t spring 
from the same source? 

And I admit that he was boring me to 
death at times, but when he mentioned 
God once, it was as if someone had cried 


“Fire!’’ in a theatre—it was alarming, out 
of place, and precipitated some amount of , 
panic. And this same man talks on and on 
about Louis Holt putting it to the heifers 
in Fordyce and confided that “I’m only in 
this for the money,” which arouses suspi- 
cion even though it is a more palatable 
rationale than those offered by various 
consciousness-raising agencies which 
charge $3000 a head and never mention 
money. Who knows what to think about 
Buffalo Bill. who is both darkness and 
light himself? After all, Lao Tzu reminds 
us that “Thirty spokes share one hub.” 

The last thing Buffalo Bill said to me 
before he left was that ‘‘When time is no 
more, when it’s done, darked out. are you 
gonna tell God that I didn’t tell vou about 
letting the spirit into your body? None of 
these funny stories I've been telling vou 
mean a damn unless vou've heard this. I 
want vou to get down and talk to vour 
God tonight. That'll stand the test of 
time. Etenity starts before the beginning 
of time and goes on bevond the end of it.” 

And it is said that after the Keeper of 
the Pass had asked Lao Tzu to write a 
book setting out the meaning of the way. 
and Lao Tzu had done so, he departed 
and no one knew where he went to in the 
end. As for Buffalo Bill. when he left us 
three weeks ago, he was on his wav back 
to Nashville.

FEW COMFORTS OR 
SURPRISES: THE ARKANSAS 
DELTA by Eugene Richards, The 
MIT Press, 1973, 123 pp. $9.95 


Eugene Richards is a multifaceted per- 
son — he is a photographer, poet and 
social worker. Though one would think 
that with this combination something 
would suffer, his book Few Comforts or 
Surprises: The Arkansas Delta 
demonstrates his proficiency as a photo- 
journalist, suggests a higher than average 
facility with prose and indirectly attests 
to a realistic effectiveness in dealing with 
people. He made the pictures for his book 
while working in Arkansas as a Vista 
volunteer and later as head of an indepen- 
dent social help organization, RESPECT, 
Inc. The book, however, has little or 
nothing to do with either organization. 

Photo documentary is a biased format. 
If cameras don’t lie, photographs certain- 
ly can, and a collection of photographs 
used as documentation of a life style and a 
people that are totally foreign can at best 
show us what the photographer wants us 
to see and at worst tell us only what we 
know already. 


We can generally expect one of two 
things from a sympathetic treatment of a 
social topic. The most common is an anti- 
glamorization that resolves in a patroniz- 
ing sentimentality. This allows the 
relatively advantaged to say “Oh, those 
poor people,” all the while taking morbid 
comfort in the down-beat fiction of their 
suffering. Such books are the sustenance 
of comfortable liberals, who by projecting 
their personal problems onto a larger 
situation wallow in the romanticization of 
universal degradation, or who with self- 
therapeutic pity invent a collective digni- 
ty, force it on life’s victims, and gain 
strength from the ability of others to carry 


on. Alternately, social documentary can _ 


become illustrated over-reaction. In an 
attempt to shock rather than com- 
municate, many such photo books present 
a scene of total horror lacking all humani- 
ty or involvement. Either choice is an in-

accurate perspective. 

To its credit, Few Comforts makes a 
point to avoid these common faults. 
Richards presents a logical and believable 
balance between his sympathy and sen- 
timentality and the real suffering por- 


trayed by the photos. He may overdo it a 


bit when he writes, but the attitude of his 
prose complements the mixed feelings of 
his pictures, “. . . raucous old politicos 
empowered by rich whites conspire to 
maintain the old racial patterns, while 
barren promises of reparation ana 
deliverance are made by people playing 
the games of the concerned.” 

An understated yet ever present 
humanity pervades the pages of this book, 
but the extent to which the viewer can un- 
derstand the relationship of human life to 
the conditions of poverty depends on his 
degree of relationship to the subject. It is 


conceivable that a documentary could 
deal with something so foreign that most 
viewers would be incapable of telling 
whether the people in the pictures were 
miserable or not. There is no doubt that 
the lives and the people shown in Few 
Comforts are unhappy, but the book 
evokes a false and possibly misplaced em- 
pathy for lack of comment. Richards has 
taken himself out of the situation too 
much. He was in truth no doubt deeply 
involved in the life he has documented. At 
various points in the text he gives this 


‘ away by expressing a disturbing feeling of 


hatred for whites, (the book doesn’t tell us 
Richards’ color,) and by telling the story 
of a girl he photographed who later died, 
adding an apology for letting his one pic- 
ture represent her life. 

Anyone with even the least bit of 
genuine American experience will 


recognize some symbols of rural life in the 
pictures . . . discarded car seats overgrown 
by weeds; the dirty neglect that artists 
never paint; junk collected and reused or 
just left — man’s disorganized intrusion 
on his natural setting. These things may 
be in part familiar, but unfortunately the 
recognition is an illusion. These details 
are trivial similarities with our own ex- 
perience, not cultural links. To treat them 
as clues in a search for understanding is as 
shallow as relying on our silly Hollywood 
image of the poor but honest folk in hard 
times. 

Richards then makes a mistake if he 
depends on the common orientation he 
shares with his audience to induce a 
realistic relationship between ourselves 
and the people of the Arkansas Delta. One 
concept is overly apparent. Life is very 
hard for these people. There are no exter- 
nal joys and death is life’s most apparent 
function. Richards quotes an old man in 
prison who says “This place is sad and 
hot... . . Can you get me out?” The whole 
of the Arkansas Delta must be sad and 
hot. The entire book is very disturbing. It 
is disturbing to see the poverty and the 
prisons and the funerals. It is disturbing 
to see the effects of the Klan and racism 
on the people Richards went to Arkansas 
to help. It would be disturbing to see these 
people’s lives exploited for publication if 
it weren’t possible that the exposure 
might somehow help them and if it 
weren’t obvious that such passive ex- 
ploitation is the least of their problems. 
But what is most disturbing is to realize 
that we have nothing to do with these 
people’s lives. 

There is no way that Richards could 
help us internalize his experience. Pic- 
tures for all their power fail to com- 


-municate. Nevertheless the book is not in- 


valid because of deficiencies in media or 
audience. The photographs themselves 
are beautifully executed. Without 
heavyhanded contrast he has shown us as 
much as we can see concerning what is 
there and what is here which is all a jour- 
nalist can do without falsifying his treat- 
ment. :
